JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

By  its  Order  No.  118679,  dated  October  14,  1965,  which  was  issued  without 
a  public  hearing  on  the  basis  of  the  information  then  on  file,  the  Board  authorized 
the  Department  of  Highways  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  to  reconstruct  and  improve 
the  overhead  bridge  carrying  Highway  No.  12  across  and  over  the  right-of-way 
and  track  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  near  Alix,  Alberta.  In  that  Order 
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the  Board  also  directed  that,  "Fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  reconstruction  and 
improvement  of  the  said  overhead  bridge,  or  the  sum  of  $45,000,  whichever  is 
the  lesser,  shall  be  paid  out  of  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund".  The  grant 
that  the  Board  may  make  towards  the  cost  of  reconstruction  of  an  existing  grade 
separation  is  limited  to  50%  of  the  cost  or  $250,000,  whichever  is  the  lesser. 

Prior  to  the  making  of  the  Order  the  Department  of  Highways  had  submitted 
a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  structure  and  its  approaches, 
amounting  to  $191,300;  and  after  the  Order  was  made  the  Department  wrote  to 
the  Board  asking  why  the  amount  of  the  grant  from  the  Fund  was  limited  to 
$45,000,  and  also  asked  for  a  review  of  the  decision  on  cost  sharing  so  as  to 
include  the  cost  of  the  approaches  of  the  reconstructed  bridge  as  a  shareable 
item  from  the  Fund.  The  Board  then  replied  by  letter  to  the  effect  that  the 
construction  of  the  approaches  was  considered  by  the  Board  to  be  part  of  the 
relocation  and  improvement  of  the  highway  which  was  being  relocated  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bridge  and  that  it  was  not  considered  to  be  part  of  the  work  of 
reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the  grade  separation  on  which  a  contribution 
from  the  Fund  may  be  based. 

The  Province  of  Alberta  asked  for  a  review  of  the  Order  and  a  hearing  in 
Edmonton.  The  Board  granted  this  request  and  heard  evidence  and  argument  at 
Edmonton  on  October  21,  1966.  At  the  hearing  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan  intervened  and  made  submissions  through  Counsel.  The  Board 
heard  evidence  given  by  Mr.  E.J.  Sanden,  Chief  Bridge  Engineer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  of  Alberta. 

Section  265  of  the  Railway  Act  contains  provisions  for  credits  to  "5The 
Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund"  and  for  grants  therefrom.  Subsection  (1)  reads 
as  follows: 

"265  (1)  The  sums  heretofore  or  hereafter  appropriated  and  set  apart  to 
aid  actual  construction  work  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of 
the  public  in  respect  of  crossings  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  special 
account  to  be  known  as  "The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund",  and  shall, 
insofar  as  not  already  applied,  be  applied  by  the  Board  in  its  discretion, 
subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  in  this  section,  solely  towards  the  cost, 
not  including  that  of  maintenance  and  operation,  of 

(a)  work  actually  done  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public  in  respect  of  existing  crossings  at  rail  level,  and 

(b)  work  actually  done  in  respect  of  reconstruction  and  improvement  of 
grade  separations  that  are  in  existence  at  crossings  upon  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  subsection  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board, 
are  not  adequate,  by  reason  of  their  location,  design  or  size,  for  the 
highway  traffic  using  them,  and 
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(c)  placing  reflective  markings  on  the  sides  of  railway  cars." 

Not  every  reconstruction  of  an  existing  grade  separation  qualifies  for  a  grant 
from  the  Fund.  By  virtue  of  section  265,  in  order  to  qualify,  the  grade  separation 
must  be  one  that  was  in  existence  when  subsection  (1)  came  into  force  on  June 
28,  1955;  it  must  be  one  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  is  not  adequate,  by 
reason  of  its  location,  design  or  size,  for  the  highway  traffic  using  it;  and  the 
work  must  be  actually  done  in  respect  of  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the 
grade  separation. 

The  question  whether  the  whole  or  only  part  of  a  particular  grade  separation 
work  and  its  cost  qualifies  for  a  grant  from  the  Fund  cannot  be  resolved  by  a 
formula.  Each  work  will  have  to  be  considered  along  with  its  attendant  circum- 
stances, bearing  in  mind  that  the  purposes  of  the  Fund  are  directly  related  to 
the  railway  —  highway  crossing  situation.  What  work  by  way  of  reconstruction  of 
an  existing  grade  separation  is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  a  grade  separation 
that  will  be  adequate  for  the  highway  traffic  using  it,  and  whether  a  particular 
reconstruction  project  includes  work  that  is  unrelated  to  the  railway  —  highway 
crossing  situation,  depend  on  various  factors,  including  the  physical  features 
of  the  locality,  the  location  and  route  of  the  highway  and  the  railway,  grades, 
sight  lines,  etc.  I  shall  give  two  hypothetical  examples  of  situations  in  this 
connection. 

First,  the  situation  in  which  an  overhead  bridge  carrying  a  highway  over 
and  across  a  railway  is  being  reconstructed,  and  the  new  structure  is  designed 
not  only  to  provide  an  adequate  overhead  crossing  of  the  railway  but  also  to 
improve  some  highway  condition  that  is  unrelated  to  the  crossing.  The  overhead 
bridge,  including  its  approaches,  is  too  narrow  for  highway  traffic  and,  for  that 
reason,  requires  to  be  widened  and  reconstructed,  and  this  can  be  done  adequately 
at  its  present  location.  But  there  also  is  a  highway  curve  some  distance  from  the 
crossing,  and  unrelated  to  it,  that  should  be  eliminated  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  highway  at  that  point,  and  elimination  of  the  highway  curve  can 
be  best  accomplished  by  changing  the  course  of  the  highway  towards  the  bridge. 
The  change  in  the  highway  will  require  the  bridge  to  be  placed  at  a  new  location 
and  with  longer  approaches  and  at  greater  cost  than  would  be  entailed  in  provid- 
ing an  adequate  overhead  bridge  and  its  approaches  at  its  existing  location.  It 
may  be  prudent  and  economic  to  accomplish  both  objectives,  i.e.,  elimination 
of  the  highway  curve  and  provision  of  an  adequate  overhead  bridge,  by  recon- 
structing the  grade  separation  at  the  new  location.  But  if  the  cost  of  reconstruct- 
ing the  bridge  and  its  approaches  at  the  new  location  exceeds  what  the  cost 
would  be  of  reconstructing  it,  including  proper  approaches,  to  safe  and  adequate 
standards  at  its  existing  location,  I  do  not  think  that  the  excess  of  such  cost 
should  be  included  in  the  amount  towards  which  a  grant  from  the  Fund  should 
be  made,  for  the  excess  is  because  of  work  that  is  predominantly  for  the  improve- 
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ment  of  a  portion  of  highway  that  is  unrelated  to  the  railway  -  highway  crossing 

■* 

situation. 

Another  example  is  one  where  the  railway  was  constructed  at  a  sharp  angle 
with  the  highway,  but  for  reasons  of  economy  the  overhead  bridge  or  subway 
was  built  at  or  near  right  angles  with  the  track,  thereby  introducing  sharp  curves 
in  the  highway  which  otherwise  would  be  straight.  If,  to  diminish  this  dangerous 
condition  and  for  other  reasons  it  becomes  necessary  to  reconstruct  the  overhead 
bridge  or  subway,  the  cost  of  its  reconstruction  at  a  new  alignment  or  at  a  new 
location  as  well  as  the  cost  of  adequate  approaches  should  be  considered  as  a 
proper  basis  for  a  grant  from  the  Fund. 

In  the  case  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  overhead  bridge  near  Alix,  the  Order 
of  the  Board  to  limit  the  grant  from  the  Fund  to  $45,000  was  made  on  the  basis 
of  the  information  on  file  at  the  time  the  Order  was  issued.  The  information  was 
not  as  complete  then  as  it  is  now.  Upon  the  review  of  the  Order  and  upon  hearing 
the  evidence  and  submissions  at  the  hearing  at  Edmonton  and  upon  a  personal 
inspection  of  the  work  by  the  members  of  the  Board  who  heard  the  case,  along 
with  the  Board's  Director  of  Engineering  and  one  of  its  District  Engineers,  we 
are  satisfied  that  all  of  the  work,  including  the  approaches,  was  so  directly 
related  to  the  crossing  situation  and  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the 
existing  grade  separation  that  the  grant  from  the  Fund  should  be  based  upon  the 
entire  reasonable  cost  of  the  work. 

An  appropriate  Order  amending  Order  No.  118679  will  be  issued  accordingly 
in  due  course  to  increase  the  grant  to  fifty  per  cent  of  such  cost.

,  JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

This  is  an  application  of  Canadian  National  Railways  for  leave  to  discon- 
tinue passenger  trains  Nos.  988,  989,  990  and  991  operating  between  Toronto 
and  Hamilton.  At  the  time  of  the  Company's  application  these  trains  were  Nos. 
920,  921,  922  and  923.  The  application  is  to  have  the  discontinuance  take  effect 
upon  the  institution  of  a  computer  service  proposed  by  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

The  new  proposed  government  commuter  service  will  operate  from  Toronto 
westerly  to  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  from  Toronto  easterly  to  Pickering.  It  will 
use  existing  Canadian  National  Railways'  trackage.  The  service  to  be  provided 
will  be  a  service  of  the  Government  of  Ontario  and  will  not  form  part  of  Canadian 
National  Railways'  operations.  All  rolling  stock,  including  the  motive  power, 
is  being  purchased  by,  and  will  be  owned  by,  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The 
Province  will  set  the  level  of  tolls  and  will  issue  its  own  tickets.  It  will  deter- 
mine the  level  of  service  to  be  provided.  Canadian  National  Railways,  in  addition 
to  providing  the  right-of-way  on  which  the  service  will  be  operated,  will  provide 
the  staff  to  man  the  trains.  An  agreement  has  been  reached  (although  no  formal 
agreement  exists)  with  respect  to  Canadian  National's  part  of  the  operation. 
This,  in  the  submission  of  Counsel,  establishes  a  relationship  of  principal  and 
agent  as  between  the  Province  and  the  Railway  Company. 

To  be  sure  that  I  have  correctly  described  the  nature  of  the  proposed 
service,  I  set  out  below  an  excerpt  from  the  argument  addressed  to  the  Board  by 
Mr.  Pye: 

"MR.  PYE:  Perhaps  in  just  the  vein  in  which  I  was  carrying  on,  I  would 
just  like  to  refer  to  the  arrangements  as  such  that  tend  to  indicate  of  course 
that  this  is  not  in  any  way  a  service  being  performed  by  a  railway  company, 
namely,  Canadian  National,  as  subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  and  in 
that  regard  I  refer  to  the  fact  that  all  the  equipment  as  we  have  heard  in 
evidence  will  be  owned  by  the  province,  both  rolling  stock  and  motive  power, 
all  ticketing  will  be  done  by  the  province,  the  level  of  tolls  will  be  set  by 
the  province,  the  stations  will  be  owned  by  the  government,  Canadian 
National  will  be  paid  any  of  its  costs  plus  a  management  fee  to  perform 
certain  aspects  of  the  service  as  agent  of  the  Province  and  not  in  any  way 
as  part  of  Canadian  National's  service  to  the  public.  The  very  agreement 
between  the  parties,  as  we  indicated,  establishes  the  agent-principal  rela- 
tionship between  the  parties." 

The  proposed  service  to  and  from  Hamilton  will  be  practically  the  same 
as  now. 
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Although  the  proposed  schedules  have  not  been  completed,  there  will  be  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  trains  operating  between  Toronto  and  Oak- 
ville  and  there  will  be  an  almost  entirely  new  service  between  Toronto  and 
Pickering.  Certain  engineering  problems  arise  which  are  being  met  by  the 
Province  and  the  Railway  Company. 

Having  heard  detailed  evidence  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  equipment  and 
service  proposed,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  substantial  objection,  the  Board 
deemed  the  public  interest  best  served  by  giving  a  prompt  decision  in  this  matter. 
For  the  Board,  I  gave  the  following  oral  Judgment  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
hearing: 

"THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Then  I  will  make  clear  the  Board's  position 
as  I  set  it  out  at  the  outset  and  refer  to  the  decision  that  we  have  arrived 
at  and  how  we  shall  deal  with  the  matter. 

The  application,  as  everyone  here  knows,  was  one  by  the  Railway  Com- 
pany to  discontinue  the  service  provided  by  certain  trains.  We  expressed 
the  view  that  if  we  were  to  accede  to  that  application  we  didn't  want  the 
time  to  pass  with  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  concerned  as  to  whether 
the  Board  would  endeavour  to  exercise  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  the  proposed 
service.  We  therefore  wished  that  issue  dealt  with  here  as  it  has  been  dealt 
with  and  we  wish  our  determination  of  that  to  be  part  of  our  decision  in  these 
proceedings.  So  that  if  that  decision  is  adverse  to  any  of  the  parties  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  appealing  it  in  the  hope  of  receiving  a  decision 
of  the  appellate  body  in  the  time  or  by  the  time  when  they  require  it.  And 
I  make  that  quite  clear  that  our  decision  in  respect  of  jurisdiction  is  an 
integral  part  of  these  proceedings. 

On  the  application  itself  we  have  had  the  advantage  of  having  heard,  not 
only  from  counsel  on  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  on  behalf  of 
Canadian  National  Railways,  but  also  from  the  City  counsel  and  I  refer  to 
the  counsel  of  the  Cities  of  Burlington  and  Hamilton. 

The  original  objection  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  has,  in  the  words  of  its 
counsel,  not  necessarily  been  withdrawn  but  has  been  modified. 

As  I  understand  the  submission  made  by  Mr.  Quance  on  behalf  of  Bayview 
Lodge  No.  226  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen  he  makes  on  their 
behalf  certain  observations  and  comments,  but  I  have  not  in  a  cursory 
examination  of  it  read  such  as  amounts  to  an  objection. 

Mr.  Handforth  and  his  colleague  were  the  only  two  patrons  of  the  service 
to  appear,  Mr.  Handforth  stated  his  objections  in  respect  of  the  station  of 
Lome  Park  and  I  was  glad  to  see  that  he  had  appeared  here,  but  he  was 
only  one  of  some  1,000  passengers  on  the  average  handled  per  trip  by  these 
trains. 
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In  the  circumstances  and  in  the  light  of  the  evidence  that  we  have  heard 
and  the  submissions  that  have  been  made  we  do  not  think  it  would  be  in  the 
public  interest  merely  to  say  that  we  reserve  our  judgment  in  respect  of  this 
matter,  then  to  return  to  Ottawa  and  in  due  course  hand  down  our  decision. 
We  think  that  the  public  interest  in  these  circumstances  is  best  served  by  a 
prompt  and  clear  decision. 

We  therefore  intend  to  issue  an  order  approving  the  application  but  not 
to  do  so  until  we  have  determined  the  matter  of  jurisdiction  and  then  to 
couple  with  that  order  our  decision  in  respect  to  jurisdiction.  How  soon 
we  will  arrive  at  that  decision  I  do  not  know.  We  will  endeavour  to  be  prompt 
but  there  are  other  things  from  time  to  time  that  intervene.  We  will  however 
not  allow  any  delay  to  occur  that  we  can  avoid. 

Have  I  made  that  clear,  Mr.  Pye? 

MR.  PYE:  Yes,  sir.  As  I  understand  it  then,  if  I  may  just  recap,  the 
application  is  in  fact  approved  but  that  no  order  will  issue  until  the  matter 
of  jurisdiction  has  been  resolved  by  the  Board  and  it  will  be  contained  in 
the  same  order. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  That  is  correct.  We  are  stating  our  intention 
because  we  think  it  in  the  public  interest  to  do  so  but  as  the  Board  has  so 
often  stated  in  the  past  it  speaks  with  its  judgments  and  orders  and  until 
that  order  issues  that  action  of  approval  has  not  in  fact  been  taken.  Have  I 
made  the  Board's  position  clear,  Mr.  Turville? 

MR.  TURVILLE:  Eminently  clear,  sir.  I  think  it  is  entirely  fair." 

The  matter  remaining  to  be  determined  is  whether  the  Board  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  tolls  to  be  charged  by  the  Province  in  respect  of  the  proposed  commuter 
service.  I  may  say  at  this  point  that  the  Board  is  neither  reaching  out  for  juris- 
diction nor  being  reluctant  to  exercise  it.  The  whole  question  is  whether  by 
statute  the  Board  is  bound  to  exercise  a  jurisdiction  given  to  it  by  the  Railway 
Act. 

The  stand  of  Mr.  Turville  and  Mr.  Pye  is  that  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction. 

It  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  deal  with  the  argument  that  the  definition  of 
"toll"  or  "rate",  as  set  out  in  subsection  32  of  Section  2  of  the  Railway  Act, 
is  limited  to  charges  made  by  a  railway  company  or  person  otherwise  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  and  that,  as  the  proposed  tolls  will  be 
charged  by  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  Board  has  no 
jurisdiction. 

Mr.  Pye,  while  adhering  to  this  position,  says  that  if  the  proposed  tolls  do 
come  within  the  definition  of  "toll"  or  "rate",  in  subsection  32  of  Section  2  of 
the    Railway  Act,   then   they   are  within   the  jurisdiction   of  the   Board.  His 
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submission,  as  stated  above,  is  that  they  do  not,  for,  to  do  so,  they  must  be 
charges  made  by  a  railway  company  or  person  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Act. 

The  definition  of  "toll"  or  "rate"  in  the  subsection  above  referred  to  is, 
in  part,  as  follows: 

11  'toll'  or  'rate',  when  used  with  reference  to  a  railway,  means  any  toll, 
rate,  charge  or  allowance  charged  or  made  either  by  the  company,  or  upon 
or  in  respect  of  a  railway  owned  or  operated  by  the  company,  or  by  any 
person  on  behalf  or  under  authority  or  consent  of  the  company,  in  connection 

with  the  carriage  and  transportation  of  passengers  and  includes  any 

toll,  rate,  charge  or  allowance  so  charged  or  made  in  connection  with  rolling 
stock,  or  the  use  thereof,  or  any  instrumentality  or  facility  of  carriage, 
shipment  or  transportation,  irrespective  of  ownership  or  of  any  contract, 
expressed  or  implied,  with  respect  to  the  use  thereof  M 

"Railway"  is  defined  by  subsection  21  of  Section  2  of  the  Railway  Act  as: 

"Any  railway  that  the  company  has  authority  to  construct  or  operate,  and 
includes  all  branches,  extensions,  sidings,  stations,  depots,  wharves,  rolling 
stock,  equipment,  stores,  property  real  or  personal  and  works  connected 
therewith,  and  also  any  railway  bridge,  tunnel  or  other  structure  which  the 
company  is  authorized  to  construct;  and,  except  where  the  context  is 
inapplicable,  includes  street  railway  and  tramway". 

Mr.  Pye  submits  that  the  words  in  subsection  32  should  not  be  taken  out  of 
context  or  out  of  the  general  intent  and  purpose  of  the  Act.  However,  I  find  the 
words  clear,  and  have  discovered  nothing  in  the  Act  that  gives  them  a  different 
meaning. 

Numerous  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  deal  with  tolls  and  charges  for 
railway  services,  placing  upon  the  Board  duties  and  responsibilities  in  respect 
thereof.  Among  them  are  Section  317  —  equality  of  tolls  and  prohibition  of  unjust 
discrimination;  Section  326(5)  —  tariff  filing;  Section  328  —  power  in  the  Board 
to  disallow,  etc.  tolls  and  to  fix,  determine  and  enforce  just  and  reasonable 
rates,  and  Section  352  —  no  transportation  of  passengers  except  on  payment  of 
fares  properly  chargeable  under  tariffs  filed  with  the  Board. 

A  primary  purpose  of  the  numerous  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  in  respect 
of  tolls  is  to  ensure  just  and  reasonable  and  non-discriminatory  tolls  to  persons 
using  the  railways  and  to  provide  recourse  to  a  regulatory  body,  the  Board,  and 
power  in  that  body  to  protect  the  users  of  the  railways  and  to  fix,  determine  and 
enforce  just  and  reasonable  rates.  The  whole  purport  of  these  provisions  is  to 
cast  upon  the  Board  a  responsibility  for  the  protection  of  the  public  in  respect 
of  a  railway  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada.  If  the  Crown,  or 
a  railway  company  through  an  agreement  made  between  it  and  the  Crown,  is  not

subject  to  those  provisions,  the  purpose  of  the  provisions  may  be  defeated. 
Although  some  of  the  sections  are  directed  specifically  to  the  "company"  and 
although  the  Crown  is  not  specifically  mentioned,  I  think  that  the  provisions  as 
to  just  and  reasonable  and  non-discriminatory  rates  and  tariff  filing,  and  as  to 
the  powers  of  the  Board  in  that  respect,  are  binding  On  the  Crown  and  Canadian 
National  Railways  in  the  circumstances  under  consideration  here. 

Moreover,  in  my  opinion  the  proposed  tolls  are  to  be  charged  in  respect  of 
a  railway  owned  by  Canadian  National  Railways,  which  is  a  company  within  the 
meaning  of  subsection  32  of  Section  2. 

An  Order  will  be  made  consisting  of  two  parts: 

(a)  giving  authority  to  discontinue  trains  Nos.  988,  989,  990  and  991  oper- 
ating between  Toronto  and  Hamilton,  such  discontinuance  to  take  effect  only 
upon  the  institution  of  the  commuter  service  proposed  by  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
and 

(b)  declaring  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  it  has  jurisdiction  in  respect 
of  the  tolls  to  be  charged  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  respect  of  the  proposed 
service.

I  concur  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  insofar  as  it 
grants  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  railway)  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  the  four  trains  mentioned 
therein. 

I  disagree  with  the  finding  that  the  Board  "has  jurisdiction  in  respect  of 
the  tolls  to  be  charged  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  respect  of  the  proposed 
service."  But  as  I  am  of  the  opinion  this  is  a  question  of  law,  Section  12(2)  of 
the  Railway  Act  requires  that  the  opinion  of  the  presiding  Assistant  Chief 
Commissioner  shall  prevail. 

My  reasons  for  disagreement  with  the  aforesaid  finding  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  decision  upon  the  point  of  law  does  not  indicate  what  statutory 
authority  empowers  the  Board  to  assert  jurisdiction  over  the  Province, 
and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  such  authority. 

2.  The  Province  has  embarked  upon  a  plan,  at  considerable  public  expense, 
to  supplement  existing  and  continuing  commuting  service  with  the  addi- 
tional objective  of  attracting  automobile  drivers  from  the  use  of  public 
highways. 

3.  The  necessity  of  subsidization  by  the  Province  is  foreseen  and  accepted, 
apart  from  the  revenue  to  be  derived  from  competitive  pricing  designed 
to  attain  the  above  objectives. 

4.  The  Board's  jurisdiction  over  the  railway  is  in  no  way  diminished  by  the 
arrangement  between  the  railway  and  the  Province.  The  Board  will  and 
must  continue  to  exercise  its  regulatory  functions  respecting  the  safety 
of  operation  and  it  has  a  continuing  jurisdiction  over  the  railway  respect- 
ing its  tolls. 

5.  The  railway  is  to  be  recompensed  by  the  Province  for  the  services  it  will 
perform  for  the  Province  and  such  services,  in  reality,  include  the  car- 
riage of  passengers. 

6.  Section  338  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  the  railway  is  authorized  to 
issue  two  classes  of  passenger  tariffs  of  tolls,  i.e.,  a  standard  tariff 
of  maximum  mileage  tolls  and  special  tariffs  of  tolls  where  tolls  lower 
than  standard  are  made  applicable. 

7.  A  standard  tariff  of  tolls  is  in  effect  and  will  continue  in  effect. 

8.  The  charges  which  the  railway  exacts  from  the  Province  for  the  con- 
templated service  are  tolls  for  the  carriage  of  the  Province's  rolling  stock 
and  the  persons  whom  the  Province  allows  therein. 
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9.  Section  338(3)  of  the  Railway  Act  requires  that  special  passenger  tariffs 
specify  the  tolls  to  be  charged  by  the  company  for  passengers  when  they 
are  lower  than  the  standard  tolls,  and  appears  to  be  broad  enough  to  be 
applied  to  what  is  stated  in  paragraph  8  above. 

Over  a  long  period  of  time  the  Board  has  accepted  into  its  files  tariffs  of 
the  railway  which  establish  charges  pursuant  to  agreements  for  the  mass  carriage 
of  persons  by  the  railway.  One  such  tariff  currently  effective  establishes  lump 
sum  round  trip  charges  per  day  according  to  the  number  of  passenger-carrying 
cars  in  the  trains  involved.  Included  in  the  tariff  and  forming  part  thereof  is  an 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  Canada  and  the  railway 
providing  for  a  train  service  to  transport  employees  of  the  Crown. 

This  agreement  differs  with  the  service  involved  in  these  proceedings  mainly 
to  the  extent  that  the  railway  furnishes  the  rolling  stock  and  performs  the  opera- 
tion and  that  the  persons  carried  are  employees  and  not  the  general  public. 
Nevertheless  the  principle  is  substantially  the  same  in  that  the  railway  is  not 
concerned  with  whether  or  not  the  persons  so  carried  are  charged  by  the  Crown 
or  that  such  transportation  as  is  thus  provided  is  or  is  not  a  part  of  the 
emolument  of  the  employee. 

Therefore  I  am  of  the  opinion  the  requirements  of  the  Railway  Act  can  be 
adequately  and  properly  met  by  the  simple  process  of  the  railway  filing  with  the 
Board,  as  a  tariff,  the  agreement  which  it  has  or  will  have  with  the  Province  and 
which  must  contain  a  full  disclosure  of  the  remuneration  the  railway  will  receive 
for  the  carriage  and  services  it  performs.

JUDGMENT 

BY  THE  BOARD: 

In  June  of  1965  the  Board  received  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Kerr  and  Wood  of 
Blenheim,  Ontario,  Solicitors  for  a  Mr.  Edward  Sykes,  stating  that  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Railway  Company  was  not  willing  to  bear  the  cost  of  a  farm  crossing 
on  Mr.  Sykes'  property  and  asking  what  steps  would  have  to  be  taken  to  secure 
such. 

James  Edward  Alfred  Sykes  and  Anne  Louise  Sykes  are  the  owners  of  lands 
composed  of  the  southwest  half  of  the  south-east  half  of  Lot  21  in  the  14th  Con- 
cession of  the  Township  of  Raleigh,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  They  had  pur- 
chased the  lands  earlier  in  1965  from  a  Mr.  John  David  Ramsdale  and  Donna 
Ramsdale,  his  wife. 

On  Lot  21  there  are  two  farm  crossings  over  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Rail- 
way lines  but  neither  of  them  are  on  that  portion  of  Lot  21  of  which  the  Sykes 
are  now  owners.  The  substance  of  the  complaint  placed  before  the  Board  was 
that  the  Railway  Company  was  not  willing  to  pay  for  a  new  crossing  on  the 
Sykes  property. 

On  August  5th,  1965,  the  matter  was  brought  formally  before  the  Board  by 
the  filing  of  an  application  by  the  Sykes.  The  application  asks  that  an  Order  be 
made  directing  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company  (the  lessor 
to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  of  the  line  of  railway)  to  provide  and  construct  a 
suitable  farm  crossing  where  the  Company's  railway  intersects  their  farm  in 
Lot  21. 
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The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company  has  filed  an  Answer  to 
the  application,  the  Applicants  have  filed  a  Reply,  and  the  parties  have  agreed 
that  the  Board  make  its  decision  upon  the  material  filed  with  it. 

In  September  last  the  Board  arranged  with  the  parties  for  its  District 
Inspector  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  property.  This  he  did  on  October  5th, 
meeting  there  members  of  the  Applicants'  family  and  those  of  the  neighbouring 
Ramsdale  family.  It  appeared  that  the  Applicants  have  no  difficulty  in  using  the 
existing  crossing  on  the  Ramsdale  property  and  do  not  expect  that  there  would 
be  any  difficulty.  The  application  apparently  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  pur- 
chase of  the  property  was  from  funds  secured  from  the  Ontario  Junior  Farmer 
Establishment  Loan  Corporation,  who  hold  a  mortgage  on  the  property  and  who, 
it  is  said,  "will  not  finalize  the  contract''  until  the  Applicants  have  either  a 
crossing  on  the  property  or  an  easement  permitting  the  use  of  the  crossing  which 
is  on  the  Ramsdale  property.  Following  this  meeting,  the  Applicants'  Solicitor 
expected  to  be  able  to  secure  an  easement  to  permit  of  the  Applicants'  use  of 
the  existing  crossing.  Negotiations  ensued  but  on  December  17th  the  Applicants' 
Solicitor  wrote  to  the  Board's  District  Inspector  to  say  that  the  Applicants  wish 
the  Board's  formal  decision  on  their  application. 

The  Applicants  say  that  they  own  the  lands  already  described  above  con- 
sisting of  fifty  acres  more  or  less,  save  and  except  some  one  and  a  half  acres 
conveyed  to  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company;  further,  that 
by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  railway  they  are  deprived  of  access  to  that 
part  of  Lot  21  lying  across  and  north-westerly  of  the  right-of-way,  and  that  such 
access  is  necessary  for  the  enjoyment  of  their  lands. 

The  Railway  Company,  in  answer,  says  that  it  acquired  its  right-of-way 
across  the  south  half  of  Lot  21  by  conveyance  registered  in  1892;  two  farm 
crossings  have  been  constructed,  and  that,  subsequent  to  that  construction,  the 
south  half  of  Lot  21  was  subdivided;  further,  that  the  Applicants  became  the 
owners  of  the  southwest  half  of  the  south-east  half  of  Lot  21  by  conveyance 
registered  in  March,  1965;  that  the  Applicants  have  requested  the  Railway  Com- 
pany to  construct  a  farm  crossing  approximately  fifty  feet  west  of  an  existing 
farm  crossing  on  an  adjoining  parcel  of  land  at  mileage  3649  +  35,  and  that  there 
is  a  second  farm  crossing  to  the  east  and  within  one  thousand  feet  of  the  existing 
farm  crossing  at  mileage  3649  +  35.  The  Railway  Company  submits  that  there  is 
no  need  for  three  farm  crossings  in  the  south  half  (commonly  known  as  the  south- 
east half)  of  Lot  21,  and  that,  moreover,  the  Applicants  are  not  entitled  to  a  farm 
crossing  pursuant  to  Section  275  of  the  Railway  Act. 

The  Railway  Company  has  no  objection  to  the  farm  crossing  requested  by 
the  Applicants,  provided  that  the  construction  and  maintenance  is  at  the  expense 
of  the  Applicants  and  provided  that  one  of  the  existing  farm  crossings  referred 
to  above  is  closed. 
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Alternatively,  the  Railway  Company  has  no  objection  to  relocating  the  exist- 
ing farm  crossing  now  at  mileage  3649  +  35  at  the  Applicants'  expense  as  to 
relocation  and  maintenance. 

The  Railway  Company  further  pleads  that: 

1.  The  line  of  railway  was  carried  across  Lot  21  and  the  existing  farm 
crossings  were  constructed  prior  to  the  subdivision  of  the  south  half  (commonly 
called  the  south-east  half  of  Lot  21). 

2.  The  existence  of  more  than  two  farm  crossings  across  the  railway  on  the 
south  half  of  Lot  21  is  unnecessary. 

3.  Until  acquisition  by  the  Applicants  of  the  south-west  half  of  the  south- 
east half  of  Lot  21,  the  two  existing  farm  crossings  provided  the  owners  with 
good  and  sufficient  access. 

4.  The  Applicants'  alleged  need  for  a  crossing  would  be  satisfied  by  their 
obtaining  the  right  to  cross  over  part  of  the  lands,  being  the  south-east  half  of 
the  south-east  half  of  Lot  21,  using  therefor  the  existing  lane  or  obtaining  a 
right-of-way  or  easement  from  their  lands  to  the  existing  farm  crossing  at  mile- 
age 3649  +  35. 

The  Railway  Company  further  says  that  the  Applicants  are  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  an  implied  way  of  necessity  or  right-of-way  across  part  of  the  south- 
east half  of  the  south-east  half  of  Lot  21  to  enable  them  to  use  the  existing 
crossing  at  mileage  3649  +  35  and  that  their  proper  remedy  is  to  seek  redress 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  that  property. 

In  their  reply  the  Applicants  set  out  the  reason  why  they  have  no  access 
to  their  lands  lying  across  the  line  of  railway  and  plead  that  more  than  two  farm 
crossings  are  necessary  and  that  "the  need  is  warranted,  having  regard  to  the 
risks  and  the  public  interest";  further,  that  the  farmer's  lane  referred  to  above 
is  on  the  Applicants'  property  until  shortly  before  it  reaches  the  right-of-way, 
and  that  it  could  have  been  constructed  in  a  straight  line  so  as  to  intercept  the 
right-of-way  at  the  place  of  crossing  proposed  by  the  Applicants  and  where  the 
clearance  from  overhead  wires  is  greater. 

The  Applicants  have  filed  with  the  Board  an  Abstract  of  Title  to  the  south- 
east half  of  Lot  21. 

From  the  Abstract  it  appears  that  the  south-easterly  part  of  Lot  21  was 
granted  by  the  Crown  to  one  David  Hirst  in  1847.  It  became  the  property  of  Martha 
Hirst  as  trustee  under  a  Will  registered  in  1887.  The  railway  right-of-way,  con- 
sisting of  3-15/100  acres,  was  sold  in  1892  by  the  trustee  to  the  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

On  the  7th  March,  1933,  Hanna  Hirst,  described  as  the  widow  and  adminis- 
tratrix of  David  Hirst,  Jr.,  granted  to  one  Earl  B.  Ramsdale  the  south-west  half 
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of  the  south-east  half  of  the  lot,  except  that  portion  conveyed  to  the  railway. 
This  is  referred  to  hereinafter  as^the  ''parcel". 

In  1955,  Earl  B.  Ramsdale,  with  his  wife  barring  dower,  granted  the  parcel 
to  John  D.  Ramsdale.  By  an  instrument  entitled  "Lease  and  Grant",  dated  January, 
1963,  John  D.  Ramsdale  and  Donna  L.  Ramsdale  granted  the  parcel  to  Imperial 
Oil  Limited.  On  March  1st,  1965,  John  D.  Ramsdale,  his  wife  barring  dower, 
granted  the  parcel  to  James  E.A.  Sykes  and  Anne  L.  Sykes.  It  would  appear  that 
this  is  the  same  parcel  granted  to  Imperial  Oil  Limited.  On  August  18th,  1965, 
Imperial  Oil  Limited  surrendered  the  lease  to  the  parcel. 

The  documents  before  the  Board  show  that  the  parcel  was  subdivided  length- 
wise on  a  north-westerly  and  south-easterly  axis,  which  axis  cut  across  the 
railway  right-of-way  but  the  parcel  has  never  been  separated  into  two  separate 
holdings  divided  by  the  railway.  It  was  only  after  the  railway  right-of-way  was 
sold  that  the  land  was  divided  into  east  and  west  halves,  both  of  which  straddled 
the  railway  the  length  of  the  original  grant. 

In  summary,  therefore,  the  Applicants  bought  from  John  D.  Ramsdale  the 
parcel  granted  to  him  by  Earl  B.  Ramsdale  who,  in  turn,  had  acquired  it  from  the 
heirs  of  the  original  patentee.  In  other  words,  the  title  to  the  Applicants'  lands 
has  remained  undivided  since  the  original  grant  from  the  Crown. 

The  decisions  regarding  the  right  to  farm  crossings  under  Section  275  of  the 
Railway  Act  can  be  summarized  somewhat  as  follows:  The  right  (i.e.  to  a  farm 
crossing)  arises  under  this  section  when  the  railway  is  carried  across  the  lands 
of  an  owner  in  such  a  way  as  to  leave  a  parcel  of  his  land  on  each  side  of  the 
railway.  The  right  to  a  farm  crossing  under  this  section  runs  with  the  land  and 
is  not  affected  by  the  lapse  of  time  before  such  right  is  claimed.

The  Board  must  in  each  instance  determine  whether  the  facts  support  the 
application.  In  the  light  of  the  facts  of  this  particular  case,  as  they  appear  on 
file,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Applicants'  property,  the 
Board  finds  that  the  Applicants  are  entitled  to  a  crossing  under  Section  275  of 
the  Railway  Act.  If  within  the  next  ninety  days  the  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River 
Railway  Company  does  not  provide  the  Applicants  with  a  farm  crossing  at  a 
location  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  said  Company  and  the  Applicants,  an 
Order  will  issue  directing  the  said  Company  to  provide  such  farm  crossing  at  a 
location  which  then  will  be  determined  by  an  Engineer  of  the  Board.

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  required  that  the  program  of  placing  reflective  markings 
be  carried  on  for  a  further  period  of  time; 


1.  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
shall  each  place  reflective  markings  on  each  side  of  at  least  four  thousand  of

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.CC: 

The  Quebec  Central  Railway  filed  its  application  to  discontinue  the  operation 
of  passenger  trains  Nos.  1,  2  and  4  between  Sherbrooke  and  Quebec  City  on 
November  26,  1965.  The  reasons  given  by  the  Railway  in  support  of  its  applica- 
tion were  the  low  carryings  of  revenue  passengers  and  an  annual  loss  of  $54,100. 

Opposition  to  the  discontinuance  of  this  passenger  service  was  submitted 
by  practically  all  the  municipalities  served  by  these  trains.  The  general  tone 
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of  their  objections  was  that  the  elimination  of  the  passenger  train  service  would 
result  in  serious  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

Interviews  that  one  of  the  Board's  Inspectors  had  with  representatives  of 
these  municipalities,  prior  to  the  hearing,  revealed  that  sixteen  municipalities 
were  opposed,  that  seven  had  passed  a  resolution  in  sympathy  with  other 
municipalities  and  that  five  were  not  opposed. 

At  the  hearing  held  on  October  5,  the  Railway  presented  evidence  that  the 
line  over  which  these  trains  operate  extends  over  a  distance  of  147.6  miles 
between  Sherbrooke  and  Quebec  City.  The  industrial  centres  served  by  these 
trains  include  Sherbrooke,  East-Angus,  Bishopton,  Weedon,  St-Gerard,  Black 
Lake,  Dark  Lake,  Disraeli,  Coleraine,  Thetford  Mines,  Robertson,  East-Broughton, 
Vallee  Jonction,  Ste-Marie,  Scott  Jonction,  Ville  Lambert,  Breakeyville,  Charny 
and  Quebec. 

Mr.  F.S.  Champagne,  Manager  of  the  Quebec  Central,  explained  that  the 
passenger  service  has  been  provided  by  an  R.D.C.  (Rail  Diesel  Car)  unit  since 
February  1957.  He  also  stated  that  the  only  employees  affected  by  the  proposed 
discontinuance  would  be  two  enginemen  and  two  conductors  who  would  be 
transferred  to  freight  train  service. 

Mr.  C.G.  Blake,  Manager  of  freight  and  passenger  traffic,  testified  to  the 
effect  that  since  1964,  in  order  to  accommodate  their  patrons,  they  start  their 
train  from  Sherbrooke  early  in  the  morning  to  enable  those  wishing  to  go  to 
Quebec  on  business  to  have  the  day  there  and  return  in  the  evening. 

Mr.  Blake  filed  timetables  of  bus  services  provided  by  Autobus  Provencher 
operating  between  East-Angus  and  Sherbrooke,  Autobus  Coderre  Enr.  between 
Disraeli  and  Thetford  Mines,  Autobus  Nolin  Inc.  between  Thetford  Mines  and 
Quebec,  Autobus  Ste-Claire-Ste  Justine-St-Narcisse  Ltee  between  Scott's  Junction 
and  Quebec,  Autobus  Charny-St-Romuald  Inc.  between  Ville  Lambert  and  Quebec, 
Autobus  Drummondville  Ltee  between  Sherbrooke  and  Megantic  via  East-Angus, 
Autobus  Fortin  and  Poulin  Inc.  between  Sherbrooke  and  St-Georges  East  via 
East-Angus,  Autobus  Lachance  &  Freres  Enr.  between  Megantic  and  Quebec  via 
Vallee  Jonction  and  Scott's  Junction  and  other  bus  services  between  Montreal 
and  Thetford  Mines  as  well  as  between  Thetford  Mines  and  Plessisville,  with 
connection  for  Montreal  or  Quebec. 

Mr.  Blake  gave  an  outline  of  the  efforts  made  by  his  company  to  counteract 
the  decrease  in  passenger  traffic  which  started  back  in  1950  and  was  due  to 
competition  of  numerous  bus  lines,  taxis  and  private  automobiles. 

Mr.  Arthur  Pelletier,  District  Manager  of  Quebec  Central  Transportation  Co. 
and  Le  Voyageur  (both  bus  companies)  explained  that  there  is  a  daily  service 
in  both  directions  provided  by  Quebec  Central  Transportation,  between  Sherbrooke 
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and  Quebec  via  Thetford  Mines  with  additional  service  on  Friday  and  Sunday. 
This  service,  though  it  serves  all  points  between  Quebec  and  Sherbrooke  via 
Thetford  Mines  does  not  permit  travellers  to  buy  tickets  Quebec  to  Sherbrooke 
or  vice  versa. 

Mr.  Pelletier  also  stated  that  Le  Voyageur  Inc  operates  a  service  from 
Sherbrooke  to  Quebec  via  Richmond,  Victoriaville  and  Plessisville.  Mr.  Robert 
Tittley,  Manager  of  Quebec  Transportation  Company  and  Le  Voyageur  Inc. 
stated  that  his  companies  were  definitely  ready  to  replace  the  service  now 
provided  by  the  railway  with  an  identical  bus  service. 

Mr.  Allan  E.  Brown,  senior  research  analyst  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
ways, filed  a  statement  showing  the  average  number  of  revenue  passengers 
carried  on  the  Quebec  Central  trains  between  Sherbrooke  and  Quebec  for  the 
years  1962-1965  and  the  first  six  months  of  1966.  This  statement  shows  that 
the  average  number  of  passengers  carried  declined  from  68  in  1962  to  26  in  1966. 
He  also  filed  a  statement  showing  the  estimated  variable  expenses  incurred  in 
the  operation  of  trains  1,  2  and  4  during  the  twelve-month  period  extending  from 
July  1,  1965  to  June  30,  1966  amounting  to  $133,247. 

A  statement  filed  by  Mr.  Brown  shows  a  gross  revenue  for  the  same  period 
of  $73,900.  indicating  an  annual  deficit  of  $59,300. 

In  his  argument,  Counsel  for  the  Railway  stated  that  the  public  would  not 
suffer  as  a  result  of  the  discontinuance  of  these  passenger  trains  as  it  is  already 
served  by  other  means  of  transportation.  He  also  referred  to  the  undertaking  of 
Quebec  Central  Transportation  Company  and  Le  Voyageur  Inc.  to  replace  by  a  bus 
service  the  present  passenger  train  service  should  the  Board  authorize  its 
elimination. 

Counsel  also  referred  to  the  annual  deficit  of  the  passenger  train  service 
and  concluded  that  if  the  principle  followed  by  the  Board  in  previous  cases  is 
applied  to  this  case  namely:  "the  weighing  of  the  railway's  financial  losses  due 
to  the  operation  of  the  train  service  as  against  the  inconvenience  to  the  public 
caused  by  the  discontinuance  of  such  operation"  the  application  should  be 
granted. 

Although  practically  all  the  municipalities  served  by  the  Q.C.R.  passenger 
trains  had  sent  resolutions  opposing  the  elimination  of  this  train  service,  only 
the  municipalities  of  Thetford  Mines,  East  Angus,  Disraeli  and  East  Broughton 
were  represented  at  the  public  hearing. 

Mr.  Dutil,  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Thetford  Mines,  referred  to  the  problems 
that  would  result  on  the  highways  in  winter  time  if  the  trains  were  replaced  with 
busses  but  was  told  by  the  representative  of  the  bus  company,  Mr.  Tittley,  that 
last  year  there  was  only  one  day  that  Quebec  Central  Transportation  Co.  could 
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not  operate  its  busses.  Mr.  Dutil  also  wanted  to  know  if  busses  would  stop  at 
two  places  in  the  City  of  Thetford  Mines  as  the  train  presently  does.  He  was 
assured  that  this  would  be  done  if  the  police  did  not  interfere  with  this  practice. 
Mr.  Dutil  wanted  to  know  if  there  were  other  places  in  Canada  where  the  C.P.R, 
was  receiving  government  subsidies  in  the  case  of  passenger  service  deficit 
operations.  He  was  informed  that  the  C.P.R.  was  not  receiving  subsidies  for 
its  passenger  train  service.  He  felt  that  the  deficit  was  not  big  if  consideration 
is  given  to  the  profits  made  elsewhere  and  for  this  reason  he  asked  that  the 
train  service  be  continued. 

Mr.  Tourigny,  Secretary-treasurer  of  the  Town  of  East  Angus,  felt  that 
passenger  trains  offered  greater  safety  than  highway  vehicles.  He  also  considered 
that  it  was  unfair  that  the  railway  should  pay  taxes  to  municipalities  when  their 
competitors  do  not  and  he  suggested  that  the  train  service  be  maintained  for 
another  year  to  permit  the  government  to  improve  highways  for  the  bus  services, 

Mr.  R.  Guertin,  Mayor  of  Disraeli,  pointed  out  that  when  the  provincial 
government  and  municipalities  try  to  attract  more  industries,  the  first  question 
that  comes  up  is  the  transportation  for  freight  and  passengers  and  felt  that  the 
railway  should  cooperate  by  maintaining  its  services. 

Mr.  L.G.  Nadeau,  representative  of  the  Municipality  of  East  Broughton, 
feared  that  if  the  passenger  service  is  discontinued,  requests  will  be  made  for 
a  reduction  of  bus  services. 

Exhibit  No.  15  filed  by  the  Railway,  shows  that  the  average  number  of 
passengers  per  trip  carried  by  trains  1,  2  and  4  has  gradually  decreased  from  68 
in  1962  to  26  in  1966.  The  municipalities  served  by  the  passenger  train  service 
represent  a  population  of  approximately  65,000  people,  excluding  Quebec  and 
Sherbrooke.  The  region  is  provided  with  good  highways  and  numerous  bus 
services.  It  is  evident  that  the  considerable  decline  in  patronage  of  passenger 
trains,  in  such  a  populous  area,  can  only  be  explained  by  the  preference  of  the 
public  for  other  modes  of  transportation.  If  the  discontinuance  of  the  train 
service  cannot  be  made  without  causing  some  inconvenience  to  some  people,  I 
believe  that  the  great  majority  of  the  public  will  not  be  affected. 

Exhibit  22  was  submitted  by  the  Company  to  show  estimated  revenues  and 
variable  expenses  on  the  present  operating  basis  for  trains  1,  2  and  4  between 
Sherbrooke  and  Quebec  City,  (Quebec  Central  Railway). 

This  exhibit  appears  below  as  submitted  by  the  Company.

In  respect  of  passenger  revenues,  the  Company  witness,  Mr.  A.E.  Brown, 
explained  that  these  were  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  number  of  revenue 
passengers  carried  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966,  this  number  being 
multiplied  by  the  average  revenue  per  passenger  carried,  earned  by  the  company, 
as  developed  on  the  basis  of  two  one-week  samples  of  passenger  revenues  for 
the  weeks  August  9th  to  15th,  1965  and  July  15th  to  21st,  1966. 

I  have  had  our  Board  Analysts  examine  the  revenue  working  papers  and  for 
purpose  of  this  Judgment,  I  accept  the  revenue  figures  submitted  by  the  Company. 

Explanations  were  given  by  Mr.  A.E.  Brown,  Cost  witness  for  the  company, 
in  respect  of  the  variable  expenses  estimated  on  the  present  operation  of  trains 
1,  2  and  4  only. 
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I  have  had  a  study  made  of  these  expenses  and  after  adjustments  for  reasons 
given  hereinafter,  I  will  accept  the  following  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment.

Reductions  have  been  made  in  the  cost  of  fuel,  wages,  R.D.C.  repairs, 
Station  employees,  and  Train  other  expenses  as  submitted  on  Exhibit  21  for 
amounts  which  the  company  has  stated  are  to  cover  supervision  and  associated 
overhead  charged.  These  overheads  have  been  developed  through  multiple 
regression  analysis  and  I  am  not  satisfied  that  these  amounts  would  be  saved  by 
the  discontinuance  of  the  trains  under  review. 

The  variable  portions  of  road  maintenance  claimed  by  the  company  on 
Exhibit  21  also  have  been  developed  by  means  of  multiple  regression  analysis. 
I  am  not  convinced  that  this  amount,  $2,666,  would  be  saved  in  full,  and  so  have 
reduced  the  company*s  estimate  accordingly. 

General  and  Communications  expense  consists  of  the  pension  and  unemploy- 
ment insurance  contributions  made  by  the  company,  as  well  as  the  variable 
portion  of  accounting,  communications  and  other  costs  which  would  be  saved  on 
the  longer  term.  While  a  certain  amount  of  variability  may  be  ascribed  to  these 
items,  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  discontinuance  of  passenger  services  being 
studied  would  result  in  a  saving  as  claimed,  and  so  I  have  made  certain  reductions. 

In  past  cases,  the  Board  has  not  recognized  cost  of  money  as  an  item  of 
variable  expense,  although  it  has  been  considered  in  determining  financial 
improvement  based  on  a  rate  of  5%.  I  will  accordingly  apply  a  rate  of  5%  on  the 
R.D.C.  equipment,  and  will  consider  $6,700  as  being  cost  of  money.  I  am  not 
satisfied,  however,  that  any  financial  improvement  would  ensue  to  the  company 
in  respect  of  road  property,  and  have  disallowed  the  full  amount  claimed  on  the 
investment  in  road  property. 

The  effect  of  the  foregoing  adjustments  result  in  changes  to  Exhibit  22  as 
follows:

Even  reduced  to  $33,900  the  net  annual  deficit  of  the  railway  is  still 
considerable  and  the  railway  should  not  be  asked  to  continue  to  bear  this  heavy 
burden  unless  there  are  very  good  reasons  that  it  should  do  so. 

As  stated  by  Railway  Counsel  "The  principle  under  which  such  applications 
are  generally  decided  involve  the  weighing  of  the  railway's  financial  losses  due 
to  the  operation  of  the  train  service  as  against  the  inconvenience  to  the  public 
caused  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  operation."  I  find  that  in  this  case,  the 
losses  to  the  railway  outweight  the  inconvenience  that  may  be  caused  to  the 
public  as  a  result  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  train  service  and  for  this  reason, 
the  railway  may  discontinue  to  operate  its  trains  1,  2  and  4  between  Sherbrooke 
and  Quebec  City  not  earlier  than  the  30th  of  April  1967  and  on  not  less  than 
thirty  days'  prior  notice.  An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

JUGEMENT 

DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant 

Le  26  novembre  1965,  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company  a  depose  une 
demande  en  vue  d'abandonner  Sexploitation  des  trains  de  voyageurs  nos  1,  2 
et  4  entre  Sherbrooke  et  Quebec.  Les  raisons  qu'elle  a  invoquees  a  l'appui  de  sa 
demande  etaient  le  petit  nombre  de  voyageurs  payants  transporters  et  une  perte 
annuelle  de  $54,100. 

Presque  toutes  les  agglomerations  desservies  par  ces  trains  sesont  opposees 
a  leur  suppression.  De  facon  generale,  les  objections  soulevees  concernaient  les 
graves  ennuis  que  causerait  au  public  la  discontinuation  de  ces  services  detrains 
de  voyageurs. 

Avant  l'audience,  un  inspecteur  de  la  Commission  a  eu  avec  lesrepresentants 
des  municipalites  en  cause  des  entrevues  qui  ont  revele  que  seize  municipalites 
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s'opposaient  a  l'abandon  de  ces  trains,  que  sept  avaient  adopte  une  resolution 
de  sympathie  a  l'e'gard  des  autres  municipalites  et  que  cinq  n'y  voyaient  pas 
d'objection. 

Au  cours  de  l'audience,  tenue  le  5  octobre,  la  preuve  presentee  par  la 
Compagnie  portait  que  la  ligne  sur  laquelle  ces  trains  circulent  couvre  une 
distance  de  147.6  milles  entre  Sherbrooke  et  Quebec.  Les  centres  industriels 
desservis  par  ces  trains  comprennent  Sherbrooke,  East  Angus,  Bishopton,  Weedon, 
Saint-Gerard,  Black  Lake,  Dark  Lake,  Disraeli,  Coleraine,  Thetford  Mines, 
Robertson,  East  Broughton,  Vallee  Jonction,  Sainte-Marie,  Scott  Jonction, 
Ville-Lambert,  Breakyville,  Charny  et  Quebec. 

M.  F.-S.  Champagne,  directeur  de  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company,  a 
explique  que  ce  service  de  voyageurs  a  ete  assure  par  un  auto-rail  depuis  le 
mois  de  fevrier  1957  et  que  les  seuls  employes  qui  seraient  touches  par  l'abandon 
projete  sont  deux  mecaniciens  de  locomotive  et  deux  chefs  de  train  qui  seraient 
affectes  au  service  de  trains  de  marchandises. 

M.  C.G.  Blake,  directeur  du  trafic-marchandises  et  du  trafic-voyageurs,  a 
declare  dans  son  temoignage  que  depuis  1964,  en  vue  de  rendre  service  a  ses 
clients,  la  Compagnie  fait  partir  son  train  de  Sherbrooke  tres  tot  le  matin  de 
facon  a  permettre  aux  personnes  qui  vont  a  Quebec  pour  affaires  d'y  passer  la 
journee  et  de  rentrer  a  Sherbrooke  le  soir. 

M.  Blake  a  depose  des  indicateurs  des  services  d'autobus  assures  par  les 
Autobus  Provencher  entre  East  Angus  et  Sherbrooke,  les  Autobus  Coderre 
Enregistre  entre  Disraeli  et  Thetford  Mines,  les  Autobus  Nolin  Inc.  entre  Thetford 
Mines  et  Quebec,  les  Autobus  Ste-Claire,  Ste-Justine,  St-Narcisse,  Ltee,  entre 
Scott  Jonction  et  Quebec,  les  Autobus  Charny-St-Romuald  Inc.  entre  Ville-Lambert 
et  Quebec,  les  Autobus  Drummondville  Ltee  entre  Sherbrooke  et  Megantic  via 
East  Angus,  les  Autobus  Fortin  et  Poulin  Inc.  entre  Sherbrooke  et  St-Georges-Est 
via  East  Angus,  les  Autobus  Lachance  et  Freres  Enr.  entre  Megantic  et  Quebec 
via  Vallee  Jonction  et  Scott  Jonction  ainsi  que  par  d'autres  entre  Montreal  et 
Thetford  Mines  et  entre  Thetford  Mines  et  Plessisville,  services  qui  permettent  la 
correspondance  avec  des  services  vers  Montreal  ou  Quebec. 

M.  Blake  a  expose  brievement  les  efforts  faits  par  sa  compagnie  pourcompen- 
ser  la  baisse  du  trafic-voyageurs,  qui  a  commence  a  se  manifester  des  1950  et 
qui  resulte  de  la  concurrence  des  nombreuses  lignes  d'autobus,  des  taxis  et  des 
voitures  particulieres. 

M.  Arthur  Pelletier,  directeur  regional  de  deux  compagnies  d'autobus,  la 
Quebec  Central  Transportation  Co.  et  Le  Voyageur,  a  declare  que  la  Quebec 
Central  Transportation  assure  un  service  quotidien,  dans  les  deux  sens,  entre 
Sherbrooke  et  Quebec  via  Thetford  Mines  et  des  services  supplementaires  le 
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vendredi  et  le  dimanche.  Bien  que  cette  ligne  desserve  tous  les  points  entre 
Quebec  et  Sherbrooke  via  Thetford  Mines,  elle  ne  permet  pas  aux  voyageurs  de 
se  procurer  des  billets  de  Quebec  a  Sherbrooke  ou  de  Sherbrooke  a  Quebec. 

M.  Pelletier  a  aussi  declare  que  Le  Voyageur  Inc.  exploite  un  service  de 
Sherbrooke  a  Quebec  via  Richmond,  Victoriaville  et  Plessisville.  M.  Robert 
Tittley,  directeur  de  la  Quebec  Transportation  Company  et  du  Voyageur  Inc.,  a 
declare  que  ses  compagnies  etaient  absolument  disposees  a  remplacer  le  service 
qu'assure  actuellement  le  chemin  de  fer  par  un  service  d'autobus  identique. 

M.  Allan  Brown,  analyste  de  recherches  senior  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a 
depose  un  etat  qui  montre  le  nombre  moyen  des  voyageurs  payants  transportes  par 
les  trains  de  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company  entre  Sherbrooke  et  Quebec 
durant  les  annees  1962  a  1965  et  les  six  premiers  mois  de  1966.  Cet  etat  revele 
que  le  nombre  moyen  des  voyageurs  transportes  a  passe  de  68  en  1962  a  26  en 
1966.  II  a  aussi  depose  un  etat  qui  indique  que  les  frais  variables  estimatifs 
afferents  a  Sexploitation  des  trains  1,  2  et  4  durant  la  periode  de  douze  mois 
allant  du  ler  juillet  1965  au  30  juin  1966  s'elevent  a  $133,247. 

Un  etat  depose  par  M.  Brown  indique,  pour  la  mem e  .periode,  des  recettes 
brutes  de  $73,900,  ce  qui  represente  un  deficit  de  $59,300. 

Dans  son  plaidoyer,  l'avocat  de  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company  a  soutenu 
que  la  suppression  de  ces  trains  de  voyageurs  ne  causerait  aucun  prejudice  au 
public  puisque  celui-ci  est  deja  desservi  par  d'autres  moyens  de  transport.  II  a 
aussi  mentionne  que  la  Quebec  Central  Transportation  Company  et  Le  Voyageur 
Inc.  se  sont  engages  a  remplacer  par  un  service  d'autobus  le  service  de  trains  de 
voyageurs  actuel  advenant  que  la  Commission  autorise  l'abandon  de  ce  dernier. 

L'avocat  a  egalement  mentionne  le  deficit  annuel  du  service  tie  trains  de 
voyageurs  et  il  a  conclu  que  si  la  Commission  applique  a  ce  cas  le  principe 
qu'elle  a  suivi  dans  des  causes  anterieures  et  "met  en  parallele  les  pertes  finan- 
ciers subies  par  la  Compagnie  par  suite  de  Texploitation  de  ce  service  de  trains 
et  les  inconvenients  que  l'abandon  d'une  telle  exploitation  causerait  au  public", 
la  demande  devrait  etre  accordee. 

Bien  que  presque  toutes  les  agglomerations  desservies  par  les  trains  de 
voyageurs  de  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company  aient  fait  parvenir  des  resolu- 
tions par  lesquelles  elles  s'opposaient  a  la  suppression  de  ce  service  de  trains, 
seules  les  municipalites  de  Thetford  Mines,  East  Angus,  Disraeli  et  East  Broughton 
se  sont  fait  representer  a  l'audience  publique. 

M.  Dutil,  avocat  de  la  ville  de  Thetford  Mines  a  mentionne  les  problemes  que 
presente  la  circulation  routiere  en  hiver  et  auxquels  il  faudrait  faire  face  si  les 
trains  etaient  remplaces  par  des  autobus,  a  quoi  le  representant  de  la  compagnie 
d'autobus,  M.  Tittley,  a  repondu  que  1'an  dernier,  il  n'y  a  eu  qu'un  seul  jour  ou 
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la  Quebec  Central  Transportation  Company  n'a  pu  assurer  son  service.  M.  Dutil 
a  aussi  demande  si  les  autobus  arreteraient  a  deux  endroits  dans  la  ville  de 
Thetford  Mines  comme  les  trains  le  font  a  l'heure  actuelle.  On  lui  a  assure  qu'il 
en  serait  ainsi  a  moins  que  la  police  ne  s'y  oppose.  M.  Dutil  a  en  outre  demande 
si  le  Pacifique-Canadien  recevait  des  subventions  du  gouvernement  relativement 
aux  deficits  d'exploitation  de  services  de  voyageurs  exploites  a  d'autres  endroits 
au  Canada.  On  lui  a  dit  que  le  Pacifique-Canadien  ne  recoit  pas  de  subventions 
pour  ses  services  de  trains  de  voyageurs.  II  s'est  dit  d'avis  que  le  deficit  n'est 
pas  important  si  on  le  met  en  regard  des  profits  realises  ailleurs  et,  pour  cette 
raison,  il  a  demande  que  le  service  de  trains  soit  maintenu. 

M.  Tourigny,  secretaire-tresorier  de  la  ville  de  East  Angus,  a  exprime  Pavis 
que  les  trains  de  voyageurs  offrent  plus  de  securite  que  les  vehicules  routiers. 
II  estime,  en  outre,  qu'il  est  injuste  que  les  chemins  de  fer  doivent  payer  des 
taxes  aux  municipalites  alors  que  leurs  concurrents  ne  le  font  pas  et  il  a  propose 
que  le  service  de  trains  soit  continue  pour  une  autre  annee  pour  permettre  au 
gouvernement  d'ameliorer  les  routes  pour  les  services  d'autobus. 

Mo  R.  Guertin,  maire  de  Disraeli,  a  fait  remarquerque  lorsque  le  gouvernement 
provincial  ou  les  municipalites  essaient  d'attirer  les  industries,  la  premiere 
question  qui  se  pose  concerne  les  moyens  de  transport  des  marchandises  et  des 
voyageurs  et  il  s'est  dit  d'avis  que  le  chemin  de  fer  devrait  collaborer  en  conti- 
nuant ses  services. 

M.  L.-G.  Nadeau,  representant  de  la  municipality  de  East  Broughton,  a  dit 
craindre  que  la  discontinuation  du  service  de  voyageurs  ne  soit  suivie  de  demandes 
en  vue  de  la  reduction  des  services  d'autobus. 

La  piece  n°  15,  deposee  par  la  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company,  montre 
que  le  nombre  moyen  de  voyageurs  que  les  trains  1,  2  et  4  transportent  par  voyage 
a  baisse  graduellement,  passant  de  68  en  1962  a  26  en  1966.  Les  agglomerations 
desservies  par  le  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  representent  une  population 
d'environ  65,000,  sans  compter  Quebec  et  Sherbrooke.  La  region  est  dotee  de 
bonnes  routes  et  de  nombreux  services  d'autobus  y  sont  assures.  Il  est  evident 
que  la  baisse  sensible  de  la  clientele  des  trains  de  voyageurs,  dans  une  region 
si  populeuse,  ne  peut  s'expliquer  que  par  la  preference  que  le  public  accorde  aux 
autres  moyens  de  transport.  Si  P abandon  de  ce  service  de  trains  ne  peut  se  faire 
sans  causer  quelques  ennuis  a  un  certain  nombre  de  personnes,  je  crois  que  la 
grande  majorite  du  public  ne  serait  pas  touchee. 

La  Compagnie  a  presente  la  piece  22  afin  de  faire  voir  les  recettes  et  les 
frais  variables  estimatifs  du  service  des  trains  1,  2  et  4  entre  Sherbrooke  et 
Quebec  (Quebec  Central  Railway  Company),  selon  le  regime  d'exploitation  actuel. 

Cette  piece  apparaft  ci-apres  telle  qu'elle  a  ete  presentee  par  la  Compagnie.

Des  montants  que  la  Compagnie  a  dit  se  rapporter  a  la  surveillance  et  a  des 
frais  generaux  connexes  ont  ete  deduits  du  cout  afferent  au  combustible,  aux 
salaires,  a  la  reparation  des  autorails,  aux  employes  de  gare  et  aux  autres 
depenses  de  train  apparaissant  sur  la  piece  21.  Ces  frais  generaux  ont  ete 
obtenus  par  une  analyse  suivant  la  methode  de  regression  multiple  et  je  ne  suis 
pas  convaincu  que  ces  montants  seraient  epargnes  par  suite  de  1'abandon  du 
service  de  trains  qui  est  a  F etude.

Le  chiffre  des  frais  generaux  et  communications  comprend  les  contributions 
de  la  Compagnie  au  fonds  de  pension  et  a  l'assurance-chomage  des  employes 
ainsi  que  la  partie  variable  des  frais  de  comptabilite,  de  communications  et  autres 
frais  qui  seraient  epargnes  apres  une  certaine  periode.  Bien  qu'un  certain  carac- 
tere  de  variability  puisse  etre  attribue  a  ces  postes  de  depenses,  je  ne  suis  pas 
convaincu  que  1* abandon  des  services  de  voyageurs  a  Petude  entrainerait  les 
economies  mentionnees  par  la  Compagnie  et,  par  consequent,  j'ai  fait  certaines 
reductions.

INTERIM  JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.,  DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.,  WOODARD,  C: 

This  is  an  Interim  Judgment  in  respect  of  several  matters  considered  at  the 
Hearing  held  by  the  Board  at  Dorion,  Quebec,  on  February  13th-17th  and  February 
20th-23rd.  Other  pertinent  matters  will  be  dealt  with  subsequently. 
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Grade  Separation  to  Eliminate  St.  Charles  Street  Level  Crossings 

On  the  last  day  of  the  Hearing  the  Chief  Commissioner  indicated  that  the 
Board  approves  in  principle  the  construction  of  a  suitable  grade  separation  to 
eliminate  the  two  level  crossings  of  the  railways;  and  St.  Charles  Street  and  that 
it  is  willing  to  make  the  maximum  permissible  grants  from  The  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  such  a  grade  separation.  If  the  cost  towards 
which  the  Board  can  make  a  grant  is  at  least  $625,000  in  respect  of  each  crossing, 
the  maximum  amount  that  the  Board  can  grant  is  $1,000,000  in  total.  Certain 
alternative  designs  and  sites  for  the  grade  separation  have  been  considered  by 
Lalonde,  Girouard  and  Letendre,  consulting  engineers  retained  by  the  Town  of 
Dorion,  and  they  were  explained  to  the  Board  at  the  Hearing  by  Mr.  Lalonde.  No 
final  choice  has  been  made.  The  cost  of  the  structure  favoured  by  Mr.  Lalonde 
at  the  time  of  the  Hearing  was  estimated  by  him  at  about  $2,300,000.  The  Town 
will  progress  the  matter  further  with  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Board 
will  co-operate  with  the  Town,  the  Provincial  Authorities  and  the  railway  companies 
with  the  objective  of  providing  a  suitable  grade  separation  as  quickly  as  reasonably 
possible. 

At  the  Hearing,  Mr.  Paul  Gerin-Lajoie,  Counsel  for  the  Town,  filed  a 
petition  of  the  Town,  requesting,  in  effect, 

a)  an  order  limiting  train  speed  to  25  miles  per  hour  in  Dorion, 

b)  an  order  that  the  railway  companies  place  watchmen  at  each  crossing  at 
the  expense  of  the  companies, 

c)  that  the  companies  be  required  to  fence  their  railways,  and 

d)  that  parking  of  railway  cars  be  prohibited  on  service  tracks  near  St.  Charles 
Street. 

Fencing 

Section  277  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  a  railway  company  shall  erect 
and  maintain  upon  its  railway,  a)  fences  of  a  minimum  height  of  4*6"  on  each 
side  of  the  railway.  By  virtue  of  subsection  (3)  such  fences  shall  be  suitable 
and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle  and  other  animals  from  getting  on  the  railway 
lands.  Subsection  (4)  gives  the  Board  power  to  relieve  the  company,  temporarily 
or  otherwise,  from  erecting  and  maintaining  such  fences  where  the  railway  passes 
through  any  locality  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  such  fences  are 
unnecessary.  The  Chief  Commissioner  made  observations  in  that  respect  at  the 
Hearing. 

Upon  what  is  before  the  Board  at  this  time,  we  are  of  the  view  that  the 
fencing  required  by  Section  277  should  be  erected  and  maintained  along  the 
railways    in  Dorion  and  we  will  not  relieve  the  railway  companies  from  their 
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obligation  in  that  respect,  except  that,  owing  to  present  winter  conditions  and  the 
resulting  impracticability  of  erecting  fences  until  some  time  after  the  winter  is 
past,  we  will  relieve  the  companies  from  erecting  and  maintaining  such  fences 
until  June  30th  next.  The  Town  asked  for  a  particular  kind  of  fence.  We  do  not 
think  that  we  should  super-impose  upon  the  fencing  obligation  set  forth  in  the 
Railway  Act  a  further  requirement  that  the  fence  be  the  particular  kind  requested 
by  the  Town. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  railway  companies  experience  considerable 
difficulty   in  maintaining  fences,  despite  willingness  on  their  part  to  do  so. 

Train  Speed  Limitation  of  10  miles  per  hour 

Section  312(1)  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  no  train  shall  pass  at  a 
speed  greater  than  10  miles  an  hour  in  or  through  any  thickly  peopled  portion  of 
any  city,  town  or  village,  unless  the  track  is  fenced  or  properly  protected  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Railway  Act,  or  unless  permission  is  given  by  some 
regulation  or  order  of  the  Board. 

The  Town  asked  for  a  train  speed  limitation  of  25  miles  per  hour  in  Dorion. 
It  did  not  ask  for  a  10  miles  per  hour  speed  limitation,  but  a  petition  for  such 
10  miles  per  hour  limitation  was  filed  by  Mr.  Arthur  Pothier.  The  Chief  Commissioner 
spoke  to  the  matter  also  at  the  Hearing. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  train  speed  limitation  of  10  miles  per  hour  would 
not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  the  Railways  or  safety  of  the  public. 
Extreme  congestion  and  back-up  of  highway  traffic  on  St.  Charles  Street  would  be 
caused  by  long  trains  moving  at  10  miles  per  hour  over  the  crossings  with  the 
gates  down,  and  motorists  would  have  an  urge  to  attempt  to  cross  the  tracks  in 
front  of  trains  rather  than  wait  for  them  to  go  by.  Trains  moving  at  that  speed 
would  offer  an  enticement  to  boys  to  try  to  hitch  rides  by  grabbing  the  ladders 
that  are  on  cars  for  the  use  of  trainmen. 

We  will,  by  virtue  of  the  power  given  to  the  Board  by  Section  312(1),  permit 
trains  to  operate  at  a  speed  greater  than  10  miles  an  hour  in  Dorion,  subject  to 
compliance  with  other  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  and  the  Board's  orders 
and  regulations  in  respect  of  speed. 

Request  for  Speed  Limitation  of  25  miles  per  hour 

The  Town  requested  a  train  speed  limitation  of  25  miles  per  hour  on  both 
railways.  The  railway  companies  opposed  that  request.  Canadian  National  trains 
have  been  subject  to  a  statutory  speed  limitation  of  25  miles  per  hour  at  its 
crossing  of  St.  Charles  Street  ever  since  the  train-bus  accident.  This  is  a 
statutory  speed  restriction  imposed  by  Section  312(4)  of  the  Railway  Act  when  an 
accident  of  the  kind  described  in  that  subsection  occurs.  Canadian  Pacific  trains 
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did  not  become  subject  to  that  speed  limitation,  for  the  accident  was  not  at  the 
Canadian  Pacific  crossing. 

Apart  from  the  train-bus  accident  of  October  7th  last  year,  the  accident 
record  of  the  St.  Charles  Street  crossings  has  not  been  bad,  for  there  has  not 
been  a  reported  accident  at  either  crossing  involving  a  train  and  a  motor  vehicle 
causing  bodily  injury  or  death  since  1951  at  the  Canadian  National  crossing  and 
since  1921  at  the  Canadian  Pacific  crossing. 

It  was  said  that  boys  play  a  game  called  ''chicken"  on  the  railway  tracks  in 
Dorion,  in  which  the  first  boy  to  move  from  the  path  of  an  approaching  train  is 
"chicken".  Deplorable,  dangerous  and  senseless  as  that  game  is,  wherever  it  is 
played  by  trespassers,  railways  should  not  be  obligated  to  curtail  their  operations 

because  of  it. 

The  crossings  are  protected  by  modern  automatic  short  arm  gates,  flashing 
lights  and  bells.  There  are  thousands  of  level  crossings  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  with  those  devices.  But  motorists  and  pedestrians  sometimes  fail  to  observe 
and  obey  warning  of  trains  given  by  such  devices,  either  by  deliberate  choice  on 
their  part  or  by  lack  of  judgment  or  failure  to  exercise  reasonable  care  or  by 
failure  to  realize  the  existence  of  danger.  Weather  conditions  and  visibility  are 
factors. 

There  is,  moreover,  a  large  measure  of  public  worry  and  alarm  in  Dorion  in 
respect  of  the  operation  and  speed  of  the  many  trains  passing  over  the  St.  Charles 
Street  crossings,  having  regard  to  the  train-bus  collision;  some  incidents  that 
occurred,  and  others  that  were  said  to  have  occurred  in  the  operation  of  trains  and 
the  gates  at  the  crossings;  the  fact  that  St.  Charles  Street  provides  the  only  way 
for  the  public  to  cross  the  railways  within  the  limits  of  Dorion;  also  due  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  double-track  main  line  and  switching  movements  and  heavy 
traffic  of  motor  vehicles,  buses  and  pedestrians  of  all  ages,  and  about  100  trains 
daily;  that  the  crossings  are  only  about  350  feet  apart  and  have  approaches  that 
are  somewhat  steep  and  also  have  certain  obstructions  to  view;  and  that  St. 
Charles  Street  is  narrow  and  in  the  area  of  the  crossings  serves  a  business 
district  in  which  street  parking  is  permitted.  Elimination  of  the  crossings  by  a 
grade  separation  is  in  prospect. 

We  are  not  convinced  that  a  train  speed  limitation  of  25  miles  per  hour,  or 
some  other  limitation  of  what  has  been  normal  train  speeds  in  recent  years  in 
Dorion,  will  actually  prevent  or  reduce  accidents  involving  trains.  However,  it 
conceivably  might  do  so  in  a  particular  situation.  The  question  as  to  what  effect 
train  speed  has  in  relation  to  train  accidents  is  arguable  and  depends  to  a  large 
extent  on  individual  circumstances,  for  accidents  happen  at  all  speeds  and  in  a 
great  variety  of  circumstances,  many  at  relatively  low  train  speeds.  For  a  collision 
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between  a  train  and  a  motor  vehicle  to  take  place,  both  must  be  at  the  crossing  at 
the  same  time;  and  if  the  speed  of  either  had  been  faster  or  slower,  that  one  might 
not  have  been  at  the  crossing  at  the  same  time  as  the  other.  Without  that  coincidence 
of  train  and  vehicle  at  the  same  time  and  place  the  particular  accident  would  not 
have  occurred.  The  speed  of  the  train  is  not  necessarily  the  cause  of  an  accident, 
although  the  presence  of  the  train  is  an  incident  without  which  the  accident  would 
not  have  occurred. 

However,  having  regard  to  the  special  circumstances  in  Dorion,  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  a  train  speed  limitation  of  35  miles  per  hour  is  warranted  for  the 
St.  Charles  Street  crossings  for  at  least  a  trial  period  until  it  appears  that  such 
limitation  should  be  removed  or  changed.  We  think  that  this  limitation  would  not 
be  more  than  a  minor  disadvantage  to  the  railway  companies.  The  limitation  will 
apply  on  both  railways,  for  their  operations  and  the  crossings  are  substantially 
similar.  It  will  apply  to  trains  only  as  they  enter  the  crossings,  but  the  effect 
will  be  to  reduce  speed  a  considerable  distance  from  the  crossings  in  order  not  to 
exceed  35  m.p.h.  at  the  crossings.  As  soon  as  the  foremost  part  of  a  train  has 
entered  a  crossing  its  speed  may  be  increased  so  that  the  train  will  not  block  the 
crossing  longer  than  necessary. 

We  have  decided  upon  a  limitation  of  35  m.p.h.  in  preference  to  25  m.p.h. 
At  25  m.p.h.  a  long  train  would  keep  the  gates  down  for  about  four  minutes. 
Having  regard  to  the  proximity  of  the  crossings  to  each  other  and  the  frequency 
of  train  movements,  the  opportunity  for  highway  traffic  to  move  on  St.  Charles 
Street  over  the  crossings  would  be  more  seriously  delayed  and  there  would  be 
more  back-up  of  motor  vehicles  at  and  between  the  crossings  at  a  train  speed  of 
25  m.p.h.  than  at  35  m.p.h.,  and  there  could  be  a  greater  tendency  on  the  part  of 
impatient  motorists  and  pedestrians  to  ignore  the  gates  and  warning  lights,  not 
as  great  as  at  10  m.p.h.  but  greater  than  at  35  m.p.h.  No  train  speed  limitation,  not 
35,  nor  25,  nor  10  m.p.h.,  is  a  guarantee  against  accident,  but  on  balance  we 
consider  that  a  limitation  of  35  m.p.h.  would  serve  safety  and  convenience  of 
the  public  more  than  a  25  m.p.h.  would  and  that  it  is  appropriate  in  the 
circumstances. 

In  1948  representations  were  made  by  the  Town  for  elimination  of  the 
crossings  and  pursuant  thereto  one  of  the  Board's  engineers  met  with  representatives 
of  the  Town  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Railways  and  together  they 
inspected  the  crossings  and  considered  the  Town's  suggestion  that  a  subway  be 
constructed.  At  that  time  the  maximum  grant  that  the  Board  could  make  towards  the 
cost  of  a  grade  separation  was  only  $100,000  per  crossing  and  the  total  amount 
provided  each  year  to  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  for  the  whole  of  Canada 
was  only  $500,000.  At  that  meeting  it  was  agreed  by  those  present  that  because 
of  the  high  cost  and  physical  factors  the  proposal  for  a  subway  was  not  feasible. 
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The  Board's  engineer  suggested  that  a  new  level  crossing  be  opened  where  the 
Town  was  expanding  in  a  westerly  direction.  Since  that  time,  until  the  October 
7th  accident,  no  request  was  received  by  the  Board  for  a  grade  separation  or  a 
speed  limitation  on  train  movements  or  protection  in  addition  to  the  present  gates 
and  lights. 

Watchmen  at  Crossings 

Since  the  October  7th  accident,  the  Town  has  had  its  police  officers  at  the 
crossings  to  control  traffic  during  periods  when  school  buses  are  using  them.  The 
Town  estimated  that  this  occasions  an  extra  cost  to  the  Town  of  about  $750 
per  month.  The  Town  asked  that  the  railway  companies  provide  watchmen  at  the 

expense  of  the  companies. 

Having  regard  to  the  existing  protection  at  the  crossings  and  the  speed 
limitation  we  are  ordering,  we  are  not  disposed,  on  what  has  been  placed  before 
us,  to  order  the  companies  to  provide  watchmen  at  the  crossings. 

Railway  Cars  on  Sidings 

The  Town  also  requested  that  the  parking  of  railway  cars  on  service  tracks 
near  St.  Charles  Street  be  prohibited  for  the  reason  that  they  are  an  obstruction 
to  view. 

It  is  sometimes  necessary  for  railway  cars  to  be  placed  on  the  service  tracks, 
and  we  will  not  make  an  order  generally  prohibiting  the  placing  of  cars  there,  but 
we  will  expect  the  companies  not  to  leave  cars  there  except  in  circumstances  when 
it  is  necessary  to  do  so,  and  in  such  circumstances  the  cars  should  be  kept  as  far 
from  the  crossing  as  possible. 

Order  to  be  Issued 

An  order  will  be  issued  in  accordance  with  this  Interim  Judgment, 

a)  granting  relief  to  the  companies  from  erecting  and  maintaining  fences 
along  their  railways  in  Dorion  until  June  30th  next, 

b)  permitting  trains  to  be  operated  in  Dorion  at  a  speed  greater  than  10 
miles  an  hour, 

c)  requiring  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  issue  instructions  imposing  a  speed  limitation  of  35  miles  an 
hour  on  trains  as  they  enter  the  St.  Charles  Street  crossings,  and 

d)  removing  the  statutory  speed  restriction  of  25  miles  an  hour  at  the  Canadian 
National  crossing  of  St.  Charles  Street.

UPON  hearing  the  matter  at  a  sittings  of  the  Board  held  in  Dorion,  Quebec, 
on  February  13th  to  17th  and  February  20th  to  23rd,  1967,  in  the  presence  of 
Counsel  for  the  Town  of  Dorion,  Counsel  for  certain  families,  for  the  Fleury 
family,  and  for  the  Insurers  of  the  school  bus;  Counsel  for  the  Canadian  National 
Railways,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Government  of  Quebec, 
and  the  Department  of  Justice,  Ottawa,  and  upon  reading  the  submissions  filed-- 


1.  Until  the  30th  day  of  June,  1967,  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  are  relieved  from  erecting  and  maintaining 
right  of  way  fences  on  both  sides  of  their  right  of  ways  within  the  limits  of  the 
Town  of  Dorion,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

2.  The  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  are  permitted  to  operate  their  trains  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of 
Dorion,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  at  a  speed  greater  than  ten  miles  an  hour. 

3.  The  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  shall  issue  instructions  that  no  train  shall  enter  the  level  crossing 
of  their  railways  and  St.  Charles  Street,  in  the  Town  of  Dorion,  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  at  mileage  24.54  Kingston  Subdivision  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  and  mileage  19.13  Winchester  Subdivision  of  the  Canadian  Pacific

JUGEMENT  INTERIMAIRE 

KERR,  commissaire  en  chef;  DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant; 
WOODARD,  commissaire. 

Le  present  jugement  interimaire  porte  sur  plusieurs  des  questions  qui  ont 
ete  etudiees  a  Paudience  tenue  par  la  Commission,  a  Dorion  (P.Q.),  du  13  au  17 
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fevrier  et  du  20  au  23  fevrier  1967.  Les  autres  questions  pertinentes  seront 
traitees  plus  tard. 

Etagement  des  voies  en  vue  de  la  suppression  des  passages  a  niveau  de  la  rue 
Saint-Charles. 

Le  dernier  jour  de  l'audience,  le  commissaire  en  chef  a  fait  savoir  que  la 
Commission  approuve  en  principe  la  construction  d'un  etagement  approprie  des 
voies  de  facon  a  supprimer  les  deux  croisements  a  niveau  des  chemins  de  fer  et 
de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  et  qu'elle  est  disposee  a  prelever  sur  la  Caisse  des 
passages  a  niveau  les  contributions  maximums  permises  au  cout  d'un  tel  eta- 
gement des  voieso  Si  le  cout  a  l'egard  duquel  la  Commission  peut  verser  une 
contribution  est  d'au  moins  $625,000  pour  chaque  passage,  le  montant  maximum 
que  la  Commission  peut  accorder  est  d'un  million  de  dollars  en  tout.  Lalonde, 
Girouard  et  Letendre,  ingenieurs  conseils  dont  la  ville  de  Dorion  a  retenu  les 
services,  ont  etudie,  pour  cet  etagement  des  voies,  certains  autres  projets  et  em- 
placements sur  lesquels  M.  Lalonde  a  donne  des  explications  a  la  Commission 
au  cours  de  l'audience.  Aucun  choix  definitif  n'a  ete  fait.  Le  cout  de  1'ouvrage 
que  M.  Lalonde  semblait  preferer  lors  de  l'audience  a  ete  estime  par  lui  a  environ 
$2,300,000.  La  ville  reprendra  aussitot  que  possible  1'etude  de  la  question  avec 
la  Commission.  La  Commission  collaborera  avec  la  ville,  les  autorites  provincia- 
tes et  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  pour  assurer  la  construction  d'un  etagement 
convenable  des  voies  le  plus  tot  possible. 

A  l'audience,  M.  Paul  Gerin-Lajoie,  avocat  conseil  pour  la  ville,  a  depose 
une  requete  de  la  ville  par  laquelle  celle-ci  demandait: 

a)  une  ordonnance  limitant  a  25  milles  a  l'heure  la  vitesse  des  trains  a 
Dorion, 

b)  une  ordonnance  enjoignant  anx  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  de  placer  un 
gardien  a  chaque  passage  a  niveau  a  leurs  propres  frais, 

c)  que  les  compagnies  soient  tenues  de  cloturer  leur  emprise,  et 

d)  qu'il  soit  interdit  de  garer  des  wagons  sur  les  voies  de  service  pres  de  la 
rue  Saint-Charles. 

Clotures 

L'article  277  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  prevoit  qu'une  compagnie  de 
chemin  de  fer  doit  eriger  et  entretenir  sur  le  parcours  de  son  chemin  de  fer  a)  des 
clotures  d'une  hauteur  minimum  de  quatre  pieds  six  pouces,  de  chaque  cote  de  la 
voie.  En  vertu  du  paragraphe  (3),  ces  clotures  doivent  etre  convenables  et 
suffisantes  pour  empecher  les  bestiaux  et  autres  animaux  de  penetrer  dans  les 
terres  du  chemin  de  fer.  Le  paragraphe  (4)  donne  a  la  Commission  le  pouvoir  de 
liberer  la  compagnie,  provisoirement  ou  autrement,  de  1'obligation  d'eriger  et 
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d'entretenir  ces  clotures,  lorsque  le  chemin  de  fer  traverse  une  localite  ou,  de 
l'avis  de  la  Commission,  ces  clotures  ne  sont  pas  necessaires.  Le  commissaire  en 
chef  a  fait  des  observations  a  ce  sujet  au  cours  de  1'audience. 

D'apres  ce  que  la  Commission  a  devant  elle  en  ce  moment,  nous  sommes 
d'avis  que  les  clotures  prescrites  par  l'article  277  devraient  etre  erigees  et 
entretenues  le  long  des  voies  ferrees  dans  la  ville  de  Dorion  etnous  nedegagerons 
pas  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  de  l'obligation  qui  leur  incombe  a  cet 
egard,  sauf  que,  a  cause  des  conditions  qui  existent  cet  hiver  et  de  la  quasi- 
impossibilite  qui  en  resulte  d'eriger  des  clotures  avant  qu'il  se  soit  ecoule 
quelque  temps  apres  la  fin  de  l'hiver,  nous  degagerons  les  compagnies,  jusqu'au 
30  juin  prochain,  de  l'obligation  d'eriger  et  d'entretenir  ces  clotures.  La  ville  a 
demande  des  clotures  d'un  genre  particulier.  Nous  ne  croyons  pas  devoir  imposer, 
en  plus  de  l'obligation  de  cloturer  prevue  dans  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer, 
l'obligation  d'eriger  des  clotures  du  genre  demande  par  la  ville. 

C'est  un  fait  bien  connu  que  les  compagnies  de  chemins  de  fer  eprouvent 
beaucoup  de  difficultes  a  entretenir  des  clotures,  en  depit  de  leur  bon  vouloir  a 
ce  sujet. 

Vitesse  des  trains  limitee  a  10  milles  a  l'heure 

L'article  312  (1)  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  prevoit  qu'aucun  train  ne 
peut  traverser  a  une  vitesse  de  plus  de  10  milles  a  l'heure  un  quartier  populeux 
d'une  cite,  d'une  ville  ou  d'un  village,  a  moins  que  la  voie  ferree  ne  soit  cloturee 
ou  convenablement  protegee  de  la  maniere  prescrite  par  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de 
fer,  ou  a  moins  que  ne  le  permette  un  reglement  ou  une  ordonnance  de  la  Commis- 
sion. 

La  ville  de  Dorion  a  demande  que  la  limite  de  vitesse  des  trains  soit  de  25 
milles  a  l'heure  dans  les  limites  de  son  territoire.  Elle  n'a  pas  demande  une 
limite  de  vitesse  de  10  milles  a  l'heure,  mais  M.  Arthur  Pothier  a  depose  une 
requete  demandant  une  telle  limite.  Le  commissaire  en  chef  a  egalement  parle  de 
cette  question  lors  de  l'audience. 

Nous  sommes  d'avis  qu'une  limite  de  vitesse  des  trains  de  10  milles  a 
l'heure  ne  serait  pas  dans  le  meilleur  interet  de  la  ville,  des  chemins  de  fer  ou 
de  la  securite  du  public.  La  rue  Saint-Charles  connaftrait  un  embouteillage 
extreme  et  de  longues  queues  de  vehicules  arretes  si  des  trains  tres  longs 
franchissaient  les  passages  a  niveau  a  une  vitesse  de  10  milles  a  l'heure  les 
barrieres  etant  baissees,  alors  que  les  automobilistes  seraient  portes  a  essayer 
de  franchir  les  voies  ferrees  avant  le  passage  des  trains  plutot  que  d'attendre 
qu'ils  soient  passes.  Si  les  trains  circulaient  a  cette  vitesse,  les  garcons 
seraient  tentes  de  s'accrocher  aux  echelles  des  wagons  a  l'usage  du  personnel 
du  train. 
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En  vertu  des  pouvoirs  que  confere  a  la  Commission  Particle  312  (1)  de  la 
Loi,  nous  autoriserons  une  vitesse  excedant  10  milles  a  Pheure  dans  les  limites 
de  la  ville  de  Dorion  sous  reserve  de  Pobservation  des  autres  dispositions  de  la 
Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  et  des  prescriptions  des  ordonnances  et  des  reglements 
de  la  Commission  relatives  a  la  vitesse. 

Demande  d'une  limite  de  vitesse  de  25  milles  a  I'heure 

La  ville  a  demande  que  la  limite  de  vitesse  des  trains  soit  de  25  milles  a 
I'heure  dans  le  cas  des  deux  chemins  de  fer.  Les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  se 
sont  opposees  a  cette  demande.  Les  trains  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du 
Canada  ont  ete  soumis  a  une  limite  de  vitesse  statutaire  de  25  milles  a  I'heure  a 
leur  passage  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  depuis  la  collision  qui  est  survenue  entre 
un  train  et  un  autobus.  II  s'agit  d'une  limite  de  vitesse  statutaire  imposee  par  le 
paragraphe  (4)  de  Particle  312  de  la  Loi  imposee  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  lorsqu'il 
survient  un  accident  du  genre  decrit  dans  ce  paragraphe.  Les  trains  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien  n'ont  pas  ete  tenus  d'observer  cette  limite  de  vitesse  parce  que  Pacci- 
dent  n'est  pas  survenu  au  passage  a  niveau  de  cette  compagnie. 

A  part  l'accident  survenu  entre  un  train  et  un  autobus  le  7  octobre  de  Pannee 
derniere,  le  dossier  des  passages  a  niveau  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  n'est  pas 
mauvais,  puis  qu'a  ni  Pun  ni  Pautre  de  ces  passages  il  n'est  survenu  d'accident 
entre  un  train  et  un  vehicule  qui  ait  cause  des  blessures  ou  des  pertes  de  vie 
depuis  1951  dans  le  cas  du  passage  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada 
et  depuis  1921  dans  le  cas  du  passage  du  Pacifique-Canadien. 

On  a  dit  que  les  garcons  jouent  sur  les  voies  ferrees  a  Dorion  a  un  jeu  dans 
lequel  le  premier  garcon  qui  quitte  la  voie  devant  un  train  qui  s'approche  est 
appele  "chicken".  Si  deplorable,  dangereux  et  stupide  que  soit  ce  jeu  et  oil 
qu'il  se  pratique,  les  chemins  de  fer  ne  devraient  pas  etre  tenus  de  restreindre 
leur  activite  pour  cette  raison. 

Ces  passages  a  niveau  sont  proteges  par  un  systeme  de  protection  automati- 
que  moderne  de  barrieres  a  bras  courts,  de  signaux  clignotants  et  de  sonneries. 
II  existe  au  Canada  et  aux  Etats-Unis  des  milliers  de  passages  a  niveau  proteges 
par  de  tels  appareils.  Mais  les  automobilistes  et  les  pietons  n'observent  pas 
et  ne  respectent  pas  toujours  Pavertissement  donne  par  ces  appareils,  soit  par 
un  acte  delibere  de  leur  part,  soit  par  un  manque  de  jugement,  ou  par  negligence 
a  prendre  les  precautions  necessaires,  soit  parce  qu'ils  ne  se  sont  pas  rendu 
compte  du  danger.  Les  conditions  atmospheriques  et  la  visibilite  sont  aussi  des 
facteurs  en  cause. 

En  outre,  par  suite  de  la  collision  entre  un  train  et  un  autobus,  il  existe  un 
sentiment  general  d'inquietude  et  d'angoisse  a  Dorion  au  sujet  de  la  circulation 
et  de  la  vitesse  des  nombreux  trains  qui  traversent  les  passages  a  niveau  de  la 
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rue  Saint-Charles;  d'incidents  qui  se  sont  produits  et  d'autres  qu'on  dit  s'etre 
produits  relativement  a  la  circulation  des  trains  et  au  fonctionnement  des 
barrieres  aux  passages  a  niveau;  du  fait  que  le  passage  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles 
est  le  seul  endroit  ou  le  public  peut  traverser  les  voies  ferrees  dans  leslimites 
de  Dorion;  aussi  du  au  fait  que  la  circulation  de  trains  sur  des  lignes  principales 
a  deux  voies  et  des  manoeuvres  d'aiguillage,  de  la  densite  du  trafic  d'automobi- 
les,  d'autobus  et  de  pietons  de  tous  les  ages  ainsi  que  du  passage  d'une  centaine 
de  trains  par  jour;  que  les  passages  a  niveau  ne  sont  qu'a  350  pieds  l'un  de 
l'autre,  et  ont  des  approches  assez  inclinees  et  qu'il  existe  des  obstacles  a  la 
vue;  et  que  la  rue  Saint-Charles  est  etroite  et  traverse,  a  proximite  des  passages, 
un  quartier  d'affaires  ou  le  stationnement  dans  la  rue  est  permis.  On  compte  que 
les  passages  a  niveau  seront  supprimes  au  moyen  d'etagement  des  voies- 

Nous  ne  croyons  pas  que  l'application  d'une  limite  de  vitesse  des  trains  a 
25  milles  a  l'heure  ou  de  toute  autre  restriction  a  la  vitesse  normale  des  trains, 
a  Dorion,  au  cours  des  dernieres  annees,  ait  vraiment  pour  effet  d'empecher  ou 
de  reduire  les  accidents  impliquant  des  trains.  Toutefois,  il  est  possible  qu'un 
tel  resultat  s'ensuive  dans  certaines  circonstances  particulieres.  L'effet  que 
peut  avoir  la  vitesse  des  trains  en  relation  avec  les  accidents  ferroviaires  est 
une  question  tres  discutable  et  depend  largement  des  circonstances  particulieres 
dans  chacun  des  cas  puisque  les  accidents  surviennent  a  differentes  vitesses  et 
dans  une  grande  diversite  de  circonstances,  plusieurs  de  ces  accidents  se 
produisant  a  des  vitesses  relativement  faibles.  Pour  qu'une  collision  se  produise 
entre  un  train  et  un  vehicule,  il  faut  que  tous  deux  se  trouvent  au  passage  a  niveau 
en  meme  temps,  et  si  la  vitesse  de  Pun  des  deux  avait  ete  plus  grande  ou 
moindre,  il  ne  serait  pas  arrive  au  passage  en  meme  temps  que  l'autre.  Sans 
cette  coincidence  de  l'arrivee  du  train  et  du  vehicule  au  meme  endroit  en  meme 
temps,  cet  accident  particulier  n'aurait  pas  lieu.  La  vitesse  du  train  n'est  pas 
necessairement  la  cause  de  l'accident,  bien  que  la  presence  du  train  soit  un 
facteur  sans  lequel  l'accident  n'aurait  pas  eu  lieu. 

Toutefois,  vu  les  conditions  speciales  qui  existent  a  Dorion,  nous  sommes 
d'avis  qu'une  limite  de  vitesse  des  trains  fixee  a  35  milles  a  l'heure  aux  passa- 
ges a  niveau  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  est  justifiee  au  moins  pour  une  periode 
d'essai  jusqu'a  ce  qu'il  soit  etabli  que  cette  limite  doit  etre  supprimee  ou 
modifiee.  Nous  ne  croyons  pas  que  1'application  de  cette  limite  cause  plus  qu'un 
faible  desavantage  aux  compagnies  ferroviaires.  La  limite  s'appliquera  aux  deux 
chemins  de  fer  vu  que  la  circulation  des  trains  et  les  passages  a  niveau  sont 
essentiellement  comparables.  La  limite  s'appliquera  aux  trains  seulement  au 
moment  ou  ils  s'engageront  dans  les  passages  a  niveau  mais  pour  avoir  alors 
une  vitesse  d'au  plus  35  milles  a  l'heure,  ils  devront  avoir  commence  a  reduire 
leur  vitesse  a  une  assez  grande  distance  des  passages  a  niveau.  Des  que  la 
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partie  la  plus  a  Pavant  d'un  train  sera  engagee  sur  le  passage  a  niveau,  le  train 
pourra  augmenter  sa  vitesse  afin  de  ne  pas  obstruer  ce  passage  plus  longtemps 
qu'il  n'est  necessaire. 

Nous  avons  fixe  la  limite  a  35  m/h  plutot  qu'a  25  parce  qu'a  25  m/h,  un 
train  d'une  grande  longueur  tiendrait  les  barrieres  baissees  durant  environ  quatre 
minutes.  Etant  donne  que  les  passages  a  niveau  sont  tires  proches  Pun  de  Pautre 
et  que  les  mouvements  de  train  sont  frequents,  des  trains  qui  passeraient  a 
25  m/h  au  lieu  de  35  nuiraient  davantage  a  Pecoulement  du  traffic  routierdela 
rue  Saint-Charles  aux  passages  et  de  plus  longues  queues  de  vehicules  arretes 
se  formeraient  aux  passages  etentre  les  passages,  de  sorte  que  les  automobilistes 
et  les  pietons  impatients  pourraient  etre  portes  a  ne  pas  tenir  compte  des 
barrieres  et  des  feux  d'avertissement,  pas  autant  que  si  le  train  passait  a  10  m/h 
mais  plus  que  s'il  passait  a  35  milles.  Aucune  limite  de  vitesse,  qu'elle  soit  de 
35,  de  25  ou  de  10  m/h,  n'est  une  garantie  contre  les  accidents  mais,  dans 
Pensemble,  nous  estimons  qu'une  limite  de  35  m/h  serait  plus  dans  Pinteret 
de  la  securite  et  de  la  commodite  du  public  qu'une  limite  de  25  m/h  et  que  la 
premiere  est  appropriee  dans  les  circonstances. 

En  1948,  la  ville  a  presente  une  demande  en  vue  de  la  suppression  des 
passages  a  niveau  et,  a  la  suite  de  cette  demande,  un  ingenieur  de  la  Commission 
a  rencontre  des  representants  de  la  ville,  de  la  Chambre  de  commerce  et  des 
chemins  de  fer,  en  compagnie  desquels  il  a  inspecte  les  passages  et  etudie  la 
proposition  de  la  ville  a  Peffet  qu'un  passage  inferieur  soit  construito  A  ce 
moment,  la  subvention  la  plus  elevee  que  la  Commission  pouvait  accorder  a 
Pegard  du  cout  d'un  etagement  de  voies  n'etait  que  de  $100,000  par  passage  et 
le  montant  total  qui  etait  affecte  chaque  annee  a  la  Caisse  des  passages  a 
niveau,  pour  tout  le  Canada,  n'etait  que  de  $500,000.  Lors  de  cette  rencontre, 
les  interesses  en  presence  etaient  convenus  que  le  cout  eleve  et  les  conditions 
physiques  du  projet  de  construction  d'un  passage  inferieur  rendaient  celui-ci 
irrealisable.  L'ingenieur  de  la  Commission  avait  alors  propose  Pouverture  d'un 
houveau  passage  a  niveau  du  cote  ou  la  ville  s'agrandissait,  vers  Pouest.  Entre 
cette  date  et  celle  de  Paccident,  le  7  octobre  dernier,  la  Commission  n'a  recu 
aucune  demande  en  vue  d'un  etagement  des  voies  ou  de  la  fixation  d'une  limite 
de  vitesse  applicable  aux  trains  ou  de  Pinstallation  de  protection  supplementaire 
en  sus  des  barrieres  et  des  feux  clignotants  actuels. 

Gardiens  aux  passages  d  niveau 

Depuis  Paccident  du  7  octobre,  la  ville  fait  diriger  la  circulation  aux  passa- 
ges a  niveau  par  ses  agents  de  police  durant  les  periodes  pendant  lesquelles 
les  autobus  scolaires  y  passent.  La  ville  estime  que  ce  service  lui  coute  des 
frais  supplementaires  d'environ  $750  par  mois.Elle  a  demande  que  les  compagnies 
de  chemins  de  fer  placent  des  gardiens  a  leurs  propres  frais. 
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Compte  tenu  de  la  protection  existante  aux  passages  a  niveau  et  de  la  limite 
de  vitesse  que  nous  imposons,  nous  ne  sommes  pas  disposes,  d'apres  les  argu- 
ments qui  nous  ont  ete  presentes,  a  ordonner  aux  compagnies  de  placer  des 
gardiens  aux  passages. 

Wagons  sur  les  voies  de  service 

La  ville  a  aussi  demande  que  le  sejour  de  wagons  sur  les  voies  de  service 
pres  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  soit  interdit  parce  qu'ils  constituent  un  obstacle 
a  la  visibilite. 

II  est  parfois  necessaire  de  placer  les  wagons  sur  les  voies  de  service  et 
nous  ne  rendrons  pas  d'ordonnance  portant  une  interdiction  generale  a  ce  sujet, 
mais  nous  comptons  que  les  compagnies  auront  soin  de  ne  pas  laisser  de  wagons 
sur  ces  voies  sauf  lorsqu'il  est  absolument  necessaire  de  le  faire  et,  en  ce  cas, 
les  wagons  devront  etre  places  aussi  loin  que  possible  du  passage. 

Une  ordonnance  sera  rendue 

En  consequence  du  present  jugement  interimaire,  il  sera  rendu  une  ordon- 
nance en  vertu  de  laquelle 

(a)  les  compagnies  seront  exemptees  jusqu'au  30  juin  prochain  de  l'obli- 
gation  d'eriger  et  d'entretenir  des  clotures  le  long  de  leurs  voies  ferrees 
dans  la  ville  de  Dorion, 

(b)  les  trains  pourront  circuler  dans  la  ville  de  Dorion  a  une  vitesse  supe- 
rieure  a  10  milles  a  Theure, 

(c)  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  et  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de 
fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  seront  tenus  de  publier  des  instructions  im- 
posant  aux  trains  une  limite  de  vitesse  de  35  milles  a  l'hetire  au  moment 
ou  ils  s'engagent  dans  les  passages  a  niveau  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles,  et 

(d)  la  limite  de  vitesse  statutaire  de  25  milles  a  l'heure  applicable  au  passa- 
ged niveau  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  du  National-Canadien  sera  supprimee.

1.  Jusqu'au  30  juin  1967,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  et  la 
Compagnie  de  chemins  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  sont  degages  de  l'obli- 
gation  d'eriger  et  d'entretenir  des  clotures  des  deux  cotes  de  leurs  emprises 
dans  les  limites  de  la  ville  de  Dorion,  dans  la  province  de  Quebec. 

2.  Les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  et  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de 
fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  sont  autorises  a  faire  circuler  leurs  trains  dans  les 
limites  de  la  ville  de  Dorion,  dans  la  province  de  Quebec,  a  une  vitesse  supe- 
rieure  a  dix  milles  a  l'heure.

JUDGMENT 

KIRK:  Commissioner 

The  Canadian  National  Railways;  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company;  the 
Dominion  Atlantic  Railway  Company;  and  the  Quebec  Central  Railway  Company 
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(collectively  referred  to  herein  as  the  railways)  filed  tariff  amendments*  to  become 
effective  May  1,  1966  reducing  the  free  time  for  demurrage  purposes  to  seven  days 
from  the  present  ten  days,  on  carload  freight  for  export  at  Canadian  ports  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  Churchill,  Manitoba,  and  for  export  and  furtherance  at  Atlantic 
Coast  ports;  also  at  Montreal  and  ports  north  and  east  thereof. 

Prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  the  tariff  amendments,  The  Coal 
Operators'  Association  of  Western  Canada  and  its  member  companies,  i.e.,  The 
Canmore  Mines  Limited;  Coleman  Collieries  Limited;  The  Crow's  Nest  Pass 
Coal  Co.  Limited,  applied  for  suspension  thereof  and  to  be  heard  in  opposition. 
The  Board  initially  postponed  the  effective  date  to  allow  sufficient  time  for 
other  interested  parties  to  make  submissions  and  subsequently  issued  its  Order 
No.  121460  on  July  21,  1966  suspending  the  tariffs  pending  hearing  and  deter- 
mination, having  received  further  submissions  opposing  the  proposed  revision 
from  the  Minister  of  Industry  and  Commerce  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba;  the 
Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League  and  the  Canadian  National  Millers  Associa- 
tion. 

The  matter  was  set  down  for  hearing  on  November  22,  1966,  upon  notice 
to  as  many  persons,  industries  and  associations  as  were  known  to  the  Board. 
Upon  application  of  Counsel  for  the  Coal  Operators'  Association,  the  hearing 
was  postponed  until  January  10,  1967  and  proceeded  at  that  time.  Some  273 
pages  of  evidence  and  argument  were  taken  and  19  exhibits  were  submitted,  all 
of  which  have  been  considered. 

The  essence  of  the  railways'  case  is  that  despite  major  improvements  in 
operating  performance,  purchases  of  new  equipment  at  heavy  expense,  better 
port  facilities  and  increased  steamship  services,  they  are  constantly  facing 
complaints  as  to  equipment  shortages  which  they  feel  can  be  ameliorated  by  a 
reduction  in  the  free  time  for  demurrage  purposes,  thereby  promoting  a  more 
efficient  utilization  of  car  equipment. 

Data  were  submitted  by  exhibits  showing  substantial  reductions  in  running 
time  of  main  line  freight  trains;  ■  increased  average  load  per  car;  increased  net 
ton  miles  and  freight  car  miles  per  car  day;  increased  percentage  of  serviceable 
cars  on  line;  and  reduction  in  turn-around  time.

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Conversely,  by  Exhibit  12,  it  is  shown  that  car  detention  is  increasing  on 
traffic  allowed  ten  days  free  time  at  eastern  and  western  ports.  Extracts  from  the 
Exhibit  are  as  follows:

Exhibit  12,  however,  does  not  include  movements  via  the  port  of  Port  Moody, 
B.C., through  which  flow  the  shipments  of  coal  from  the  member  companies  of  The 
Coal  Operators'  Association.  Demurrage  records  at  Port  Moody  have  not  been 
maintained  in  the  past  in  the  same  manner  as  at  other  ports.  Evidence  was  sub- 
mitted to  show  that  for  the  period  from  May  1st  to  August  31,  1966,  6,158  cars 
were  released  at  Port  Moody  of  which  4,816  were  held  one  to  four  days;  311  for 
7  days;  79  for  10  days,  and  162  held  over  10  days. 

The  railways  contend  that  as  they  face  stiffer  competition  than  previously 
"we  do  not  think  we  can  afford  the  measure  of  free  storage  time  that  we  are 
providing  at  the  present  time  at  export  ports."  (Transcript,  p.  141)  and,  by  Exhibit 
11,  point  to  the  allowed  free  time  of  24  hours  for  highway  load-carrying  units 
without  distinction  as  to  domestic  or  export  character. 

The  railways  also  point  to  a  report  and  order  recommended  by  an  Examiner 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  filed  herein  as  Exhibit  14,  dealing 
with  "Free  Time  for  In-car  Storage  at  U.S.  Ports".  The  report  which  is  50  pages 
of  single  spaced  typing,  indicates  a  variety  of  demurrage  regulations  were  in  use 
throughout  the  United  States  which  the  findings  appear  to  now  require  be  uniform, 
as  follows: 

"(l)The  maximum  amount  of  free  time  for  unloading  rail  cars  with  export 
traffic  at  ports  in  the  Continental  United  States  should  be  7  days,  exclusive 
of  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays. 
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(2)  The  proposed  rules  to  the  extent  they  would  provide  maximum  free  time 
of  less  than  7  days  are  not  shown  to  be  just  and  reasonable."  (Exhibit  14, 
p.  49). 

The  railways  refer  also  to  a  Service  Order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission dated  March  28,  1966  reducing  the  free  time  to  five  days  for  unloading 
box  and  covered  hopper  cars  at  ports.  Such  Order  was  to  have  expired  December 
31,  1966  but  has  been  extended  to  June  30,  1967.  The  reason  cited  for  the  reduc- 
tion in  free  time  was  that  pressure  upon  railroad  transportation  facilities  causes 
car  shortages  in  all  sections  of  the  country  which  are  aggravated  by  delays  in 
unloading  at  ports. 

Railway  witnesses  involved  in  administering  the  operation  of  the  railways 
acknowledged  their  awareness  of  these  events  in  the  United  States  and  that 
they  had  some  influence  upon  the  proposed  reduction  in  free  time  in  Canada,  but 
assert  that  the  action  taken  in  Canada  was  justifiable  per  se. 

Railway  Counsel  sum  up  their  case  by  asserting  that  the  present  allowance 
of  ten  days  free  time  was  voluntarily  established  by  the  railways  and  they  should 
be  allowed  to  reduce  it  as  they  see  fit;  that  the  railways  feel  the  proposed 
reduction  will  improve  the  car  supply;  that  if  the  proposed  provisions  do  not 
produce  that  result  other  means  must  be  found,  and  that  while  admitting  that 
failure  to  effect  earlier  release  will  increase  demurrage  penalty  revenue,  such 
revenue  is  an  unsatisfactory  return  on  the  investment  made  in  equipment.  They 
also  assert  that  the  voluntary  extension  of  free  time  was  partly  to  aid  exports 
and  partly  to  meet  competition  of  United  States  ports  which  factors  are  not  so 
material  today  with  the  improved  facilities  and  more  reliable  movement. 

Turning  now  to  the  views  expressed  by  those  opposing  the  proposed  reduc- 
tion in  free  time:  witnesses  for  The  Coal  Operators'  Association  stated  coking 
coal  was  sold  to  Japan  and  was  shipped  from  the  mines  at  Canmore  and  Coleman, 
Alberta,  and  from  Michel,  British  Columbia,  in  substantial  quantities  to  Port 
Moody,  B.C.,  whence  it  was  loaded  upon  vessels  dispatched  to  that  port  by  the 
purchasers.  In  the  rail  movement  to  Port  Moody  a  subvention  is  paid  to  assist  in 
the  marketing  of  the  coal. 

Exhibit  No.  1  shows  the  imports  into  Japan  as  at  present  and  as  forecast  for 
the  years  1967  to  1975  inclusive.  The  sources  of  supply  are  Australia,  Canada, 
United  States,  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republic,  Red  China,  Poland  and  others. 
Of  19.4  million  tons  required  by  Japan  in  1966,  Canada  supplied  900,000  tons. 
By  1975  the  requirements  may  reach  37.2  million  tons  of  which  Canada  may 
supply  5.9  million  tons.  Canada  ranks  fourth  in  quantity  supplied  or  as  anticipated 
for  the  future  years. 
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The  coal  is  sold  at  world  prices,  but  Canada's  competitive  position  is 
affected  by  the  size  of  ships  capable  of  being  docked  at  Port  Moody.  The  largest 
ship  handled  at  the  dock  was  36,500  long  tons  deadweight,  whereas  the  ships 
carrying  coal  from  Australia  to  Japan  are  100,000  tons.  The  railways,  however, 
filed  as  Exhibit  13  a  brochure  describing  the  facilities  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Bulk 
Terminals  Ltd.,  at  Port  Moody,  which  is  the  dock  where  coal  is  loaded  for  Japan, 
showingthat  enlargement  of  facilities  will  "berth  and  load  the  largest  solids  bulk 
carriers  in  the  trade  -  up  to  65,000  dead-weight  tons."  The  enlarged  facilities 
are  stated  to  be  now  in  operation. 

Usually  cargo  tonnage  is  supplied  by  more  than  one  mine  and  the  mines  are 
furnished  with  estimated  dates  of  arrival  of  ships  at  Port  Moody.  The  information 
is  also  furnished  to  the  railway  and  the  mines  commence  loading  according  to  the 
anticipated  transit  time  required  for  the  rail  movement  to  the  port.  The  mines  at 
Coleman  and  Michel  usually  allow  12  days  for  loading  and  transit  but  assert  that 
cars  have  moved  from  mine  to  port  in  three  days  and  could  continue  to  do  so  if 
unit  trains  were  operated,  but  the  transit  time  is  often  from  10  to  16  days  with 
cars  being  set  out  for  handling  by  the  railway  at  various  points  to  suit  railway 
operating  convenience.  The  shipper  at  Coleman  states  that  the  average  load  per 
car  is  64  tons  and  that  6,000  tons,  or  approximately  100  cars,  can  be  loaded  per 
day. 

The  coal  shippers  were  somewhat  critical  of  the  railways'  methods  of  oper- 
ation asserting  that  while  car  supply  is  adequate  at  times,  shortages  frequently 
occur,  followed  by  a  more  than  adequate  supply;  that  the  irregularity  in  car 
supply  forces  stock-piling  and  additional  expense;  that  cars  required  for  coal 
are  allocated  at  times  to  other  traffic,  such  as  sulphur,  wood  chips,  potash, 
gravel  and  sugar  beets;  that  as  sulphur  cannot  be  allowed  to  mix  with  the  coal, 
the  cars  used  for  sulphur  must  be  cleaned  which  sometimes  the  railways  do  not 
choose  to  do  and  allow  them  to  remain  idle;  and  that  the  mine  is  not  permitted 
to  load  idle  cars,  which  are  not  immediately  required  to  be  forwarded,  without 
incurring  demurrage  charges  resulting  in  the  cars  standing  idle. 

Shippers  also  assert  that  inadequate  motive  power  has  delayed  the  loading 
of  ships;  that  the  railway  closes  down  from  Friday  to  Monday;  that  facilities  at 
dockside  are  insufficient  to  hold  cars  necessitating  holding  at  points  back  of  the 
port;  and  that  when  ships  are  delayed  beyond  the  four  lay  days  allowed  for  loading 
the  mines  incur  a  ship  demurrage  penalty  of  $2,000  per  day,  whereas  if  loading  is 
completed  in  less  than  the  lay  days  dispatch  money  of  $1,000  per  day  may  be 
earned.  Exhibit  No.  7  filed  by  the  Crows  Nest  Industries  Ltd.  purports  to  show 
that  during  1966  it  lost  $3,100  in  dispatch  and  incurred  ship  demurrage  of  $13,000 
attributable  in  part  to  car  shortage  and  rail  mishaps;  also  to  rail  strike,  port 
congestion,  waterfront  strike  and  mine  production. 
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The  railways  are  reported  to  have  said  the  turn-around  time  for  coal  cars, 
Coleman-Port  Moody,  is  21  days  which  the  Coleman  shipper  considers  could  be 
reduced  by  at  least  seven  days  if  the  loaded  and  empty  movements  were  by  through 
trains  via  the  Kootenay  line.  It  is  noted,  from  Canadian  Pacific  Exhibit  18,  the 
average  turn-around  time  for  all  traffic  in  1966  (to  November  30th)  was  18.3  days. 
Exhibit  4  of  the  Coal  Operators'  Association  purports  to  show  that  for  the  month 
of  August,  1965  the  turn-around  time  for  cars  at  the  three  mines  ranged  from 
21.7  to  28.5  days  and  that  for  the  two  months  ending  May  31,  1965  empty  cars 
supplied  were  68.2%  of  the  cars  loaded  out. 

Exhibit  2  filed  by  the  Coal  Operators'  Association  is  the  1965  Annual  Report 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  which  shows  that  the  Pacific  Coast 
Bulk  Terminals  Limited  is  a  company  controlled  by  Canadian  Pacific  Investments 
Limited  which,  in  turn,  is  part  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  enterprises.  The 
only  significance  this  Exhibit  appears  to  have  is  that  railway  officials  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  are  quoted  as  saying  they  had  no  interest  in  the  dock  facility, 
that  it  was  a  separate  company  with  which  the  railway  had  nothing  to  do. 

Difficulties  encountered  by  the  coal  shippers  in  respect  of  the  Port  Moody 
facility  were  stated  to  be  that  it  is  a  coal  loading  dock  but  also  handles  potash 
which  cannot  be  exposed  to  rain,  with  the  result  that  when  a  ship  is  loading 
potash  and  rain  occurs  the  loading  ceases  but  the  ship  remains  at  berth  and 
consequently  delays  the  loading  of  coal  vessels.  When  coal  is  available  in  cars 
and  meets  such  delays,  rail  demurrage  accrues  and  is  charged  to  the  coal  shipper. 
Other  cargoes  loaded  at  the  dock  include  bran  which  also  must  be  protected 
against   water  to  prevent  fermentation  in  and  possible  disaster  to  the  ship. 

It  requires  600  cars  of  coal  to  provide  cargo  for  a  ship  of  36,000  tons;  the 
dock  can  load  at  the  rate  of  1,200  per  24  hours  compared  with  Hampton  Roads 
which  can  load  a  100,000  ton  ship  and  dispatch  it  within  24  hours;  that  in 
Australia  the  loading  is  a  maximum  of  3,000  tons  per  hour.  These  factors  affect 
the  rate  charged  and  Canadian  shippers  are  at  a  disadvantage.  Shippers  also 
assert  that  the  dock  charges  at  Port  Moody  are  the  highest  in  the  world;  that  it 
has  no  storage  at  present  but  is  completing  facilities  for  storage  which  shippers 
are  told  will  entail  a  charge  upon  them,  whether  used  or  not,  in  addition  to  the 
present  charges. 

Exhibit  3  filed  by  the  Coal  Operators'  Association  is  a  tariff  applicable  at 
ports  in  the  United  States,  ranging  from  New  Jersey  to  Norfolk,  Virginia,  which, 
inter  alia,  establishes  varying  periods  of  free  time  according  to  the  quantity  of 
cargo  to  be  loaded  in  a  single  vessel  by  a  single  consignee. 

The  Japanese  purchasers  specify  a  maximum  moisture  content  of  5  percent; 
the  mines  hold  the  moisture  to  3  percent  at  time  of  shipment  by  rail;  if  the  coal 
picks  up  more  than  the  specified  maximum,  the  mines  incur  the  penalty  of  ocean 
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charges  on  the  excess  moisture.  Stock-piling  increases  this  hazard,  though  the 
mines  are  compelled  to  do  so  when  car  shortages  occur. 

Witnesses  for  the  mines  at  Coleman  and  Michel  state  they  received  notifi- 
cation from  the  railways  that  a  total  of  13  days  would  be  allowed  before  demurrage 
was  charged  which  reflected  the  optimum  transit  time  plus  the  free  time  allowed, 
yet  the  average  transit  time  to  Port  Moody  is  ten  days.  They  consider  the 
reduction  in  free  time  as  proposed  by  the  railways  would  not  improve  the  car  sup- 
ply under  existing  operating  practices;  that  the  reduction  in  free  time  is  an 
evident  attempt  to  collect  additional  revenue  whilst  adding  additional  expense 
upon  the  shippers,  either  by  stock-piling  or  by  demurrage. 

The  representations  from  the  Canadian  National  Millers  Association  may  be 
summarized  —  that  by  reducing  the  free  time  from  ten  to  seven  days  for  distances 
in  excess  of  300  miles  from  the  St.  Lawrence  River  ports  while  maintaining  without 
change  five  days  free  time  for  distances  not  over  300  miles,  is  prejudicial  to  the 
long-haul  shippers  many  of  whom  are  in  Western  Canada,  and  similarly  discrim- 
inates against  long-haul  shippers  to  other  ports  where  ten  days  has  been  the 
allowed  free  time;  that  the  free  time  which  has  prevailed  was  established  not 
only  to  provide  for  slow  movement  by  rail  but  also  for  the  uncertainty  of  vessel 
arrivals;  and  that  free  time  should  be  graduated  according  to  designated  distances 
that  shipping  points  are  from  the  ports. 

As  an  alternative  to  the  suggested  graduation  of  free  time  above  referred  to, 
the  Association  seeks  special  consideration  of  flour  exports,  asserting  that  flour 
is  in  direct  competition  with  export  grain  and  that  the  ever  widening  spread  in 
cost  of  moving  flour  would  be  further  aggravated  by  reducing  the  free  time  on 
flour  and  thus  incurring  demurrage,  whilst  grain  is  absolved  from  any  demurrage 
expense.  (At  page  184  of  the  Transcript  of  Evidence,  the  railways  stated  "in  the 
east  there  is  no  demurrage  on  these  export  grain  shipments.  They  are  under  the 
control  of  the  railways  all  the  way  through,  and  they  only  allow  as  many  cars  to 
be  loaded  as  can  be  accommodated  at  the  elevator  at  the  port,") 

Reference  was  made  to  previous  decisions  of  the  Board  which  recognized 
the  relationship  of  flour  to  grain  in  the  matter  of  line  haul  rates,  and  contend 
that  it  is  equally  important  and  necessary  to  preserve  that  relationship  in 
respect  of  demurrage. 

The  Millers  Association  also  oppose  the  provision  incorporated  in  the 
proposed  western  lines  tariff  whereby  demurrage  and  detention  charges  are  to 
be  paid  by  the  shipper.  It  contends  that  when  such  charges  accrue  from  causes 
beyond  the  control  of  the  shipper,  the  railways  should  assess  them  against  the 
offending  party. 
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The  submission  of  the  Association  includes  examples  of  actual  running  time 
of  specified  cars  between  shipping  points  and  the  ports.  Considerable  variation 
is  evident  therefrom.  Similarly  the  submission  includes  examples  of  vessel 
delays  which  the  witness  admitted  were  not  the  result  of  any  action  or  neglect  of 
the  railways. 

The  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission,  on  behalf  of  exporters  in  the 
Atlantic  Provinces,  and  of  the  ports  of  Halifax  and  Saint  John,  contends  that  the 
proposed  reduction  in  free  time  will  further  worsen  the  position  of  the  Atlantic 
ports  in  competing  for  export  cargoes;  that  when  export  cars  are  not  released 
within  the  allowed  free  time  it  is  generally  due  to  conditions  beyond  the  control 
of  the  exporter;  and  that  the  principal  causes  for  delays  beyond  free  time  are 
unreliable  railway  transit  time,  unexpected  delay  in  arrival  of  ships,  congestion 
due  to  weather  in  port,  inland,  or  at  sea;  insufficient  facilities  at  ports;  and  the 
volume  of  export  cargo  per  vessel.  The  responsibility  of  the  railways  for  the  four 
causes  last  mentioned  was  challenged  by  Railway  Counsel. 

It  further  contends  that  the  reduction  in  free  time  will  not  result  in  more 
prompt  release  of  cars  inasmuch  as  the  release  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  ex- 
porter. It  is  also  contended  that  as  the  ports  of  Halifax  and  Saint  John  are  at  a 
considerable  mileage  disadvantage  and  are  traditionally  winter  ports,  the  possi- 
bility of  delays  to  ships  and  rail  cars  are  greater;  that  due  to  lack  of  heated  shed 
facilities  it  is  frequently  necessary  to  hold  export  consignments  in  cars  awaiting 
arrival  of  the  ship,  citing  as  an  example  a  cargo  of  potatoes  requiring  up  to  200 
carloads;  and  that  if  the  ship  is  delayed  the  free  time  of  ten  days  is  most  impor- 
tant to  the  exporter,  and  reducing  it  to  seven  days  will  not  effect  earlier  release 
of  the  cars. 

It  also  contends  that  Saturdays  should  be  excluded  from  the  computation  of 
free  time  and  the  assessment  of  demurrage;  that  Saturdays  are  more  and  more 
non-working  days;  that  while  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  ruling  estab- 
blishes  seven  days  free  time  it  excludes  Saturdays  in  the  computation,  which  if 
the  railways'  proposal  is  approved  will  place  the  Atlantic  ports  in  Canada  at  a 
competitive  disadvantage;  and  that  because  of  their  longer  distances  from  the 
main  shipping  centres,  a  greater  number  of  free  time  days  should  be  provided  at 
these  ports. 

The  submissions  of  the  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League,  which  is  a  body 
representative  of  industries  throughout  Canada,  were  of  a  more  general  character. 
It  suggests  that  not  only  the  shipper  is  involved  but  also  the  railways  and  ocean 
carriers;  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  shipper  abuse  of  the  ten-day  arrangement; 
that  sales  margins  on  export  trade  are  slim  and  any  increase  in  cost  is  detri- 
mental   to  the  export  trade;  the  railways  have  improved  their  service;  every 
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shipper  strives  to  effect  car  releases  in  order  to  increase  car  utilization;  and 
that  information  derived  from  a  meeting  with  the  railways  in  March,  1966  disclosed 
that  47  percent  or  more  of  cars  delayed  at  Eastern  ports  contained  a  single 
product  and  inspired  the  League  to  suggest  that  any  remedial  action  be  applied 
without  penalizing  all  export  shippers. 

The  League  also  opposes  the  proposal  to  make  the  shipper  responsible  for 
payment  of  demurrage,  and  suggests  that  such  a  requirement  would  make  it 
difficult  to  persuade  ocean  carriers  to  assume  demurrage  when  it  accrues  as  a 
result  of  action  on  their  part. 

It  also  suggests  that  the  recently  established  increase  in  domestic  demurrage 
rates  has  not  noticeably  improved  the  release  of  cars;  that  the  League  believes 
the  railways  must  solve  their  problems  by  other  remedial  means  than  by  imposing 
increased  costs  upon  shippers  to  the  detriment  of  export  trade. 

During  the  hearing  a  telegram  was  read  from  the  Minister  of  Industry  and 
Commerce  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  expressing  inability  to  be  present  and  an 
intention  to  submit  a  written  submission.  Such  submission  was  received  on 
January  20th,  1967  and  copies  were  delivered  to  Railway  Counsel. 

A  summary  of  the  submission  is  that  the  Manitoba  Government  agrees  that 
maximum  utilization  of  railway  equipment  is  desirable  but  the  proposed  reduction 
in  free  time  works  against  the  interests  of  shippers  moving  goods  over  long 
distances  to  ocean  ports;  that  the  development  of  new,  and  expansion  of  existing 
markets  is  vital  to  Canadian  growth;  that  some  delays  are  unavoidable;  and  that 
use  of  cars  for  temporary  storage  together  with  an  apparent  lack  of  co-ordination 
between  ship  and  rail  are  the  principal  reasons  for  holding  cars  out  of  service 
beyond  the  free  time  allowance 

The  Manitoba  Government  considers  that  when  cars  are  used  extensively  for 
temporary  storage  penalties  are  in  order  but  should  be  imposed  only  on  those  who 
follow  such  practices.  Frequently  cars  are  loaded  and  are  in  transit  from  Western 
Canada  before  advice  of  delay  to  ship  is  received;  that  the  ten-day  free  time 
period  which  has  applied  was  generally  considered  adequate  to  meet  normal 
contingencies;  and  that  the  proposed  reduction  in  free  time  will  add  to  the 
difficulties  of  western  shippers  who  require  a  minimum  of  six  days  total  transit 
time  from  plant  to  dockside  compared  to  the  three  or  four  days  needed  by  eastern 
shippers. 

The  submission  proposes  that  the  free  time  allowance  be  graduated  according 
to  the  distance  from  origin  to  point  of  export,  as  follows:

and  asserts  this  proposal,  if  accepted,  would  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Railway 
Association  of  Canada  in  its  objective  of  maximizing  car  utilization  and  would 
enable  shippers  to  meet  ordinary  contingencies  resulting  from  unavoidable  delays 
in  moving  traffic  to  the  ports. 

The  submission  concludes  with  a  reiteration  of  the  view  that  the  proposed 
reduction  in  free  time  upon  traffic  moving  longer  distances  to  the  ports  will  not 
encourage  the  expansion  of  Canadian  exports,  whereas  a  graduation  of  the  free 
time  according  to  distance  will  solve  the  problem  of  the  railways  and  the  shippers 
alike;  and  that  it  will  achieve  greater  car  utilization  and  enable  shippers  to  meet 
the  contingencies  arising  from  unforeseen  delays  in  rail  movement.  It  considers 
also  that  it  is  necessary  to  improve  co-ordination  between  ship  and  rail,  but  if 
this  is  not  possible  suitable  provision  should  be  made  to  avoid  added  costs  arising 
from  that  lack. 

Comments  and  Findings: 

In  seeking  to  improve  car  utilization  the  railways  appear  to  be  influenced  by 
the  actions  taken  within  the  United  States  in  respect  of  export  free  time  and  that 
in  eastern  Canada  some  twenty  per  cent,  and  in  western  Canada  some  thirteen 
per  cent  of  total  cars  unloaded  at  the  ports  in  1966  were  held  over  seven  days 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  approximately  half  of  the  cars  held  over  seven 
days  were  also  held  over  ten  days.  It  is  not  apparent  that  attempts  have  been 
made  to  ascertain  the  reasons  for  such  delays,  or  whether  they  involve  any 
particular   type  of  traffic  which  might  be  singled  out  for  remedial  treatment. 

The  Chief  Commissioner  directed  a  question  to  Counsel  in  this  context, 
as  follows: 

Q."The  railways  have  spoken  of  the  objective  of  achieving  greater  car 
utilization  by  the  reduction  in  the  demurrage  free  time  in  the  hope  that 
such  utilization  would  be  obtained.  . .  .What  I  would  like  to  know  is 
whether  the  railways  have  made  any  estimate  of  what  actual  reduction  in 
detention  is  likely  to  flow  from  the  reduction  in  the  free  time.  Potential 
is  one  thing,  but  how  much  do  the  railways  expect  to  achieve?  Have 
they  made  any  estimate? 

A.  This  has  been  the  subject  of  a  great  deal  of  discussion  amongst  our- 
selves, of  course,  Mr.  Chief  Commissioner.  Mr.  Spencer  has  said,  and 
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Mr.  Norman  also,  that  they  have  a  hope  a  hope  that  taking  this 

step  bring  about  a  greater  utilization.  As  Mr.  Spencer  says,  it  may  well 
be  that  shippers  will  decide  to  simply  continue  to  use  the  cars,  and  pay 
the  additional  $5  over  seven  days  instead  of  over  ten  days.  This  is  not, 
of  course,  going  to  assist  utilization  in  any  respect  whatsoever.  We  do 
not  know,  and  I  believe  Mr.  Spencer  has  said  that.  We  really  do  not  know. 
We  have  considered  that  an  estimate  of  the  reduction  would  be  nothing 
much  more  than  an  educated  guess  of  the  loosest  type.  The  simple 
answer  is  that  we  do  not  have  an  estimate  at  this  time."  (Transcript, 
pp  226-7) 

On  the  other  hand,  the  shippers  who  appeared  before  us  plead  that  the 
delays  are  mainly  the  result  of  circumstances  and  conditions  beyond  their  control. 
The  coal  shippers  were  very  critical  of  the  operating  performance  of  the  railway, 
particularly  in  respect  of  the  irregularity  of  car  supply,  but  it  was  apparent  that 
a  considerable  part  of  their  criticisms  related  to  the  dock  facilities  and  its 
operations,  which  are  not  within  the  scope  of  our  jurisdiction. 

I  also  note  the  railways  appear  to  contend  that  having  voluntarily  allowed  a 
more  liberal  free  time  on  export  than  on  domestic  traffic  they  should  not  be 
prevented  from  modifying  the  allowance  in  their  discretion,  although  they  concede 
it  is  a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board.  Such  a  contention  cannot  be 
sustained.  I  am  sure  that  in  many  instances  where  the  Board  has  dealt  with 
complaints  as  to  tolls,  such  tolls  were  voluntarily  established  by  the  railway  on 
a  lower  level  than  might  be  considered  normal  or  maximum. 

The  Board's  duty  under  the  governing  statutes  is  to  determine  the  reason- 
ableness of  tolls  and  in  doing  so  must  take  into  consideration  all  relevant 
factors.  I  consider  it  is  relevant  to  take  into  consideration,  in  this  case,  not 
only  the  objective  of  the  railways  but  also  the  conditions  under  which  export 
traffic  must  be  moved  to  seaboard  and  the  impact  the  proposed  reduction  in 
demurrage  free  time  will  have  upon  export  shippers  and  Canada's  trade.  In  the 
Board's  Judgment  re  "Northwest  Line  Elevators  Association",  77  CRTC  p. 
194,  at  pp.  196-7,  the  Board  substituted  a  ten-day  free  time  period  for  unloading 
grain  traffic  in  western  Canada  for  the  two-day  period  proposed  by  the  railways, 
which  substitution  was  in  recognition  of  the  special  circumstances  prevailing. 

The  coal  shippers  have  established  that  their  exports  are  an  important 
factor  in  Canada's  trade.  The  subvention  paid  out  of  public  funds  to  assist  in 
the  marketing  is  evidence  thereof.  Their  mines  are  situated  some  500  to  700 
miles  from  tidewater;  they  provide  substantial  employment  in  the  area;  and  they 
require  full  cooperation  of  the  railways  who,  I  consider,  are  equally  involved  in 
promoting  the  continuance  of  such  exports.  I  accept  the  contention  of  these 
shippers  that  a  reduction  in  the  free  time  will  not  promote  greater  car  utilization 
but  will  increase  the  cost  of  moving  the  coal  to  tidewater. 
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The  Canadian  National  Millers  Association's  opposition  to  the  proposed 
reduction  in  free  time  also  stresses  the  importance  of  maintaining  railway  charges 
on  flour  inclose  relationship  with  grain.  It  points  to  the  Board's  actions  in  respect 
of  port  terminal  charges  wherein  the  relationship  of  flour  and  grain  was  preserved. 
While  it  was  possible  to  effect  such  relationship  in  respect  of  line  haul  charges 
it  is  not  apparent  that  similar  considerations  can  govern  demurrage  free  time. 

The  physical  handling  of  grain  and  flour  at  ports  is  not  similar.  Grain  incurs 
no  demurrage  at  eastern  ports  because  the  railways  say  they  control  the  loading 
according  to  the  elevator  capacity  at  the  port;  in  western  Canada  no  demurrage 
accrues  by  virtue  of  a  direction  by  a  higher  authority  than  this  Board. 

To  apply  the  same  treatment  to  flour  as  is  accorded  to  grain  would  mean 
that  no  demurrage  must  be  applied  to  flour.  In  "Northwest  Line  Elevators 
Association  v.  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Bureau"  77  C.R.T.C.  181  at  p.  194,  the 
Board  held  it  was  without  power  to  compel  a  railway  "to  provide  the  use  of  its 
facilities  or  equipment  free  of  charge"  —  and  its  Judgment  was  sustained,  on 
appeal,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  (77  C.R.T.C.  241). 

The  Millers  Association  does  not  seek  such  a  result  and,  in  advocating  a 
graduated  scale  of  free  time,  does  not  propose  the  exclusion  of  flour  traffic 
therefrom. 

The  representations  of  the  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission  concern, 
mostly,  the  distance  disability  of  the  Maritime  Provinces'  ports  in  relation  to 
traffic  originating  in  the  central  and  western  provinces  which  can  reach  United 
States  ports  with  shorter  rail  hauls.  The  contention  is  that  if  it  enjoys  any 
competitive  advantage  in  the  matter  of  free  time  such  advantage  should  not  be 
removed  in  the  face  of  the  distance  disabilities. 

It  is  government  policy,  as  expressed  in  certain  statutes,  to  encourage 
movements  through  Canadian  ports  and  much  has  been  done  by  the  railways  in 
respect  of  rate  equalizations,  nevertheless  the  plea  for  retention  of  an  advantage 
in  what  is  basically  a  competitive  climate  is  not  one  for  determination  by  this 
Board. 

Insofar  as  the  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission  has  opposed  the  pro- 
posed change  in  free  time  on  the  grounds  of  inherent  delays  in  both  inland  and 
ocean  service,  these  are  contentions  common  to  all  who  appeared  in  opposition 
and  are  being  taken  into  account  in  deciding  the  matter. 

In  the  suspended  tariffs  applicable  at  eastern  ports  it  was  provided  that 
where  free  time  was  being  reduced  from  ten  days  to  seven  days  Saturdays  would 
be  excluded  when  computing  free  time  and  demurrage  periods.  By  letter  dated 
October  19,  1966,  filed  herein  as  Exhibit  10,  the  railways  amended  the  proposed 
rule  to  restore  Saturdays  as  countable  free  and  demurrage  days.  At  pages  137-8 
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of  the  Transcript  of  Evidence  the  railways  stated  the  provisions  of  the  tariff 
as  above  referred  to,  were  included  by  error;  that  it  was  desirable  to  maintain  the 
former  uniformity  as  to  all  Canadian  ports.  The  Maritime  Commission  contends 
that  as  Saturday  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  non-working  day  it  should  be  ex- 
cluded from  both  free  time  and  demurrage  computations. 

The  matter  of  the  treatment  of  Saturdays  in  demurrage  regulations  has  arisen 
from  time  to  time,  it  was  apparently  resolved  in  respect  of  domestic  demurrage 
regulations  by  agreement  reached  between  the  railways  and  shippers.  There  is 
nothing  developed  upon  this  record  which  would  enable  a  decision  to  be  reached 
and  it  would  seen  desirable  for  the  parties  to  endeavour  to  resolve  the  problem 
in  the  same  or  similar  manner  as  occurred  in  re  the  domestic  tariff. 

The  provisions  of  the  western  tariff  which  proposed  to  make  the  shipper 
responsible  for  payment  of  demurrage  and  detention  charges  where  such  accrue 
are  opposed  by  shippers  on  the  main  ground  that  they  should  not  be  held  respon- 
sible for  actions  which  are  not  of  their  making. 

Railways  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  railway  Act  are  required  to  collect 
their  lawful  charges  but  the  Act  does  not  specify  how  this  shall  be  done.  Section 
326  (1)  of  the  Act  authorizes  the  companies  to  prepare  and  issue  tariffs  of  the 
tolls  to  be  charged  "and  may  specify  the  persons  to  whom,  the  place  where,  and 
the  manner  in  which,  such  tolls  shall  be  paid."  In  "Re  payment  of  International 
Freight  Tolls"  27  C.R.C.  71,  which  dealt  with  the  refusal  of  the  Canadian  rail- 
ways to  accept  payment  of  freight  charges  in  Canada  on  traffic  to  the  United 
States,  the  Judgment  said,  at  page  73:  — 

"as  the  company  has  power  under  Section  323  (now  326)  to  specify  the  place 
where  the  tolls  shall  be  paid,  I  take  it  this  would  mean  the  right  to  demand 
prepayment,  and  this  has  been  the  ordinary  course  of  business  for  many 
yearswith  perishable  goods  or  any  classof  goods  upon  which  the  company's 
lien  at  the  end  of  the  journey  might  not  be  of  any  value  in  securing  payment 
of  freight  charges,  but,  as  I  read  Sections  355  and  356  (now  360  and  361)  it 
is  evident  that  the  whole  intention  of  the  Act  is  for  the  purpose  of  leaving 
it  to  the  discretion  of  the  railway  company  as  to  when,  where,  and  under 
what  conditions  the  freight  rate  shall  be  paid."  (pp.  73-4) 

"As  I  view  the  law,  the  discretion  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  railway 
companies.  They  may  either  demand  prepayment,  or  they  may  say  that  they 
will  carry  the  goods  to  destination,  and,  so  long  as  they  only  ask  the  rates 
legally  provided  by  law,  then  I  do  not  think  the  shipper  has  the  right  to 
elect  that  he  shall  pay  the  freight  charges  in  advance,  and,  therefore,  I 
hold  that  the  action  taken  by  the  railway  companies  in  the  Circular  above 
referred  to  is  valid  under  the  law  and  this  Board  has  no  right  to  interfere 
with  the  reasonable  exercise  of  their  discretion."  (p.  74) 
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Since  the  Act  as  presently  in  force  is  not  changed  from  that  cited  above,  and 
as  the  principle  stated  is  opposite  to  the  instant  matter,  I  can  see  no  grounds 
upon  which  to  sustain  the  objections  to  the  tariff  provision  in  question. 

The  railways  have  stressed  that  their  objective  is  to  secure  greater  utiliza- 
tion of  car  equipment  but  have  not  shown  how  this  may  be  achieved.  They  have 
pointed  to  the  actions  taken  within  the  United  States  but  have  not  shown  that  the 
measures  taken  there  have  produced  a  greater  utilization.  In  dealing  with  the 
matter  of  the  "Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules  and  Charges",  56  B.T.C.  953,  we 
authorized  increased  demurrage  charges  as  an  incentive  to  more  prompt  release  of 
cars,  which  charges  were  put  into  effect  June  1,  1966.  Since  that  time  we  have 
kept  the  record  of  delays  under  observation  and  have  not  discerned  any  major 
improvement  in  the  1966  (11  months)  detention.  Admittedly  insufficient  time  has 
elapsed  to  fully  comprehend  the  results  achieved  by  the  increased  penalties,  but 
applying  such  penalties  as  have  been  advocated  appear  to  be  somewhat  chimeri- 
cal; the  railways  admit  that  their  action  was  taken  in  the  hope  of  achieving  their 
objective,   but  indicate  that  if  it  fails  some  other  measures  must  be  applied. 

What  these  measures  may  be  was  not  disclosed  but  it  does  seem  necessary 
for  the  railways  to  develop  more  positive  evidence  of  deliberate  misuse  of  rail- 
way equipment  and,  if  necessary,  apply  the  remedy  wherein  lies  the  disease. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  exporters  do  not  willingly  detain  cars  —  their  anxiety  is 
to  get  their  goods  to  the  purchasers  and  obtain  payment  therefor. 

The  objection  of  the  coal  shippers  to  the  newly  established  practice  of 
adding  free  time  to  estimated  transit  time  has  no  backing  from  the  existing 
tariffs.  The  tariffs  clearly  indicate  that  free  time  is  applicable  at  the  ports  or  at 
points  where  cars  may  be  held  short  of  the  port  because  of  inability  to  place  them 
for  unloading.  If  free  time  is  to  be  considered  as  only  applicable  to  the  time 
allowed  for  unloading  there  would  be  little  reason  to  depart  from  the  general 
demurrage  tariff  rules,  but  the  voluntary  extension  of  free  time  must  have  been, 
and  is,  in  recognition  that  different  circumstances  and  conditions  surround  the 
release  of  cars  at  ports. 

Those  of  the  objecting  parties  who  advocate  a  graduation  of  free  time 
according  to  distance  from  origin  point  to  the  port,  appear  to  accept  the  principle 
that  free  time  is  partly  necessary  for  delays  which  may  occur  in  rail  transit 
which,  if  they  were  created  by  the  railway,  should  not  be  a  condition  for  which 
the  shipper  is  responsible. 

Finding: 

Having  considered  all  aspects  of  the  matter  as  presented  to  us,  I  find 
that  the  railways  have  not,  at  this  time,  justified  the  proposed  reduction  in  free 
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time  and  the  tariff  amendments  filed  to  effect  such  reduction  should  be  disallowed. 
I  would  issue  an  Order  accordingly.

UPON  hearing  the  matter  at  sittings  of  the  Board  held  at  Ottawa  January 
10th  and  11th,  1967,  in  the  presence  of  Counsel  for  and  representatives 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways;  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company;  The 
Coal  Operators*  Association  of  Western  Canada;  the  Canadian  National  Millers 
Association;  The  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission,  the  Port  of  Halifax 
Commission;  the  Saint  John  Port  and  Industrial  Development  Commission;  the 
Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League;  and  pursuant  to  the  Judgment  rendered  on 
this  date  in  the  matter  —

Company's  tariff  131-A,  CTC  (F)  No.  1198: 

(d)  Item  175  on  3rd  revised  page  68  and  1st  revised  page  68-A  of  Quebec

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  CC: 

On  September  8,  1966,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  Dominion 
Atlantic  Railway  Company  filed  tariffs,  to  be  effective  on  September  17,  1966, 
increasing  their  commutation  fares.  The  principal  services  affected  by  the 
increases   are   Canadian   Pacific's  Montreal-Rigaud   commutation  services,  but 
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other  services  with  smaller  commuter  patronage  are  affected  also.  The  Montreal- 
Rigaud  commutation  services  have  been  used  in  previous  cases  as  the  yardstick 
for  Canadian  Pacific's  commutation  fares,  and  although  certain  other  services 
used  by  commuters,  such  as  the  service  between  Montreal  and  St.  Johns,  P.Q., 
do  not  have  the  same  frequency  or  facilities  as  the  Montreal-Rigaud  services 
have,  there  are  practical  reasons  for  again  using  the  latter  services  as  the 
yardstick  for  Canadian  Pacific's  commutation  fares. 

The  Board  at  first  postponed  the  effective  date  of  the  increases  and  sub- 
sequently suspended  them  pending  a  hearing  and  determination.  The  hearing 
took  place  at  Westmount  on  November  15th  and  16th. 

The  filing  of  the  fare  increases  followed  soon  after  the  granting  of  wage 
increases,  including  an  18%  increase,  to  railway  employees  by  virtue  of  the 
Maintenance  of  Railway  Operation  Act,  1966,  passed  by  Parliament  last  Septem- 
ber. Apart  from  such  wage  increases,  there  have  been  considerable  changes  in 
the  operation  and  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  services  since  1963,  when  the 
last  previous  commutation  case  was  heard.  To  assist  the  Board  in  ascertaining 
pertinent  facts  and  reaching  valid  conclusions  and  in  order  to  test  the  Company's 
revenue  and  cost  estimates,  the  Board  directed  members  of  its  Economics  and 
Accounting,  Operation  and  Traffic  branches  to  examine  Canadian  Pacific's 
working  papers  and  inspect  specific  operations.  Some  of  this  was  done  prior  to 
the  hearing,  some  afterwards.  A  detailed  staff  study  was  made  of  the  costing 
methods  used  by  Canadian  Pacific;  service  units  were  examined;  and  the  1965-66 
operation  was  compared  with  the  1962-63  operation. 

Financial  Position  of  Company  (1966  vis-a-vis  1963) 

When  the  Board  issued  its  October  1963  Judgment,  a  staff  table  was  included 
to  show  a  "Comparison  of  Estimated  Costs  of  Commutation  Service  Montreal- 
Rigaud  in  1959  and  in  1963".  Some  costs  were  lower  but  most  items  had  increased 
over  that  four-year  period.  The  total  operating  cost,  as  estimated  by  Canadian 
Pacific,  before  cost  of  money,  was  $1,164,063  in  1959  and  $1,306,492  in  1963, 
an  increase  of  about  12%. 

In  the  present  case  the  Company  submitted  a  similar  table,  Exhibit  No.  12, 
which  shows  a  cost  comparison  between  the  1963  and  1966  operations.  The  1963 
cost  of  $1,306,492  rose  to  $1,709,308  in  1966.  To  this  was  added  the  18%  wage 
increase,  estimated  at  $182,888,  (18%),  and  an  estimated  3%  or  $9,159  increase 
in  material  prices.  This  made  the  1966  estimated  operating  cost  $1,901,355,  an 
increase  of  45%  over  the  1963  estimate.  This  is  without  any  allowance  for  cost 
of  money. 

In  the  1963  case  the  Board  made  reductions  of  $8,000  in  the  estimated 
operating  cost,  and  reduced  the  cost  of  money  estimate  by  $206,000. 
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Increased  Service,  Higher  Revenues  and  Higher  Costs 

The  updated  service  units  for  the  12  months  ended  June  30,  1966,  over  the 
12  months  ended  April  30,  1963,  show  increases  of  16%  to  22%  in  three  of  the 
important  work  units  used  in  allocating  variable  costs,  for  passenger  car  miles 
are  up  16%,  locomotive  miles  are  up  22%,  and  gross  ton  miles  are  up  21%. 

The  increase  in  service  units  reflects  an  expansion  in  operations  in  order 
to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  commuters.  The  1963  survey  of  passenger 
carryings  showed  about  7,000  daily  in  each  direction  while  the  1966  survey 
showed  8,900  daily.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  27%,  being  an  average  of  48% 
more  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West  and  22%  more  in  the  area  beyond  Montreal 
West. 

Wages  paid  to  engineers,  firemen,  motormen,  conductors,  assistant  conductors 
and  brakemen  increased  about  27%  (exclusive  of  the  recent  18%  increase)  in  the 
three-year  period  from  1963  to  1966,  due  partly  to  higher  labour  costs  under  wage 
agreements  and  partly  to  additional  crew  assignments;  two  more  trains  were  run; 
one  more  diesel  unit  was  used;  there  were  seven  additional  crew  members;  the 
number  of  passenger  cars  in  1966  was  9  more  than  in  1963. 

A  comparison  of  the  total  commutation  revenues,  in  the  two  periods,  shows 
them  to  be  31%  higher  in  1966  than  in  1963.  The  estimated  operating  cost,  before 
cost  of  money  and  without  taking  into  account  the  18%  increase,  was  also  about 
31%  higher  in  1966.  The  Company's  estimates  for  cost  of  money  on  the  1966 
equipment  and  road  facilities  was  19%  higher  than  in  1963. 

When  allowance  is  made  for  the  18%  wage  increase  and  the  3%  material 
price  increase,  and  with  cost  of  money  included,  the  1966  cost  estimate  is  38% 
above  1963.  In  terms  of  dollars  the  costs  rose  by  $678,920,  vis-a-vis  an  increase 
in  revenue  of  $421,958,  which  considerably  worsened  the  financial  position. 

Expressed  another  way,  the  1963  estimated  loss  of  $397,661  would  have 
been  offset  by  the  three-year  revenue  increase  of  $421,958  if  this  revenue  increase 
had  not  been  accompanied  by  additional  costs  of  $678,920.  The  net  result  was 
to  add  a  further  loss  of  $256,962,  making  a  total  1966  loss,  as  estimated  by 
Canadian  Pacific,  of  $654,623,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2. 
These  are  Canadian  Pacific's  estimates. 

The  Principle  applied  in  Commutation  Cases 

Commutation  fares  have  been  the  subject  of  a  number  of  Board  hearings  and 
judgments  in  the  Montreal  area  in  recent  years.  There  were  extensive  hearings 
in  1954-55,  in  the  course  of  which  a  principle  respecting  commutation  fares  was 
declared  by  the  Board  in  a  Judgment  dated  August  4,  1954,  reported  in  71  CRTC 
138,  at  p.  152,  as  follows: 

"In  dealing  with  commutation  services  I  think  the  time  has  arrived  to 
aPPly  a  general  rule  that  a  railway  is  entitled  to  charge  commutation  rates 
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at  a  level  that  will  return  at  least  the  railway's  reasonable  and  actual  out-of- 
pocket  cost  of  furnishing  the  commutation  service  concerned,  and  that  the 
railway  should  not  be  required  by  this  Board  to  provide  or  continue  to  provide 
commutation  services  which  will  not  meet  that  cost." 

In  later  cases  the  Board  did  not  depart  from  that  principle.  I  see  no  valid 
reason  to  depart  from  it  in  this  case. 

I  will  deal  later  herein  with  various  objections  put  forward  against  the  fare 
increases,  but  will  deal  first  with  the  revenue  and  expense  estimates. 

Revenues  and  Expenses  and  Deficit 

Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  filed  by  Canadian  Pacific  and  reproduced 
next,  shows  details  of  revenue  and  variable  cost  of  the  services  using  present 
equipment,  based  on  the  12-month  period  July  1965  through  June  1966  and  reflect- 
ing wage  levels  to  be  in  effect  at  the  end  of  the  agreements  prevailing  in  June 
1966  and  reflecting  also  the  18%  wage  increase  and  a  3%  increase  in  materials 
prices.  The  Exhibit  shows  an  estimated  excess  of  variable  cost  over  revenue 
amounting  to  $654,623.

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The  estimated  revenue  increase  of  $278,894  in  Exhibit  No.  5,  from  the 
higher  fares  proposed  by  Canadian  Pacific,  would  reduce  the  revenue  deficit 
of  $654,623  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  to  $375,723,  if  present 
equipment  is  used,  or  to  $364,184  if  the  proposed  new  equipment  replaces  24 
old  coaches.

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Canadian  Pacific's  Estimates  of  Deficit 

At  the  hearing,  Canadian  Pacific  filed  statements  of  the  revenues  and 
expenses,  some  actual,  some  estimated,  of  its  Montreal-Rigaud  services  for  the 
twelve  months  July  1965  through  June  1966,  and  projected  them  for  the  future 
with  adjustments  for  increased  wages,  change  in  volume  of  carryings  and  other 
conditions.  In  summary,  the  Company  estimated  that,  using  present  equipment, 
the  variable  or  out-of-pocket  costs  of  the  services  for  the  projected  12  months 
would  exceed  revenues  at  the  present  fare  levels  by  about  $654,623  and  at  the 
proposed  fare  levels  by  $375,723;  and  that  there  would  be  only  minor  differences 
in  the  deficit  figures  if  new  push-pull  equipment  replaces  24  old  coaches. 

New  Equipment 

Counsel  for  Canadian  Pacific  stated  at  the  hearing  that  it  is  the  Company's 
intention  to  put  certain  new  commuter  cars  into  service  as  soon  as  the  Company 
can  do  so,  maybe  within  a  year.  Mr.  Warren,  in  giving  evidence,  said  that  the 
matter  is  being  explored  and  that  the  cars  the  Company  has  in  mind  are  light 
weight  100-passenger  cars  of  push-pull  design  that  can  be  operated  in  both 
directions  as  trains  without  being  turned  around.  They  are  to  replace  24  old 
heavy  weight  cars.  Canadian  Pacific  made  clear  that  its  case  at  this  time  is 
based  upon  the  use  of  the  present  equipment,  although  it  gave  figures  (Exhibit 
No.  9,  Statement  No.  3)  of  costs  of  the  services  using  the  new  cars  in  replace- 
ment of  the  24  old  cars. 

The  Board's  analysis  of  the  costs  has  also  been  based  on  the  present  equip- 
ment although  I  have  made  an  adjustment  in  respect  of  reconditioning  the  24  old 
coaches  and  the  spreading  of  the  cost  over  a  five-year  period  when  considered  in 
relation  to  the  anticipated  additional  costs  and  savings  from  use  of  push-pull 
equipment. 

The  use  of  the  new  equipment  does  not  change  the  revenue  figures,  but 
causes  certain  additions  to  and  reductions  from  the  Company's  variable  cost 
figures,  amounting  in  all  to  additions  of  $243,089  and  reductions  of  $254,628, 
a  net  reduction  of  $11,539,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  3,  reproduced 
next.  The  principal  reductions  are  in  wages,  $51 ,336;  train  supplies  and  expenses 
$52,815;  equipment  repairs  of  passenger  cars,  $78,696;  and  depreciation  of  loco- 
motives, $10,275.  The  principal  increases  are  depreciation  of  passenger  cars, 
$31,406,  and  cost  of  money  for  the  new  cars,  $208,583.

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Carryings 

Canadian  Pacific  filed  Exhibits  Nos.  6  and  7,  showing  average  daily  carry- 
ings Montreal-Rigaud,  Monday  through  Friday,  eastbound  and  westbound,  based 
on  a  survey  made  from  Monday,  October  31,  through  Friday,  November  4,  of  1966. 
The  average  eastbound  was  1,691  from  Montreal  West  and  Westmount,  and  7,274 
from  stations  west  of  Montreal  West.  The  average  westbound  was  1,828  to  West- 
mount  and  Montreal  West,  and  7,029  to  stations  beyond  Montreal  West.  Mr.  Warren 
also  testified  that,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1965,  there  was  a  decrease  of 
1.4%  in  the  volume  of  the  Montreal-Rigaud  commutation  traffic;  and  for  the  next 
year  ending  March  31,  1966,  there  was  an  increase  of  11.7%.  He  attributed  that 
increase  largely  to  the  condition  of  the  highway,  particularly  Dorval  and  east, 
and  the  access  roads  into  and  out  of  Montreal  and  expressed  his  opinion  that 
carryings  in  1967  will  go  down  to  a  more  normal  level  with  an  improved  highway 
situation. 
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Exhibit  No.  6 
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Revenue 

The  commutation  revenue  of  $1,787,083  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2, 
includes  $1,227,921,  being  the  actual  revenues  from  the  sale  of  commutation 
tickets  in  the  12  months  ending  June  1966,  plus  $61,774  representing  the  dif- 
ference between  full  fare  and  half  fare  for  Canadian  Pacific's  employees,  and 
$153,782  representing  gate  collections  at  Westmount  and  Montreal  West  for  the 
same  period;  also  $335,346  representing  revenue  from  regular  tickets  and  con- 
ductors' cash  collections,  based  on  actual  revenues  for  the  four  months  August 
and  November,  1965,  and  March  and  June,  1966;  revenues  of  $5,060  for  car 
advertising  during  that  period;  and  $3,200  representing  an  estimate  of  additional 
revenue  that  will  accrue  from  fare  increases  for  regular  non-commutation  tickets 
that  became  effective  October  1,  1966. 

Exhibit  No.  8  shows  commutation  revenues  for  the  same  12  months  ending 
June  1966  in  areas  other  than  the  Montreal-Rigaud  area.  They  were  $92,514.75, 
made  up  of  $59,774.95  in  the  Montreal-Lasalle-Iberville-Farnham  service  and 
$32,739.80  in  the  Montreal-Bordeaux-Ste.  Therese-Mont  Tremblant  service. 

Exhibit  No.  5  shows  consolidated  revenue  from  commutation  tickets,  July  1, 
1965,  to  June  30,  1966,  and  estimated  revenue  at  the  proposed  fares  in  the 
Montreal-Rigaud  service.  Mr.  Warren  explained  that,  in  estimating  the  revenue 
increase,  no  allowance  was  made  for  attrition  (reduced  carryings)  in  scholars' 
fares  or  in  railway  employees'  reduced  fares,  but  that  attrition  in  other  carryings 
between  Rigaud  and  Montreal  West  is  expected  to  be  about  5%,  except  at  Lachine 
where  about  25%  attrition  is  expected.  He  said  that  carryings  at  Lachine  had 
increased  greatly  due  to  the  price  advantage  of  commutation  fares  over  express 
bus  fares  and  because  of  highway  conditions,  and  he  estimated  that,  even  after 
allowing  for  a  reduction  of  25%  in  Lachine  traffic,  the  Lachine  traffic  would 
still  be  twice  what  it  was  in  1963-64.  I  shall  comment  later  herein  respecting 
the  expected  attrition. 

Explanations  of  Expenses 

Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  already  reproduced,  shows  Canadian  Pacif- 
ic's variable  cost  estimates  based  on  the  period  July  1965-June  1966,  using 
present  equipment.  As  already  stated  also,  the  cost  estimates  reflect  wage 
levels  to  be  in  effect  at  the  end  of  the  agreements  prevailing  in  June  1966,  and 
the  recent  18%  wage  increase. 

Exhibit  No.  12,  Statement  No.  4,  next,  shows  a  comparison  of  the  cost 
items  as  per  Exhibit  No.  12  filed  by  the  Company  in  the  1963  case  per  Exhibit 
No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  referred  to  above.

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The  Company's  cost  witness  stated  that  the  variable  cost  figures  represented 
the  cost  which,  given  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  would  be  eliminated  if  the 
Montreal-Rigaud  services  were  not  provided.  I  will  comment  hereunder  on  the 
sixteen  items  or  categories  of  cost  which  are  listed  in  the  preceding  Exhibit 
No.  12.  I  will  refer  to  the  second  column  which  shows  the  1966  estimates  and  for 
many  of  the  items  I  will  also  refer  to  the  corresponding  1963  figures  which  appear 
in  the  first  column.  Where  necessary  I  will  comment  on  the  variable  cost  concept 
and  on  the  method  of  costing. 

1.  Wages  of  Train  and  Engine  Crews  —  $372,854 

The  wages  figure  of  $372,854  is  the  actual  wages  paid  to  the  crews 
during  the  12  months  ending  June  30,  1966,  adjusted  to  reflect  wage  levels 
to  be  in  effect  at  the  end  of  the  contract  agreements  prevailing  in  June  1966, 
but  not  the  18%  increase. 

During  the  three-year  period  from  1963  to  1966,  there  was  an  increase 
of  27%  in  the  total  wages  paid  to  engineers,  firemen,  motormen,  conductors, 
assistant  conductors  and  brakemen.  About  $17,000,  or  some  6%,  was  due  to 
higher  labour  costs  under  new  Union  agreements,  while  the  balance  of  the 
increase  was  for  additional  crew  assignments.  This  was  in  line  with  providing 
additional  commutation  service  which  required  two  more  trains,  one  more 
diesel  unit  and  seven  more  train  crew.  The  seven  additional  crew  members 
were  one  engineer,  one  fireman,  one  conductor,  two  assistant  conductors 
and  two  trainmen. 

I  am  satisfied  that  these  are  actual  wage  costs  adjusted  to  reflect  the 
wage  levels  at  the  end  of  the  contract  agreements  in  effect  in  June,  1966. 
They  do  not  include  the  18%  wage  increase,  which  appears  later  as  a 
separate  item. 


The  estimate  for  fuel  and  water  in  Exhibit  No.  12  for  1963  was  higher 
by  $10,551,  since  it  had  included  fuel  used  to  generate  steam  for  heating 
cars  while  the  locomotives  were  standing  at  Rigaud  and  Vaudreuil  during 
week-ends.  This  is  properly  chargeable  to  train  supplies  and  expenses 
(heating)  and  for  comparative  purposes  it  was  transferred  to  that  category 
of  expense. 

In  preparing  the  1963  estimate,  fuel  consumption  was  estimated  at  1.8 
gallons  per  diesel  electric  unit  mile,  this  being  somewhat  higher  than  the 
System  average  consumption  of  1.5  gallons.

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In  1966  tests  were  made  during  the  months  of  January  and  June  in  order 
to  determine  the  actual  fuel  consumption  of  the  engines  in  suburban  service. 
The  consumption  was  found  to  be  3.1  gallons  per  diesel  electric  unit  mile  in 
June  and  5.9  gallons  in  January.  A  figure  of  3  gallons  per  mile  was  used  to 
estimate  the  consumption  of  the  diesel  electric  units  for  the  12  months  ended 
June  30,  1966.  A  figure  of  0.7  gallons  per  car  mile  was  used  for  the  rail 
diesel  car  operation. 

The  total  gallons  for  12  months  ended  June  30,  1966,  were  657,852. 
If  the  same  average  of  3  gallons  per  mile  is  applied  to  the  1963  unit  miles, 
the  total  gallons  were  569,163.  The  increase  in  fuel  consumed  was  about 
16%,  which  is  in  line  with  the  increase  in  passenger  car  miles. 

During  the  three-year  period  the  price  of  fuel  dropped  slightly,  being 
0.5  cents  per  gallon  less  in  1966.  The  cost  of  water  was  estimated  on  the 
basis  of  System  water  to  fuel  expense,  the  water  being  0.87%  of  the  fuel 
cost.  This  amounted  to  $743  for  the  12  months  ended  June  30,  1966.  I  find 
the  fuel  and  water  estimates  to  be  reasonable. 

3.     Enginehouse  Expenses,  Lubricants  and  Other  Supplies

The  above  increase  is  more  than  100%.  The  Company  cost  witness 
explained  that  in  1963  it  would  have  been  possible  to  eliminate  only  one 
labourer  if  the  commutation  service  were  not  operated.  This  was  on  an 
avoidable  cost  basis  where  only  complete  persons  are  counted  and  fractions 
of  persons  are  excluded,  i.e.,  no  costs  were  included  for  employees  who 
spent  a  part  of  their  time  in  commutation  service  and  a  part  of  their  time 
on  other  services.  This  applied  to  engine-cleaning  employees  at  the  St.  Luc 
yard  and  at  the  Glen  yard. 

Since  1963  there  have  been  changes  in  the  passenger  service  including 
discontinuance  of  "The  Dominion"  and  the  Montreal-Toronto  passenger 
services.  There  have  also  been  organizational  changes  at  the  St.  Luc  and 
Glen  yards,  including  the  centralization  of  engine  cleaning.  As  a  result  the 
Company  now  estimates  that  nine  Enginehouse  Labourers  could  be  eliminated 
if  the  commutation  service  were  not  operated.  This  is  an  increase  over  1963 
of  eight  labourers  with  wages  amounting  to  about  $31,400.  The  balance  of 
the  increase,  additional  to  cleaning,  was  about  $5,400  which  is  20%  above 
1963.  This  is  in  line  with  the  increase  of  20%  in  locomotives  assigned  to 
the  service,  i.e.,  six  in  lieu  of  five. 
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The  Board  was  not  satisfied  that  enginehouse  expenses  of  $64,997 
should  be  allocated  to  the  commutation  service  and  directed  an  inspector 
of  motive  power  to  further  investigate  the  matter.  Extracts  from  his  report 
follow: 

"On  December  14,  15  and  16,  1966,  the  operation  of  diesel  powered 
commuter  train  between  Montreal  and  Vaudreuil  and  the  shop  procedures 
performed  on  the  motive  power  units  concerned  were  observed. 

Six  road  or  road  switcher  units  are  required  to  handle  these  trains 
and  one  diesel-electric  switcher  unit  is  used  to  switch  out  bad  order 
commuter  cars  and  to  return  drafts  of  cars  to  Windsor  station  after  same 
have  been  serviced  at  the  Glen.  Road  motive  power  used  in  commuter 
service  is  made  up  of  MLW  1600  horsepower  road  or  road  switcher  units, 
and  GM  1500,  1750  and  2250  horsepower  units  during  the  winter  months. 
During  the  summer  months,  in  addition  to  the  classes  of  motive  power 
outlined  above,  MLW  1800  horsepower  road  switcher  units  are  also  used. 
(MLW  1800  horsepower  roadswitcher  units  are  not  equipped  with  steam 
generators).  Three  1000  horsepower  MLW  switcher  units  (7034,  7041 
and  7086)  are  assigned  to  Glen  Shops  for  passenger  and  associated 
work.  These  units  are  assigned  as  shown  in  Table  A.

Motive  power  units  handling  commuter  trains  back  their  consists  from 
Windsor  station  to  the  Glen  after  passengers  have  been  disembarked. 
On  arrival  of  commuter  coaches  at  Glen  Yard,  if  there  are  no  cripples, 
coaches  are  not  touched  by  yard  engines  until  they  are  taken  back  to 
Windsor  station  in  time  for  the  evening  commuter  trains.  When  repairs 
to  commuter  cars  are  required,  the  necessary  switching  moves  are  made 
by  one  of  the  switcher  units  assigned  to  the  Glen.  Motive  power  units 
for  outgoing  commuter  trains  usually  leave  the  Glen  shops  one-half 
hour  before  the  trains  they  are  to  handle  are  due  to  leave  Windsor 
station." 
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"In  general,  motive  power  units  for  trains  leaving  Windsor  station 
are  dispatched  from  the  Glen  and  all  motive  power  units  arriving  at 
Windsor  station  go  to  the  Glen.  At  the  Glen,  those  units  not  due  for  a 
mileage  inspection  or  requiring  heavy  repairs  are  serviced  (fuel,  water 
and  supplies  where  required)  and  cleaned  and  given  a  trip  inspection 
by  men  from  the  boilermaker,  machinist  and  electrician  trades.  Units 
requiring  heavy  repairs  or  which  are  due  for  mileage  inspections  are 
sent  to  St.  Luc.  Monthly  inspections  are  performed  on  the  three  Glen 
based  switcher  units  at  St.  Luc;  running  repairs  and  cleaning  are 
performed  by  Glen  maintenance  forces  on  these  units  as  required. 

Diesel  units  assigned  to  commuter  service  remain  at  the  Glen 
between  trips.  They  are  not  used  on  other  assignments  during  this 
period  as,  in  general,  insufficient  time  is  available. 

Commuter  trains  which  spend  the  night  at  Rigaud  are  heated  by  the 
steam  generators  on  their  motive  power  units.  A  steam  generator  mounted 
on  a  flat  car  is  available  at  Vaudreuil  for  heating  some  of  the  car  equip- 
ment and  the  remainder  of  this  equipment  is  heated  by  the  steam  genera- 
tor on  the  motive  power  unit  of  train  291  on  its  arrival  at  that  point,  at 
approximately  7.05  pm. 

The  amount  of  fuel  required  to  fill  the  fuel  tanks  of  the  diesel- 
electric  units  handling  outgoing  commuter  trains  December  14  and 
incoming  commuter  trains  December  15,  1966,  the  number  of  miles 
travelled  and  the  amount  of  lay-over  time  for  each  unit  at  either  Rigaud 
or  Vaudreuil  are  shown  in  Table  I."  (Table  not  reproduced  here) 

"On  arrival  at  the  Glen,  commuter  train  motive  power  units  are 
sanded  and  fuelled.  During  this  time  an  incoming  trip  inspection  is 
made  by  the  boilermaker.  Units  are  then  placed  in  shop  where  same 
are  cleaned,  boilermaker  fills  steam  generator  water  tanks  and  makes 
any  necessary  repairs  while  the  machinist  and  electrician  make  their 
trip  inspections.  When  trip  inspections  and  running  repairs  have  been 
made  and  cleaning  of  units  has  been  completed  the  units  are  placed 
outside  shop  and,  prior  to  their  leaving  for  Windsor  station,  the  steam 
generators  on  same  are  started  up  by  the  boilermaker. 11 

On  the  basis  of  the  conclusions  reached  by  our  inspector,  and  for 
purposes  of  rate  making  in  this  case,  I  will  allow  the  wages  of  six  labourers 
in  lieu  of  nine  claimed  by  Canadian  Pacific.  I  will  allow  50%  of  the  wages 
of  one  Boilermaker,  one  Machinist,  one  Machinist  Helper  and  one  Electrician, 
the  remaining  50%  to  be  charged  to  other  services.  I  will  allow  depreciation 
and  cost  of  money  on  one-third  rather  than  a  full  diesel  switcher. 
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The  adjustments  other  than  the  wages  of  labourers  will  be  made  in  items 
of  expense  yet  to  be  considered  in  this  Judgment.  The  reduction  that  I  will 
make  in  the  item  enginehouse  expense  is  $13,000. 

4.     Train  Supplies  and  Expenses  -  $279,216 


The  major  item  in  this  expense  category  is  the  cleaning  of  cars,  which 
amounted  to  $211,064,  or  about  75%  of  the  total  of  $279,216.  Car  cleaning 
expense  was  divided  between  labour  and  material.  The  labour  was  $193,449 
vis-a-vis  $153,508  in  1963.  Labour  is  the  wages  of  employees  not  required 
if  the  service  were  not  operated.  There  is  an  increase  of  26%,  which  is 
somewhat  higher  than  the  percentage  increase  in  wage  rates  and  in  the 
number  of  cars. 

The  estimate  for  material  is  based  on  a  System  ratio  and  shows  a  much 
higher  increase.  It  was  up  from  $9,968  to  $17,615,  an  increase  of  77%.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  have  made  a  disallowance  of  $8,500  in  the 
cost  of  labour  and  material  for  car  cleaning. 

The  second  largest  item  is  heating  of  cars  at  Windsor  Station,  the  Glen 
yard  and  at  Vaudreuil  and  Rigaud  on  week-ends.  The  estimate  for  1966  was 
$38,581  vis-a-vis  $26,960  in  1963,  up  43%.  A  part  of  this  increase  is  due  to 
higher  wages  and  a  part  is  due  to  extra  cars.  There  is  also  some  increase 
associated  with  the  fact  that  commutation  service  now  represents  a  con- 
siderably larger  portion  of  the  total  passenger  service  in  the  Montreal  area. 
I  consider,  however,  that  the  increase  is  high  in  relation  to  the  additional 
service  and  I  have  disallowed  $4,000  in  the  cost  of  heating  cars. 

In  the  case  of  lighting,  the  1966  estimate  was  $20,538  vis-a-vis  $13,842 
in  1963,  an  increase  of  49%.  The  increase  in  material  was  20%,  while  the 
increase  in  labour  was  57%.  The  higher  increase  in  labour  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  an  additional  electrician's  helper,  wages  about  $5,000,  could  now 
be  eliminated  if  the  suburban  service  was  not  operated.  I  am  satisfied  that 
this  extra  employee's  services  could  be  saved. 

For  icing  and  watering,  the  increase  from  1963  to  1966  was  estimated 
to  be  $651,  or  51%,  based  on  System  average  cost  per  passenger  car  mile. 
For  lubricating  and  other  expenses,  the  increase  was  $1,506,  or  27%,  also 
based  on  System  average  cost.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  increase  in  these 
two  items  should  be  this  much,  and  I  have  made  a  disallowance  of  $500. 

The  total  disallowances,  in  the  category  train  supplies  and  expenses, 
amount  to  $13,000.

I  am  satisfied  that  this  increase  is  generally 
in  line  with  the  increase  in  wage  rates.

8,     Locomotive  Repairs  -  $57,630

The  increased  potential  savings  in  locomotive  repairs  is  more  than 
double  the  1963  estimate.  This  is  due,  in  part,  to  higher  wages  and  material 
prices.  It  also  reflects  one  additional  road  locomotive  assigned  to  the 
suburban  service.  Most  of  the  increase,  however,  is  due  to  the  anticipated 
saving  of  the  salaries  of  two  more  employees. 

In  1963  the  Company  estimated  that  the  wages  of  a  machinist  and  a 
machinist's  helper  could  be  eliminated  at  the  Glen  shops  if  commutation 
service  were  not  operated.  For  1966  the  estimate  also  includes  the  wages 
of  a  boilermaker  and  an  electrician,  resulting  in  a  labour  increase  of  $12,000. 
The  estimate  for  material  was  also  increased,  being  about  $13,000  higher. 
The  material  estimate  is  based  on  a  System  ratio  of  material  to  labour. 
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The  evidence  has  not  satisfied  me  that  the  potential  saving  is  as  high 
as  estimated  and,  as  stated  in  the  section  on  Enginehouse  Expenses,  I  will 
allow  50%  of  the  labour  cost  for  one  boilermaker,  one  machinist,  one  machin- 
ist helper,  one  electrician  and  part  of  the  material  expenses.  I  have  disal- 
lowed a  total  of  $25,000  in  this  estimate. 

9.     Passenger  Car  Repairs  -  $319,914

Some  of  the  increase  in  this  estimate  is  due  to  higher  wages  and  prices, 
and  some  is  due  to  additional  equipment,  i.e.,  1  more  R.D.C.  unit  and  8  more 
steel  coaches.  The  annual  cost  of  shopping  the  R.D.C.  units  and  the  40  B 
coaches  has  declined  about  20%.  Although  this  is;  offset  in  part  by  higher 
expenditures  on  running  repairs,  the  major  increase  in  car  repairs  is  in  the 
cost  of  shopping  the  24  steel  coaches. 

The  24  steel  coaches  are  old  cars  which  require  reconditioning  in  order 
to  continue  in  operation.  The  average  annual  cost  of  reconditioning,  when 
spread  over  a  five-year  period,  is  $93,000  per  annum,  or  about  $3,900  per 
car.  This  compares  with  about  $1,600  per  car  for  light  repairs  in  1963. 

Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  3,  showed  that  if  the  24  steel  coaches 
were  replaced  by  new  "Push-Pull"  commuter  cars,  the  cost  of  car  repairs 
would  drop  by  $78,696  per  annum,  although  depreciation  would  increase  by 
$31,406,  and  the  cost  of  other  items  would  also  change.  The  Company 
estimate  is  that  substitution  of  Push-Pull  equipment  for  the  24  steel  coaches 
could  effect  a  net  reduction  in  variable  costs  of  $200,000  per  annum  before 
considering  cost  of  money. 

Use  of  Push-Pull  equipment  would  increase  cost  of  money  by  $188,348, 
mainly  because  of  the  heavier  investment  in  passenger  cars.  Exhioit  No.  9, 
Statement  No.  3,  shows  that  when  the  cost  of  money  at  11.4%  is  included 
there  is  an  over-all  net  reduction  of  about  $11,539  per  annum.  If,  however, 
6%  were  substituted  for  11.4%  in  estimating  the  cost  of  money,  the  increase 
in  cost  of  money  would  be  only  $99,130,  and  the  net  reduction  from  use  of 
Push-Pull  equipment  would  be  $100,757  in  lieu  of  $11,539. 

I  have  considered  the  aforenoted  factors  and  I  am  not  satisfied  that  it 
would  be  proper  for  rate-making  purposes  to  allow,  in  the  variable  cost  of 
commutation  service,  the  full  amount  of  $93,000  per  annum  over  a  five-year 
period  for  reconditioning,  as  representing  the  annual  shop  repairs  for  24 
coaches.  I  have,  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  reduced  the  estimate  by 
$50,000. 
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10.  Depreciation  on  Locomotives  -  $66,287

The  1966  estimate  includes  depreciation  on  6  road  units  and  1  yard 
switcher  assigned  to  the  commutation  service.  As  noted  in  the  section  on 
Enginehouse  Expenses,  I  will,  for  rate-making  purposes,  allow  depreciation 
on  one-third  rather  than  a  full  yard  switcher.  I  have  made  a  disallowance 
of  $3,000  in  depreciation  on  locomotives. 

11.  Depreciation  on  Passenger  Cars  -  $309,320 


I  am  satisfied  that  the  increase  of  26%  in  depreciation  on  passenger 
cars  is  in  line  with  the  increase  in  the  passenger  car  investment  and  the 
rate  of  depreciation  approved  by  the  Board. 

In  considering  depreciation  I  have  taken  note  of  a  common  impression 
expressed  at  Board  hearings  including  the  recent  commutation  hearing,  that 
no  allowance  should  be  made  in  rates  to  cover  depreciation  on  cars  which 
have  exceeded  the  average  service  life.  It  is  said  that  they  are  fully  depre- 
ciated and  that  no  further  depreciation  charge  should  be  made.  There  are  two 
reasons  why  this  is  not  done. 

First,  there  is  the  fact  that  in  a  company  such  as  a  railway  where  there 
are  numerous  assets  of  the  same  kind,  such  assets  are  "grouped"  for  depre- 
ciation purposes.  All  the  passenger  ca.s  are  in  one  group,  service  life  and 
salvage  studies  being  made  for  the  group  as  a  whole.  Some  of  the  cars  in 
this  large  group  are  retired  before  reaching  the  average  service  life  of  the 
group,  e.g.,  the  cars  which  are  involved  in  accidents.  There  are  other  cars 
which  remain  in  service  beyond  the  average  service  life  of  the  group. 

When  the  short-lived  cars  are  retired,  depreciation  accruals  cease  in 
respect  of  those  particular  cars  since  they  are  written  out  of  the  investment 
account.  The  balance  of  depreciation  on  short-lived  cars  must  be  recovered 
by  charges  against  the  long-lived  cars,  the  investment  in  which  remains  on 
the  books  of  the  company.  This  is  the  nature  of  group  depreciation  and  no 
other  system  would  be  as  fair  from  the  standpoint  of  proper  railway 
accounting. 

Second,  commutation  fares  are  not  made  only  for  the  present,  but  they 
also  apply  to  future  users  of  commutation  service.  It  would  not  be  fair  to

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charge  the  users  of  one  period  higher  depreciation  on  cars  which  were 
approaching  the  end  of  the  group  average  service  life  but  were  still  fit  for 
a  few  more  years'  use  and  then  cease  depreciation  charges  and  allow  users 
of  the  last  few  years  to  ride  free  of  depreciation.  When  commutation  fares 
are  filed  it  is  normally  intended  that  they  will  remain  in  effect  for  all  users 
of  the  service  until  there  is  a  general  change  in  the  relationship  between 
revenues  and  expenses. 

12.  Road  Maintenance  -  $35,481

In  the  1963  case  the  Board  was  not  satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  the 
estimate  for  road  maintenance  should  be  charged  against  the  commutation 
service,  and  it  made  a  reduction  of  $6,000  for  purposes  of  the  Judgment. 
The  variability  and  cost  factors  developed  in  regression  analysis  now 
indicate  a  further  reduction  to  the  level  of  $35,481,  which  amount  I  have 
accepted  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment. 

13.  Other  Transportation  and  Maintenance  Expenses  —  $24,340

These  other  expenses  are  allowances  for  the  variable  portion  of  expense 
items  not  specifically  provided  for  in  the  preceding  expense  categories. 
They  include  such  items  as  superintendence,  stationery,  insurance,  damage 
to  property,  shop  and  power  plant  machinery  repairs  and  injuries  to  persons. 
In  making  these  allowances,  System  expense  ratios  are  applied  to  the  sub- 
urban service. 

It  is  difficult  to  support  the  above  type  of  estimate  by  reference  to 
specific  saveable  expenses.  The  onus  is,  however,  upon  the  company  to 
satisfy  the  Board  that  the  saving  could  be  made  if  commutation  service 
were  not  operated. 

I  am  not  satisfied  that  $24,340  may  not  be  high  for  this  category  of 
expense,  and  I  have  reduced  the  estimate  by  $4,000  for  purposes  of  this 
Judgment.

The  previous  disallowances  in  expense  items,  other  than  depreciation 
on  locomotives,  involve  reductions  in  labour  or  material  expense  or  in  both. 
These  reductions  in  respect  of  labour  and  material  will  result  in  a  $14,000 
disallowance  in  the  estimated  terminal  cost  of  the  18%  wage  increase  and 
an  $800  disallowance  in  the  3%  material  prices  increase. 

16.  Cost  of  Money  -  $540,351 

The  cost  of  money  is  calculated  by  applying  a  rate  of  11.4%,  which  is 
the  long  term  cost  of  money  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  enterprise  including 
provision  for  income  tax,  to  the  net  depreciated  value  of  the  investment  as 
shown  hereunder:

In  the  1963  case  the  Board  allowed  an  amount  for  cost  of  money  based 
on  an  interest  rate  of  5%  in  lieu  of  11.4%.  Since  then  the  cost  of  capital  has 
risen  and  I  consider  it  reasonable  at  this  time  to  apply  an  interest  rate  of 
6%  in  lieu  of  11.4%. 

I  have  reduced  the  net  depreciated  value  in  respect  of  two-thirds  of  a 
yard  switcher  and  applied  an  interest  rate  of  6%,  resulting  in  a  disallowance 
of  some  $259,000  in  the  item  cost  of  money. 

The  total  of  the  disallowances  which  I  have  made  is  $381,800,  which 
reduces  the  variable  cost  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment  from  $2,441,706  to 

$2,059,906.

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There  was  objection  that  the  fare  increases  differ  substantially  as  between 
communities,  Beaconsfield  having  a  35%  increase  while  Westmount  and  Montreal 
West  have  no  increase,  and  that  the  differences  in  the  increases  adversely  affect 
growth  opportunities  of  municipalities  and  penalize  long  haul  passengers  in 
favour  of  short  run  passengers. 

Concurrently  with  the  filing  of  its  tariffs  increasing  commutation  fares, 
Canadian  Pacific  filed  a  revised  standard  passenger  tariff  to  make  an  increase 
of  5<£  in  the  minimum  fare  per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Montreal  West,  increasing 
the  fare  to  35$  from  the  present  30<£.  This  was  indicated  and  spoken  to  in  the 
course  of  the  hearing.  Conditional  on  that  35<£  fare  being  approved  by  the  Board, 
Canadian  Pacific  said  that  its  intention  was  to  file  a  supplement  increasing  the 
price  of  the  40-trip  public  commutation  tickets  between  Montreal  and  Montreal 
West  by  $2.00  and  the  scholars'  40-trip  tickets  by  $1.00.  Canadian  Pacific 
included  revenue  from  those  proposed  fare  increases  in  its  estimates  of  revenue 
in  this  case.  For  reasons  stated  later  herein,  I  would  permit  the  minimum  fare 
per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Montreal  West  to  be  increased  to  not  more  than 
40$,  and  permit  consequential  increases  in  the  price  of  the  40-trip  general  public 
and  scholars'  commutation  tickets  between  those  places. 

The  explanation  given  by  Mr.  Warren  for  not  increasing  the  Westmount  fare 
of  30<£  is  that,  because  Westmount  is  so  near  to  Montreal  and  there  is  alternative 
transportation  available,  an  increase  in  the  Westmount  fare  would  result  in  a 
reduction  in  passenger  volume  and  total  revenue  from  Westmount  traffic.  This 
explanation  appears  to  me  to  be  adequate. 

Statements  made  by  the  President  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 

There  were  references  at  the  hearing  to  statements  made  by  the  President 
of  Canadian  Pacific,  Mr.  I.  D.  Sinclair,  before  the  House  of  Commons  Standing 
Committee  on  Transport  and  Communications.  I  quote  the  following  from  the 
Minutes  of  that  Committee: 

"Mr.  Sinclair:  ...  There  is  an  effective  demand  for  commuter  service  on 
the  Lakeshore  out  of  Montreal.  These  rates  are  set  by  the  Board  and  the 
service  meets  more  than  its  variable  cost.  We  adjust  our  service  with  the 
gross  patronage  in  that  area,  and  there  is  an  effective  demand  for  rail 
passenger  service  in  the  area  between  Rigaud  and  Montreal  on  the  Lake- 
shore  that  is  being  served,  and,  as  far  as  we  can  see  in  the  future,  will  be 
there  and  we  will  serve  it.  We  do  not.  have  to  be  stimulated  to  do  that.  That 
is  our  business,  and  we  go  after  it."  (March.  8,  1966,  p.  193) 
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"Mr.  Sinclair:  I  know  that  at  the  present  time  that  the  commuter  service 
which  at  one  time  was  not  meeting  its  variable  cost  and  in  which  we  ad- 
justed fares  and  made  other  Service  adjustments,  is  now  meeting  an  effec- 
tive demand  and  is  making  more  than  its  variable  cost."  (March  8,  1966, 
p.  204) 

"Mr.  Sinclair:  Let  me  give  an  example.  I  can  still  hear  a  gentleman 
here  this  morning  saying  these  commuter  trains  should  come  off  because 
they  are  in  a  loss  position.  We  took  the  position  at  that  time  that  we  believed 
these  were  going  to  be  all  right.  We  have  to  adjust  various  things.  We  did 
so.  As  I  have  said  to  you,  they  are  meeting  their  variable  costs,  plus. 

Mr.  Horner  (Acadia):  But  you  did  make  adjustments  to  make  them  pay. 

Mr.  Sinclair:  We  made  adjustments  by  increasing  fares,  by  getting  better 
utilization  out  of  our  equipment,  and  using  better  equipment  in  certain 
areas."  (March  8,  1966,  p.  216) 

"Mr.  Rock:  Mr.  Sinclair,  you  mentioned  certain  commuter  services  do 
meet  variable  costs  and  I  would  like  to  know  if  this  includes  the  Lakeshore 
service  in  the  Montreal  area. 

Mr.  Sinclair:  Yes,  and  that  is  the  only  commuter  service  we  have." 
(March  8,  1966,  p.  220) 

"Mr.  Rock:  This  is  the  actual  idea.  This  is  exactly  the  answers  I  am 
looking  for,  Mr.  Sinclair,  because  I  remember  last  summer  questioning  you 
on  the  commuter  service  on  the  lakeshore  area  and  I  asked  whether  this 
was  what  you  considered  an  effective  demand,  and  you  said  yes. 

Mr.  Sinclair:  Yes. 

Mr.  Rock:  And  I  also  asked  whether  you  had  the  intention  of  discontinu- 
ing the  service  and  you  said  no. 
Mr.  Sinclair:  No. 

Mr.  Rock:  I  also  asked  if  you  were  making  a  profit  there  and  you  said 
yes,  you  were  making  a  profit. 
Mr.  Sinclair  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Rock:  Of  course,  there  has  been  a  strike. 
Mr.  Sinclair:  Yes. 

Mr.  Rock:  And  possibly  the  profit  that  you  have  been  making  will  disap- 
pear and  therefore,  you  have  asked  the  board  of  commissioners  for  a  hearing 
in  order  to  increase  your  rates. 

Mr.  Sinclair:  Correct. 

Mr.  Rock:  Of  course,  there  will  be  the  hearings,  but  I  do  not  want  to  get 
into  that  subject  matter.  In  other  words,  you  are  asking  to  be  compensated, 
rather  than  having  to  discontinue  commuter  service. 

Mr.  Sinclair:  Correct."  (October  20,  1966,  pp.  2029-30) 
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"Mr.  Sinclair:  All  we  are  saying  is  that  when  you  have  commuter  service 
they  should  maintain  their  compensatory  nature.  We  think,  with  regard  to  the 
lakeshore  in  Montreal,  with  possible  technological  changes  and  adjustments 
of  fares  from  time  to  time,  that  we  can  provide  a  good  service  -  there  is  an 
effective  demand  for  it  —  and  it  will  return  more  than  its  variable  costs. 
This  is  one  service  that  Canadian  Pacific  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  to 
provide  in  the  passenger  field."  (October  20,  1966,  p.  2031) 

Those  statements  were  referred  to  at  the  Board's  hearings  by  parties  opposing 
the  fare  increases  as  contradictory  of  the  Company's  claim  that  its  commuter 
services  are  being  operated  at  a  loss. 

Mr.  Sinclair  did  not  appear  before  the  Board  in  this  respect,  but  the  Com- 
pany's Counsel  and  its  cost  witness  stated  that  in  March  1966  Mr.  Sinclair  was 
not  aware  of  the  additional  cost  of  $192,047  resulting  from  the  subsequent  18% 
increase  and  the  3%  increase  in  materials  prices;  neither  did  he  have  in  his 
mind  at  that  time  the  additional  cost  of  $93,300  per  year  attributable  to  the 
re-conditioning  of  24  standard  steel  coaches;  his  statement  in  March  was  also 
prior  to  the  withdrawal  of  Canadian  Pacific  from  the  Montreal-Toronto  passenger 
train  service,  which  made  it  possible  for  Canadian  Pacific  to  eliminate  more 
positions  than  could  be  eliminated  if  those  services  were  still  operating,  and 
this  additional  amount  is  about  $53,700;  the  study  of  fuel  cost  was  also  made 
after  March  and  this  cost  makes  up  another  $18,600;  also,  that  it  appeared  that 
Mr.  Sinclair  was  using  cost  of  money  on  the  basis  the  Board  had  allowed,  rather 
than  the  basis  used  by  Canadian  Pacific,  thereby  making  a  difference  of  over 
$303,000  in  that  cost;  that  these  amounts  total  $660,647,  and  if  the  present 
estimated  deficit  of  $654,623  is  subtracted  from  that  amount  there  is  a  profit  of 
$6,024,  and  even  deducting  from  that  profit  the  estimate  of  $3,200,  representing 
the  5<£  fare  increase  that  became  effective  in  October,  the  net  profit  would  be 
$2,824.  That  was  the  explanation  offered  at  the  hearing. 

Other  Objections 

The  parties  opposing  the  fare  increases  disputed  Canadian  Pacific's  revenue 
and  cost  estimates  and  its  costing  methods.  Apart  from  those  objections,  there 
were  objections  generally  similar  to  objections  made  and  dealt  with  in  previous 
commutation  cases  and  judgments  which  are  summarized  in  the  Judgment  of 
October  23,  1963,  53  JOR&R  585,  and  need  not  be  repeated  again  here. 

Several  new  objections  were  made: 

1.  Objection  that  the  fare  increases  are  opposed  to  the  government's  anti- 
inflationary  policy  and  economic  guidelines:  — 

I  do  not  think  that  fares  designed  to  allow  revenues  sufficient  to  meet  the 
out-of-pocket  cost  of  the  service  are  contrary  to  any  such  guidelines  or  are 
unduly  inflationary. 
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2.  Objection  that  the  full  effect  of  the  recent  18%  wage  increase  will  not  be 
felt  until  the  12  months  ending  June  1968:  — 

I  have  taken  the  progressive  effect  of  the  various  wage  increases  into 
account  in  estimating  the  prospective  cost  of  Canadian  Pacific  for  the  purposes 
of  this  case. 

3.  Objection  that  new  railway  legislation  is  pending  and  that  it  will  have 
the  effect  of  improving  the  economic  position  and  earnings  of  the  railways  and 
that  the  fare  increases  are  therefore  unjustified:  — 

I  do  not  find  in  the  National  Transportation  Ac':  anything  to  indicate  that 
the  Board  should  require  Canadian  Pacific  to  operate  its  commutation  services 
at  fares  yielding  less  than  the  out-of-pocket  cost  of  the  services  or  that  the 
earnings  of  the  services  will  exceed  such  costs  in  1967. 

Mr.  S.  J.  Deakin,  an  alderman  of  the  City  of  Poinle  Claire,  took  part  in  the 
hearing  and  filed  a  brief  and  a  re-statement  of  the  variable  cost  shown  in  Cana- 
dian Pacific's  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  in  support  of  his  contention  that 
the  Montreal-Rigaud  services  are  being  operated  at  a  profit.  The  major  reductions 
made  by  him  are  in  respect  of  cost  of  money  and  depreciation  of  passenger  cars. 
He  has  reduced  cost  of  money  to  $25,480  from  the  $540,351  claimed  by  Canadian 
Pacific  and  has  reduced  depreciation  of  passenger  cars  to  $161,992  from  the 
$309,320  claimed. 

I  have  dealt  with  those  items  elsewhere  herein  and  indicated  the  costing 
methods  used  by  the  Board  and  the  reasons  for  allowing  larger  amounts  than 
those    proposed    by    Mr.  Deakin. 

Findings  on  Cost,  Deficit  and  Fares 

I  have,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  found  the  variable  cost  to  be 
$2,059,906.  In  doing  so,  I  have  varied  the  Company's  cost  estimates  as  I  thought 
appropriate  to  make  them  more  reliable  as  a  basis  for  fares..  Total  disallowances 
amount  to  $381,800. 

The  estimate  of  revenue  on  the  basis  of  present  fares  and  without  reduction 
in  volume  of  traffic,  as  set  forth  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2,  is  $1,787,083. 

The  estimated  deficit,  using  those  figures,  is  $272,823. 

An  increase  in  fares  to  meet  that  deficit  will  be  permitted. 

The  extent  of  the  fare  increases  needed  will  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  what 
the  patronage  will  be.  Canadian  Pacific  thinks  that  the  volume  of  carryings  will 
decline.  I  am  not  convinced  that  it  will.  It  appears  to  me  that  Expo  '67  and 
activities  related  to  it,  the  normal  population  growth  in  the  areas  served  by  the 
commuter  trains,  and  the  crowded  conditions  of  roads  and  places  to  park  auto- 
mobiles, should  militate  against  reduction  in  patronage  of  those  trains. 
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Accordingly,  my  estimate  of  the  fare  increases  needed  to  meet  the  deficit 
of  $272,823  is  made  on  the  assumption  that  although  there  may  be  some  reduction 
in  traffic  volume  immediately  after  an  increase  in  fares,  the  patronage  of  the 
services  will  probably  be  as  great  in  the  12  months  following  such  increase  as 
it  was  in  the  period  July  1965  to  June  1966  for  which  revenue  on  present  fares 
was  calculated  in  Exhibit  No.  9,  Statement  No.  2;  and,  as  in  former  cases, 
revenue  from  carriage  of  Canadian  Pacific  employees  at  reduced  fares  is  cal- 
culated at  full  fare. 

Fares  will  be  permitted,  as  shown  in  the  following  table,  with  the  object 
of  meeting  the  said  deficit.  They  may  also  be  the  basis  for  similar  fares  in 
zones  other  than  Montreal-Rigaud.  The  permitted  40-trip  scholars'  fares  are 
one-half  the  permitted  40-trip  general  public  commutation  fares.

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The  objective  of  the  fares  that  are  being  permitted  by  this  Judgment  is  to 
spread  the  burden  of  the  variable  cost  of  the  services  in  the  most  equifable  and 
reasonable  manner  upon  those  who  use  the  services. 

In  the  case  of  Montreal  West,  the  Company  proposed  an  increase  of  5<£  in  the 
minimum  fare  per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Montreal  West,  making  it  35<£  instead 
of  the  previous  30<£.  At  that  time  the  express  bus  fare  was  40c,  which  was  10<£ 
more  than  the  rail  fare.  Since  that  time  and  since  the  hearing  in  this  case,  the 
express  bus  fare  has  been  increased  to  60c£  cash  or  two  25-cents  tickets.  I 
would  permit  the  minimum  rail  fare  per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Montreal  West 
to  be  increased  to  not  more  than  40<t,  which  will  maintain  the  former  10tf  differ- 
ential between  the  rail  and  express  bus  fares.  Accordingly,  the  Company  may 
file  and  publish  an  amended  standard  passenger  tariff  to  make  an  increase  of 
not  more  than  10<£  in  the  minimum  fare  per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Montreal 
West,  to  be  effective  on  not  less  than  30  days'  notice. 

Having  regard  to  the  findings  I  have  made,  and  following  the  principle 
previously  indicated,  it  is  my  conclusion  that  the  fare  increases  that  are  being 
permitted  will  not  be  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  contrary  to  any  provision  of  the 
Railway  Act  for  the  year  1967,  unless  a  substantial  change,  not  now  foreseen 
by  me,  occurs  in  the  circumstances. 

The  fares  resulting  from  the  application  of  the  permitted  increases  are 
maxima  and,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  may  not  be  exceeded. 

Tariffs  may  be  filed  to  bring  the  permitted  fare  increases  into  effect  on  not 
less  than  30  days'  notice.  Order  to  issue  accordingly,  including  rescission  of 
Board's  Order  No.  122745  and  disallowance  of  the  tariffs  that  were  suspended 
by  the  said  Order.

JUGEMENT 

KERR,  commissaire  en  chef: 

Le  8  septembre  1966,  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien 
et  la  Dominion  Atlantic  Railway  Company  ont  depose  des  tarifs  devant  entrer 
en  vigueur  le  17  septembre  1966  et  portant  majoration  de  leurs  prix  d'abonnement. 
Les  principaux  services  atteints  par  les  majorations  sont  les  services  de  banlieue 
Montreal-Rigaud  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  mais  d'autres  services  ayant  un  nombre 
moins  grand  d'abonnes  sont  egalement  atteints.  Dans  des  cas  anterieurs,  les 
services  de  banlieue  Montreal-Rigaud  ont  servi  de  base  pour  l'etablissement 
des   prix  d'abonnement  du  Pacifique-Canadien,   et  bien   que  certains  autres 
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services  utilises  par  des  abonnes,  comme  le  service  entre  Montreal  et  Saint-Jean 
(P.Q.),  n'aient  pas  la  meme  frequence  et  ne  presentent  pas  les  memes  commodi- 
tes  que  les  services  Montreal-Rigaud,  il  y  a  des  raisons  pratiques  pour  que  ces 
derniers  services  servent  encore  de  base  aux  tarifs  d'abonnement  du  Pacifique- 

Canadien. 

La  Commission  a  d'abord  recule  la  date  d' entree  en  vigueur  des  majorations, 
puis  les  a  suspendues  en  attendant  qu'ait  lieu  l'audience  et  que  soit  rendue  la 
decision.  L'audience  a  eu  lieu  a  Westmount  les  15  et  16  novembre. 

Le  depot  des  tarifs  majores  a  suivi  de  pres  les  augmentations  de  salaires, 
y  compris  une  augmentation  de  18  p.  100,  accordees  aux  employes  de  chemin 
de  fer  en  vertu  de  la  Loi  de  1966  sur  le  maintien  de  l'exploitation  des  chemins 
de  fer  adoptee  par  le  Parlement  en  septembre  dernier.  A  part  ces  augmentations 
de  salaires,  il  y  a  eu  des  changements  considerables  dans  l'exploitation  ainsi 
que  dans  les  recettes  et  les  depenses  des  services  depuis  1963  alors  que  fut 
entendue  la  derniere  cause  anterieure  concernant  les  prix  d'abonnement  appli- 
cables  aux  services  de  banlieue.  Afin  de  pouvoir  plus  facilement  se  rendre 
compte  des  faits  pertinents  et  en  venir  a  des  conclusions  valables,  et  afin  de 
controler  les  estimations  des  recettes  et  des  couts  faites  par  la  Compagnie, 
la  Commission  a  fait  examiner  les  ecritures  et  feuilles  de  travail  et  inspecter 
certaines  operations  en  particulier  du  Pacifique-Canadien  par  des  membres  du 
personnel  de  sa  Direction  de  l'economique  et  de  la  comptabilite,  et  de  sa  Direc- 
tion des  operations  et  du  trafic.  Une  partie  de  ce  travail  a  ete  effectuee  avant 
l'audience,  et  une  autre  partie  apres.  Le  personnel  a  fait  une  etude  detaillee 
des  methodes  qu'utilise  le  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  etablir  ses  prix  de  revient; 
les  unites  de  service  ont  ete  examinees  et  l'exploitation  de  1965-1966  a  ete 
comparee  a  celle  de  1962-1963. 

Situation  financiere  de  la  Compagnie  (1966  par  rapport  a  1963) 

Lorsque  la  Commission  a  publie  son  jugement  d'octobre  1963,  elle  y  a 
joint  un  tableau  prepare  par  le  personnel  etablissant  la  "Comparaison  des 
frais  estimatifs  du  service  d'abonnement  Montreal-Rigaud  en  1959  et  en  1963". 
Certaines  depenses  avaient  diminue,  mais  la  plupart  avaient  augmente  au  cours 
de  cette  periode  de  quatre  ans.  Le  cout  total  de  l'exploitation,  selon  l'estimation 
du  Pacifique-Canadien,  sans  tenir  compte  du  cout  de  l'argent,  etait  de  $1,164,063 
en  1959  et  de  $1,306,492  en  1963,  ce  qui  represente  une  augmentation  d'environ 
12  p.  100. 

Dans  la  cause  actuelle,  la  Compagnie  a  soumis  un  tableau  semblable 
(piece  n°  12)  ou  sont  compares  les  couts  d'exploitation  pour  les  annees  1963 
et  1966.  Le  cout,  qui  etait  de  $1,306,492  en  1963,  s'est  eleve  a  $1,709,308 
en  1966.  A  ce  montant  ont  ete  ajoutees  la  hausse  des  salaires  de  18  p.  100, 
estimee  a  $182,888  (18  p.  100),  et  l'augmentation  du  prix  du  materiel,  estimee 
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a  3  p.  100  ou  $9,159.  Les  frais  estimatifs  Sexploitation  pour  1966  se  sont 
trouves  ainsi  portes  a  SI, 901 ,355,  ce  qui  represente  une  augmentation  de  45 
p.  100  par  rapport  aux  chiffres  estimatifs  de  1963,  et  cela,  sans  tenir  compte 
du  cout  de  1' argent, 

Dans  la  cause  de  1963,  la  Commission  avait  reduit  de  $8,000  les  frais 
estimatifs  Sexploitation,  et  de  $206,000  le  cout  estimatif  de  l'argent. 

Service  aceru,  recettes  plus  elevees  et  frais  plus  eleves 

Les  unites  de  service  mises  a  jour,  pour  les  douze  mois  termines  le  30  juin 
1966,  accusent,  par  rapport  aux  douze  mois  termines  le  30  avril  1963,  des  aug- 
mentations de  16  a  22  p.  100  dans  trois  des  importantes  unites  de  travail  utili- 
sees  pour  la  repartition  des  frais  variables:  le  nombre  de  milles  parcourus  par 
les  voitures  de  voyageurs  a  augmente  de  16  p.  cent,  celui  des  locomotives  de 
22  p.  100,  tandis  que  le  nombre  de  tonnes-milles  fortes  accuse  une  augmentation 
de  21  p.  100. 

L'augmentation  dans  les  unites  de  service  est  la  consequence  d'une  expan- 
sion des  operations  resultant  du  plus  grand  nombre  d'abonnes  a  transporter. 
En  1963,  le  releve  des  voyageurs  transposes  indiquait  environ  7,000  par  jour 
dans  chaque  sens  tandis  que  le  releve  de  1966  en  indiquait  8,900.  C'est  la  une 
augmentation  d'environ  27  p.  100,  representant  la  moyenne  de  48  p.  100  d'aug- 
mentation  a  Westmount  et  a  Montreal-Ouest  et  de  22  p.  100  au  dela  de  Montreai- 
Ouest. 

Les  salaires  payes  aux  mecaniciens,  chauffeurs,  conducteurs,  chefs  de 
train,  chefs  de  train  adjoints  et  serre-freins  ont  augmente  d'environ  27  p.  100 
(sans  tenir  compte  de  l'augmentation  recente  de  18  p.  100)  au  cours  de  la  periode 
de  trois  ans  1963-1966.  Cette  augmentation  est  due  en  partie  au  cout  plus  eleve 
de  la  main-d'ceuvre  resultant  des  accords  concernant  les  salaires,  et  en  partie 
a  l'augmentation  du  personnel  des  trains.  Deux  trains  supplementaires  et  une 
locomotive  diesel  supplementaire  ont  ete  mis  en  service;  le  personnel  des  trains 
a  ete  augmente  de  sept  employes;  en  1966,  il  y  avait  neuf  voitures  de  voyageurs 
de  plus  qu'en  1963. 

Les  recettes  totales  provenant  des  services  d'abonnes  ont  ete  de  31  p.  100 
plus  elevees  en  1966  qu'en  1963.  Les  frais  estimatifs  d'exploitation,  avant  de 
tenir  compte  du  cout  de  l'argent  sans  tenir  compte  de  l'augmentation  de  18 
p.  100,  ont  egalement  ete  d'environ  31  p.  100  plus  eleves  en  1966.  L' estimation 
faite  par  la  Compagnie  du  cout  de  l'argent  relativement  au  materiel  et  aux  ins- 
tallations et  services  de  la  vole  represente,  en  1966,  une  somme  de  19  p.  100 
superieure  a  celle  de  1963. 

Si  Ton  tient  compte  de  F  augmentation  des  salaires  de  18  p.  100,  de  l'aug- 
mentation de  3  p.  100  dans  le  prix  du  materiel,  et  du  cout  de  l'argent,  les  frais

Exprimes  en  dollars,  les  frais  ont  subi  une  augmentation  de  $678,920  alors  que 
les  recettes  n'ont  augmente  que  de  $421,958,  ce  qui  signifie  que  la  situation 
financiere  a  considerablement  empire. 

En  d'autres  termes,  la  perte  estimative  de  $397,661  subie  en  1963  aurait 
ete  compensee  par  l'augmentation  de  $421,958  dans  les  recettes  au  cours  de  la 
periode  de  trois  ans  en  question  si  cette  augmentation  des  recettes  n'avait  pas 
ete  accompagnee  d'une  augmentation  de  $678,920  dans  les  frais.  II  en  est  done 
resulte  une  perte  additionnelle  de  $256,962,  ce  qui  porte  la  perte  totale  pour 
1966,  selon  l'estimation  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a  $654,623,  comme  l'indique 
l'etat  no  2  (Piece  no  9). 

Principe  applique  dans  les  causes  concernant  des  services  d'abonnes 

Au  cours  des  dernieres  annees,  les  tarifs  d'abonnement  dans  la  region  de 
Montreal  ont  ete  l'objet  de  plusieurs  audiences  et  jugements  de  la  Commission. 
II  y  a  eu  au  cours  des  annees  1954  et  1955  de  longues  audiences  a  la  suite 
desquelles  la  Commission,  dans  un  jugement  en  date  du  4  aout  1954,  (71  CRTC 
138,  a  la  p.  152)  a  enonce  le  principe  suivant  au  sujet  des  tarifs  d'abonnement: 

"En  ce  qui  concerne  les  services  d'abonnes,  je  crois  que  le  temps  est 
venu  d'appliquer  une  regie  generale  reconnaissant  qu'une  compagnie  de 
chemin  de  fer  a  le  droit  d'etablir  ses  prix  d'abonnement  a  un  niveau  qui 
lui  permette  de  recuperer  au  moins  les  sommes  raisonnables  et  reelles 
qu'il  lui  en  coute  pour  assurer  le  service  d'abonnement  en  cause,  et  que 
la  Commission  ne  devrait  pas  exiger  d'un  chemin  de  fer  qu'il  assure  ou 
continue  d'assurer  des  services  d'abonnes  dont  les  recettes  sont  inferieures 
aux  frais  qu'ils  occasionnent." 

Dans  des  causes  subsequentes,  la  Commission  n'a  pas  deroge  a  ce  principe. 
Je  ne  vois  pas  de  raison  valable  pour  que  nous  y  derogions  dans  la  presente 
cause. 

Je  traiterai  plus  loin,  dans  ce  jugement,  des  diverses  objections  que  Ton 
a  apportees  contre  les  augmentations  de  prix,  car  je  desire  traiter  d'abord  des 
recettes  et  depenses  estimatives. 

Recettes,  depenses  et  deficit 

L'etat  no  2  (Piece  n°  9)  depose  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  reproduit 
ci-apres,  fait  voir  le  detail  des  recettes  et  des  frais  variables  des  services 
exploites  avec  le  materiel  actuel,  etabli  en  utilisant  comme  base  la  periode 
de  douze  mois  allant  de  juillet  1965  a  juin  1966  et  en  tenant  compte  des  niveaux 
de  salaires  qui  seront  applicables  a  la  fin  des  accords  en  vigueur  en  juin  1966 
tout  comme  de  l'augmentation  des  salaires  de  18  p.  100  et  de  l'augmentation  de 
3  p.  100  dans  le  prix  du  materiel.

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Le  temoin  de  la  Compagnie  dont  la  deposition  concernait  le  prix  de  revient  a 
declare  que  les  chiffres  des  frais  variables  representaient  les  frais  qui  seraient 
elimines  dans  une  periode  de  temps  raisonnable  si  les  services  Montreal-Rigaud 
n'etaient  pas  assures.  Je  ferai  des  commentaires  sur  les  seize  elements  ou 
categories  de  frais  qui  sont  enumeres  dans  la  piece  n°  12  qui  precede.  Je  me 
reporterai  a  la  deuxieme  colonne  qui  montre  les  chiffres  estimatifs  de  1966  et 
pour  beaucoup  d'ele'ments  je  me  reporterai  aussi  aux  chiffres  correspondants  de 
1963  qui  figurent  dans  la  premiere  colonne.  Lorsqu'il  y  aura  lieu,  je  ferai  des 
commentaires  sur  le  concept  des  frais  variables  et  sur  la  methode  d'etablissement 
du  prix  de  revient. 

1.  Salaires  du  personnel  de  train  et  de  locomoti ve-$372,854 

Le  chiffre  de  $372,854  represente  les  salaires  reellement  payes  au 
personnel  pendant  les  12  mois  se  terminant  le  30  juin  1966,  redresse  de  facon 
a  tenir  compte  des  niveaux  de  salaire  qui  s'appliqueront  a  la  fin  des  accords 
contractuels  envigueur  en  juin  1966,  mais  non  de  ^augmentation  del8  p.  100. 

Pendant  la  periode  de  trois  ans  allant  de  1963  a  1966,  ^augmentation 
totale  des  salaires  payes  aux  mecaniciens,  aux  chauffeurs,  aux  conducteurs, 
aux  chefs  de  train,  aux  chefs  de  train  adjoints  et  aux  sene-freins  a  ete 
d'environ  27  p.  100.  Environ  $17,000,  soit  quelque  6  p.  100,  sont  attribuables 
au  cout  plus  eleve  de  la  main-d'oeuvre  resultant  des  nouveaux  contrats 
passes  avec  les  syndicats,  tandis  que  le  reste  de  l'augmentation  provient  de 
l'emploi  du  personnel  supplementaire  requis  pour  assurer  un  service  de 
banlieue  supplementaire  qui  a  exige  deux  trains  de  plus,  une  unite  diesel  de 
plus  et  sept  employes  de  train  de  plus.  Les  sept  employes  de  train  supple- 
mentaires  sont  un  mecanicien,  un  chauffeur,  un  chef  de  train,  deux  adjoints 
de  chef  de  train  et  deux  serre-freins. 

Je  suis  convaincu  que  ce  chiffre  represente  le  cout  reel  des  salaires, 
rectifie  de  facon  a  tenir  compte  des  niveaux  des  salaires  a  la  fin  des  accords 
contractuels  en  vigueur  en  juin  1966.  II  ne  comprend  pas  l'augmentation  de 
salaire  de  18  p.  100  qui  figure  plus  loin  a  titre  d'element  distinct.

L'estimation  du  cout  du  combustible  et  de  l'eau  donnee  dans  la  piece 
n°  12  pour  1963  etait  de  $10,551  plus  elevee,  puisqu'elle  comprenait  le 
combustible  utilise  pour  la  production  de  vapeur  pour  le  chauffage  des 
voitures  pendant  que  les  locomotives  se  trouvent  a  Rigaud  et  a  Vaudreuil 
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pendant  les  fins  de  semaine.  II  s'agit  d'une  depense  a  imputer  sur  les  four- 
nitures  et  depenses  de  train  (chauffage)  et,  pour  les  fins  de  la  comparaison, 
elle  a  ete  portee  a  cette  categorie  de  depenses. 

Dans  la  preparation  de  l'estimation  de  1963,  la  consommation  de  combus- 
tible a  ete  evaluee  a  1.8  gallons  par  mille-unite  electrique  diesel,  ce  qui  est 
un  peu  plus  eleve  que  la  consommation  moyenne  de  1.5  gallons  du  reseau. 

En  1966,  des  essais  ont  ete  faits  pendant  les  mois  de  janvier  et  juin 
afin  de  determiner  la  consommation  reelle  de  combustible  des  locomotives 
dans  le  service  de  banlieue.  II  a  ete  etabli  que  la  consommation  etait  de  3.1 
gallons  par  mille-unite  electrique  diesel  en  juin  et  de  5.9  gallons  en  janvier. 
Le  chiffre  de  3  gallons  par  mille  a  ete  utilise  pour  l'estimation  de  la  con- 
sommation des  unites  electriques  diesel  pendant  la  periode  de  douze  mois 
terminee  le  30  juin  1966.  Le  chiffre  de  0.7  gallon  par  voiture-mille  a  ete 
utilise  pour  les  autorails  diesel. 

Le  nombre  total  de  gallons  pour  la  periode  de  12  mois  terminee  le  30 
juin  1966  s'est  eleve  a  657,852.  Si  la  meme  moyenne  de  3  gallons  par  mille 
etait  appliquee  aux  milles-unites,  de  1963,  le  nombre  total  de  gallons  serait 
de  569,163.  L'augmentation  de  la  consommation  de  combustible  serait 
d'environ  16  p.  100,  ce  qui  est  en  harmonie  avec  l'augmentation  du  nombre 
de  milles-voitures. 

Au  cours  de  cette  periode  de  trois  ans,  le  prix  du  combustible  a  baisse 
legerement,  ce  prix  etant  moindre  de  0.5c.  par  gallon  en  1966.  Le  cout  de 
l'eau  a  ete  evalue  selon  le  rapport  entre  la  depense  d'eau  et  la  depense  de 
combustible  du  reseau,  le  cout  de  l'eau  etant  0.87  p.  100  de  celui  du  combus- 
tible. II  s'est  eleve  a  $743  pour  la  periode  de  12  mois  terminee  le  30  juin 
1966.  Je  trouve  que  le  cout  estimatif  de  l'eau  et  du  combustible  est  raison- 
nable. 

3.    Depenses  de  remise  de  locomotives,  iubrifiants  et  autres  fournitures. 


L'augmentation  ci-dessus  est  de  plus  de  100  p.  100.  Le  temoin  de  la 
Compagnie  dont  la  deposition  concernait  le  prix  de  revient  a  explique  qu'en 
1963  il  n'aurait  ete  possible  d'eliminer  qu'un  seul  manoeuvre,  en  cessant 
d'exploiter  le  service  de  banlieue.  Ce  calcul  des  frais  evitables  etait  fait 
suivant  une  methode  qui  ne  tient  compte  que  des  personnes  completes  et 
exclut  les  fractions  de  personnes,  c'est-a-dire  qu'aucuns  frais  n'etaient 
inclus  pour  les  employes  qui  passent  une  partie  de  leur  temps  dans  le  servi-

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ce  de  banlieue  et  une  autre  dans  d'autres  services.  Ceci  s'appliquait  dans 
le  cas  des  personnes  employees  au  nettoyage  des  locomotives  a  la  gare  de 
triage  de  Saint-Luc  et  a  celle  de  Glen. 

Depuis  1963,  il  s'est  produit  des  changements  dans  le  service  des 
voyageurs,  y  compris  la  discontinuation  du  "Dominion"  et  des  services  de 
voyageurs  Montreal-Toronto.  II  y  a  eu  des  changements  dans  ^organisation 
aux  gares  de  triage  de  Saint-Luc  et  de  Glen,  y  compris  la  centralisation  du 
nettoyage  des  locomotives.  En  consequence,  la  Compagnie  estime  maintenant 
que  neuf  manoeuvres  de  remise  de  locomotives  pourraient  etre  elimines  si  le 
service  de  banlieue  n'etait  pas  assure.  Par  rapport  a  1963,  c'est  une  augmen- 
tation de  huit  manoeuvres  et  de  salaires  d'environ  $31,400.  Le  reste  de 
Taugmentation,  qui  s'ajoute  au  nettoyage,  est  d'environ  $5,400,  ce  qui  est 
20  p.  100  de  plus  qu'en  1963.  Cela  est  en  harmonie  avec  ^augmentation  de 
20  p.  100  dans  le  nombre  des  locomotives  affectees  a  ce  service,  soit  six 
au  lieu  de  cinq. 

La  Commission  n'etait  pas  convaincue  que  des  frais  de  remise  de 
locomotives  au  montant  de  $64,997  devaient  etre  attribues  au  service  de 
banlieue  et  elle  a  charge  un  inspecteur  du  materiel  de  traction  d'etudier 
cette  question.  Voici  des  extraits  de  son  rapport: 

"Les  14,  15  et  16  decembre  1966,  nous  avons  observe  le  service 
de  trains  de  banlieue  a  traction  diesel  entre  Montreal  et  Vaudreuil 
et  les  methodes  utilisees  a  I'atelier  relativement  aux  unites  motrices 
en  cause. 

II  faut  six  locomotives  de  ligne  ou  de  manoeuvre  pour  ces  trains 
et  une  locomotive  de  manoeuvre  diesel  electrique  pour  manoeuvrer  les 
voitures  de  banlieue  en  mauvais  etat  et  pour  ramener  les  lots  de  voitu- 
res  a  la  gare  Windsor  apres  examen  et  reparation  a  la  gare  de  Glen. 
Les  unites  motrices  de  ligne  utilisees  dans  le  service  de  banlieue 
consistent  en  des  locomotives  de  ligne  ou  de  manoeuvre  MLW  de  1,600 
chevaux  et  en  des  locomotives  GM  de  1,500,  1,750  et  2,250  chevaux 
pendant  l'hiver.  Pendant  Pete,  en  plus  des  classes  de  materiel  enumerees 
ci-dessus,  des  unites  de  manoeuvre  MLW  de  1,800  chevaux  sont  egale- 
ment  utilisees.  (Les  unites  de  manoeuvre  MLW  de  1,800  chevaux  ne  sont 
pas  munies  de  generateurs  de  vapeur).  Trois  unites  de  manoeuvre  MLW 
de  1,000  chevaux  (7034,  7041  et  7086)  sont  affectees  aux  ateliers  de 
Glen  pour  la  manoeuvre  des  trains  de  voyageurs  et  le  travail  connexe. 
Ces  unites  sont  affectees  comme  il  est  indique  au  tableau  A.

Les  locomotives  qui  trafnent  les  trains  de  banlieue  reculent  leurs  for- 
mations de  la  gare  Windsor  a  celle  de  Glen  apres  que  les  voyageurs 
en  sont  descendus.  A  l'arrivee  des  voitures  ordinaires  de  banlieue  a 
la  gare  de  triage  de  Glen,  si  aucune  d'elles  n'est  en  mauvais  etat  les 
locomotives  de  manoeuvre  n'y  touchent  pas  avant  qu'elles  soient  recon- 
duites  a  la  gare  Windsor  a  temps  pour  les  trains  de  banlieue  du  soir. 
Si  des  voitures  de  banlieue  ont  besoin  d'etre  reparees,  les  manoeuvres 
necessaires  ont  effectuees  par  Tune  des  unites  de  manoeuvre  affectees 
a  la  gare  de  Glen.  Les  locomotives  des  trains  de  banlieue  sortants 
quittent  ordinairement  les  ateliers  de  Glen  une  demi-heure  avant  l'heure 
a  laquelle  les  trains  qu'elles  doivent  trainer  sont  censes  quitter  la 
gare  Windsor. 

En  general,  les  locomotives  des  trains  qui  quittent  la  gare  Windsor 
sont  depechees  de  la  gare  de  Glen  et  toutes  les  locomotives  qui  arrivent 
a  la  gare  Windsor  vont  a  la  gare  de  Glen.  A  la  gare  de  Glen,  on  assure 
le  service  de  celles  qui  n'ont  pas  a  subir  l'inspection  de  parcours  ou 
qui  n'ont  pas  besoin  de  grosses  reparations  (ravitaillement  en  combus- 
tible, en  eau  et  autres  approvisionnements,  au  besoin),  elles  sont 
nettoyees  et  font  l'objet  d'une  inspection  de  voyage  par  le  chaudronnier, 
le  machiniste  et  l'electricien.  Celles  qui  ont  besoin  de  grosses  repara- 
tions ou  qui  ont  a  subir  l'inspection  de  parcours  sont  envoyees  a 
Saint-Luc.  Les  trois  locomotives  de  manoeuvre  affectees  a  la  gare  de 
Glen  subissent  une  inspection  mensuelle  a  Saint-Luc;  les  reparations 
courantes  et  le  nettoyage  de  ces  locomotives  sont  effectues  par  les 
les  equipes  d'entretien  de  la  gare  de  Glen  au  fur  eta  mesure  des  besoins. 
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Les  locomotives  diesel  affectees  au  service  de  banlieue  restent  a  la 
gare  de  Glen  entre  les  voyages.  Elles  ne  sont  pas  affectees  a  d'autres 
services  pendant  cette  periode,  vu  qu'en  general,  il  n'y  a  pas  assez 
de  temps. 

Les  trains  de  banlieue  qui  passent  la  nuit  a  Rigaud  sont  chauffes 
par  les  generateurs  de  vapeur  de  leurs  locomotives.  Un  generateur  de 
vapeur  monte  sur  un  wagon  plat  permet  de  chauffer  une  partie  de  l'e- 
quipement  de  wagon  et  le  reste  de  cet  equipement  est  chauffe  par  le 
generateur  de  vapeur  de  la  locomotive  du  train  291  a  son  arrivee  a  cet 
endroit,  soit  vers  7h.05  du  soir. 

La  quantite  de  combustible  qu'il  a  fallu  pour  remplir  les  reservoirs 
des  locomotives  diesel  electriques  des  trains  de  banlieue  sortants  le 
14  decembre  et  de  celles  des  trains  de  banlieue  entrants  le  15  decembre 
1966,  le  nombre  de  milles  parcourus  et  la  duree  du  remisage  de  chaque 
locomotive  a  Rigaud  ou  a  Vaudreuil  sont  indiques  au  tableau  I.  (Ce 
tableau  n'est  pas  reproduit  ici.) 

A  leur  arrivee  a  la  gare  de  Glen,  les  locomotives  des  trains  de 
banlieue  sont  ravitaillees  en  sable  et  en  combustible.  Pendant  ce 
temps,  une  inspection  d'arrivee  de  voyage  est  effectuee  par  le  chau- 
dronnier.  Puis,  elles  sont  placees  dans  l'atelier  ou  elles  sont  nettoyees; 
le  chaudronnier  y  remplit  les  reservoirs  a  eau  des  generateurs  de  vapeur 
et  effectue  toutes  les  reparations  necessaires  pendant  que  le  machiniste 
et  l'electricien  font  leur  inspection  de  voyage.  Lorsque  les  inspections 
de  voyage  et  les  reparations  courantes  ont  ete  effectuees  et  que  le 
nettoyage  est  termine,  les  locomotives  sont  placees  a  Pexterieur  de 
l'atelier  et,  avant  qu'elles  partent  pour  la  gare  Windsor,  leurs  generateurs 
de  vapeur  sont  mis  en  fonctionnement  par  le  chaudronnier. " 

En  me  fondant  sur  les  conclusions  de  notre  inspecteur,  pour  les  fins  de 
la  tarification  dans  cette  cause,  j'alloue  les  salaires  de  six  manoeuvres  au 
lieu  de  neuf  comme  le  voulait  le  Pacifique-Canadien.  J'alloue  50  p.  100  du 
salaire  d'un  chaudronnier,  d'un  machiniste,  d'un  aide-machiniste  et  d'un 
electricien,  les  autres  50  p.  100  devant  etre  imputes  sur  d'autres  services. 
J'alloue  le  tiers  plutot  que  la  totalite  de  la  depreciation  et  du  cout  de  Targent 
pour  une  unite  de  manoeuvre  diesel. 

Les  ajustements  pour  d'autres  postes  que  les  salaires  des  manoeuvres 
seront  apportes  a  des  elements  de  depenses  qui  seront  consideres  plus  loin 
dans  le  present  jugement.  La  reduction  que  je  fais  dans  les  depenses  de 
remise  est  de  $13,000.

L'element  principal  de  cette  categorie  de  depenses  est  le  cout  du 
nettoyage  des  voitures,  qui  s'eleve  a  $211,064,  soit  environ  75  p.  100  du 
total  de  $279,216.  Le  cout  du  nettoyage  des  voitures  a  ete  reparti  entre  la 
main-d'oeuvre  et  les  materiaux.  La  main-d'oeuvre  a  coute  $193,449  contre 
$153,508  en  1963.  La  main-d'oeuvre  est  le  salaire  des  employes  dont  on 
n'aurait  pas  besoin  si  le  service  n'etait  pas  assure.  II  y  a  une  augmentation 
de  26  p.  100,  ce  qui  est  un  peu  plus  que  le  pourcentage  d'augmentation  des 
taux  de  salaire  et  du  nombre  de  voitures. 

L'estimation  des  materiaux  est  fondee  sur  le  rapport  du  reseau  et 
indique  une  augmentation  beaucoup  plus  forte.  Cette  estimation  est  passee  de 
$9,968  a  $17,615,  soit  une  augmentation  de  77  p.  100.  Pour  les  fins  du  pre- 
sent jugement,  j'ai  reduit  de  $8,500  le  cout  de  la  main-d'oeuvre  et  des  mate- 
riaux, pour  le  nettoyage  des  voitures. 

Le  deuxieme  en  importance  des  elements  de  depenses  est  le  chauffage 
des  voitures  a  la  gare  Windsor,  a  la  gare  de  Glen  et  a  Vaudreuil  et  Rigaud 
pendant  les  fins  de  semaine.  Le  montant  estimatif  est  de  $38,581  pour  1966, 
en  regard  de  $26,960  en  1963,  soit  une  augmentation  de  43  p.  100.  Une  partie 
de  cette  augmentation  est  attribuable  aux  salaires  plus  eleves  et  une  partie 
aux  voitures  additionnelles.  En  outre,  cette  augmentation  n'est  pas  etrangere 
au  fait  que  le  service  de  banlieue  represente  maintenant  une  partie  beaucoup 
plus  considerable  du  service  des  voyageurs  de  la  region  de  Montreal.  Je 
considere  cependant  que  l'augmentation  est  forte  en  regard  du  service  addi- 
tionnel  et  j'ai  deduit  $4,000  du  cout  du  chauffage  des  voitures. 

Dans  les  cas  de  l'eclairage,  l'estimation  de  1966  etait  de  $20,538 
contre  $13,842  en  1963,  soit  une  augmentation  de  49  p.  100.  L'augmentation 
est  de  20  p.  100  au  poste  des  materiaux,  tandis  qu'elle  est  de  57  p.  100  a 
celui  de  la  main-d'oeuvre.  L'augmentation  plus  forte  au  poste  de  la  main- 
d'oeuvre  s'explique  du  fait  qu'un  autre  aide-electricien,  au  salaire  d'environ 
$5,000,  pourrait  maintenant  etre  elimine  si  le  service  de  banlieue  n'etait  pas 
assure.  Je  suis  convaincu  que  le  cout  des  services  de  cet  employe  supple- 
mentaire  pourrait  etre  epargne. 

Pour  la  glace  et  l'eau,  on  a  evalue  l'augmentation  a  $651,  soit  51  p. 
100,  en  se  fondant  sur  le  cout  moyen  du  reseau  par  voiture-mille.  Pour  la 
lubrification  et  les  autres  depenses,  l'augmentation  a  ete  de  $1,506,  soit  de 
27  p.  100,  fondee  egalement  sur  le  cout  moyen  du  reseau.  Je  ne  suis  pas  con- 
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vaincu  que  l'augmentation  de  ces  deux  elements  doive  etre  aussi  forte,  et  je 
l'ai  reduite  de  $500. 

Au  total,  les  reductions  au  poste  des  fournitures  et  des  depenses  de 
train,  s'elevent  a  $13,000. 

5.  Depenses  d'aiguillage  au  terminus  -  $41,215

Les  epargnes  eventuelles  en  ce  qui  concerne  la  reparation  des  locomoti- 
ves sont  plus  du  double  de  celles  qui  etaient  prevues  dans  Pestimation  de 
1963.  Cela  est  du,  en  partie,  aux  salaires  plus  eleves  et  au  prix  des  mate- 
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riaux.  Cela  provient  aussi  du  fait  qu'une  locomotive  de  ligne  supplementaire 
a  ete  affectee  au  service  de  banlieue.  La  majeure  partie  de  Paugmentation 
est  attribuable,  cependant,  a  Pepargne  prevue  du  salaire  de  deux  employes 
de  plus.

La  preuve  ne  m'a  pas  convaincu  que  Pepargne  eventuelle  soit  aussi 
forte  qu'on  le  prevoit  et,  comme  je  Pai  dit  dans  la  section  relative  aux  de- 
penses  de  remise,  je  vais  allouer  50  p.  100  du  cout  de  la  main-d'oeuvre 
pour  un  chaudronnier,  un  machiniste,  un  aide-machiniste,  un  electricien  et 
une  partie  des  depenses  de  materiaux.  J'ai  deduit  au  total  $25,000  de  cette 
estimation. 

9.    Reparations  des  voitures  —  $319,914 


Une  partie  de  Paugmentation  prevue  dans  cette  estimation  est  attribuable 
aux  salaires  et  aux  prix  plus  eleves  et  une  partie  provient  de  Paddition  de 
materiel,  c'est-a-dire  un  autre  autorail  diesel  et  huit  autres  voitures  ordinai- 
res  en  acier.

Je  suis  convaincu  que  1 'augmentation  de  26  p.  100  au  poste  de  la  depre- 
ciation des  voitures  est  en  harmonie  avec  l'augmentation  des  investis- 
sements  dans  les  voitures  et  le  taux  de  depreciation  approuve  par  la  Com- 
mission. 

Dans  Petude  de  la  depreciation,  j'ai  note  l'impression  generate  exprimee 
aux  audiences  de  la  Commission,  y  compris  Taudience  de  date  recente  sur 
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les  tarifs  d'abonnement,  que,  dans  les  tarifs,  aucune  depreciation  ne  devrait 
etre  allouee  pour  la  depreciation  des  voitures  dont  l'age  depasse  la  duree 
utile  moyenne.  On  dit  qu'elles  sont  completement  amorties  et  qu'aucun 
montant  ne  devrait  plus  etre  alloue  a  ce  titre.  II  existe  deux  raisons  a  l'en- 

contre  de  cette  theorie. 

Premierement,  il  y  a  le  fait  que,  dans  une  entreprise  comme  une  compa- 
gnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  ou  il  existe  de  nombreux  biens  d'une  meme  categorie, 
ces  biens  sont  "groupes"  pour  les  fins  de  la  depreciation.  Toutes  les  voitu- 
res sont  dans  un  groupe,  les  etudes  sur  la  duree  utile  et  la  recuperation  etant 
faites  sur  l'ensemble  du  groupe.  Certaines  des  voitures  dans  ce  groupe 
considerable  sont  desaffectees  avant  d'atteindre  la  fin  de  la  duree  utile 
moyenne  du  groupe,  par  exemple  les  voitures  qui  sont  impliquees  dans  des 
accidents.

Montreal  (P.Q.) 
Le  31  octobre  1966 
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On  a  deplore  le  fait  que  les  hausses  de  tarif  varient  sensiblement  d'une 
agglomeration  a  Pautre,  comme  c'est  le  cas  a  Beaconsfield  (hausse  de  35  p.  100) 
par  rapport  a  Westmount  et  Montreal-Ouest  (aucune  hausse),  et  que  les  ecarts  qui 
existent  entre  les  diverses  hausses  entravent  l'expansion  des  municipalites  et 
desavantagent  les  voyageurs  de  longs  parcours  par  rapport  a  ceux  qui  parcourent 
de  courtes  distances. 

En  plus  des  tarifs  d'abonnement  majores,  le  Pacifique-Canadien  adepose  des 
tarifs  de  voyageurs  ordinaires  revises  portant  une  hausse  de  5c.  du  prix  minimum 
du  passage  entre  Montreal  et  Montreal-Ouest,  portant  le  tarif  actuel  de  30c. 
a  35c.  Gette  hausse  a  ete  mentionnee  et  discutee  au  cours  de  Paudience.  Sous 
reserve  de  l'approbation  de  ce  tarif  de  35c  par  la  Commission,  le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  a  declare  qu'il  avait  Pintention  de  deposer  un  tarif  supplementaire 
visant  a  hausser  de  $2  le  prix  des  cartes  d'abonnement  de  40  passages  a  Pusage 
du  public  voyageur  entre  Montreal  et  Montreal-Ouest  et  de  $1  celui  des  cartes  de 
40  passages  a  I'usage  des  ecoliers.  Le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  inclus  les  recettes 
qui  proviendraient  de  ces  hausses  projetees  dans  les  estimations  presentees 
dans  cette  cause.  Pour  les  raisons  que  je  mentionnerai  plus  loin,  j'autoriserais 
la  compagnie  a  hausser  jusqu'a  40c.  au  plus  le  prix  minimum  du  passage  entre 
Montreal  et  Montreal-Ouest  et  a  hausser  en  consequence  le  prix  des  cartes 
d'abonnement  de  40  passages  a  Pusage  du  public  en  general  et  des  ecoliers 
entre  ces  endroits. 

Pour  expliquer  la  decision  de  ne  pas  hausser  le  tarif  de  30c.  applicable  a 
Westmount,  M.  Warren  a  signale  que  vu  que  cette  localite  est  si  pres  de  Montreal 
et  que  les  voyageurs  peuvent  emprunter  d'autres  moyens  de  transport,  une  hausse 
du  tarif  aurait  comme  resultat  une  reduction  du  nombre  de  voyageurs  et  des  re- 
cettes  globales  du  tarif  de  Westmount.  Cette  explication  me  semble  fondee. 

Declarations  du  pres ident  de  la  Compagnie  de  cheminde  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien 

Lors  de  Paudience,  on  a  fait  mention  de  declarations  faites  par  le  president 
du  Pacifique-Canadien,  M.  I.D.  Sinclair,  devant  le  Comite  permanent  des  trans- 
ports et  communications  de  la  Chambre  des  communes.  Voici  certains  passages 
ducompte  rendu  des  deliberations  du  Comite: 

"M.  Sinclair:  ...  II  y  a  une  demande  reelle  pour  le  service  des  abonnes 
de  saison  voyageant  chaque  jour  sur  le  Lakeshore,  a  partir  de  Montreal. 
Le  bareme  des  prix  est  fixe  par  la  Commission  et  le  service  fait  des  re- 
cettes malgre  son  prix  de  revient  variable.  Nous  le  regions  sur  le  nombre 
brut  de  clients  de  la  region  et  il  y  a  une  demande  effective  de  voyageurs 
sur  le  trajet  Ri gaud-Montreal  sur  le  Lakeshore.  Nous  y  suffisons  et,  autant 
que  nous  pouvons  le  prevoir,  nous  serons  en  mesure  de  suffire  a  un  besoin 
qui  existera  toujours.  Nous  n'avons  pas  besoin  d'etre  pousses  a  le  faire. 
Cela  fait  partie  de  notre  commerce  et  nous  sollicitons  la  clientele."  (8 
mars  1966,  p.  193) 
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"M.  Sinclair:  Je  sais  qu'a  l'heure  actuelle  le  service  de  banlieue  qui  a 
un  certain  moment  ne  compensait  pas  ses  frais  variables,  apres  un  rajuste- 
ment  des  prix  de  passage  et  quelques  autres  rectifications  du  service,  peut 
maintenant  faire  face  a  une  demande  reelle  et  rapporte  plus  que  son  cout 
variable."  (8  mars  1966,  p.  204) 

"M.  Sinclair:  Permettez-moi  de  vous  donner  un  exemple.  II  me  semble  que 
j'entends  encore  un  monsieur  dire  ici  ce  matin  que  ces  trains  de  banlieue 
devaient  etre  supprimes  parce  qu'ils  etaient  deficitaires.  Comme  nous 
Pavons  dit  alors,  nous  etions  d'avis  que  ces  trains  triompheraient  de  leurs 
difficultes.  II  nous  fallait  proceder  a  differentes  rectifications.  Nous  l'avons 
fait.  Comme  je  vous  l'ai  dit,  ils  font  un  peu  mieux  que  couvrir  leurs  frais 
variables. 

M.  Horner  (Acadia):  Mais  vous  avez  du  faire  des  changements  pour  les 
rendre  payants. 

M.  Sinclair:  Nous  avons  fait  des  changements  en  majorant  les  prix  du 
passage,  en  faisant  un  meilleur  usage  de  notre  materiel  et  en  utilisant  un 
meilleur  materiel  dans  certaines  regions."  (8  mars  1966,  p.  216) 

"M.  Rock:  Monsieur  Sinclair,  vous  avez  mentionne  que  certains  servi- 
ces de  banlieue  couvraient  leurs  frais  variables.  Je  voudrais  savoir  si  cela 
comprend  le  service  de  la  region  appelee  Lakeshore  a  Montreal. 

M.  Sinclair:  Oui,  et  c'est  le  seul  service  de  banlieue  que  nous  exploitons." 
(8  mars  1966,  p.  220) 

"M.  Rock:  C'est  Pintention  actuelle.  Ce  sont  exactement  les  reponses 
que  je  cherche,  monsieur  Sinclair,  parce  que  je  me  souviens  vous  avoir 
questionne  l'ete  dernier  au  sujet  du  service  d'abonnes  du  Lakeshore  et  je 
vous  ai  demande  si  c'etait  ce  que  vous  consideriez  comme  une  demande 
utile  et  vous  avez  dit  oui. 

M.  Sinclair:  Oui. 

M.  Rock:  Et  je  vous  ai  aussi  demande  si  vous  aviez  l'intention  de  dis- 
continuer  le  service  et  vous  avez  dit  non. 

M.  Sinclair:  Non. 

M.  Rock:  J'ai  aussi  demande  si  vous  touchiez  un  profit  et  vous  avez  dit 
que  vous  en  touchiez  un. 

M.  Sinclair:  Oui. 

M.  Rock:  Evidemment,  il  y  a  eu  une  greve. 
M.  Sinclair:  Oui. 
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M.  Rock:  Et  le  profit  que  vous  avez  fait  disparaitra  probablement  et  alors, 
vous  avez  demande  a  la  Commission  des  transports  de  vous  accorder  une 
audience  afin  de  vous  permettre  d'augmenter  vos  taux. 

M.  Sinclair:  Juste. 

M.  Rock:  II  y  aura  bien  entendu  les  audiences,  mais  je  ne  veux  pas 
m'engager  dans  cette  voie.  En  d'autres  termes,  vous  demandez  une  compen- 
sation plutot  que  d'avoir  a  cesser  le  service  d'abonnes. 

M.  Sinclair:  C'est  exact."  (20  octobre  1966,  pp.  2020-2030) 

"M.  Sinclair:  Tout  ce  que  nous  disons  est  que  lorsque  vous  avez  des 
services  d'abonnes,  ils  devraient  maintenir  le  caractere  compensatoire. 
Nous  croyons  pour  ce  qui  est  du  Lakeshore  a  Montreal  qu'avec  certains 
changements  techniques  et  des  ajustements  de  tarifs  de  temps  en  temps, 
que  nous  pourrions  offrir  un  bon  service~il  y  a  une  grande  demande  dans 
ce  sens—et  ceci  rendra  plus  que  ces  frais  variables.  Ceci  est  un  service 
que  le  Pacifique-Canadien  espere  pouvoir  continuer  dans  le  domaine  des 
passagers."  (20  octobre  1966,  p.  2031) 

Lors  des  audiences  de  la  Commission,  certains  temoins  s'opposant  a  la 
hausse  des  tarifs  ont  signale  que  les  declarations  qui  precedent  contredisent  la 
pretention  de  la  Compagnie  selon  laquelle  ses  services  debanlieue  sont  exploites 
a  perte. 

M.  Sinclair  n'a  pas  comparu  devant  la  Commission  a  ce  sujet,  mais  l'avocat 
de  la  Compagnie  et  le  temoin  pour  les  questions  de  prix  de  revient  ont  declare 
qu'en  mars  1966,  M.  Sinclair  n'etait  pas  au  courant  des  frais  additionnels  de 
$192,047  resultant  de  la  hausse  subsequente  de  18  p.  100  et  de  la  hausse  de 
3  p.  100  du  prix  des  materiaux;  qu'il  ne  songeait  pas  alors  aux  frais  additionnels 
de  $93,300  par  annee  attribuables  a  la  renovation  de  24  voitures  ordinaires  en 
acier;  que  sa  declaration  de  mars  etait  egalement  anterieure  au  retrait  du 
Pacifique-Canadien  du  service-voyageurs  sur  la  ligne  Montreal-Toronto,  ce  qui  a 
permis  au  Pacifique-Canadien  d'abolir  un  plus  grand  nombre  de  postes  qu'il  lui 
aurait  ete  possible  de  le  faire  si  ce  service  avait  ete  continue,  montant  addition- 
nel  qui  s'eleve  a  environ  $53,700;  que  l'etude  sur  le  cout  du  combustible  etait 
egalement  posterieure  a  mars  (ce  cout  s'eleve  a  $18,600);  de  plus,  qu'il  semblait 
que  M.  Sinclair  avait  etabli  le  cout  de  i'argent  d'apres  ^interpretation  de  la 
Commission  plutot  que  d'apres  celle  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  ce  qui  representait 
une  difference  de  plus  de  $303,000  dans  ce  cout;  que  le  total  de  ces  montants 
s'etablit  a  $660,647,  et  que  si  on  soustrait  de  ce  montant  le  deficit  actuel  prevu 
de  $654,623,  cela  donne  un  profit  de  $6,024,  et  meme  en  deduisant  de  ce  profit 
le  montant  prevu  de  $3,200  qui  represente  la  hausse  de  tarif  de  5c.  entree  en 
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vigueur  en  octobre,  on  aurait  un  profit  net  de  $2,824.  Voila  l'explication  qui  a 
ete  donnee  lors  de  l'audience. 

Autres  objections 

Les  parties  qui  s'opposaient  aux  hausses  des  tarifs  ont  conteste  la  validite 
des  previsions  de  recettes  et  de  cout  etablies  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  de 
ses  methodes  d'etablissement  du  prix  de  revient.  D'autres  objections  s'alignaient 
de  facon  generate  sur  celles  qui  avaient  fait  l'objet  de  causes  et  de  jugements 
anterieurs  sur  cette  question  et  qui  ont  ete  resumees  dans  le  jugement  du  23 
octobre  1963  (53  JOR&R  585),  et  qu'il  n'est  pas  necessaire  de  rappeler  de 
nouveau. 

On  a  toutefois  fait  certaines  objections  d'un  caractere  nouveau,  notamment: 

1.  On  a  pretendu  que  les  hausses  de  tarifs  sont  contraires  aux  principes 
preconises  par  l'Etat  pour  freiner  ^inflation  et  a  ses  recommandations  en  matiere 
d'economie. 

Je  ne  crois  pas  que  l'etablissement  de  tarifs  destines  a  permettre  la  reali- 
sation de  recettes  suffisantes  pour  combler  les  debours  du  service  soit  contraire 
a  ces  recommandations  ou  favorise  particulierement  Pinflation. 

2.  On  a  pretendu  que  les  repercussions  de  la  recente  hausse  de  salaires  de 
18  p.  100  ne  se  feront  pleinement  sentir  qu'a  la  fin  des  12  mois  se  terminant  en 
juin  1968. 

J'ai  tenu  compte  des  repercussions  progressives  des  diverses  hausses  de 
salaire  dans  mon  estimation,  aux  fins  de  la  presente  cause,  des  depenses  even- 
tuelles  du  Pacifique-Canadien. 

3.  On  a  pretendu  que  des  nouvelles  mesures  legislatives  sur  les  chemins  de 
fer  seront  adoptees  prochainement  et  qu'elies  auront  pour  resultat  d'ameliorer  la 
situation  economique  et  les  gains  des  chemins  de  fer,  ce  qui  rendra  inutiles  les 
hausses  des  tarifs. 

A  mon  sens,  rien  dans  la  Loi  nationale  sur  les  transports  n'indique  que  la 
Commission  devrait  obliger  le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  exploiter  ses  services  de 
banlieue  selon  des  tarifs  dont  le  rendement  serait  inferieur  aux  debours  des 
services,  ni  que  les  recettes  des  services  seront  superieures  aux  debours  en  1967. 

Un  echevin  de  la  ville  de  Pointe-Claire,  M.  S.J.  Deakin,  qui  a  participe  a 
l'audience,  a  presente  un  memoire  et  un  nouvel  etat  des  frais  variables  figurant 
dans  l'etat  n°  2  (piece  n°  9)  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a  l'appui  de  son  avance 
selon  lequel  Sexploitation  des  services  ferroviaires  Montreal-Rigaud  est  rentable. 
Les  principales  reductions  qu'il  a  effectuees  visent  le  cout  de  l'argent  et  la 
depreciation  des  voitures.  II  a  reduit  le  cout  de  Pargent  a  $25,480  (le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  pretendait  qu'il  s'etablissait  a  $540,351)  et  la  depreciation  des  voitures 
a  $161,992  (contre  $309,320). 
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J'ai  traite  de  ces  questions  dans  une  autre  partie  du  present  jugement  en 
exposant  les  methodes  d'etablissement  du  prix  de  revient  employes  par  la 
Commission  et  les  raisons  justifiant  le  calcul  de  montants  plus  eleves  que  ceux 
auxquels  M.  Deakin  etait  arrive. 

Calcul  des  frais  variables,  du  deficit  et  des  tarifs 

Aux  fins  du  present  jugement,  j'ai  calcule  que  les  frais  variables  s'eta- 
blissaient  a  $2,059,906.  Pour  ce  faire,  j'ai  modifie  les  frais  prevus  par  la  Compa- 
gnie  selon  que  je  le  jugeais  opportun  de  maniere  a  ce  qu'ils  constituent  une 
meilleure.  base  pour  l'etablissement  des  tarifs.  Le  montant  total  des  frais  non 

admis  s'eleve  a  $381,800. 

D'apres  l'etat  n°  2  (piece  n°  9),  les  recettes  prevues  selon  les  tarifs  actuels 
et  sans  reduction  du  volume  du  trafic  s'elevent  a  $1,787,083. 

Le  deficit  prevu  s'e'tablit  alors  a  $272,823. 

Une  hausse  des  tarifs  en  vue  de  combler  ce  deficit  sera  autorisee. 

L'importance  de  cette  hausse  dependra  dans  une  grande  mesure  du  volume 
de  la  clientele.  Le  Pacifique-Canadien  s'attend  a  une  baisse  du  volume  du  trafic, 
ce  dont  je  ne  suis  pas  convaincu.  A  mon  avis,  la  tenue  de  l'Expo  67  et  toute 
Pactivite  qui  s'y  rattache,  Paccroissement  demographique  normal  dans  les 
regions  desservies  par  les  trains  de  banlieue,  ainsi  que  l'encombrement  des 
routes  et  des  endroits  de  stationnement,  voila  autant  de  raisons  qui  militent  contre 
une  reduction  de  la  clientele  de  ces  trains. 

En  consequence,  mon  estimation  des  hausses  de  tarifs  qui  s'imposent  pour 
combler  le  deficit  de  $272,823  est  fondee  sur  l'hypothese  suivante:  bien  que  le 
volume  du  trafic  puisse  diminuer  quelque  peu  immediatement  apres  l'entree  en 
vigueur  d'une  hausse  des  tarifs,  le  nombre  des  clients  sera  probablement  aussi 
eleve  dans  les  12  mois  qui  suivront  la  hausse  qu'il  l'etait  durant  la  periode  de 
juillet  1965  a  juin  1966,  d'apres  laquelle  les  recettes  realisees  aux  tarifs  actuels 
ont  ete  calculees  dans  l'etat  n°  2  (piece  n°  9);  les  recettes  provenant  du  transport 
des  employes  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  des  tarifs  reduits  sont  calculees  au  plein 
tarif,  comme  dans  les  causes  ante'rieures. 

Ainsi  que  l'indique  le  tableau  suivant,  la  Commission  autorisera  l'etablisse- 
ment  de  tarifs  susceptibles  de  combler  le  deficit  en  question.  Ceux-ci  pourront 
egalement  servir  a  l'etablissement  de  tarifs  du  meme  genre  dans  d'autres  zones 
que  celle  de  Montreal-Rigaud.  Les  tarifs  applicables  aux  40  passages  pour 
ecoliers  representent  la  moitie  des  tarifs  d'abonnement  applicables  aux  40  passa- 
ges pour  le  public  en  general.

RE  BOARD  ORDER  NO.  123994  DATED  APRIL  5,  1967 
PRESCRIBING  COST  REGULATIONS 

Part  V  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  contains  provisions  for  the  sub- 
mission of  applications  and  claims  regarding  uneconomic  branch  lines  and 
passenger-train  services  which  require  the  cost  of  operation  to  be  determined. 
Other  sections  of  Part  V  relating  to  compensatory  freight  rates  and  the  fixing  of 
rates  for  captive  shippers  also  require  a  determination  of  costs. 

The  proclamation  of  Part  V  has  placed  upon  the  Board  the  duty  to  prescribe 
regulations  in  respect  of  costs  for  the  above  purpose  and  for  other  purposes  of 
the  Act.  The  new  Section  387  B  of  the  Railway  Act  states  that  regard  should  be 
had  to  the  principles  of  costing  adopted  by  the  MacPherson  Royal  Commission 
on  Transportation  in  arriving  at  the  conclusions  contained  in  the  report  and  to 
later  developments  in  railway  costing  methods  and  techniques,  and  to  current 
conditions  of  railway  operations. 

In  order  to  develop  such  cost  regulations,  a  team  was  formed  consisting 
of  the  Board's  Director  of  Economics  and  Accounting,  Mr.  M.E.  Burwash;  Mr. 
A.V.  Harris,  partner  in  the  accounting  firm  of  Riddell,  Stead,  Graham  and 
Hutchison;  and  Dr.  D.E.  Armstrong,  who  was  Economic  Adviser  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Transport  and  Communications  when  Bill  C— 231  was  being  con- 
sidered, and  prior  thereto  was  an  adviser  to  the  MacPherson  Commission. 

The  cost  regulations  which  are  prescribed  by  the  Board's  Order  No.  123994 
are  of  course  the  initial  cost  regulations  and  are  not  inflexible.  There  is  provi- 
sion in  Section  387  B,  for  the  Board  or  the  new  Commission  to  amend  the  regula- 
tions and  for  proposals  by  other  persons,  also  for  amendments.  The  Board  will 
welcome  proposals  to  improve  the  regulations  as  experience  with  their  applica- 
tion is  gained  or  a  need  for  change  or  addition  becomes  apparent.  A  measure  of 
flexibility  has  been  built  into  the  present  regulations  in  order  to  make  them 
practical  to  meet  day-to-day  situations.  They  will  also  be  kept  under  continuous 
review  as  cost  methods  and  procedures  develop  and  as  suggestions  are  made 
respecting  the  regulations. 

The  first  and  second  sections  of  the  regulations  set  out  certain  definitions 
and  factors. 

The  third  section  sets  out  the  avoidable  cost  categories  and  the  type  of 
expenses  which  shall  be  included  in  cost  submissions  pertaining  to  abandonment 
and  rationalization  of  lines  or  operations  for  the  purposes  of  Sections  314  A  to 
314  J. 

The  fourth  section,  for' purposes  of  Sections  317,  329,  334,  336,  387  A,  and 
387  B,  or  other  purposes  pertaining  to  rates  for  the  carriage  of  goods,  sets  out 
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the  variable  cost  categories  and  the  expense  account  of  the  Uniform  Classifica- 
tion of  Accounts  for  Railways  which  shall  be  included  in  each  cost  category. 
Exceptions  will  require  authorization  by  the  Board.  Cost  of  Capital  will  be  based 
on  studies  of  variability  of  investment  and  at  the  rate  approved  by  the  Board. 

The  fifth  section  provides  that  companies  shall  make  available  to  the  Board 
all  unit  costs,  service  units  and  other  statistical  and  supporting  information  as 
required  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  in  determining  whether  cost  submissions 
are  acceptable  for  purposes  of  the  act. 

There  are  two  Appendices  under  the  cost  regulations.  Appendix  I  contains 
a  listing  of  the  variable  cost  categories  and  the  associated  expense  accounts 
for  carriers  maintaining  Class  I  accounts.  Appendix  II  contains  a  listing  of  the 
variable  cost  categories  and  the  associated  expense  accounts  for  small  carriers 
following  the  condensed  Classification  of  Accounts.

WHEREAS  Part  V  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  has  been  proclaimed  to 
come  into  force  and  have  effect  from  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1967. 

AND  WHEREAS  Section  92  of  the  National  Transportation  Act,  which  came 
into  effect  on  the  day  that  the  Act  was  assented  to,  provides  that  if  Parts  II, 
III  and  V  or  any  of  those  Parts  come  into  force  before  the  day  that  Part  I  comes 
into  force,  a  reference  in  that  Part  that  is  so  in  force  to  the  Canadian  Transport 
Commission  shall  be  deemed,  until  Part  I  comes  into  force,  to  be  a  reference  to 
the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada. 

AND  WHEREAS  section  387B  (1)  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  the  Com- 
mission shall,  by  regulation,  prescribe  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the 
items  and  factors,  including  the  factors  of  depreciation  and  the  cost  of  capital 
as  provided  in  subsection  (1)  of  section  387A,  which  shall  be  relevant  in  the 
determination  of  costs,  and,  to  the  extent  that  the  Commission  deems  it  proper 
and  relevant  to  do  so,  the  Commission  shall  have  regard  to  the  principles  of 
costing  adopted  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation  appointed  by  the 
Order-in-Council  dated  the  13th  day  of  May,  1959,  in  arriving  at  the  conclusions 
contained  in  the  report  thereof,  and  to  later  developments  in  railway  costing 
methods  and  techniques  and  to  current  conditions  of  railway  operations. 

AND  WHEREAS  section  387A  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  for  the  computation 
and  determination  of  costs  as  follows: 

(1)  In  computing  the  costs  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  for  the  purposes 
of  sections  314A  to  314J,  317,  329,  334,  336,  387B  and  this  section,  there  shall 
be  included  such  allowance  on  a  periodic  basis 

(a)  for  depreciation,  and 
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(b)  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  any  money  expended,  whether  or  not  the 
expenditure  was  made  out  of  borrowed  money, 
as  to  the  Commission  seems  reasonable  in  the  circumstances. 

(2)  Without  limiting  the  powers  of  the  Commission  under  this  Act  to  deter- 
mine costs, 

(a)  if  the  costs  of  a  portion  of  the  undertaking  of  the  company  or  of  a 
particular  operation  of  the  company  are  to  be  computed  for  a  particular 
period,  such  of  the  costs  of  the  whole  undertaking  of  the  company  or 
any  other  portion  of  such  undertaking  thereof  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission,  are  reasonably  attributable  to  that  portion  of  the  under- 
taking or  to  the  particular  operation,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  respect 
of  which  the  costs  are  being  computed,  may  be  included  in  such  com- 
putation of  costs,  irrespective  of  when,  or  in  what  manner,  or  by 
whom  such  costs  were  incurred;  and 

(b)  if  the  costs  of  a  portion  of  the  undertaking  of  the  company  or  of  a 
particular  operation  of  the  company  are  to  be  computed  in  respect  of 
future  operations  of  the  company,  they  shall  be  determined  in  accord- 
ance with  estimates  made  on  such  basis  as  to  the  Commission  seems 
reasonable  in  the  circumstances.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

By  its  Order  No.  113525,  dated  February  17,  1964,  the  Board  authorized  the 
Department  of  Highways  of  British  Columbia  to  reconstruct  the  overhead  bridge 
that  carries  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  across  and  over  the  right-of-way  and 
track  of  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Railway  Company  at  mileage  45.25  Victoria 
Subdivision,  in  British  Columbia.  The  Board  authorized  a  grant  from  the  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund  of  50%  of  the  cost  of  reconstruction,  or  $40,000,  whichever 
would  be  the  lesser,  and  reserved  the  remainder  of  the  cost  for  further  consider- 
ation and  Order. 

The  issue  for  determination  at  this  time  is  what  amount,  if  any,  shall  the 
railway  company  be  required  to  pay  towards  the  said  cost. 
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The  overhead  bridge  was  originally  constructed  by  the  Department  of 
Highways  in  1949,  pursuant  to  Board  Order  No.  73604,  dated  December  8,  1949. 
At  that  time  there  was  no  highway  across  the  railway  and  consequently  there  was 
no  existing  crossing  hazard  or  inconvenience  to  be  removed  or  diminished.  The 
Department  of  Highways  established  a  new  crossing,  built  as  an  overhead  bridge 
and  chose  the  location,  type  and  size  of  the  bridge,  entirely  for  the  benefit  of 
highway  traffic.  The  Department  bore  all  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance. 

The  reconstruction  authorized  in  1964  was  principally  to  widen  the  deck  of 
the  bridge,  to  increase  its  load  capacity,  and  to  provide  a  smooth  curve  adequate 
for  the  speed  of  modern  highway  traffic  and  to  bring  the  bridge  up  to  Trans- 
Canada  Highway  standards.  It  is  part  of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway. 

The  reconstruction  was  entirely  for  highway  transport  purposes  and  conven- 
ience. Neither  the  original  bridge  nor  its  reconstruction  was  of  benefit  to  railway 
operations  or  to  the  railway  company  in  a  financial  way. 

Counsel  for  the  Department  of  Highways  submitted  that  the  railway  company 
should  be  required  to  pay  \2l/i%  of  the  cost  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge. 
He  submitted  that  under  Section  267  of  the  Railway  Act  there  is  a  continuing 
obligation  on  the  railway  company  to  pay  a  fair  share  of  the  cost  of  affording  safe 
and  adequate  facilities  for  all  traffic  using  the  overhead  bridge,  and  that  this 
continuing  obligation  is  tied  to  increasing  traffic  flow  and  varying  traffic  modes. 
Section   267  is  as  follows: 

"267.  Every  structure  by  which  any  railway  is  carried  over  or  under  any 
highway  or  by  which  any  highway  is  carried  over  or  under  any  railway,  shall 
be  so  constructed,  and,  at  all  times,  be  so  maintained,  as  to  afford  safe  and 
adequate  facilities  for  all  traffic  passing  over,  under  or  through  such 
structure. " 

Counsel  for  the  Department  also  submitted  that  a  contribution  of  12l/2%  by 
the  railway  company  is  in  keeping  with  the  Board's  Judgment  in  the  South 
Stukely  case,  54  J.O.R.  &  R.  479,  in  which  the  Board  said: 

"In  trying  to  establish  the  value  of  its  contribution,  the  Company  makes 
the  assumption  thai  its  obligation  is  limited  to  the  maintenance  or  the 
replacement  of  the  old  structure.  Yet,  according  to  section  267  of  the  Railway 
Act,  these  structures  'shall  be  so  constructed  and  at  all  times  be  so  maintain- 
ed as  to  afford  safe  and  adequate  facilities  for  all  traffic  passing  over,  under 
or  through  them.' 

I  believe  that  this  can  only  be  interpreted  as  meaning  that  the  obligations 
of  the  Railway  are  related  to  the  adequate  facilities  required,  rather  than  to 
only  the  old  structure,  where  it  is  no  longer  adequate  for  the  traffic  offering. 

In  the  case  of  replacement  of  a  level  crossing  by  a  grade  separation, 
the  Railway  is  asked  to  contribute  on  a  percentage  basis  towards  the  cost 
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of  the  grade  separation.  The  Board  has  established  a  formula  of  apportionment 
of  costs  of  construction  whereby  the  Railway  usually  contributes  5  per 
cent,  which  has  been  generally  accepted  as  representing  the  responsibility 
of  the  Railways  with  respect  to  such  improvements.  As  the  Board  contributes 
80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  such  works,  the  Railway's  share  is  the  equivalent 
of  one  quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the  cost. 

I  believe  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Railway  is  no  less  in  respect  of 
the  replacement  of  a  grade  separation  which  is  inadequate  for  present  day 
traffic.  The  fact  that  the  Railway  Act  limits  the  contribution  from  The  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund  to  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  new  structure  is  no 
reason  why  the  proportion  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  should  be  less  than 
one-quarter  of  the  remainder,  as  is  the  case  for  new  grade  separations. 

I  cannot  agree  with  the  position  taken  by  the  Company  that  its  obligation 
to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  .  grade  separations  to  replace  inadequate 
structures  should  be  limited  to  the  value  of  the  improvement  in  its  net 
financial  position  that  would  result  from  discontinuance  of  its  commitments 
to  maintain  its  existing  structure.  On  the  other  hand,  I  consider  that  the 
suggestion  of  the  Department  that  the  Company  should  contribute  20  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  structure  is  not  well  founded.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
it  will  be  difficult  to  assess,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  value  of  the  advantages 
that  will  accrue  to  the  highway  traffic  as  a  result  of  this  improvement.  It  is 
not  difficult  to  see,  however,  that  the  benefits  are  greater  to  the  highway 
than  they  are  to  the  Railway. 

I  consider  that  it  is  fair  and  reasonable  in  this  case  to  require  the 
Company  to  contribute  one-quarter  of  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion, after  the  50  per  cent  grant  from  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund,  or 
12V2  per  cent  of  the  total  cost,  the  remainder  to  be  paid  by  the  Quebec 
Department  of  Roads." 

An  appeal  by  Canadian  Pacific  from  that  Judgment  was  dismissed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  (1965  S.C.R.  602). 

Counsel  for  the  Department  made  a  third  submission  that  in  a  letter  to 
provincial  Departments  of  Highways  and  other  major  highway  authorities,  dated 
April  11,  1963,  the  Board  proposed  a  formula  for  the  apportionment  of  the  cost 
of  reconstructing  grade  separations.  The  letter  is  as  follows: 

"The  Board  is  presently  studying  the  possibility  of  adopting  a  formula  to 
be  applied  to  the  apportionment  of  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  reconstructing 
and  improving  existing  grade  separations  when  such  projects  qualify  for  a 
grant  of  50%  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund. 

A  review  was  made  by  the  Board  of  64  projects  which  were  authorized 
to  be  reconstructed  and  improved  between  the  years  1958  and  1962,  to  which 
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commitments  of  50%  of  the  cost  were  made  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing 
Fund  for  their  reconstruction  and  improvement.  Each  of  these  existing 
projects  did  not  exceed  a  cost  of  $500,000,  exclusive  of  land  damage  and 
relocation  of  public  utilities,  and  the  proposed  structures  were  all  contained 
within  the  limits  of  the  existing  road  allowances  or  equivalent  areas. 

The  review  indicated  that  9  of  the  projects  on  which  the  Board  determined 
the  apportionment  of  the  balance  of  the  cost,  an  overall  average  of  13.04% 
of  the  cost  was  assessed  against  the  railway  companies.  Three  of  these 
projects  were  in  rural  areas  and  six  were  in  urban.  Of  the  other  55  projects, 
the  apportionment  of  cost  was  determined  by  agreement  between  the  railway 
company  and  the  public  authority,  and  in  these  instances,  the  railway  was 
assessed  an  overall  average  of  12.14%.  Twenty-five  of  these  projects  were 
in  rural  areas  and  30  were  in  urban. 

As  a  result  of  this  review,  the  Board  considers  that  a  fair  apportionment 
of  the  balance  of  cost  would  be  for  the  railway  to  assume  12l/2%  and  the 
highway  authority  371//2%.  Such  an  apportionment  would  have  the  highway 
authority  paying  three  times  as  much  as  the  railway.  This  is  similar  to  the 
apportionment  of  the  cost  of  constructing  new  grade  separations  in  which  the 
cost  is  paid  80%  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund,  15%  by  the  highway 
authority  and  5%  by  the  railway. 

The  Board  is  also  studying  a  division  of  the  cost  of  future  maintenance 
of  the  reconstructed  and  improved  existing  grade  separations.  It  considers 
that  such  costs  should  be  assessed  in  a  similar  manner  as  that  presently 
followed  for  future  maintenance  of  new  grade  separations  which  are  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  Section  10  of  General  Order  No.  842;  i.e.,  (1) 
overhead  bridge  —  entire  cost  of  maintenance,  including  maintenance  of  the 
structure,  the  approaches,  the  road  surface  and  sidewalks  thereon,  would  be 
assumed  by  the  highway  authority  (2)  subway  —  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
substructure  and  superstructure  would  be  assumed  by  the  railway;  all  other 
costs  including  maintenance  of  approaches,  road  surface,  drainage,  lighting 
and  sidewalks  would  be  assumed  by  the  highway  authority. 

In  view  of  the  very  satisfactory  experience  which  the  Board  has  had  in 
the  adoption  of  its  present  formula  for  the  apportionment  of  cost  with  respect 
to  the  construction  of  new  grade  separations,  it  feels  that  similar  good 
results  could  be  expected  from  the  use  of  a  formula  in  assessing  the  apportion- 
ment of  costs  of  reconstructing  and  improving  existing  grade  separations. 

The  adoption  of  such  a  formula  would  expedite  the  approval  of  applications 
submitted  to  the  Board  for  this  type  of  project  and  would  eliminate  the 
prolonged  exchange  of  correspondence  between  the  highway  authority  and 
the  railway  in  attempting  to  develop  a  division  of  the  cost  acceptable  to  both 
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parties.  A  further  advantage  of  such  a  formula  would  be  that,  when  submitting 
an  application,  the  applicant  would  be  aware  of  the  portion  of  the  cost  he 
would  be  expected  to  assume. 

While  the  Board  is  confident  that  in  most  cases  the  proposed  formula 
would  be  applicable,  it  is  to  be  understood,  of  course,  that  in  any  one  case 
if  for  good  reason  any  party  was  not  satisfied  with  the  application  of  the 
formula,  the  Board  would  give  such  a  case  special  consideration. 

It  would  be  appreciated  if  you  will  let  the  Board  have  your  comments  with 
respect  to  the  foregoing,  within  the  next  30  days." 

The  Department  of  Highways  of  British  Columbia,  in  a  reply  to  that  letter, 
indicated  its  willingness  to  have  the  formula  apply.  The  Board  was  unable  to 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  railway  companies  to  the  use  of  the  formula  and  has 
continued  to  deal  with  each  case  without  an  agreed  formula  as  proposed  in  its 
letter. 

Counsel  for  Canadian  Pacific  submitted: 

1)  That  Section  267  does  not  impose  an  obligation  on  the  railway  company 
to  pay  a  part  of  the  cost  of  reconstructing  the  bridge;  and  that  by  assuming 
the  payment  of  all  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  bridge  when  it  was 
first  built,  and  all  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  it  since  that  time,  the 
Department  of  Highways  had  acknowledged  that  the  railway  company  did 
not  have  a  financial  obligation  in  respect  of  the  bridge. 

2)  That  the  construction  of  the  bridge  and  its  reconstruction  conferred  no 
benefit  on  the  railway  company  and  that  the  benefit  of  the  bridge  goes 
entirely  to  highway  users  and  in  such  case  the  railway  company  should 
not  be  required  to  contribute  any  amount. 

3)  That  the  facts  in  the  South  Stukely  case  differed  from  those  in  the  present 
case  in  that  the  subway  that  was  reconstructed  in  the  South  Stukely  case 
was  constructed  in  1908  by  the  railway  company  to  replace  a  wooden 
trestle  carrying  the  railway  across  the  highway  and  that  the  subway  had 
been  always  maintained  by  the  company,  and  therefore  some  contribution 
by  the  company  towards  the  cost  of  replacing  or  reconstructing  the  subway 
was  warranted. 

4)  That  in  other  cases  in  recent  years  the  Board  has  not  required  railway 
companies  to  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  reconstructing  grade  separations 
that  were  originally  constructed  across  railways  at  the  cost  of  the  highway 
authorities  and  without  cost  to  the  railways. 

5)  That  all  of  the  64  cases  referred  to  in  the  Board's  letter  of  April  11, 
1963,  proposing  a  formula  were  cases  in  which  the  railway  companies 
had  paid  varying  amounts  towards  the  grade  separations  before  they  were 
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reconstructed  and  that  the  formula  was  not  directed  towards  grade  sepa- 
rations in  respect  of  which  the  companies  had  never  made  contributions. 

FINDINGS  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

The  formula  that  was  proposed  in  the  Board's  letter  of  April  11,  1963,  was 
on  the  basis  of  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  that  had  been  made  in  the  64  cases 
therein  mentioned  which  were  authorized  by  the  Board  in  the  period  September 
1958  to  April  1963.  All  were  cases  in  which  the  Board  ordered  the  railways  to 
pay  some  amount  towards  the  cost  of  reconstruction.  They  did  not  include  any 
case  where  the  railways  had  made  no  payment  towards  the  cost  of  construction 
of  the  original  grade  separations  or  of  their  maintenance  prior  to  their  recon- 
struction. In  the  same  period  the  Board  authorized  17  other  projects  of 
reconstruction  of  grade  separations  with  a  grant  from  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing 
Fund  but  with  no  payment  by  the  railways,  and  all  of  them  were  cases  where  the 
railway  companies  had  made  no  payment  towards  the  cost  of  construction  or 
maintenance  of  the  original  grade  separations.  Most  of  them  were  on  the  Trans - 
Canada  Highway.  A  later  reconstruction  project  was  at  mileage  59.50  Victoria 
Subdivision,  the  same  highway  and  the  same  railway  as  in  the  present  case  and 
very  similar  to  the  present  case.  The  Order  for  reconstruction,  No.  115333,  was 
issued  on  August  28,  1964.  The  Department  of  Highways  of  British  Columbia 
agreed  to  bear  all  costs  of  reconstruction,  after  a  grant  from  The  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund,  and  all  costs  of  maintenance.  This  was  subsequent  to  the  date 
of  the  Order  authorizing  reconstruction  of  the  overhead  bridge  in  the  present  case. 

A  check  of  reconstruction  projects  since  April  1963  shows  a  practice  by  the 
Board  of  not  requiring  railway  companies  to  contribute  towards  reconstruction 
of  grade  separations  where  the  companies  had  not  paid  some  amount  towards  the 
cost  of  construction  of  the  original  grade  separations  or  their  maintenance  prior 
to  their  reconstruction. 

The  cases  since  1958  in  which  the  companies  were  required  by  the  Board  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  reconstruction  of  grade  separations  were  cases  in 
which  the  companies  had  originally  established  new  crossings  across  existing 
highways  by  means  of  grade  separations,  or  cases  where  an  existing  level 
crossing  had  been  eliminated  by  substitution  of  a  grade  separation  and  the 
companies  had  contributed  towards  the  cost  of  construction  or  maintenance  of 
the  grade  separation. 

The  Board's  Judgment  in  the  South  Stukely  case  should  be  read  in  the  light 
of  the  facts  and  situation  which  were  there  under  consideration.  The  Judgment 
did  not  lay  down  a  rule  or  ratio  decidendi  to  be  applied  in  determining  the 
allocation  of  cost  in  a  case  such  as  the  one  under  consideration  here  where  the 
facts  are  substantially  different. 
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I  do  not  find  in  Section  267  or  in  any  other  section  of  the  Railway  Act  an 
absolute  obligation  on  the  part  of  a  railway  company  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of 
reconstruction  of  a  grade  separation  that  carries  a  highway  across  the  railway. 
The  section  requires  certain  work  and  facilities  to  be  provided  but  does  not 
contain  any  direction  or  guide  as  to  payment  of  the  cost  thereof.  But  the  Board 
has  power  to  order  a  railway  company  to  pay  part  or  all  of  such  cost,  and  there 
was  no  dispute  at  the  hearing,  nor  is  there  any  doubt,  that  the  Board  has  a 
discretion  to  determine  the  allocation  of  the  cost  of  reconstruction  of  the  overhead 
bridge  in  the  present  case.  The  Board  has  a  duty  to  endeavour  to  exercise  that 
discretion  reasonably. 

When  a  railway  company  or  a  highway  authority  establishes  a  new  crossing 
that  is  unrelated  to  an  existing  crossing,  the  Board  generally  requires  the  party 
that  establishes  the  new  crossing  and  is  junior  at  the  location,  to  bear  the  cost 
of  its  construction  and  of  any  protection  necessary  at  that  time,  for  the  crossing 
is  for  that  party's  benefit,  and  besides  conferring  no  benefit  on  the  other  party 
it  may  create  hazards  or  inconvenience  for  the  other  party,  particularly  if  the 
crossing  is  a  level  crossing.  In  such  case,  seniority  at  the  crossing  is  a  major 
consideration. 

In  the  case  of  a  long-established  level  crossing,  seniority  at  the  time  of  its 
establishment  is  not  of  major  importance  in  the  allocation  of  the  cost  of  improv- 
ing or  protecting  it  or  eliminating  it  by  construction  of  a  grade  separation. 
Among  more  important  considerations  than  such  seniority  are  the  conditions  and 
circumstances  that  make  such  later  work  necessary  and  the  advantages  and 
benefits  that  flow  from  such  work  to  the  respective  parties. 

In  most  cases  where  existing  level  crossings  are  eliminated  by  substitution 
of  grade  separations  because  of  changes  in  the  character  and  volume  of  motor 
vehicle  traffic,  the  benefit  of  the  grade  separation  is  much  greater  to  the  highway 
users  than  to  the  railway  company.  The  benefit  to  each  party  is  a  consideration, 
but  in  practice  the  Board  does  not  limit  the  amount  it  requires  the  railway  com- 
pany to  contribute  to  such  work  to  the  amount  by  which  the  company's  financial 
position  is  improved  by  the  work.  Where  such  grade  separations  become  inade- 
quate in  subsequent  years  and  the  Board  authorizes  their  reconstruction,  the 
cost  is  usually  allocated  between  the  railway  companies  and  the  highway 
authorities  and  each  bears  a  share.  Each  also  bears  a  share  in  a  case  such 
as  that  at  South  Stukely  where  the  original  grade  separation  was  constructed 
by  the  railway  company  at  its  expense  and  later  became  inadequate  for  the 
increased  highway  traffic  using  it. 

The  present  case  is  different  from  the  foregoing  cases.  Here  the  grade 
separation,  the  overhead  bridge,  was  constructed  by  the  Department  of  Highways 
at  a  location  where  there  was  no  existing  crossing.  It  was  entirely  for  the  benefit 
of  highway  traffic  and  conferred  no  benefit  on  the  railway  company,  unless  the 
avoidance  of  the  establishment  of  a  level  crossing  can  be  considered  to  be  a 
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benefit  to  the  company.  The  avoidance  of  establishment  of  a  new  crossing  at 
grade  does  not,  in  the  Board's  practice  and  in  my  opinion,  provide  a  valid  reason 
for  requiring  a  railway  company  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  construction  of 
the  new  crossing  by  means  of  a  grade  separation  that  is  unrelated  to  an  existing 
crossing,  nor  is  it  a  reason  for  requiring  the  company  to  contribute  the  cost  of  a 
subsequent  reconstruction  of  the  grade  separation. 

The  reconstruction  in  the  present  instance  was,  like  the  original  construction, 
entirely  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  highway  traffic  and  conferred  no  benefit 
on  the  railway  company. 

Not  to  require  a  contribution  by  the  railway  company  towards  the  cost  of 
such  reconstruction  is  consistent  with  the  Board's  practice. 

Having  regard  to  the  facts,  the  law,  and  the  practice  of  the  Board,  I  think 
that  it  is  reasonable  for  the  Board  not  to  require  the  railway  company  to  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  the  reconstruction. 

Further  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Department's  request  to  increase 
the  amount  of  the  grant  from  The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  after  the  Board 
has  examined  the  accounts  relating  to  the  work.

HEARD  AT  CHARLOTTETOWN,  P.E.I. ,  May  25,  1967. 
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ORAL  JUDGMENT 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Now,  in  this  matter  that  is  before  us 
this  morning,  we  have  heard  the  evidence  of  three  witnesses  called  by  the  rail- 
way company.  We  have  heard,  not  by  way  of  summation,  but  we  have  heard  from 
Mr.  Pye  as  counsel  for  the  railway  company,  and  we  consider  that  our  course  is 
clear  and  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  we  give  our  judgment  now  rather 
than  incurring  delay  and  leaving  doubt  that  would  be  entailed  by  deferring  it. 

We  think  our  course  is  clear  because  of  the  extremely  light  patronage  given 
to  the  trains,  in  some  instances  lack  of  use  being  made  at  all. 

In  the  case  of  the  service  to  Souris/Elmira,  that  is  the  most  heavily  used, 
but  in  the  period  of  four  months  or  five  months,  December  1965  to  April  1966, 
there  were  13  passengers  used  it  from  Charlottetown  to  Souris  and  Elmiro,  or  at 
least  on  that  run;  and  on  the  run  from  Souris/Elmira  to  Charlottetown  there  were 
14  passengers. 

In  the  case  of  the  service  provided  to  Georgetown,  from  Charlottetown  to 
Georgetown  there  were  two  passengers  in  that  five  month  period.  From  Georgetown 
to  Charlottetown  in  the  same  five  month  period  there  were  no  passengers. 

In  the  third  service  to  Murray  Harbour  in  the  five  month  period  Charlottetown 
to  Murray  Harbour  there  were  no  passengers  and  in  the  same  period  from  Murray 
Harbour  to  Charlottetown  six  passengers  only  were  handled. 

We  also  consider  the  fact  that  there  is  no  opposition  expressed  to  the  three 
applications  and  that  the  view  of  the  province  as  expressed  by  the  Premier  in 
letters  and  by  Mr.  Mullally  here  today,  is  that  no  opposition  is  offered  provided 
some  reasonable  assurance  is  given  as  to  undiminished  freight  service.  That 
assurance  has  been  given  by  letter  and  again  today  by  Mr.  Pye  on  behalf  of  the 
railway  company. 

I  don't  propose  to  go  into  the  matter  of  revenue.  The  revenue,  as  one  could 
imagine  from  the  passenger  handlings,  is  extremely  small.  As  to  expenses,  with 
all  due  respect  to  Mr.  White,  we  have  differed  on  expenses  before  and  we  are  not 
accepting  wholly  the  expenses  shown  in  the  exhibits  filed  during  Mr.  White's 
evidence.  However  our  questioning  and  declining  to  accept  wholly  those  expenses 
is  not  something  that  bears  upon  our  decision  because  the  patronage  is  such  that 
we  feel  we  have  no  other  course. 

Alternate  services  are  in  our  opinion  adequate.  Most  of  the  points  served  by 
the  passenger  service  are  served  by  all-weather  highways  and  many  of  the  points 
are  served  by  a  bus  service  which  in  our  opinion  is  adequate  and  in  most  cases 
where  the  fares  are  less  than  the  lowest  fare  offered  by  the  railway  company. 

This  service  would  normally  be  resumed  in  December  of  this  year.  We  pro- 
pose to  make  the  order  sought  by  the  railway  company  in  respect  of  all  three 
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services  which  will  be  authority  to  discontinue.  However,  we  wish  notice  of  that 
published  in  one  issue  of  a  newspaper  circulating  in  Charlottetown  and  read 
generally  at  the  points  of  termini  of  the  railway  and  throughout  that  portion  of 
the  Province;  and  we  wish  notice  posted  in  every  station  served  with  passenger 
service  by  the  railway  company. 

Now,  rather  than  the  notice  reading  that  the  Board  authorizes  discontinuance 
of  trains  described  by  certain  numbers,  which  numbers  have  recently  changed, 
we  think  the  notice  should  be  more  in  lay  language,  something  readily  understood 
by  people,  and  we  think  the  notice  should  state  that  the  passenger  service  which 
would  normally  be  resumed  in  December  will  not  by  virtue  of  the  Board's  order 
be  resumed  at  all.  The  wording  of  that,  Mr.  Pye,  you  might  wish  to  settle  with 
Mr.  Fortier  before  the  notices  are  posted. 

MR.  PYE:  Yes,  sir. 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Mr.  Irwin  suggests  that  it  should  also  go  on 
to  say  "and  will  be  discontinued".  However,  the  wording  is  something  to  be 
settled  with  the  Board's  counsel,  Mr.  Fortier. 

MR.  PYE:  Yes,  sir,  we  will  do  that. 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  If  there  are  no  other  comments  that  anyone 
wishes  to  make,  I  might  say,  Mr.  Mullally,  what  a  pleasure  it  is  to  sit  in  Charlotte- 
town.  We  don't  have  many  opportunities  to  visit  the  Province.  We  are  always 
happy  to  have  an  excuse  to  come.  And  I  would  like  too,  to  thank  the  Mayor  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  in  making  this  splendid  room  available 
to  us.  It  added  very  much  to  the  convenience  of  the  hearing.  And  we  appreciate, 
as  you  know,  Mr.  Pye,  the  assistance  given  to  us  by  the  witnesses  that  you  have 
called. 

If  there  are  no  further  matters  and  if  no  further  persons  have  arrived,  that 
concludes  these  proceedings.

UPON  hearing  the  application  at  a  sittings  of  the  Board,  held  at  Cote  St-Luc, 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  April  10,  1967,  in  the  presence  of  M.S.  Bistrisky 
representing  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company;  Paul  E.  Bisaillon  for  Cote 
St-Luc;  Jean  Montplaisir  for  the  City  of  Montreal,  and  Samuel  Moskovitch,  Q.C.,

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  Applicant  and  the  City  of  Montreal  are  authorized  to  construct  a 
subway  to  carry  Cote  St-Luc  Road  across  and  under  the  right  of  way  and  tracks 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  between  the  City  of  Cote  St-Luc  and 
the  City  of  Montreal,  province  of  Quebec,  mileage  44.98  Adirondack  Subdivision, 
which  will  eliminate  the  existing  crossing  at  grade  at  the  same  location,  all  as 
shown  on  the  said  plans  on  file  with  the  Board  under  file  No.  27156.246. 

2.  The  subway  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  General  Order  E-5,  except  that  the  Applicant  shall  design  the 
entire  structure,  prepare  all  plans  for  construction  thereof,  invite  tenders  and 
award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  structure  and  supervise  construction, 
all  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the 
City  of  Montreal. 
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3.  Detailed  plans  of  the  said  subway  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  an  Engineer  of  the  Board  before  construction  is  undertaken.

8.  The  said  protection  shall  be  installed  in  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  General  Order  E— 6  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  shall  be  borne 
in  accordance  with  clause  3  of  Order  No.  102200,  dated  August  31,  1960. 

9.  The  cost  of  construction  and  removal  of  the  said  temporary  track  diver- 
sion; the  cost  of  construction  and  removal  of  the  said  temporary  diversion  of 
Cote  St-Luc  Road,  and  the  cost  of  relocation  and  removal  of  the  said  automatic 
protection  shall  all  be  considered  as  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  said 
subway.

remainder  of  such  cost  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  Applicant  and  the  City  of 
Montreal.

(2)  All  other  costs  of  maintenance  of  the  said  subway  including  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  approaches,  road  surface,  sidewalks,  drainage  and  lighting 
shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  City  of  Montreal  and  the  City  of  Cote  St-Luc. 
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12.  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  and  Hydro-Quebec  shall  remove 
or  relocate,  as  the  case  may  be,  their  existing  facilities  to  permit  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  subway. 

13.  The  apportionment  of  the  cost  of  the  removal  or  relocation  of  the  facil- 
ities of  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  and  Hydro-Quebec  is  reserved 
for  further  consideration  and  Order  of  the  Board.

WHEREAS  Part  V  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  has  been  proclaimed 
to  come  into  force  and  have  effect  from  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1967. 

AND  WHEREAS  Section  92  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  which  came 
into  effect  on  the  day  that  the  Act  was  assented  to,  provides  that  if  Parts  II, 
III  and  V  or  any  of  those  Parts  come  into  force  before  the  day  that  Part  I  comes 
into  force,  a  reference  in  that  Part  that  is  so  in  force  to  the  Canadian  Transport 
Commission  shall  be  deemed,  until  Part  I  comes  into  force,  to  be  a  reference 
to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada. 

AND  WHEREAS  subsections  (2),  (3)  and  (6)  of  section  469  of  the  Railway 
Act  provide  for  the  calculation  of  "normal  payments''  in  respect  of  "eligible 
companies"  and  amounts  for  payment  to  a  non-railway  transportation  company 
as  follows: 

"(2)  For  each  of  the  years  1967  to  1974,  inclusive,  the  Commission  shall 
calculate  the  normal  payment  that  would  have  been  made  to  a  railway 
company  if  the  following  sums  were  available  to  be  divided  among 
eligible  companies,  namely: 

(a)  for  1967,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ten  million  dollars; 

(b)  for  1968,  the  sum  of  ninety-six  million  dollars; 

(c)  for  1969,  the  sum  of  eighty-two  million  dollars; 

(d)  for  1970,  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  million  dollars; 

(e)  for  1971,  the  sum  of  fifty-four  million  dollars; 

(f)  for  1972,  the  sum  of  forty  million  dollars; 

(g)  for  1973,  the  sum  of  twenty-six  million  dollars;  and 

(h)  for  1974,  the  sum  of  twelve  million  dollars." 
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"(3)  The  method  of  calculating  a  normal  payment  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Commission  but  in  making  its  calculation  the  Commission  shall 
have  regard  to  all  factors  that  in  its  opinion  are  relevant,  including 
the  methods  of  allocating  among  eligible  companies  the  sums  provided 
before  the  coming  into  force  of  this  section  by  Parliament  to  reimburse 
such  companies  for  maintaining  the  level  of  rates  for  freight  traffic 
at  a  level  that  satisfied  or  would  have  satisfied  Order  No.  101055  of 
the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  dated  April  27, 
I960." 

"(6)  The  Commission  may,  in  calculating  a  normal  payment  under  this 
section  in  respect  of  any  year,  deduct  from  such  payment  appropriate 
amounts  for  payment  to  any  transportation  company  that  was  subject 
to  Order  No.  96300  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada  dated  November  17th,  1958,  and  that  is  not  a  railway  company, 
and  may  recommend  payment  to  any  such  transportation  company  in 
respect  of  such  year  of  an  amount  based  on  the  position  of  such  trans- 
portation company  in  relation  to  railway  companies  under  that  Order." 

AND  WHEREAS  "eligible  companies"  and  "normal  payment"  are  defined 
in  subsection  (1)  of  section  469  of  the  Railway  Act  as  follows: 

"(a)  "eligible  companies"  means  the  railway  companies  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Parliament  that  are  subject  to  Order  No.  96300  of  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  dated  November  17th,  1958,  and 
that  immediately  before  the  coming  into  force  of  this  section  were 
maintaining  a  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  that  would  have  satisfied 
the  provisions  of  Order  No.  101055  of  that  Board  dated  April  27,  1960, 
had  that  Order  been  in  force  immediately  before  the  coming  into  force 
of  this  section. 

"(b)  "normal  payment"  means  the. payment  that  would  have  been  made  to 
a  railway  company  for  a  year  if  the  sum  specified  in  subsection  (2) 
for  that  year  was  available  to  be  divided  among  the  eligible  companies 
as  a  Parliamentary  appropriation  to  reimburse  eligible  companies  for 
maintaining  the  level  of  rates  for  freight  traffic  at  a  level  that  would 
satisfy  Order  No.  101055  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada,  dated  April  27,  1960." 

AND  WHEREAS  Board  Order  No.  101055,  dated  April  27,  1960,  provided 
in  para.  1,  as  follows: 

"1.  The  companies  that  were  required  by  the  said  Order  No.  98424  to  reduce 
such  of  their  class  and  commodity  rates  (other  than  competitive  rates) 
in  effect  at  the  commencement  of  the  said  Act  as  were,  pursuant  to 
Order  No.  96300,  increased  by  17%,  by  substituting  an  increase  of 
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10%  for  the  said  17%,  shall  further  reduce  such  rates  by  substituting 
an  increase  of  8%  for  the  said  10%. " 

AND  WHEREAS  the  amount  which  was  allocated  among  "eligible  companies" 
in  respect  of  the  calendar  year  1966  from  Parliamentary  appropriations  to  reim- 
burse said  companies  for  maintaining  rates  at  the  said  level  was  $99,094,779 
under  the  so-called  $20  million,  $50  million  and  $30  million  subsidies,  and 
further  amounts  of  $7,000,000  and  $1,759,513  were  also  allocated  among  "eligible 
companies"  for  maintenance  of  reduced  freight  rates  under  the  so-called  Bridge 
Subsidy  and  the  At  and  East  Grain  Subsidy,  making  a  total  amount  of  $107,854,292 
allocated  among  "  eligible  companies"  subject  to  Board  Order  No.  96300  and 
maintaining  reduced  freight  rates  during  1966. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  it  should  have  regard  to  the  alloca- 
tion of  the  aforenoted  total  amount  of  $107,854,292  in  calculating  normal  pay- 
ments for  1967. 

AND  WHEREAS  provisions  for  equalization  payments  and  for  adjustments 
are  made  in  subsections  (4)  and  (5)  of  section  469  of  the  Railway  Act  as  follows: 

"(4)  When  the  normal  payment  calculated  in  respect  of  a  railway  company 
for  a  year  exceeds,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  is  likely  to 
exceed,  the  aggregate  of  the  amounts  payable  in  respect  of  that  year 
to  a  railway  company  under  sections  314E,  314G,  314J  and  329,  the 
Minister  of  Finance  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission, 
pay  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  to  such  railway  company, 
at  such  times  and  by  such  instalments  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  prescribe,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  by  which  the  normal 
payment  calculated  in  respect  of  such  railway  company  exceeds  the 
aggregate  of  the  amounts  paid  or  payable  to  such  railway  company 
under  sections  314E,  314G,  314J  and  329  in  respect  of  that  year." 

"(5)  The  Minister  of  Finance  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission 
may  make  an  adjustment  in  any  payment  to  a  railway  company  under 
this  section  or  sections  314E,  314G,  314J  and  329  in  or  for  one  year 
for  or  on  account  of  an  underpayment  or  overpayment  made  under  this 
section  in  an  earlier  year." 

AND  WHEREAS  Order  in  Council  P.C.  1967-964,  dated  May  17,  1967, 
prescribes  that  the  Minister  of  Finance  may  make  payments,  including  monthly 
instalment  payments,  in  or  in  respect  of  the  year  1967,  under  sections  314E, 
314G,  314J,  329  and  469  of  the  Railway  Act,  to  the  eligible  companies  as  defined 
in  section  469  of  the  said  Act  and  to  Canada  Steamship  Lines  Limited,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

1.  Payments  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada. 
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2.  Payments  to  Canada  Steamship  Lines  Limited  for  1967  shall  be  in  the 
total  amount  of  $436,526. 

3.  Payments  to  the  eligible  companies  shall  be  based  on  estimates  of  the 
amounts  payable  and  the  method  of  calculating  normal  payments  shall 
be  to  apply  to  the  sum  of  $110,000,000  less  the  sum  of  $436,526  payable 
to  Canada  Steamship  Lines  Limited  the  percentage  which  each  eligible 
company's  allocation  for  1966  was  of  the  total  allocated  among  such 
companies  in  respect  of  the  calendar  year  1966  under  the  so-called 
$20  million,  $50  million,  $30  million,  the  Bridge  and  the  At  and  East 
Grain  Subsidies. 

4.  Adjustments  between  the  monthly  instalment  payments  and  the  actual 
amounts  payable  pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  sections  of  the  Act  shall 
be  made  when  the  Board  determines  the  actual  amounts  so  payable  and 
also  from  time  to  time  when  the  Board  certifies  that  such  monthly  instal- 
ment payments  have  resulted  in  underpayments  or  overpayments  having 
been  made. 

THE  BOARD  THEREFORE  DETERMINES  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  An  amount  of  $436,526  will  be  recommended  for  payment  to  Canada 
Steamship  Lines  Limited  in  respect  of  the  year  1967,  in  monthly  instal- 
ments not  exceeding  one-twelfth  of  the  said  amount. 

2.  The  method  of  calculating  normal  payments  in  respect  of  eligible  railway 
companies  for  the  year  1967  shall  be  to  apply  to  the  sum  of  $110,000,000 
less  $436,526,  the  percentage  which  each  eligible  company's  allocation 
for  1966  was  of  the  total  allocated  among  such  companies  in  respect  of

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  We  have  stayed  out  considering  this  matter 
for  a  longer  period  than  I  had  estimated.  We  are  prepared  to  give  an  interim 
decision  now.  I  have  made  rough  notes  to  which  I  will  refer  as  I  speak. 

The  Board  has  had  this  matter  under  consideration  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time.  There  is  a  voluminous  file.  The  parties  have  filed  submissions  from 
time  to  time  and  have  made  representations  in  writing.  There  have  also  been 
meetings  with  members  of  the  Board  and  its  engineering  staff.  As  a  result,  the 
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Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  and  I  and  the  Board's  engineers  came  to  the 
hearing  yesterday  with  considerable  knowledge  of  and  information  respecting 
the  situation.  Yesterday  we  heard  the  evidence  that  was  offered.  The  witnesses 
have  brought  the  situation  up  to  date  and  we  have  also  had  the  benefit  of  argu- 
ments by  Mr.  MacDiarmid  and  Mr.  Madge. 

Last  night  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  met  with  me  and  the  Board's 
Director  of  Engineering  (who,  incidentally,  is  not  able  to  be  present  today;  he 
had  to  go  back  to  Ottawa)  and  its  District  Engineer  and  discussed  and  reviewed 
the  matter  further.  We  think,  therefore,  that  we  are  in  a  position  to  give  a  deci- 
sion now  in  certain  respects.  We  also  believe  that  the  parties  would  like  to  have 
the  decision  as  quickly  as  possible.  If  we  do  not  give  a  decision  today  it  may 
perhaps  not  be  possible,  for  us  to  give  it  within  the  next  couple  of  months,  as 
other  hearings  and  circumstances  will  make  it  difficult  for  Mr.  Griffin,  Mr.  Shier 
and  myself  to  meet  for  that  purpose.  Consequently  we  will  make  certain  findings 
now  to  resolve  some  of  the  issues  and  to  enable  the  parties  to  plan  their  course 
of  action  in  the  light  of  such  findings. 

First,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  construction  of  a  grade  separation  at  Midland 
Avenue  is  warranted  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  and 
we  approve,  in  principle,  the  construction  of  a  subway. 

Secondly,  we  are  prepared  to  authorize  the  maximum  possible  grant  from  the 
Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  grade 
separation.  That  maximum  grant  is  80  per  cent  of  that  cost,  or  $500,000,  which- 
ever is  the  lesser. 

Third,  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  has  asked  that  the  railway  company  be 
directed  to  design  and  construct  the  structure.  Canadian  Pacific,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  asked  that  Scarborough  be  authorized  to  do  so.  In  numerous  cases 
in  recent  years,  the  Board  has  authorized  the  highway  authority  to  undertake 
this  task.  Having  regard,  among  other  things,  to  the  relocation  of  the  highway, 
the  construction  possibly  of  access  roads  and  the  complexity  of  the  proposed 
project  relating  to  the  highway  itself,  the  Board  in  this  instance  considers  it 
fitting  that  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  be  authorized  to  design  and  construct 
the  structure,  subject  to  consultation  with  and  approval  of  the  railway  company, 
insofar  as  its  interest  is  affected.  The  Board  has  found  through  experience  in 
other  major  grade  separation  cases  where  the  highway  authorities  have  under- 
taken the  work,  that  the  practice  of  having  the  highway  authority  undertake  the 
work  has  worked  well.  The  Board  will  follow  its  usual  practice  of  making 
progress  payments  at  successive  stages  of  completion  of  the  work  if  so 
requested. 

Now,  as  to  apportionment  of  costs:  the  hump  yard  was  established  in  1959. 
Two  major  changes  affecting  the  Midland  Avenue  crossing  have  occurred  since 
then.  One  is  that  certain  freight  cars  are  longer  now  and  trains  are  longer  and 
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several  hump  yard  train  movements  take  place  daily  over  Midland  Avenue.  Two 
additional  tracks  across  the  highway  are  also  said  to  be  needed  because  of  the 
hump  yard  operations,  as  they  have  developed  since  the  yard  was  established. 
The  other  major  change  is  that  highway  traffic  has  also  increased  —  probably 
more  than  doubled  -  and  it  is  expected  to  increase  considerably  more,  as  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  planning  a  four-lane 
highway  to  be  contained  in  a  road  allowance  86  feet  wide  to  replace  the  present 
two-lane  road  which  is  in  a  road  allowance  66  feet  wide  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
crossing.  This  combination  of  train  and  highway  traffic  movements  has  increased 
the  delays  to  highway  traffic  at  the  crossing  and  has  aggravated  the  former 
inconvenience  there.  The  present  crossing  situation  is  not  caused  principally 
by  the  yard  operation  alone  nor  by  increased  highway  traffic  alone  but  by  a 
combination  of  both.  We  consider  that  this  crossing  falls  within  the  reservation 
in  the  Judgment  dated  the  11th  of  September  1959  for  the  establishment  of  the 
yard.  That  reservation  referred  to  grade  separation  and  other  works  at  crossings. 

I  will  read  it: 

"The  reservation  is  that  to  the  extent  that  such  works  are  or  will  be 
necessary  within  the  next  few  years,  even  if  the  yard  were  not  estab- 
lished, they  may  qualify  for  grants  from  the  Fund  and  justify  apportion- 
ment of  their  costs  of  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  between 
Canadian  Pacific  and  other  interested  parties." 

In  the  great  majority  of  grade  separations  ordered  by  the  Board  in  respect 
of  existing  level  crossings,  the  need  for  the  grade  separation  has  arisen  prin- 
cipally because  of  increased  highway  traffic  and  in  such  cases  the  Board  has 
made  an  80  per  cent  grant  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund,  up  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  $500,000  and  has  apportioned  the  remaining  20  per  cent  by  directing  the 
railway  company  to  pay  five  per  cent,  which  is  one-quarter  of  that  remainder, 
and  the  highway  authority  to  bear  15  per  cent,  which  is  three-quarters  of  that 
remainder. 

In  the  present  instance  we  consider  that  it  is  appropriate  to  require  the 
railway  company  to  pay  ten  per  cent  instead  of  five  per  cent,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  train  movements  at  Midland  Avenue  contribute  more  largely  to  the  need 
for  a  grade  separation  than  they  do  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  where  the 
company  has  been  ordered  to  pay  five  per  cent. 

Having  regard  to  the  increase  in  highway  traffic  and  the  even  greater 
potential  unexpected  increase  and  the  indicated  need  for  a  four-lane  highway, 
we  do  not  think  that  an  order  requiring  the  railway  company  to  bear  all  of  the 
expense  after  a  grant  from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  or  to  bear 
more  than  one-half  of  the  remainder  would  be  warranted.  The  design  of  the 
grade  separation  is  only  preliminary  at  this  time.  It  was  made  clear  that  soil 
tests  will  have  to  be  made  and  that  the  project  will  require  more  planning  and 
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designing  and  may  undergo  changes  before  final  design  and  structure  are  chosen. 
It  apparently  will  include  work  and  costs  that  may  not  be  directly  related  to  the 
construction  of  a  grade  separation  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  level  crossing 
situation.  It  apparently  will  involve  a  wider  highway  allowance  than  the  existing 
one.  The  additional  depth  will  not  benefit  the  railway  but  will  be  for  the  benefit 
solely  of  highway  traffic. 

There  is  also  the  fact  that,  on  the  other  hand,  the  structure  will  be  built 
to  accommodate  five  tracks  instead  of  the  present  three  tracks,  and  this  will 
be  for  the  benefit  solely  of  the  railway.  There  may  be  access  roads  not  related 
to  the  level  crossing  situation.  Consequently,  it  must  be  assumed,  from  what 
has  been  presented  to  date,  that  there  will  be  certain  work  and  costs  towards 
which  the  Board  will  not  order  the  railway  company  to  contribute.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  review  the  work  that  is  finally  decided  upon  and 
the  cost  thereof  and  to  then  determine  to  what  portion  thereof  the  percentage 
payable  by  the  railway  company  shall  apply.  If  the  parties  do  not  reach  agree- 
ment in  that  respect  it  will  also  be  necessary  in  due  course  to  establish  that 
all  costs  to  which  the  Board  and  the  railway  company  will  contribute  are 
reasonable  and  necessary. 

As  to  the  cost  of  maintenance,  we  did  not  at  the  time  at  our  disposal  last 
night  or  today  decide  what  the  Board  should  order.  In  any  event  that  cost  is  not 
large  compared  with  the  cost  of  construction  and  we  will  leave  it  for  determina- 
tion when  the  design  of  the  project  has  been  completed.  We  think  that  it  may  be 
quite  possible  for  the  parties  to  reach  agreement  on  the  question  of  cost  of 
maintenance  when  the  project  is  more  firmly  developed  than  it  is  now. 

As  to  utilities,  the  Board  will  follow  its  usual  practice  in  the  apportionment 
of  costs. 

I  wish  now  to  thank  the  witnesses  and  to  thank  the  counsel,  Mr.  MacDiarmid 
and  Mr.  Madge,  for  putting  their  positions  fully  and  clearly  before  the  Board. 
We  hope  that  this  hearing  which  we  brought  on  and  pushed  in  between  numerous 
other  hearings  that  we  have  been  holding  in  recent  weeks,  and  our  findings  as 
I  have  given  them,  will  help  to  expedite  the  planning  and  construction  of  the 
project.  There  is  nothing  more  I  have  to  say  at  the  moment. 

MR.  MacDIARMID:  Gentlemen,  we  are  very  grateful  to  you  in  coming  to 
Scarborough  for  your  careful  attention  to  our  evidence.  Thank  you  very  much. 

MR.  MADGE:  Thank  you.

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Mr.  Pye,  Mr.  McCutcheon,  we  have  deliberated 
further  on  the  evidence  we  have  heard  this  morning  and  the  representations  that 
have  been  made,  and  we  have  come  to  our  conclusion.  Having  come  to  our  con- 
clusion we  think  no  purpose  is  served  by  delay.  We  think  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  people  should  know  where  they  stand,  and  not  in  the  public  interest 
that  we  should  return  to  Ottawa,  be  prevented  then  by  other  events  from  meeting 
possibly  for  some  weeks  and  some  two  months  hence  issue  a  decision  which  we 
could  issue  here. 

In  this  instance  Canadian  National  Railways  applied  to  the  Board  in  July 
of  1966  for  approval  of  its  London  Master  Agency  Plan.  Now,  I  should  be  more 
specific.  I  think  actually  the  application  was  for  the  closing  of  certain  agencies 
on  the  putting  into  effect  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan.  That  application  was  later 
amended  to  include  the  removal  of  the  station  buildings. 
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At  the  time  of  the  application  the  Plan  had  been  in  existence  for  some  eight 
months  and  upon  review,  as  referred  to  by  you  this  morning,  Mr.  McCutcheon, 
it  had  been  determined  that  the  agents  at  Exeter,  Hensall,  Watford  and  Petrolia 
should  resume  certain  duties.  The  agencies  in  respect  to  which  the  application 
has  been  made  had  then,  at  the  time  of  the  application,  been  reduced  to  nine, 
those  at  Dorchester,  Thorndale,  Ilderton,  Centralia,  Hyde  Park,  Kerwood,  New- 
bury, Bothwell  and  Mount  Brydges. 

The  railway  company  presented  its  evidence  through  one  witness  only, 
Mr.  Armstrong,  who  is  manager  of  the  Southwestern  Ontario  Area. 

The  Board  has  heard  similar  applications  to  this  one  in  the  past,  notably, 
in  fact  only  two,  those  being  at  Moncton  and  at  Edmonton,  The  Board  also 
approved  the  Master  Agency  going  into  effect  at  Calgary. 

The  issues  there  were  somewhat  the  same.  The  notable  difference  here  has 
been  that  there  has  been  less  opposition.  It  is  true  that  a  number  of  letters 
have  been  sent  by  way  of  protest  to  the  government,  to  the  railway  company  and 
to  the  Board.  Yesterday  those  letters  or  copies  of  them  were  filed  as  an  exhibit 
and  Mr.  Armstrong  in  his  evidence  endeavoured,  and  I  think  successfully,  to 
separate  out  the  objections  that  dealt  only  with  passenger  service,  and  he  then 
dealt  in  his  evidence  with  the  objections  made  in  the  other  letters.  For  the  most 
part  that  evidence  has  satisfied  us  that  either  the  objections  were  not  of  great 
weight  or  else  that  they  had  beea  overcome  wholly  or  substantially  by  the 
changes  that  have  been  made  as  the  plan  evolved. 

In  opposition  yesterday  Mr.  McNaughton,  who  is  here  today,  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  of  the  Village  of  Newbury.  Mr.  McNaughton  yesterday  said 
that  the  municipality  had  no  real  objection  to  the  application  but  asked  that  the 
station  building  be  left  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

Now,  for  the  reasons  given  yesterday  on  behalf  of  the  railway  company, 
we  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  make  such  provision.  The  assurance  was  given 
by  Mr.  Armstrong  that,  in  the  event  of  circumstances  warranting  the  reopening 
of  an  agency  at  Newbury  the  rebuilding  of  a  station  building  would  not  be  an 
impediment. 

I  shall  deal  now  with  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  McNaughton  this  morning. 
Principally  it  was  a  submission  that  the  Board  fix  a  formula  which  would  provide 
that  if  the  freight  tonnage  at  Newbury  exceeded  a  certain  figure  the  railway 
company  would  be  required  to  reopen  the  agency.  That  does  not  appeal  to  us. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  say  to  you  now,  Mr.  McNaughton,  that  if  you  should  be 
of  the  opinion  that  the  freight  tonnage  has  so  increased,  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  you  from  so  advising  Canadian  National  Railways  and  if  you  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  answer  given  by  the  railway  company,  it  is  open  to  you  to 
apply  to  the  Board  to  require  the  reopening  of  such  agency.  The  Board  will 
inquire  into  the  matter  and  make  its  determination. 
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Yesterday,  as  I  mentioned  this  morning,  the  Board  received  a  telephone  call 
from  Mr.  DeHoy  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Chambers  asking,  that  certain  evidence  be  heard 
this  morning  and  certain  representations  be  made.  As  a  result  of  that  Mr. 
McCutcheon,  a  Member  of  Parliament  for  Lambton-Kent,  has  appeared  this  morning 
and  has  called  as  witnesses  Mr.  Graham  Chambers  of  Graham  Chambers  Limited, 
Mr.  Boam  of  Boam  Grain  Company  Limited  and  the  Mayor  of  Bothwell,  Mr. 
McMaster.  We  have  the  benefit  of  their  evidence. 

Mr.  Chambers  has  not  convinced  us  that  he  is  not  adequately  served  at 
present  by  the  agent  at  Glencoe. 

Mr.  Boam  I  think  mentioned  four  points: 

He  said  that  the  town  is  no  longer  served  by  direct  telegraph  service.  I 
merely  point  out  that  the  number  of  messages,  according  to  our  records,  arriving 
for  recipients  in  Bothwell  in  the  period  October  1964  to  September  1965  was 
192.  The  number  of  messages  going  out  from  Bothwell  was  48. 

His  second  point  was  Bothwell's  Centenary.  We  hope  nothing  we  may  do 
will  mar  that. 

He  mentioned  thirdly  some  assurance  he  felt  that  the  community  had  of 
service  in  perpetuity.  That  is  an  argument  that  is  often  advanced  before  the 
Board.  The  Board  on  its  part  endeavours  to  deal  with  matters  in  the  circum- 
stances that  exist  at  the  time  the  matter  is  being  heard. 

Fourthly  he  stated  that  this  would  be  a  retrograde  step.  That  too  is  a  fear 
held  by  many  people  who  oppose  applications  for  abandonment  of  railway  lines, 
for  discontinuance  of  passenger  services  and  for  removal  of  stations.  Sometimes 
those  fears  are  unfounded.  No  one  likes  change.  But  we  are  not  convinced  that 
this  step  will  necessarily  injure  the  economy  of  the  area. 

We  have  also  had  evidence  from  His  Worship  the  Mayor  which  was  helpful 
to  us. 

I  don't  think  there  is  much  purpose  in  going  more  fully  into  the  evidence. 
We  feel  that  our  duty  is  clear  in  this  matter. 

We  bear  in  mind  that  as  far  as  Mr.  Chambers  is  concerned  that  in  his  view 
he  is  better  served  at  present  than  he  would  be  by  agents  who  do  sometimes  get 
posted  to  a  station  who  are  indifferent. 

We  feel  that  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Armstrong  on  the  allotment  of  cars  discounts 
to  some  extent  the  fear  or  the  belief  that  cars  are  purloined  by  agents  for  the 
benefit  of  their  agency  and  to  the  detriment  of  others. 

In  the  circumstances  we  have  decided  to  grant  the  application.  Canadian 
National  Railways  is  authorized  to  close  on  a  date  not  before  July  1st,  1967  its 
agencies  at  Dorchester,  Thorndale,  Ilderton,  Centralia,  Hyde  Park,  Kerwood, 
Newbury,  Bothwell,  Mount  Brydges. 
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Canadian  National  Railways  is  further  authorized  to  remove  the  station 
buildings  at  those  points,  but  we  see  no  reason  to  have  that  removal  mar  anything 
in  the  village,  particularly  during  this  Centennial  year,  and  we  think  it  quite 
adequate  that  Canadian  National  Railways  be  authorized  to  remove  the  buildings 
at  a  date  after  the  first  of  September,  1967. 

There  is  nothing  further  to  be  said  by  me  in  respect  of  the  decision,  and  I 
will  say  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  sit  in  London  and  a  privilege  to  sit  in  the 
Council  Chambers  here.  We  appreciate  very  much  the  assistance  given  to  us  by 
witnesses,  by  you,  Mr.  McCutcheon,  as  a  Member  of  Parliament,  by  you  Mr.  Pye 
as  counsel  for  the  railway  company. 

The  order  will  issue  from  Ottawa  following  our  return  there.  And  if  now 
I  may  be  permitted  to  just  add  a  small  personal  note.  Fear  was  expressed  that 
the  removal  of  the  station  at  Bothwell  would  mar  the  appearance  of  the  main 
street,  the  station  being  right  at  the  end  of  the  main  street  I  understand,  and 
this  is  not  part  of  the  judgment  but  1  just  hope  that,  it  might  be  an  opportunity 
for  the  town  in  place  of  the  station  building  to  put  a  park  where  the  memory  of 
the  Honourable  George  Brown  might  be  suitably  commemorated.  I  make  that 
suggestion.  Thank  you  and  that  concludes  these  proceedings.

WHEREAS  Part  V  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  has  been  proclaimed  to 
come  into  force  and  have  effect  from  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1967. 

AND  WHEREAS  Section  92  of  the  National  Transportation  Act,  which  came 
into  effect  on  the  day  that  the  Act  was  assented  to,  provides  that  if  Parts  II, 
III  and  V  or  any  of  those  Parts  come  into  force  before  the  day  that  Part  I  comes 
into  force,  a  reference  in  that  Part  that  is  so  in  force  to  the  Canadian  Transport 
Commission  shall  be  deemed,  until  Part  I  comes  into  force,  to  be  a  reference  to 
the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada.

Subsidies. 

4.  Adjustments  between  the  monthly  instalment  payments  and  the  actual

(i)  in  relation  to  grain,  any  of  the  railway  points  along 
Georgian  Bay,  along  Lake  Huron  or  along  any  waterways 
directly  or  indirectly  connecting  with  Lake  Huron  and  not 
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being  farther  east  than  Prescott,  but  including  Prescott, 
and 

(ii)  in  relation  to  flour,  any  point  in  Canada  east  of  the  90th 
degree  of  west  longitude; 

"Flour"  (d)  "flour"  means  flour  milled  from  grain;  and 

•'Grain"  (e)  "grain"   means  the  commodities  referred  to  in  paragraph  6 

of  Order  No.  121416  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  dated  the  18th  day  of  July,  1966,  being  the  same 
commodities  referred  to  in  paragraph  8  of  this  Order. 

2.  No  claims  shall  be  made  under  this  Order  in  respect  of  flour  moving  for 
export  from  an  inland  point  to  an  Eastern  port. 

3.  The  Board  hereby  certifies  that  the  railway  proportions  of  the  rates  for 
grain,  moving  for  export  to  Eastern  ports  from  inland  points  that  were  in 
effect  on  November  30,  1960,  are  as  published  on  16th  Revised  Page  69 
to  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Tariff  E.500-D,  C.T.C.(F)  No.  E.5172  and 
58th  Revised  Page  47  to  Canadian  National  Railways'  Tariff  C.G.  130-2, 
C.T.C.(F)  No.  E.3876  are  as  shown  in  column  "A"  of  paragraph  8  here- 
under. 

4.  The  Board  hereby  approves  for  the  purpose  of  determining  payments 
under  section  329,  the  freight  rates  for  grain  published. on  41st  Revised 
Page  47  to  Canadian  National  Railways'  Tariff  C.G.  130-2,  C.T.C.(F) 
No.  E.3867  and  18th  Revised  Page  .69  to  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Tariff  E.500-D,  C.T.C.(F)  No.  E.5172,  the  said  freight  rates  being 
compensatory  and  as  set  out  in  column  "B"  of  paragraph  8  hereunder. 

5.  The  amounts  to  be  claimed  for  payment  in  respect  of  grain  shall  be 
based  on  the  difference  between  the  certified  rates  shown  under  column 
"A11  of  paragraph  8  hereunder  and  the  approved  rates  set  out  in  column 
"B"  of  paragraph  8  hereunder.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

Cumberland  Railway  Company  applied  to  the  Board  in  September  of  1966 
for   authority    to  abandon  that  portion  of  its  line  of  railway  from  Broughton 
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Junction  to  Louisburg,  both  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia.  The  total  distance 
between  Brougfrton  Junction  and  the  terminus  of  the  line  at  Louisburg  is  12.08 
miles. 

The  application  is  made  under  Section  168  of  the  Railway  Act. 

I  need  not  go  into  the  history  of  the  line.  The  facts  now  are  that  the  only 
station  presently  served  by  this  portion  of  the  line  is  Louisburg,  the  Station  at 
Mira  having  been  closed  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  Board  in  1961.  The  popula- 
tion of  Louisburg,  according  to  the  1961  census,  was  then  1,417.  The  principal 
commercial  activity  at  Louisburg  is  fishing. 

The  principal  shipper  served  by  this  portion  of  the  line  is  National  Sea 
Products  Limited.  This  company  has  a  fish  processing  plant  and  cold  storage 
facilities  at  Louisburg. 

Highway  No.  22,  a  paved  highway,  serves  Louisburg  by  a  route  which  runs 
parallel  to  the  line  for  some  six  miles. 

Passenger  service  was  discontinued  in  1963,  being  at  that  time  provided 
by  a  mixed  train. 

Express  to  Louisburg  is  handled  by  Canadian  National  Railways  over  the 
highway. 

A  truck  service  operated  by  Mr.  Donald  Beaver  is  operated  between  Sydney 
and  Louisburg  on  a  scheduled  basis  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday 
of  each  week. 

A  scheduled  bus  service  is  operated  between  Sydney  and  Louisburg  by 
LeBlanc  Bus  Service.  The  service  is  daily  with  three  departures  each  day  in 
each  direction. 

Mr.  Russell,  Chief  Engineer  of  Cumberland  Railway  and  Chief  Project 
Engineer  of  Dominion  Coal  Company,  was  called  as  to  the  condition  of  the  line. 
His  evidence  is  that  excepting  certain  structures  and  that  portion  of  the  line 
near  Mira  Bay,  the  line  is  in  fair  condition. 

I  do  not  intend  to  go  into  the  details  of  Mr.  Russell's  evidence.  It  is  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  he  expresses  concern  over  the  condition  of  the  Mira  River 
Bridge  which  carries  the  railway  over  that  river.  He  says: 

"A  year  ago  some  indications  of  movement  in  the  piers  led  us  to  engage 
a  diver  to  make  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  the  1942  work.  His  report 
shows  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  sheet  piles  have  corroded  through  below 
the  water  level  —  Two-thirds  of  the  sheet  piles  have  corroded  through  below 
the  water  level  and  some  of  the  enclosed  concrete  has  been  removed. 
Furthermore,  the  water  at  the  east  intermediate  pier  is  now  22  feet  deep 
so  that  only  eight  feet  of  the  sheet  steel  piling  remains  embedded  in  the 
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river  bottom.  A  further  examination  on  the  25th  of  this  month  showed  that 
there  is  a  very  slight  further  deterioration  in  the  sheet  piling." 

There  is  presently  a  Slow  Order  of  five  miles  per  hour  over  this  portion  of 
the  track. 

Mr.  Russell  is  also  concerned  at  the  condition  of  the  rock-filled  timber 
crib  protecting  the  track  in  the  beach  area  near  the  Mira  River.  For  about  9,000 
feet  the  track  runs  along  Mira  Beach.  In  this  distance,  over  6,000  feet  of  the 
track  is  just  above  normal  high  water  mark  and  is  within  reach  of  storm  wave 
action.  It  is  not  possible  to  move  the  track  back  because  of  the  presence  of 
swamps  and  ponds  on  the  shoreward  side.  Of  this,  Mr.  Russell  says, 

"Along  the  beach  the  track  has  been  protected  by  rock-filled  timber 
cribs.  Of  these  about  500  feet  have  been  repaired  and  braced  with  steel 
rails  and  are  in  good  condition.  About  1700  feet  is  in  fair  condition;  it 
will  probably  need  replacing  within  the  next  ten  years.  Of  the  balance  of 
about  3500  feet,  about  2500  feet  has  been  entirely  destroyed  and  the 
remainder  so  badly  damaged  as  to  require  replacement. 

In  the  years  1955  to  1958  inclusive  almost  $221,000  was  spent  in  this 
area  and  most  of  the  work  has  since  been  destroyed." 

Constant  surveillance  at  this  point  is  required  to  ensure  that  the  track  is 
in  reasonably  safe  condition. 

There  are  lesser  problems  existing  at  Catalone  Bridge,  at  the  Main-a-Dieu 
Overpass  and  at  Clark's  Brook  Bridge. 

The  estimated  forecast  of  capital  appropriations  required  in  the  next  five 
years  at  these  points  is  given  by  Mr.  Russell  as  follows:

The  cost  of  maintenance  estimated  by  Mr.  Russell  for  the  next  five  years 
is  some  $108,000,  that  is  to  say,  for  track  repair,  replacement  of  ties  and  the 
upgrading  of  ballast.  Some  of  this  work  is  deferred  maintenance. 

Mr.  Neil  Macpherson,  Comptroller  of  the  Dominion  Coal  Company,  was 
called.  Dominion  Coal  Company  operates  the  Cumberland  Railway. 
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Mr.  Macpherson  gave  the  following  figures  for  revenue  carload  traffic 
inbound  and  outbound  from  1961  to  and  including  1965,  together  with  the  revenue 
derived  therefrom:

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The  annual  operating  loss  claimed  in  that  year  is  $445.00.  The  annual 
long-term  betterment  alleged  by  the  Company  should  this  portion  of  the  line 
not  be  retained  is  some  $40,000  to  $41,000  per  annum. 

Under  cross-examination,  the  operating  figures  for  1961  to  1964,  inclusive, 
were  given  as  losses  of  $10,878  in  1961,  $74  in  1962,  $3,979  in  1963,  and 
$1,075  in  1964.  There  then  followed  (computed  on  a  similar  basis)  an  operating 
loss  of  $445,  as  mentioned  above,  for  1965. 

Evidence  was  given  and  representations  made  by  several  other  persons  in 
opposition  to  the  application.  While  not  opposing  the  application,  Mr.  R.J.  Smith 
of  National  Sea  Products  placed  before  the  Board  the  position  of  his  company. 

National  Sea  Products  was  established  at  Louisburg  in  1951,  with  a  new 
plant  costing  some  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  and  since  that  time  the 
company  has  invested  considerable  sums  of  money  in  floating  equipment  and 
general  improvements.  Its  total  investment  at  Louisburg  is  some  five  million 
to  six  million  dollars. 

The  service  provided  by  the  railway  had  a  real  bearing  on  the  establishment 
of  the  plant  at  Louisburg.  It  employs  some  200  persons  and  has  a  payroll  exceed- 
ing $600,000  per  annum. 

The  prospect  of  the  railway  being  abandoned  has  existed  since  early  1964. 

The  company's  stand  taken  in  correspondence  with  the  Board  was  that  it 
did  not  intend  to  oppose  the  application  but  asked  that  no  abandonment  be 
allowed  to  take  place  before  the  end  of  December  1967.  This  request  was  made 
so  that  the  company  might  have  an  opportunity  to  make  other  arrangements  for 
shipping  some  of  its  products,  such  as  fish  meal  and  fish  oil.  At  the  time  of 
the  hearing,  the  company  had  not  been  able  to  make  these  arrangements  in 
respect  of  fish  oil  and  it  did  not  know  at  that  time  how  it  would  handle  the 
shipment  of  fish  oil  should  the  line  be  abandoned. 

In  the  Spring  of  each  year,  that  is,  from  some  time  in  March  until  some 
time  in  May,  depending  on  how  quickly  the  roads  dry,  there  is  a  weight  limita- 
tion for  trucks  operating  on  the  highway.  The  period  is  usually  some  two  months. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  his  testimony,  told  the  Board  that  in  the  last  year  or  so  there 
has  been  a  development  of  the  herring  industry  in  the  Atlantic  provinces  and 
there  have  been  a  number  of  large  plants  built  in  western  Nova  Scotia,  in  New- 
foundland, and  a  few  in  New  Brunswick.  These  plants  are  for  the  reduction  of 
herring.  Louisburg  is  located  very  strategically  to  the  eastern  herring  fisheries 
of  Nova  Scotia.  While  his  company  has  not  made  any  definite  plans  to  establish 
a  herring  industry  in  Louisburg,  it  has  been  giving  it  very  serious  thought.  The 
industry  in  the  Atlantic  provinces  is  fairly  new.  Depending  upon  the  trend  in 
the  next  year,  his  company  will  decide  whether  or  not  it  is  feasible  to  build  a 
herring  plant  at  Louisburg. 
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The  product  of  such  a  plant  would  be  fish  oil  and  fish  meal.  The  type  of 
plant  of  which  Mr.  Smith  speaks  would  have  in  his  estimate  a  potential  move- 
ment of  perhaps  1,500  or  2,000  tons  of  traffic  annually.  In  his  opinion,  this 
traffic  could  be  handled  only  by  rail. 

Fish  oil  is  presently  shipped  in  rail  tank  cars.  It  moves  on  very  low  rates. 
Most  of  the  product  is  used  outside  the  area.  It  would  move  to  points  in  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  and  overseas  shipments  would  move  to  Halifax  or  Montreal. 

The  company  has  in  the  past  endeavoured  to  arrange  with  transport  trucking 
companies  to  handle  the  company's  fish  oil  should  the  line  of  railway  be  aban- 
doned. So  far  the  company  has  been  unable  to  find  anyone  who  will  carry  fish 
oil  for  it  by  truck  transport. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  his  evidence,  suggested  to  the  Board  that  no  abandonment 
of  the  line  be  permitted  until  two  matters  have  been  determined,  the  action  that 
the  Government  of  Canada  may  take  through  the  proposed  Cape  Breton  Develop- 
ment Corporation  in  respect  of  the  line  from  Broughton  Junction  to  Louisburg 
and  the  decision  that  his  company  proposes  to  make  in  respect  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  herring  reduction  plant  at  Louisburg. 

The  decision  of  his  company  awaits  the  results  of  certain  studies  now 
being  conducted  by  the  National  Research  Council  and  by  the  Department  of 
Fisheries.  The  purpose  of  the  studies  is  to  determine  whether  the  herring 
fisheries  of  the  Atlantic  provinces  will  stand  "the  intensive  effort  that  is 
being  put  into  it  or  is  likely  to  be  put  into  it",  that  is  to  say,  whether  "the 
fishery    can   be  maintained  at  a  level  which  would  warrant  future  expansion. " 

The  company  produces  at  present  fish  oil  and  fish  meal  from  certain 
varieties  of  fish,  i.e.,  from  flounder  and  from  ocean  perch.  Its  present  plant, 
however,  would  not  be  suitable  as  a  herring  reduction  plant. 

The  company  shipped  out  six  cars  of  fish  oil  in  1965  and  some  ten  cars 
in  1966.  Should  the  line  be  abandoned,  Mr.  Smith  does  not  know  how  fish  oil 
would  be  shipped.  Speaking,  however,  of  the  present  production,  he  says, 

"Q.  Well,  now,  if  we  should  accede  to  the  company's  application  and 
authorize  abandonment  of  this  portion  of  the  line,  how  would  you  ship 
fish  oil? 

A.  We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  answer  that  question.  We  would  probably 
have  to  take  it  in  small  quantities  to  Sydney  by  truck  and  load  it  in 
tank  trucks  at  that  point. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean,  in  what  containers? 

A.  Well,  we  would  likely  have  to  provide  ourselves  with  a  small  tank  or 
drum.  I  think  it  has  been  —  there  has  been  instances  where  an  operator 
has  —  a  very  small  production  this  would  have  to  be  —  has  moved  the 
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oil  in  drums  to  a  central  point  and  then  load  it  in  tank  cars,  but  this 
is  a  very  expensive  and  time-consuming  way  of  doing  it." 

As  will  be  seen  from  Exhibit  5  (supra),  in  the  years  1961  and  1965,  43  cars 
and  35  cars  of  coal,  respectively  were  carried  by  the  railway  company  to  Louis- 
burg.  No  carloads  of  coal  moved  during  1962,  1963  and  1964.  It  was  established 
in  cross-examination  that  when  coal  did  not  move  to  the  plant  by  rail,  it  was 
moved  by  highway  truck. 

The  production  of  frozen  fish  amounts  to  some  6.000,000  to  7,000,000  lbs. 
annually.  In  1965  the  railway  company  carried  only  280  tons  of  frozen  fish,  or 
approximately  9  cars.  The  remainder  was  shipped  out  from  the  plant  by  highway 
truck. 

All  the  fish  meal  produced  moved  by  rail.  The  company  produced  and  shipped 
by  rail  in  1965  some  184  tons  of  fish  oil. 

Mr.  Smith  has  amended  his  company's  position  in  which  it  asked  that  no 
abandonment  take  place  before  December  31,  1967,  and  now  asks  that  this  date 
be  December  31,  1968.  He  said: 

"Q.  The  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner:  Well,  now,  Mr.  Smith,  I  want  to 
be  quite  clear  whether  your  position  is,  as  I  understand  it,  this: 
That  you  are  not  opposing  the  application,  but  ask  that  if  the  Board 
is  going  to  grant  the  application  that  it  not  allow  abandonment  to  be 
effective  before  December  31,  1967? 

A.  I  would  like  to  change  that  to  December  31,  1968.  I  would  like  another 
year's  grace  for  the  reasons  I  have  given  here. 

Q.  Yes? 

A.  That  I  don't  think  we  will  be  ready  to  decide  by  the  end  of  this  year 
whether  it  is  feasible  to  establish  a  herring  industry  here.  I  do  think 
the  decision  can  be  reached  by  the  end  of  1968." 

A  submission  was  addressed  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Russell  Cunningham  on 
behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Cape  Breton  County,  in  which  he  made  mention,  among 
other  matters,  of  the  fishing  industry,  the  mineral  resources  of  the  area  and 
the  very  formidable  restoration  of  the  Fortress  of  Louisburg. 

The  Board  also  received  a  submission  at  the  hearing  from  Mr.  D.  B.  Irvine 
on  behalf  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen,  Lodge  684,  in  which  refer- 
ence was  made  amongst  other  matters,  to  the  fact  that  Louisburg  is  an  ice  free 
port  open  as  an  alternative  to  the  port  of  North  Sydney  when  ice  conditions 
prevail,  the  advent  of  containerized  freight  service  to  Newfoundland  and  the 
suitability  of  the  port  of  Louisburg  to  handle  the  service,  and  also  to  the  plans 
for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Cape  Breton  economy.  These  and  other  matters 
were  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Irvine. 
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Mr.  MacEachern  on  behalf  of  the  Cape  Breton  Labour  Council  supported 
Mr.  Irvine's  submission. 

Mr.  Cameron  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Louisburg  Board  of  Trade.  Among 
other  matters,  Mr.  Cameron  spoke  of  the  history  of  the  area  and  of  the  natural 
advantages  enjoyed  by  Louisburg.  He  spoke  of  the  days  when  Louisburg  was  a 
thriving  port  and  of  the  business  handled  through  the  port  by  the  railway. 

Mr.  G.  D.  D.  Lewis,  Mayor  of  Louisburg,  spoke  of  the  successful  efforts 
made  at  that  time  to  bring  National  Sea  Products  to  Louisburg  and  referred  to 
the  plans  for  economic  redevelopment  through  the  proposed  crown  corporation. 
While  opposing  the  application,  he  supported  Mr.  Smith's  request  that  if  aban- 
donment is  to  be  authorized  it  should  not  take  effect  before  December  31,  1968. 

Mr.  Mauro,  in  argument,  submits  that  the  railway  company's  operating 
results  estimated  costs  and  evidence  as  to  traffic  on  the  line  have  not  been 
seriously  questioned.  In  his  submission,  it  is  not  the  railway  company  that 
has  abandoned  the  utilization  of  Louisburg  as  a  port  but  rather  that  it  has  been 
economic  factors  that  have  reduced  its  utilization  so  that  the  traffic  passing 
through  Louisburg  has  all  but  disappeared. 

Mr.  Mauro  submits  that  the  company  is  confronted  with  a  situation  where 
the  traffic  has  almost  disappeared  but  the  requirements  for  continued  operation 
remain,  with  the  expense  of  maintenance,  and  the  anticipated  heavy  expense 
for  repairs  to  structures  on  the  line. 

Mr.  Mauro  cited  many  of  the  judgments  of  the  Board  given  in  previous  years 
upon  applications  for  abandonment. 

He  continued  to  say  that  the  alternative  services  available  by  highway  are 
adequate,  and,  as  contrasted  with  the  very  heavy  requirements  upon  the  railway 
company  if  the  line  is  continued,  there  is  a  minimal  effect  upon  others  who  are 
affected  by  this  application. 

The  Board,  in  Mr.  Mauro's  submission,  in  which  he  relies  upon  a  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  would  not  be  justified  in  endeavouring  to  with- 
hold the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction  by  reason  of  forthcoming  legislation.  Mr. 
Mauro  had  reference  to  the  proposed  Act  to  Establish  the  Cape  Breton  Develop- 
ment Corporation.  Fortunately,  the  Board  is  not  in  any  dilemna  in  this  respect, 
for  that  Act  was  given  Royal  Assent  on  July  7,  1967.  It  excludes  as  an  asset 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Corporation  the  line  of  railway  from  Broughton  Junction 
to  Louisburg. 

In  the  submission  of  Mr.  Mauro,  the  real  evidence  that  has  merit  and  war- 
rants consideration  is  that  of  Mr.  Smith  on  behalf  of  National  Sea  Products. 
He  asks  the  Board  to  weigh  the  inconvenience  to  this  company  against  the 
burden  to  the  railway  company. 
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Mr.  Mauro,  in  his  argument,  weighs  what  in  his  opinion  would  be  the  loss 
and  inconvenience  to  the  shipper.  He  cites  the  evidence  as  follows:  As  to 
frozen  fish,  there  were  nine  cars  only  shipped  out  by  National  Sea  Products 
in  1965.  The  rest  moved  by  highway.  As  to  fish  meal,  the  company's  total 
production  is  shipped  by  rail.  Fifty-one  cars  were  shipped  in  1965.  Mr.  Smith, 
in  his  evidence,  did  not  say  that  he  could  not  find  alternative  means  of  shipping 
fish  meal  or  the  few  cars  of  frozen  fish.  Mr.  Smith  was  concerned  that  he  could 
not  find  an  alternative  means  of  shipping  fish  oil.  Mr.  Mauro  measures  the  loss 
and  inconvenience  to  the  shipper  in  respect  of  the  cars  of  fish  oil,  being  six 
cars  in  1965  and  some  ten  cars  in  1966,  and  submits  that  as  against  the  costs 
that  would  be  required  of  the  railway  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  how  the 
application  before  the  Board  should  be  resolved.  He  goes  further  and  submits 
that  just  as  petroleum  products  are  moved  into  Louisburg  in  tank  trucks,  so 
fish  oil  could  be  moved  out  by  tank  truck  or  tank  trailer. 

In  the  various  submissions  made  to  it  before  the  hearing,  the  Board  received 
one  which  read  in  part  as  follows: 

"It  is  doubtful  if  the  present  Mira  River  Highway  Bridge  will  carry  the 
increased  heavy  tonnages  of  coal  from  Sydney  to  Louisburg,  or  fish  meal 
and  fish  oil  from  Louisburg  to  Sydney  and  packaging  and  other  materials 
required  for  plant  operations. " 

The  Board  made  an  inquiry  of  the  Department  of  Highways  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
received  a  reply  from  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Highways,  which  was  read  into 
the  record  of  these  proceedings.  This  letter  is  dated  March  16,  1967,  and  reads 
as  follows: 

"Albert  Bridge  over  the  Mira  River  is  a  three  span  thru  truss  structure 
consisting  of  3-80  ft.  spans.  Full  highway  loads  (maximum  74,000  lbs.) 
are  allowed  over  the  bridge.  Clearance  between  trusses  is  approximately 
15  feet  with  clearance  between  wheel  guards  being  13  feet  8  inches. 

This  bridge  is  one  of  our  older  bridges  and  no  overloads  are  allowed. 
However,  this  bridge  is  kept  in  good  condition  and  we  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  it  will  not  carry  the  Route  22  traffic.  Definite  plans  for  replace- 
ment have  not  been  made  but  the  bridge  is  on  our  replacement  programme." 

I  have  considered  the  evidence  and  all  the  representations  made  in  this 
matter.  In  my  opinion,  the  application  should  be  granted.  The  more  difficult 
question  is  when  it  should  take  effect.  As  mentioned  above,  National  Sea 
Products  asked  that  the  abandonment  not  be  allowed  to  take  place  before 
December  31,  1967.  It  has  amended  its  plea  in  this  respect  to  ask  that  the 
effective  date  be  not  before  December  31,  1968. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  determine  what  consideration  should  be  given  to 
a  shipper  or  other  person  who  has  plans  in  prospect.  These  plans  may  never 
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be  realized  and  meanwhile  delay  will  have  caused  needless  cost  to  the  carrier. 
In  this  instance,  the  shipper  has  known  of  this  application  since  the  Autumn  of 
1966.  On  the  other  hand,  he  pleads  that  a  future  decision  depends  on  the  outcome 
of  certain  studies  now  being  made. 

In  the  circumstances,  I  fix  a  date  of  May  1,  1968,  before  which  no  abandon- 
ment shall  take  place. 

An  Order  will  therefore  be  made  authorizing  Cumberland  Railway  Company 
to  abandon  that  portion  of  its  line  from  Broughton  Junction  to  Louisburg  at  any 
time  after  the  first  day  of  May  1968,  on  not  less  than  ninety  days'  notice  to  be 
filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  at  the  station  at  Louisburg  and  at  a  conspicuous 
place  upon  railway  property  at  Broughton  Junction.

2.  The  Cumberland  Railway  Company  shall,  within  one  week  from  the  date 
on  which  abandonment  has  taken  place,  advise  the  Board  of  the  date  on  which 
such  abandonment  actually  took  place.

JUDGMENT 

BY  THE  BOARD: 

On  May  8,  1967,  The  Express  Traffic  Association  of  Canada  made  applica- 
tion to  .the  Board  for  an  Order  prescribing  a  set  of  "Terms  and  Conditions  for  the 
Carriage  of  Express  and  Non-Carload  Traffic"  to  govern  shipments  under  a  new 
service  for  non-carload  traffic  which  would  eventually  replace  existing  express 
and  less-than-carload  freight  services. 

The  Association  stated  that  its  proposed  set  of  "Terms  and  Conditions" 
comprised  relevant  terms  and  conditions  taken  from  the  present  Bill  of  Lading* 
and  the  present  Express  Merchandise  Receipt;**  certain  classification  items 
which  contain  limitations  of  liability  were  also  included  since  classifications 
no  longer  require  Board  approval  under  recent  amendments  to  the  Railway  Act.*** 
The  Association  stated  further  that  it  intended  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  in  Toronto 
with  members  and  representatives  of  the  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League,  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association,  the  Manitoba  Transportation  Commission, 
and  the  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission,  in  order  to  explain  its  proposed 
new  service  and  the  "Terms  and  Conditions"  to  be  applicable  thereto.  This 
meeting  was  to  take  place  on  May  16,  1967  and  a  further  meeting  was  planned 
for  June  7,  1967.  At  this  second  meeting,  the  Association  was  to  receive  sug- 
gestions from  shippers  and  shipper  organizations  and  was  to  endeavour  to  reach 
mutual  agreement  with  them  with  respect  to  the  "Terms  and  Conditions",  follow- 
ing which  a  request  would  be  made  to  the  Board  to  deal  with  any  unresolved 
issues  as  to  "Terms  and  Conditions"  at  a  public  hearing.

Part  V 
of  the  National  Transportation  Act,  which  contains  Section  48,  was  proclaimed 
effective  March  23,  1967. 
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The  Association,  however,  found  that  it  was  necessary  to  hold  a  total  of 
four  joint  meetings,  not  only  with  the  four  shipper  organizations  named  above, 
but  also  with  a  large  number  of  individual  shippers  and  other  organizations. 
These  meetings  took  place  at  Toronto  on  May  16,  1967,  June  21,  1967,  July  5, 
1967,  and  July  20,  1967. 

As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  Association  submitted  an  amended 
application,  dated  July  24,  1967,  and  served  it  upon  114  parties  who  had  attended 
such  meetings.  This  amended  application  states  that  the  amended  "Terms  and 
Conditions"  appended  thereto  leave  unresolved  only  three  items  where  general 
disagreement  of  a  minor  nature  exists.  The  amended  application  states  further: 

"We  have  also  requested  the  organizations  to  make  their  full  submissions 
to  the  Board  on  the  terms  and  conditions  as  they  now  exist  and  we  have 
requested  that  they  agree  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Board  for  its  adjudica- 
tion without  the  necessity  of  a  public  hearing,  on  the  basis  that  in  view  of 
the  thorough  and  cooperative  negotiations  which  have  been  held,  nothing 
further  would  be  gained  by  a  public  hearing  and  in  fact  would  have  no  other 
effect  than  to  delay  implementation  of  the  new  terms  and  conditions." 

Submissions  with  respect  to  this  amended  application  have  been  received 
from  The  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League  Inc.,  The  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association,  The  Winnipeg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  The  Canadian  Fruit  Whole- 
salers' Association,  The  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Horticultural 
Council,  The  Alberta  Freight  Bureau,  The  Canadian  Paint  Manufacturers 
Association,  The  Canadian  Electrical  Manufacturers  Association,  The  Drug 
Trade  Traffic  Conference,  and  The  Maritimes  Transportation  Commission. 

The  submissions  made  by  these  ten  shipper  organizations  were  replied  to 
by  the  Express  Traffic  Association  under  date  of  August  24,  1967,  and  this  reply 
conceded  one  of  the  three  items  of  disagreement.  This  concession  relates  to 
the  name  of  the  shipping  document  embodying  the  "Terms  and  Conditions."  The 
Association  had  insisted  on  calling  it  a  "Shipping  Contract",  whereas  shippers 
insisted  on  retaining  the  designation  "Bill  of  Lading"  on  the  grounds  that  a 
different  term  might  remove  the  terms  of  the  Bill  of  Lading  Act  from  application 
to  the  contract  of  carriage.  The  Association  now  states  that  it  will  place  the 
words  "bill  of  lading"  on  the  face  of  the  document,  although  such  document  will 
continue  to  be  identified  as  a  "Shipping  Contract". 

Only  two  of  the  ten  submissions  made  by  shipper  organizations  insist  upon 
a  public  hearing  by  the  Board:  those  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Manufacturers 
Association  and  those  of  the  Canadian  Paint  Manufacturers  Association.  The 
submissions  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Manufacturers  Association,  however, 
do  not  deal  specifically  with  the  "Terms  and  Conditions"  and  merely  express 
agreement  with  the  submissions  of  the  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League  and 
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the  Canadian  Paint  Manufacturers  Association.  The  submissions  of  the  Canadian 
Electrical  Manufacturers  Association  principally  seek  suspension  of  the  tariffs 
covering  the  new  non-carload  service,  followed  by  a  public  hearing  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  National  Transportation  Act.  At  the  time  of 
receipt  of  the  submissions  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Manufacturers  Association, 
Section  16  of  this  Act  had  not  yet  been  proclaimed.  It  should  be  noted,  in  this 
connection,  however,  that  Section  16  of  the  National  Transportation  Act  confers 
no  power  to  suspend  tariffs,  but  only  to  disallow  them  after  a  hearing. 

Although  the  submissions  of  the  Canadian  Paint  Manufacturers  Association 
deal  specifically  with  the  three  items  of  general  disagreement  as  to  "Terms  and 
Conditions",  the  grounds  advanced  in  support  of  a  public  hearing  appear  to  be 
as  follows: 

"We  submit  that  any  changes  proposed  in  operations  or  in  rate  making 
which  are  so  far-reaching  as  this  major  change  in  the  entire  system  of 
"less-than-carload"  freight  movements  places  upon  them  a  special  respon- 
sibility to  ensure  that  such  action  is  in  the  public  interest. 

"We  regret  the  unwillingness  of  the  carriers  to  submit  their  pro- 
posals to  the  scrutiny  of  public  hearings 

"It  is  submitted  that  circumstances  such  as  these  justify,  and  indeed 
require,  that  a  public  hearing  be  held  at  which  the  position  of  the  carriers 
can  be  examined  and  tested." 

The  foregoing  grounds,  however,  relate  to  matters  which  are  not  involved  in  the 
"Terms  and  Conditions". 

We  have  given  consideration  to  all  the  submissions  made  to  us,  and  partic- 
ularly to  the  submissions  made  by  the  Canadian  Electrical  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Canadian  Paint  Manufacturers  Association,  and  we  have  concluded 
that  no  substantial  grounds  have  been  advanced  to  us  which  would  warrant  the 
time  and  expense  of  a  public  hearing  to  deal  with  two  items  of  general  disagree- 
ment. We  consider  further  that  we  have  sufficient  material  before  us  in  the  way 
of  written  submissions  to  enable  us  to  dispose  of  these  two  matters  in  this 
Judgment  and  its  accompanying  General  Order. 

The  two  items  of  general  disagreement  involve  the  following  clauses  of 
the  "Terms  and  Conditions"; 

"1(b)  This  contract  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
the  shipper  and  consignee  and  all  persons  claiming  or  asserting 
any  right  to  the  ownership  or  possession  of  the  shipment,  and 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon  any  Carrier  to 
whom  the  shipment  may  be  delivered  for  furtherance  to  destination, 
and  shall  apply  to  any  reconsignment  or  return  of  the  shipment." 
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"6(b)  VII) 

For  any  partial  loss,  damage  or  delay  unless  a  notice  of  such 
loss,  damage  or  delay  is  filed  in  writing  with  the  receiving  or 
delivering  Carrier,  or  Carrier  issuing  the  shipping  contract,  or 
Carrier  on  whose  line  the  partial  loss,  damage  or  delay  occurred, 
within  two  (2)  months  after  delivery  of  the  shipment,  or  mailing 
of  notice  of  arrival,  and  unless  the  shipment  container  of  damaged 
shipment  or  shipment  involving  partial  loss  therefrom  is  made 
available  for  inspection  by  the  Carrier's  representative;  and 
unless  the  claim  is  filed  within  nine  (9)  months  from  date  of 
delivery  of  shipment  to  consignee. " 

"6(b)  VIII) 

For  non-delivery  or  complete  loss  or  destruction  of  the  shipment 
in  Canada,  unless  a  claim  is  filed  at  any  office  of  the  Carrier 
within  nine  (9)  months  from  the  date  the  shipment  was  delivered 
by  the  shipper  to  the  Carrier. " 

DISCUSSION  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

With  respect  to  Clause  1(b),  five  organizations  take  exception  to  the  phrase 
"and  all  persons  claiming  or  asserting  any  right  to  the  ownership  or  possession 
of  the  shipment,"  generally  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  broader  than  necessary, 
that  it  is  novel,  and  that  it  is  uncertain  in  meaning  and  application.  Most  of 
these  shipper  organizations  would  prefer  to  have  wording  similar  to  that  of  the 
corresponding  clause  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  United  States'  Uniform 
Express  Receipt,  which  wording  contains  no  similar  phrase.  The  position  of  the 
Express  Traffic  Association  of  Canada  is  that  the  purpose  of  the  phrase  is  to 
bind  those  parties  who  own  the  goods  but  are  not  shippers  of  the  same;  that 
such  phrase  does  not  affect  the  common-law  position;  and  that  such  phrase  has 
in  fact  been  in  effect  both  in  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Express  Merchandise 
Receipt  and  of  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading. 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt,  as  approved 
by  Board's  General  Order  No.  T-33,  contain  the  following  words  in  Clause  2 
thereof,  as  follows: 

"This  agreement  shall  extend  to  and  be  binding  upon  the  shipper  and  all  persons 
in  privity  with  him,  claiming  or  asserting  any  right  to  the  ownership  or  possession 
of  the  shipment . . .  ."  (Emphasis  supplied).  The  rail  Bill  of  Lading  terms  and 
conditions,  as  approved  by  Board's  General  Order  No.  T-5,  contain  the  phrase 
"and  as  to  each  party  at  any  time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  the  said  goods. . . 
(paragraph  3  of  Board's  General  Order  No.  T-5).  It  is  therefore  clear  that  the 
phrase  complained  of  is  not  new  and  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  contained 
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in  the  present  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt  and  the 
rail  Bill  of  Lading.  We  consider  that  no  factual  grounds  have  been  advanced  by 
shippers  that  would  justify  deletion  of  this  phrase  and  we  would  approve  Clause 
1(b)  as  a  whole. 

Clauses  6.(b)  VII)  and  6.(b)  VIII)  specify  time  limits  for  notice  to  carriers 
of  loss,  damage,  delay  or  destruction,  and  for  filing  of  a  claim  against  carriers. 
For  partial  loss,  damage  or  delay,  notice  thereof  is  required  within  two  months 
of  delivery  of  the  shipment,  or  of  mailing  of  notice  of  arrival  of  the  shipment, 
following  which,  a  claim  must  be  filed  within  nine  months  from  date  of  delivery. 
For  non-delivery,  complete  loss  or  destruction  of  the  shipment,  no  notice  is 
required,  but  a  claim  must  be  filed  within  nine  months  from  the  date  of  shipment. 

Four  shipper  organizations  object  to  the  time  limits  provided  by  Clauses 
6.(b)  VII)  and  6.(b)  VIII)  and  submit  that  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading  time  period  of 
four  months  should  be  substituted  therefor.  Two  shipper  organizations  consider 
that  a  "bad-order"  receipt  or  notation  on  the  delivery  receipt  should  be  accepted 
as  written  notice  of  loss,  etc.;  one  of  these  organizations  desires  an  amendment 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  to  provide  for  this.  One  shipper  organization  con- 
siders that  the  computation  of  time  for  filing  of  a  claim  discriminates  against 
long-haul  shippers  because  it  is  computed  from  the  date  of  shipment;  the  organiza- 
tion suggests  that  the  wording  be  adjusted  so  as  to  be  fair  to  long-haul  shippers. 
Two  shipper  organizations  make  representations  with  respect  to  amendments  to 
claims  after  filing  and  after  the  nine-month  period  has  elapsed;  one  organization 
desires  appropriate  wording  to  cover  such  amendments,  but  the  other  organization 
objects  to  this  on  the  grounds  that  it  would  be  illegal  and  discriminatory. 

The  Express  Traffic  Association  submits  that  the  main  purposes  of  Clauses 
6.(b)  VII)  and  6.(b)  VIII)  are:  to  enable  the  carrier  to  have  notice  of  a  claim 
within  a  reasonable  time  so  that  it  can  be  properly  investigated,  and  to  have 
a  time  limit  on  filing  of  a  claim  so  that  carriers  may  have  an  indication  of  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  claim  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time.  As  to  notice 
of  loss,  etc.,  by  notation  on  the  delivery  receipt,  the  Association  submits  that, 
while  carriers  are  prepared  to  accept  such  notation  as  notice,  if  adequate  informa- 
tion can  be  provided  in  this  manner,  actual  written  notice  would  have  to  be 
given  in  almost  every  case;  the  Association  therefore  sees  no  necessity  to  amend 
the  clause  to  cover  notice  via  notation  on  the  delivery  receipt.  In  connection 
with  amendments  to  claims  after  the  nine-month  period,  the  Association  states 
that  carriers  would  accept  such  amendments,  prior  to  payment  of  the  claim, 
provided  the  original  claim  is  filed  within  the  nine-month  period. 

The  periods  of  notice  currently  provided  for  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt  and  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading  are  as  follows: 
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1.  Damage,  Partial  Loss,  Shortage  or  Delay: 

(a)  Express  Merchandise  Receipt: 

Written  notice  of  damage,  partial  loss,  or  shortage,  is  required 
within  thirty  days  from  delivery;  (Clause  5.(1)). 

(b)  Rail  Bill  of  Lading: 

Written  notice  of  loss,  damage  or  delay,  is  required  within  four 
months  from  delivery;  (Section  4). 

2.  Non-Delivery,  Loss  or  Destruction: 

(a)  Express  Merchandise  Receipt: 

Written  notice  of  non-delivery,  loss  or  destruction  is  required 
within  four  months  from  the  time  delivery  should  ordinarily  have 
been  made;  (Claude  5(n)). 

(b)  Rail  Bill  of  Lading: 

Written  notice  of  non-delivery  is  required  within  four  months 
after   a  reasonable  time  for  delivery  has  elapsed;  (Section  4). 

Neither  the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt  nor  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading  provides 
for  a  period  within  which  a  claim  must  be  filed. 

We  have  given  consideration  to  the  submissions  made  to  us  with  respect 
to  Clauses  6.(b)VII)  and  6.(b)VIII)  and  we  have  reached  the  following  conclu- 
sions. 

With  respect  to  the  two-month  period  of  notice  of  partial  loss,  etc.,  provided 
in  Clause  6(b)VII),  we  note  that  while  it  is  less  than  the  four  months  currently 
specified  in  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading  it  is  also  twice  as  long  as  the  thirty  days 
currently  specified  in  the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt.  In  addition,  both  docu- 
ments now  require  a  four-month  notice  period  for  non-delivery,  etc.,  a  period  which 
is  not  required  by  the  "Terms  and  Conditions' '  now  before  us.  In  our  opinion, 
a  period  of  notice  for  partial  loss,  etc.,  which  is  too  long  carries  with  it  the 
danger  of  abuse,  because  the  determination  of  responsibility  would  be  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  where  notice  is  received  just  at  the  close  of  the  period.  We 
therefore  consider  that  the  two-month  period  of  notice  of  partial  loss,  etc.,  such 
period  to  run  from  the  date  of  delivery,  is  ample  under  present-day  conditions 
and  we  would  approve  such  period. 

As  to  the  nine-month  period  for  filing  of  a  claim,  we  have  already  noted 
above  that  neither  the  Express  Merchandise  Receipt  nor  the  rail  Bill  of  Lading 
now  provide  for  such  a  filing  period.  We  think  there  should  be  a  reasonable  and 
definite  time  limit  on  the  filing  of  a  claim,  so  that  carriers  may  have  an  indica- 
tion of  the  nature  and  extent  of  claims  against  them,  and  that  both  types  of 
claim,  (partial  loss,  etc.,  and  non-delivery,  etc.),  should  have  a  definitely 
ascertainable  date  from  which  the  claim  period  will  run.  In  our  view  that  date 
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should  be  the  date  of  shipment  in  all  cases.  We  consider  further  that  the  time 
limit  for  filing  of  nine  months,  proposed  by  the  Express  Traffic  Association,  is 
not  sufficiently  adequate  and  that  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  filing  of  a 
claim  would  be  one  year  from  the  date  of  shipment  in  all  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  two  items  of  general  disagreement  which  we  have  dealt 
with  above,  two  organizations  raised  two  additional  questions  on  the  "Terms 
and  Conditions". 

One  question  related  to  Clause  5  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  carrier  shall  transport  the  shipment  with  reasonable  dispatch,  but 
shall  not  be  bound  to  transport  any  shipment  in  time  for  any  particular  market 
or  connection,  except  as  mutually  agreed  upon  between  shipper  and  Carrier 
by  special  arrangement  as  provided  for  in  applicable  tariffs." 

The  organization  concerned  wanted  wording  which  would  permit  a  shipper  and  a 
carrier  to  mutually  agree,  as  a  means  of  guaranteeing  delivery,  and  to  endorse 
such  agreement  on  the  Shipping  Contract  (bill  of  lading).  The  Express  Traffic 
Association  does  not  agree  to  this  and  we  see  no  valid  reason  for  the  Board  to 
impose  an  obligation  of  this  kind  upon  the  carriers. 

The  other  question  related  to  Clause  7(d)  which  reads  as  follows: 

"If  a  carrier  has  no  place  of  business  at  the  destination  point  to  which 
the  shipment  is  addressed,  then,  unless  otherwise  routed,  the  carrier  only 
agrees  to  carry  the  same  to  its  office  or  that  of  some  other  carrier  most 
convenient  for  furtherance  to  destination  and  upon  arrival  at  such  office  the 
carrier  may  so  notify  the  consignee  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  shipper  or 
the  consignee  will,  or  at  its  own  discretion  may,  as  agent  for  the  shipper 
or  consignee,  deliver  the  shipment  to  any  connecting  carrier  for  furtherance 
to  destination  and  the  carrier's  liability  shall  thereupon  cease." 

The  organization  concerned  considered  that  when  the  carrier  exercises  the  dis- 
cretion referred  to  in  Clause  7(d),  he  should  accept  full  liability  for  so  doing. 
The  Express  Traffic  Association  points  out,  however,  that  a  shipper  may  avoid 
the  exercise  of  such  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  carrier  by  giving  full  routing 
instructions,  and  that,  where  the  shipper  chooses  not  to  do  so,  the  shipper  is 
still  protected  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  whatever  bill  of  lading  is  issued 
by  the  connecting  carrier. 

The  wording  of  Clause  7.(d)  of  the  "Terms  and  Conditions"  before  us  is 
essentially  the  same  as  Clauses  7.(d)  and  7.(e)  of  the  present  Express  Merchan- 
dise Receipt.  We  consider  that  no  valid  grounds  have  been  shown  which  would 
justify  an  amendment  to  Clause  7.(d)  to  impose  the  liability  thought  necessary 
by  the  organization  concerned. 
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We  find  after  full  and  careful  consideration  of  all  that  has  been  submitted 
to  us  that  the  "Terms  and  Conditions  for  the  Carriage  of  Express  and  Non-Carload 
Freight  Traffic",  appended  to  the  amended  application  of  the  Express  Traffic 
Association  of  Canada,  dated  July  24,  1967,  should  be  approved  by  us,  Clauses 
6.(b)V0)  and  6.(b)VIII)  thereof  being  revised  in  accordance  with  the  conclusions 
we  have  reached  above.  General  Order  No.  T-43,  which  accompanies  and  forms 
part  of  this  Judgment  approves  such  "Terms  and  Conditions"  and  sets  out  the 
amended  Clauses  6a(b)VII)  and  6.(b)VIII)  which  we  have  also  approved.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 


1.  The  terms  and  conditions  set  out  in  Appendix  "A"  attached  hereto  are 
approved  for  the  carriage  of  Express  and  Non-Carload  Freight  Traffic  by  express 
and  railway  companies  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

2.  Such  terms  and  conditions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Express  Traffic  Associa- 
tion Tariff  100,  C.T.C.  (ET)  4713,  supplements  thereto  and  successive  reissues 
thereof,  and  shall  also  be  available  at  all  express  and  freight  agency  stations 
and  all  express  and  freight  offices  upon  request. 

3.  The  terms  and  conditions  approved  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Order  shall 
appear  on  the  Shipping  Contract  (bill  of  lading). which  shall  clearly  indicate  that 
it  is  not  negotiable  and  which  shall  also  contain  the  following  clause: 

"Received,  subject  to  the  Rules  for  the  Carriage  of  Express  and  Non-Carload 
Freight  Traffic  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the  date  of  issue  of  this  original 
Shipping  Contract  (bill  of  lading),  goods  described  below,  in  apparent  good 
order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  conditions  of  contents  of  packages 
unknown),  marked,  consigned  and  destined  as  indicated  below,  which  said 
company  agrees  to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said  destination, 
if  on  its  road,  otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the  route  to  said 
destination.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  as  to  each  carrier  of  all  or  any  of  said 
goods  over  all  or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination,  and  as  to  each 
party  at  any  time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  goods,  that  every  service 
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"to  be  performed  herunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  whether 
printed  or  written,  herein  contained  (including  conditions  on  back  hereof) 
and  which  are  agreed  to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for  himself  and  his 
assigns." 

4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3  of  this  Order,  railway 
companies  may  incorporate  by  reference  only  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed 
in  paragraph  1  of  this  Order  if,  in  lieu  of  the  clause  prescribed  in  paragraph  3 
of  this  Order,  the  following  clause  appears  on  the  Shipping  Contract  (bill  of 
lading)  which  shall  also  clearly  indicate  that  it  is  not  negotiable: 

"Received,  subject  to  the  Rules  for  the  Carriage  of  Express  and  Non- 
Carload  Freight  Traffic  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the  date  of  issue  of  this 
original  Shipping  Contract  (bill  of  lading),  goods  described  below,  in 
apparent  good  order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  conditions  of  contents 
of  packages  unknown),  marked,  consigned  and  destined  as  indicated  below, 
which  said  company  agrees  to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said 
destination,  if  on  its  road,  otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the 
route  to  said  destination.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  as  to  each  carrier  of  all 
or  any  of  said  goods  over  all  or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination, 
and  as  to  each  party  at  any  time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  goods, 
that  every  service  to  be  performed  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  (which  are  hereby  incorporated  by  reference  and  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  same  were  severally,  fully  and 
specifically  set  forth  herein),  approved  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Com- 
missioners for  Canada  by  General  Order  No.  T— 43,  set  forth  in  the  Rules 
for  the  Carriage  of  Express  and  Non-Carload  Freight  Traffic  and  also  avail- 
able at  all  express  and  railway  agency  stations  and  express  and  freight 
offices  upon  request,  when  said  goods  are  carried  by  a  rail  carrier  and 
which  are  agreed  to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for  himself  and  his 
assigns."

APPENDIX  "A" 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  FOR  THE  CARRIAGE  OF 
EXPRESS  AND  NON-CARLOAD  FREIGHT  TRAFFIC 

1.  (a)  In  this  contract  "Carrier"  means  the  Carrier  issuing  this  shipping  docu- 

ment as  well  as  any  other  Carrier  subject  to  the  Railway  Act  to  whom  the 
shipment  may  be  delivered  to  complete  the  transportation  of  the  shipment 
from  origin  to  destination;  and  "Connecting  Carrier"  means  any  Carrier 
not  subject  to  the  Railway  Act  to  whom  the  shipment  may  be  delivered 
to  complete  the  transportation  of  the  shipment  from  origin  to  destination. 

(b)  This  contract  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon  the  shipper 
and  consignee  and  all  persons  claiming  or  asserting  any  right  to  the 
ownership  or  possession  of  the  shipment,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  and  be  binding  upon  any  Carrier  to  whom  the  shipment  may  be  delivered 
for  furtherance  to  destination,  and  shall  apply  to  any  reconsignment  or 
return  of  the  shipment. 

(c)  The  rights  and  obligations  of  any  Connecting  Carrier  with  respect  to  the 
shipment,  whether  the  Connecting  Carrier  issues  a  Bill  of  Lading  or  a 
receipt  only,  shall  be  those  which  would  be  in  a  Bill  of  Lading  issued 
by  the  Connecting  Carrier,  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  shipment  had 
been  delivered  directly  by  the  shipper  to  such  Connecting  Carrier. 

2.  (a)  When  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  contract  the  Carrier  is  liable 

for  any  damage  (which  damage  shall  mean  herein  any  complete  or  partial 
loss,  or  destruction,  injury  or  delay)  with  respect  to  any  shipment, 
whether  such  damage  arises  through  negligence  or  otherwise,  the  amount 
for  which  the  Carrier  shall  be  liable  in  accordance  with  clauses  2  (b), 
2  (c),  2  (d)  hereof,  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  event,  the  actual  value  of 
the  shipment,  which  actual  value  shall  mean  the  value  of  the  shipment 
at  the  time  and  place  of  receipt  hereof  by  the  Carrier,  including  trans- 
portation and  other  charges  if  paid  and  the  duty  as  payable  or  paid,  and 
not  refundable. 

(b)  The  maximum  liability  of  the  Carrier  with  respect  to  the  shipment  shall 
be  limited  for  any  shipment  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  less  to  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50.00)  and  for  any  shipment  in  excess  of  one  hundred  pounds 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  (50  cents)  per  pound  (actual 
weight)  unless  the  shipper  indicates  in  the  shipping  contract  his  inten- 
tion to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  sub-clauses  (c)  or  (d)  hereof. 

(c)  The  maximum  liability  of  the  Carrier  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  value 
declared  by  the  shipper  and  embodied  in  the  shipping  contract  and 
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provided  that  valuation  charges  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  tariffs. 

(d)  The  maximum  liability  of  the  Carrier  with  respect  to  any  shipment  ex- 
ceeding fifty  (50)  pounds  may  be  increased  to  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per 
pound  provided  the  shipper  elects  to  have  the  Carrier  assume  such 
increased  liability  and  so  indicates  in  the  shipping  contract  and  provided 
charges  for  such  increased  liability  are  assessed  in  accordance  with 
the  applicable  tariffs. 

3.  (a)  Money,  specie,  negotiable  papers,  jewelery,  precious  or  semi-precious 

metal  or  stones,  gold  or  silver  coins  or  bullion  and  similar  goods,  anti- 
ques, or  other  related  or  unrelated  old,  rare  or  precious  articles  of 
extraordinary  value  shall  not  be  packed  or  included  with  shipments  of 
merchandise  and  if  so  packed,  the  Carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  damage 
to  or  loss  of  such  goods. 

(b)  The  liability  of  the  Carrier  for  a  shipment  of  money,  specie,  negotiable 
papers,  jewelry,  precious  or  semi-precious  metal  or  stones,  gold  or 
silver  coins  or  bullion,  and  similar  goods,  antiques,  or  other  related 
or  unrelated,  old,  rare  or  precious  articles  of  extraordinary  value,  will 
not  be  for  a  greater  sum  than  that  stated  in  the  shipping  contract,  or 
for  more  than  the  actual  value  of  the  shipment  at  the  time  and  place  of 
receipt  thereof  by  the  Carrier,  whichever  may  be  the  lesser  amount;  nor, 
in  the  event  of  partial  loss  or  damage,  for  a  greater  proportion  of  the 
sum  declared,  or  of  such  lesser  actual  value,  as  the  case  may  be,  than 
that  which  the  portion  lost  or  damaged  bears  to  the  whole  shipment. 

4.  When  the  shipment  is  carried  at  owner's  risk  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  contract  or  the  shipping  contract  is  so  endorsed  and  ini- 
tialled by  the  Carrier  and  the  shipper,  the  Carrier  shall  be  liable  only 
for  damage  to,  loss  of,  or  delay  which  may  result  from  the  negligence 
of  the  Carrier,  and  the  burden  of  proving  freedom  from  such  negligence 
shall  rest  on  the  Carrier. 

5.  The  Carrier  shall  transport  the  shipment  with  reasonable  dispatch,  but 
shall  not  be  bound  to  transport  any  shipment  in  time  for  any  particular 
market  or  connection,  except  as  mutually  agreed  upon  between  shipper 
and  Carrier  by  special  arrangement  as  provided  for  in  applicable  tariffs. 

6.  (a)  If  a  shipment  remains  undelivered  after  forty-eight  (48)  hours  or  in  the 

case  of  bonded  goods,  seventy-two  (72)  hours,  (exclusive  of  legal  holi- 
days) after  notice  of  arrival  of  the  shipment  at  destination  or  at  point 
of  delivery  has  been  mailed  to  the  address  of  the  consignee,  the  Carrier 
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may  hold  the  shipment  at  its  premises,  subject  to  storage  charges 
assessed  in  accordance  with  applicable  tariffs  and  the  Carrier's  liability 
in  such  event  shall  be  that  of  a  warehouseman  only,  or  at  the  Carrier's 
option,  such  undelivered  shipment  may  be  removed  to  and  stored  in  a 
public  or  licensed  warehouse  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  and  there  held 
without  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Carrier  and  subject  to  a  lien  for 
all  lawful  charges.  This  section  shall  not  prejudice  any  of  the  rights 
of  the  Carrier  to  otherwise  dispose  of  such  shipment. 

(b)  The  Carrier  shall  not  be  liable: 

(I)  For  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  caused  by  the  act  of  God,  the 
Queen's  or  public  enemies,  the  authority  of  law,  quarantine,  riots, 
strikes,  perils  of  navigation,  defect  or  inherent  vice,  or  the  act 
or  default  of  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the  goods,  or  damages  result- 
ing from  conditions  beyond  the  control  of  the  Carrier.  If  the  goods 
move  under  a  tariff  providing  that  the  Carrier  or  Carriers  party 
thereto  shall  be  liable  for  loss  from  perils  of  navigation,  then 
as  to  such  Carrier  or  Carriers  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  modified  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  tariff,  which 
shall  be  treated  as  incorporated  into  the  conditions  of  this 
contract. 

(II)  For  any  loss  or  damage  occurring  in  Customs  warehouses,  not 
under  control  of  the  Carrier. 

(III)  For  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  resulting  from  improper  packing 
or  marking. 

(IV)  For  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  in  any  way  arising  out  of  the 
examination  by,  or  partial  delivery  to  the  consignee  of  C.O.D. 
shipments,  when  such  examination  or  partial  delivery  is  authorized 
in  writing  by  shipper. 

(V)  For  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  to  shipments  of  live  objects 
arising  from  the  conduct  or  acts  of  such  objects  to  themselves 
or  to  each  other,  or  arising  from  the  condition  of  such  objects 
when  received  for  shipment,  or  from  their  nature  or  propensities; 
all  such  shipments  shall  be  transported  at  owner's  risk. 

(VI)  For  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  occurring  to  shipment  addressed 
to  stations  where  there  is  no  agent  of  theCarrier  after  such  shipment 
has  been  left  at  such  station. 
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(VII)  For  any  partial  loss,  damage  or  delay  unless  a  notice  of  such 
loss,  damage  or  delay  is  filed  in  writing  with  the  receiving  or 
delivering  Carrier,  or  Carrier  issuing  the  shipping  contract,  or 
Carrier  on  whose  line  the  partial  loss,  damage  or  delay  occurred, 
within  two  (2)  months  after  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  shipment, 
or  the  date  of  mailing  of  notice  of  arrival,  and  unless  the  shipment 
container  of  damaged  shipment  or  shipment  involving  partial  loss 
therefrom  is  made  available  for  inspection  by  the  Carrier's  repre- 
sentative; and  unless  the  claim  is  filed  within  twelve  (12)  months 
from  the  date  the  shipment  was  delivered  by  the  shipper  to  the 
Carrier. 

(VIII)  For  non-delivery  or  complete  loss  or  destruction  of  the  shipment 
in  Canada,  unless  a  claim  is  filed  at  any  office  of  the  Carrier 
within  twelve (12)  months  from  the  date  the  shipment  was  delivered 
by  the  shipper  to  the  Carrier. 

7.  (a)  At  points  where  the  Carrier  has  delivery  service,  the  Carrier  shall  tender 

once  the  shipment  for  delivery  to  the  consignee  at  the  address  given,  if 
within  the  delivery  limits;  if  delivery  is  not  effected  at  that  time,  the 
Carrier  will  mail  to  the  consignee,  at  said  address,  a  notice  of  the 
arrival  of  the  shipment. 

(b)  At  points  where  the  Carrier  has  no  delivery  service,  the  Carrier  shall 
mail  to  the  consignee,  at  the  address  given,  a  notice  of  the  arrival  of 
the  shipment. 

(c)  The  Carrier's  liability  to  deliver  to  addresses  outside  delivery  limits 
shall  be  governed  by  applicable  tariffs. 

(d)  If  no  Carrier  has  a  place  of  business  at  the  destination  point  to  which 
the  shipment  is  addressed,  then,  unless  otherwise  routed,  the  Carrier 
only  agrees  to  carry  the  same  to  its  office  or  that  of  some  other  Carrier 
most  convenient  for  furtherance  to  destination  and  upon  arrival  at  such 
office  the  Carrier  may  so  notify  the  consignee  or  upon  the  direction  of 
the  shipper  or  consignee  will,  or  at  its  own  discretion  may,  as  agent 
for  the  shipper  or  consignee,  deliver  the  shipment  to  any  Connecting 
Carrier  for  furtherance  to  destination  and  the  Carrier's  liability  shall 
thereupon  cease . 

8.  If  the  shipment  is  tendered  bearing  special  instructions  of  the  shipper 
to  the  Carrier  not  incorporated  by  endorsement  on  the  shipping  contract 
and  affecting  the  handling  or  delivery  of  the  shipment  or  calling  for 
service  not  provided  for  elsewhere  in  the  tariffs  of  the  Carrier,  the 
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Carrier  will  not  be  liable  for  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  resulting  from 
or  attributable  to  compliance,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  such  instructions, 
or  for  failure  to  comply  with  all  or  part  of  such  instructions. 

9.  (a)  Every  shipper  shipping  explosives  or  other  dangerous  articles  without 

proper  packaging  and  markings  and  without  previous  full  written  dis- 
closure to  the  Carrier  or  its  agent  of  their  nature,  shall  be  liable  for  all 
loss,  damage  or  personal  injury  caused  thereby,  and  such  shipments  may 
be  warehoused  at  owner's  risk  and  expense,  or  destroyed  without 
compensation. 

(b)  Federal,  Provincial,  State  and  Municipal  Governments  issue  regulations 
constraining  the  movement  of  certain  commodities.  The  Carrier  will  not 
be  responsible  for  the  consequences  to  the  shipper  or  consignee  or  any 
person  claiming  or  asserting  any  right  to  the  ownership  or  possession 
of  the  shipment  resulting  from  contravention  by  the  shipper  or  consignee 
of  any  such  regulations. 

10.  The  shipper  or  consignee  shall  pay  the  transportation  and  all  other 
lawful  charges  accruing  on  the  shipment  and,  if  required,  shall  pay 
same  before  delivery. 

11.  The  Carrier  may  return  the  shipment  to  the  shipper  and  collect  all  lawful 
charges,  including  those  for  transportation  both  ways  and  for  storage  if 
the  shipment  remains  undelivered  for  thirty  (30)  days  after  written  noti- 
fication has  been  sent  to  the  shipper. 

12.  Any  alteration,  addition  or  erasure  in  the  shipping  contract  shall  be 
signed  or  initialled  by  an  agent  of  the  Carrier  issuing  the  same  and  the 
shipper  and,  if  not  so  signed  or  initialled,  shall  be  without  effect,  and 
the  shipping  contract  shall  be  enforceable  according  to  its  original 
tenor.

JUGEMENT 

PAR  LA  COMMISSION: 

Le  8  mai  1967,  1' Association  canadienne  du  trafic-messageries  a  presente 
a  la  Commission  une  demande  en  vue  d'obtenir  une  ordonnance  prescrivant  un 
ensemble  de  "Termes  et  conditions  pour  le  transport  des  messageries  et  du 
trafic  de  detail"  destine  a  regir  le  transport  par  un  nouveau  service  de  trafic 
de  detail  qui  remplacerait  eventuellement  les  services  existants  de  transport  des 
messageries  et  du  trafic  de  detail. 

Cette  association  precisait  que  1 'ensemble  de  "Termes  et  conditions" 
qu'elle  proposait  comprenait  les  termes  et  conditions  applicables  du  connaissement 
actuel*et  du  recepissede  marchandises  actuel  du  service  de  messageries**;  cer- 
tains elements  de  classification  qui  contiennent  des  restrictions  quant  a  la.res- 
ponsabilite  ont  egalement  eteinclus,  vu  que,  par  suite  des  dernieres  modifications 
de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer***,  les  classifications  n'ont  plus  a  etre  ap- 
prouvees  par  la  Commission.  Elle  precisait  en  outre  qu'elle  avait  l'intention  de 
tenir  a  Toronto  une  reunion  de  membres  et  de  representants  de  la  Ligue  cana- 
dienne du  trafic  industriel,  de  1' Association  des  manufacturiers  canadiens,  de 
la  Commission  des  transports  du  Manitoba  et  de  la  Commission  des  transports 
des  Maritimes  afin  de  fournir  des  explications  sur  le  nouveau  service  projete  et 
sur  les  termes  et  les  conditions  qui  s'y  appliqueront.  Cette  reunion  devait  avoir 
lieu  le  16  mai  1967  et  une  autre  devait  etre  tenue  le  7  juin  1967.  A  cette  deuxieme 
reunion,  l'Association  devait  entendre  les  propositions  des  expediteurs  et  des 
associations  d 'expediteurs  et  chercher  a  en  arriver  a  une  entente  avec  eux  au 
sujet  des  "Termes  et  conditions" ;on  devait  ensuite  demander  a  la  Commission  de 
s'occuper  au  cours  d'une  audience  publique  de  tous  les  points  des  "Termes  et 
conditions"  sur  lesquels  on  ne  se  serait  pas  mis  d 'accord.

c.  234,  a  ete  modi  fie  par  l'article  48  de  la  Loi  nationale  sur  les  transports,  c.  69 
des  Statuts  du  Canada,  1967.  La  Partie  V  de  la  Loi  nationale  sur  les  transports,  qui 
renferme  l'article  48,  est  entree  en  vigueur  le  23  mars  1967. 
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L'Association  a  cependant  juge  necessaire  de  tenir  en  tout  quatre  reunions, 
non  seulement  avec  les  quatre  associations  susmentionnee.s,  mais  aussi  avec 
un  grand  nombre  d'expediteurs  particuliers  et  d'autres  associations.  Ces  reunions 
ont  eu  lieu  a  Toronto  le  16  mai  1967,  le  21  juin  1967,  le  5  juillet  1967  et  le  20 
juillet  1967. 

A  la  suite  de  ces  reunions,  l'Association  a  presente  une  demande  modifiee, 
datee  du  24  juillet  1967,  et  l'a  signifiee  a  114  interesses  qui  avaient  assiste 
aux  reunions.  La  demande  modifiee  precise  que  les  "Termes  et  conditions" 
modifies  qui  y  sont  annexes  ne  laissent  non  resolus  que  trois  points  a  propos 
desquels  regne  un  disaccord  general  bien  que  d'importance  secondaire.  La  de- 
mande modifiee  declare  en  outre: 

"Nous  avons  egalement  demande  aux  organismes  de  presenter  a  la  Com- 
mission toutes  leurs  observations  sur  les  termes  et  conditions  qui  existent 
a  l'heure  actuelle  et  nous  leur  avons  demande  de  soumettre  la  question  a  la 
decision  de  la  Commission  sans  qu'il  soit  necessaire  de  tenir  une  audience 
publique,  vu  qu'a  cause  du  caractere  approfondi  des  negociations  qui  ont 
eu  lieu,  et  de  1'esprit  de  collaboration  dans  lequel  elles  ont  ete  menees, 
la  tenue  d'une  audience  publique  n'ajouterait  rien;  de  fait,  elle  n'aurait 
d'autre  resultat  que  de  retarder  l'application  des  nouvelles  conditions." 

On  a  recu  au  sujet  de  cette  demande  modifiee,  des  observations  de  la  Ligue 
canadienne  du  trafic  industriel,  de  l'Association  des  manufacturiers  canadiens, 
de  la  Chambre  de  commerce  de  Winnipeg,  de  T Association  canadienne  des  gros- 
sistes  en  fruits,  du  Comite  des  transports  du  Conseil  horticole  du  Canada,  du 
Bureau  du  fret  de  1' Alberta,  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de 
peintures,  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  materiel  electrique, 
de  la  Conference  pour  le  transport  des  produits  pharmaceutiques  et  de  la  Com- 
mission des  transports  des  Maritimes. 

Dans  sa  reponse,  en  date  du  24  aout  1967,  a  ces  dix  associations  d'expe- 
diteurs, l'Association  du  trafic-messageries  a  concede  l'un  des  trois  elements 
qui  restaient  en  litige.  Cette  concession  se  rapporte  au  nom  du  document  de 
transport  comprenant  les  "Termes  et  conditions".  L'Association  avait  insiste 
pour  qu'on  l'appelle  "contrat  de  transport",  tandis  que  les  expediteurs  insis- 
taient  pour  qu'on  retienne  l'appellation  "connaissement"  pour  la  bonne  raison 
qu'un  terme  different  pourrait  soustrairele  contrat  a  l'application  des  dispositions 
de  la  Loi  sur  les  connaissements.  L'Association  declare  maintenant  qu'elle 
placera  le  mot  "connaissement "  au  recto  du  document,  mais  que  celui-ci  con- 
tinuera  d'etre  assimile  a  un  "contrat  de  transport". 

Seulement  deux  des  dix  memoires  presentes  par  les  associations  d'expedi- 
teurs insistent  sur  la  tenue  d'une  audience  publique  par  la  Commission:  celui 
de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  materiel  electrique  et  celui 
de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  peintures.  Cependant,  les 
observations  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  materiel  elec- 
trique ne  portent  pas  explicitement  sur  les  "Termes  et  conditions";  elles  expri-

ment  simplement  son  approbation  des  observations  de  la  Ligue  canadienne  du 
trafic  industriel  et  de  1' Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  peintures. 
Dans  son  memoire,  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  materiel 
electrique  cherche  surtout  a  obtenir  la  suspension  des  tarifs  applicables  au 
nouveau  service  du  transport  du  trafic  de  detail,  suivie  d'une  audience  publique 
a  tenir  en  vertu  des  dispositions  de  l'article  16  de  la  Loi  nationale  sur  les  trans- 
ports. Au  moment  de  la  reception  des  observations  de  l'Association  canadienne 
des  manufacturiers  de  materiel  electrique,  l'article  16  de  la  Loi  nationale  sur 
les  transports  n'avait  pas  encore  ete  proclame  en  vigueur.  II  convient  de  remar- 
quer,  a  ce  sujet,  que  l'article  16  de  la  Loi  nationale  sur  les  transports  neconfere 
pas  le  pouvoir  de  suspendre  les  tarifs,  mais  seulement  celui  de  les  rejeter  apres 
la  tenue  d'une  audience. 

Bien  que  les  observations  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers 
de  peintures  traitent  explicitement  des  trois  elements  qui  font  l'objet  d'un  di- 
saccord general  au  sujet  des  "Termes  et  conditions",  les  motifs  avancesa 
l'appui  d'une  audience  publique  sont  les  suivants: 

"Nous  soutenons  que  des  modifications  a  apporter  a  Sexploitation  et  a 
la  tarification  qui  ont  une  portee  aussi  grande  que  cette  modification  impor- 
tante  de  tout  le  systeme  du  transport  du  trafic  de  detail  leur  imposent  la 
responsabilite  speciale  de  s'assurer  qu'une  telle  initiative  est  dans  l'interet 
public. 

Nous  regrettons  la  repugnance  des  transporters  a  soumettre  leurs 

propositions  a  l'examen  dans  des  audiences  publiques  

Nous  soutenons  que  des  circonstances  comme  celles-ci  justifient  et,  en 
verite,  exigent  la  tenue  d'une  audience  publique  au  cours  de  laquelle  le 
point  de  vue  des  transporteurs  puisse  etre  examine  et  eprouve." 

Les  motifs  qui  precedent  ont  trait,  cependant,  a  des  questions  qui  ne  se  rap- 
portent  pas  aux  "Termes  et  conditions". 

Nous  avons  etudie  toutes  les  observations  qui  nous  ont  ete  faites  et,  en 
particulier,  celles  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  materiel 
electrique  et  de  l'Association  canadienne  des  manufacturiers  de  peintures,  et 
nous  en  sommes  venus  a  la  conclusion  qu'on  ne  nous  a  apporte  aucun  motif 
serieux  qui  justifierait  la  depense  de  temps  et  d'argent  que  representerait  la 
tenue  d'une  audience  publique  pour  l'etude  des  deux  elements  qui  font  l'objet 
d'un  disaccord  general.  Nous  considerons  en  outre  que  nous  avons  devant  nous 
suffisamment  de  matiere  en  fait  d'observations  ecrites  pour  nous  permettre  de 
disposer  de  ces  deux  questions  dans  le  present  jugement  et  dans  l'ordonnance 
generate  qui  l'accompagne. 

Les  deux  elements  qui  font  l'objet  d'un  disaccord  general  concernent  les 
clauses  suivantes  des  "Termes  et  conditions". 
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"lb)  Le  present  contrat  engage  l'expediteur  et  le  destinataire  qui  pour- 
ront  s'en  prevaloir,  et  toute  personne  revendiquant  un  droit  quel- 
conque  a  la  propnete  ou  a  la  possession  de  1 'envoi,  de  meme  que 
tout  voiturier  aux  soins  duquel  l'envoi  aura  ete  confie  pour  etre 
transports  jusqu'a  destination;  il  s'appliquera  egalement  en  cas  de 
re-expedition  ou  de  retour  de  l'envoi. 

"6b)  VII) 

De  tout  dommage,  perte  partielle  ou  retard,  sauf  si  avis  ecrit  en  a 
ete  donne  au  voiturier  recevant  ou  livrant  les  marchandises  ou  au 
voiturier  delivrant  le  contrat  de  transport,  ou  au  voiturier  sur  les 
lignes  duquel  le  dommage,  la  perte  partielle  ou  le  retard  s'est 
produit,  dans  un  delai  de  deux  mois  a  compter  de  la  date  de  livrai- 
son,  ou  de  la  date  a  laquelle  l'avis  d'arrivee  aura  ete  mis  a  laposte; 
et  sauf  si  l'emballage  des  marchandises  endommagees  ou  partiel- 
lement  perdues  a  pu  etre  soumis  a  l'examen  d'un  representant  du 
voiturier.  La  reclamation  doit  etre  produite  dans  les  neuf  mois  a 
compter  de  la  date  a  laquelle  les  marchandises  ont  ete  livrees  par 
le  voiturier  au  consignataire." 

"6b)  VIII) 

Du  defaut  de  livraison,  de  la  perte  complete  ou  de  la  destruction 
des  marchandises  au  Canada  a  moins  qu'une  reclamation  ne  soit 
presentee  a  tout  bureau  du  voiturier  dans  les  neuf  mois  a  compter 
de  la  date  a  laquelle  les  marchandises  ont  ete  livrees  par  l'expe- 
diteur au  voiturier." 

DISCUSSION  ET  CONCLUSIONS 

En  ce  qui  concerne  la  clause  lb),  cinq  des  associations  font  des  objections 
a  l'expression  "et  de  toutes  les  personnes  qui  revendiquent  ou  invoquent  un 
droit  a  la  propriete  ou  a  la  possession  des  marchandises  expedites",  alleguant 
en  general,  que  cette  expression  a  une  portee  plus  large  qu'il  n'est  necessaire 
qu'elle  est  nouvelle  et  que  le  sens  et  1 'application  en  sont  incertains.  La  plupart 
de  ces  associations  d'expediteurs  prefereraient  un  texte  semblable  a  celui  de  la 
clause  correspondante  des  Termes  et  conditions  de  l'Uniform  Express  Receipt 
des  U.S.A.,  lequel  ne  renferme  pas  d'expression  semblable.  Le  point  de  vue  de 
l'Association  canadienne  du  trafic-messageries,  c'est  que  l'objetde  cette  expres- 
sion est  de  lier  les  parties  qui  sont  proprietaires  des  marchandises  mais  qui 
n'en  sont  pas  les  expediteurs,  que  cette  expression  ne  touche  pas  la  situation  de 
droit  commun  et  qu'elle  a  ete  de  fait  employee  tant  dans  les  termes  et  conditions 
du  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries  que  dans  ceux  du  con- 
naissement  ferroviaire. 
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Les  termes  et  conditions  du  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  mes- 
sageries,  approuve  par  l'ordonnance  generale  n°  T-33  de  la  Commission,  renfer- 
ment,  dans  la  clause  2,  les  mots  suivants:  "Le  present  contrat  s'etendra  a  l'ex- 
pediteur  et  atoutes  les  personnes  en  rapport  contractuel  avec  lui,  qui  revendiquent 
eu  invoquent  un  droit  a  la  propriete  ou  a  la  possession  des  marchandises  expe- 
dites et  les  liera  "  (Les  soulignes  sont  de  nous).  Les  termes  et  conditions 

du  connaissement  ferroviaire,  approuve  par  l'ordonnance  generale  n°  T-5  de  la 
Commission,  renferment  ce  qui  suit: 

"et  quant  a  toute  personne  interessee  a  quelque  moment  a  tout  ou  partie  desdites 
marchandises  "  (article  3  de  l'ordonnance  generale  no  T-5  de  la  Commis- 
sion). Par  consequent,  il  est  evident  que  1'expression  dont  on  se  plaint  n'est 
pas  nouvelle  et  qu'elle  est,  en  substance,  la  meme  que  celle  qui  se  trouve  dans 
les  termes  et  conditions  actuelles  du  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de 
messageries  et  du  connaissement  ferroviaire.  Nous  considerons  que  les  trans- 
porters n'ont  apporte  aucun  argument  fonde  sur  des  faits  qui  soit  de  nature  a 
justifier  la  radiation  de  cette  expression  et  nous  approuverons  la  clause  lb)  en 
totalite. 

Les  clauses  6b)  VII)  et  6b)  VIII)  precisent  les  delais  accordes  pour  notifier 
les  transporteurs  de  la  perte,  de  l'endommagement,  du  retard  ou  de  la  destruction 
de  marchandises  expedites  et  pour  presenter  une  reclamation  aux  transporteurs. 
Dans  le  cas  de  perte  partielle,  d'endommagement  ou  de  retard,  l'avis  doit  etre 
donne  dans  les  deux  mois  de  la  livraison  des  marchandises  ou  de  la  mise  a  la 
poste  de  l'avis  d'arrivee,  apres  quoi  une  reclamation  doit  etre  presentee  dans 
les  neuf  mois  de  la  date  de  livraison.  Dans  le  cas  de  non-livraison,  de  perte 
totale  ou  de  destruction  des  marchandises,  aucun  avis  n'est  exige,  mais  une 
reclamation  doit  etre  presentee  dans  les  neuf  mois  de  la  date  de  l'expedition. 

Quatre  associations  d'expediteurs  s'opposent  aux  delais  prevus  aux  clauses 
6b)  VII  et  6b)  VIII)  et  soutiennent  que  le  delai  de  quatre  mois  du  connaissement 
ferroviaire  devrait  y  etre  substitue.  Deux  associations  d'expediteurs  considerent 
qu'un  recepisse  de  "mauvais  etat"  ou  une  annotation  a  cet  effet  sur  le  recepisse 
de  livraison  devraient  etre  accept es  a  titre  d'avis  ecrit  de  perte,  etc.;  l'une 
d'elles  desire  une  modification  des  Termes  et  conditions  a  cet  effet.  Une  asso- 
ciation d'expediteurs  considere  que  le  delai  accorde  pour  la  presentation  d'une 
reclamation  constitue  une  distinction  injuste  a  l'egard  des  expediteurs  sur  de 
grandes  distances  parce  que  le  calcul  de  ce  delai  se  fait  a  partir  de  la  date  de 
l'expedition;  cette  association  propose  que  le  texte  soit  corrige  de  facon  a  etre 
equitable  pour  les  expediteurs  sur  de  grandes  distances.  Deux  associations 
d'expediteurs  ont  fait  des  observations  relativement  a  la  modification  des  recla- 
mations apres  la  presentation  de  celles-ci  apres  l'ecoulement  de  la  periodede 
neuf  mois;  l'une  d'elles  desire  un  texte  approprie  pour  permettre  cette  modifica- 
tion mais  l'autre  s'y  oppose  en  pretendant  que  cela  serait  illegal  et  constituerait 
une  distinction  injuste. 
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L'Association  du  trafic-messageries  soutient  que  les  clauses  6b)  VII)  et  6b) 
VIII)  ont  pour  objets  principaux  de  permettre  au  transporteur  de  recevoir  l'avis  de 
reclamation  dans  un  delai  raisonnable  de  facon  qu'il  puisse  faire  les  recherches 
qui  s'imposent  et  de  fixer  un  delai  pour  la  presentation  d'une  reclamation  de 
facon  que  les  transporters  puissent  avoir  une  idee  de  la  nature  et  de  l'etendue 
de  la  reclamation  dans  un  temps  raisonnable.  Quant  a  l'avis  de  perte,  etc.,  par 
annotation  du  recepisse  de  livraison,  1 'Association  soutient  que,  bien  que  les 
transporteurs  soient  disposes  a  accepter  une  telle  annotation  en  guise  d'avis  si 
des  renseignements  suffisants  peuvent  etre  fournis  de  cette  facon,  en  pratique 
un  avis  ecrit  devrait  etre  donne  dans  presque  tous  les  cas;  par  consequent, 
l'Association  ne  voit  pas  la  necessite  de  modifier  cette  clause  de  facon  a  y 
prevoir  l'avis  par  annotation  du  recepisse  de  livraison.  Relativement  a  la  modi- 
fication des  reclamations  apres  la  periode  de  neuf  mois,  1 'Association  declare 
que  les  transporteurs  accepteraient  de  telles  modifications,  avant  le  paiement  de 
la  reclamation,  a  condition  que  la  reclamation  initiale  ait  ete  presentee  dans  le 
delai  de  neuf  mois. 

Les  delais  actuellement  prevus  dans  les  termes  et  conditions  du  recepisse 
de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries  et  du  connaissement  ferroviaire  sont 
les  suivants: 

1.  Endommagement,  perte  partielle,  manque  ou  retard: 

a)  Recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries: 

Avis  par  ecrit  de  l'endommagement,  de  la  perte  partielle  ou  du 
manque  est  exige  dans  les  trente  jours  de  la  date  de  livraison  (clau- 
se 5(1)). 

b)  Connaissement  ferroviaire 

Avis  par  ecrit  de  la  perte,  de  l'endommagement  ou  du  retard  est 
exige  dans  les  quatre  mois  de  la  date  de  livraison  (article  4). 

2.  Non-livraison,  perte  ou  destruction: 

a)  Recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries: 

Avis  par  ecrit  du  defaut  de  livraison,  de  la  perte  ou  de  la  des- 
truction est  exige  dans  les  quatre  mois  de  la  date  a  laquelle  la 
livraison  aurait  du,  normalement,  etre  faite  (clause  5  n)). 

b)  Connaissement  ferroviaire 

Avis  par  ecrit  du  defaut  de  livraison  est  exige  dans  les  quatre 
mois  qui  suivent  l'ecoulement  d'un  delai  de  livraison  raisonnable 
(article  4). 

Ni  le  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries  ni  le  connaissement 
ferroviaire  ne  prevoient  de  delai  pour  la  presentation  d'une  reclamation. 
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Nous  avons  etudie  les  observations  qui  nous  ont  ete  faites  au  sujet  des 
clauses  6b)  VII)  et  6b)  VIII)  et  nous  en  sommes  arrives  aux  conclusions  ci-apres. 

En  ce  qui  concerne  le  delai  de  deux  mois  pour  l'avis  de  perte  partielle, 
etc.,  prevu  dans  la  clause  6b)  VII),  nous  constatons  que  ce  delai,  bien  qu'il  soit 
moindre  que  le  delai  de  quatre  mois  actuellement  accorde  dans  le  connaissement 
ferroviaire,  est  tout  de  meme  deux  fois  plus  long  que  celui  de  trente  jours  qui 
est  actuellement  prevu  dans  le  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  mes- 
sageries.  En  outre,  ces  deux  documents  exigent  maintenant  que  l'avis  soit  pre- 
sente  dans  les  quatre  mois  dans  le  cas  de  non-livraison,  etc.,  delai  qui  n'est 
pas  exige  dans  les  "Termes  et  conditions"  que  nous  avons  devant  nous.  A  notre 
avis,  un  delai  d'avis  de  perte  partielle,  etc.,  qui  serait  trop  long  comporterait 
un  danger  d'abus,  parce  que  la  determination  de  la  responsabilite  serait  difficile, 
sinon  impossible,  si  l'avis  etait  recu  juste  a  la  fin  du  delai.  Par  consequent, 
nous  considerons  que  le  delai  de  deux  mois  accorde  pour  la  presentation  de 
l'avis  de  perte  partielle,  etc.,  delai  devant  etre  calcule  de  la  date  de  livraison, 
est  amplement  suffisant  dans  les  conditions  actuelles  et  nous  approuverons  ce 
delai. 

En  ce  qui  concerne  le  delai  de  neuf  mois  pour  la  presentation  d'une  recla- 
mation, nous  avons  deja  mentionne  ci-dessus  que  ni  le  recepisse  de  marchan- 
dises du  service  de  messageries  ni  le  connaissement  ferroviaire  ne  prevoient 
un  tel  delai  de  presentation.  Nous  croyons  qu'il  devrait  y  avoir  un  delai  raison- 
nable  et  determine  pour  la  presentation  d'une  reclamation,  de  facon  que  les 
transporters  puissent  avoir  une  idee  de  la  nature  et  de  l'etendue  des  reclama- 
tions et  que  pour  les  deux  genres  de  reclamations  (perte  partielle,  etc.,  et  non- 
livraison,  etc.)  il  devrait  y  avoir  une  date  absolument  verifiable  a  laquelle  com- 
mencera  le  delai  de  reclamation.  A  notre  avis,  cette  date  devrait  etre  la  date 
d'expedition  dans  tous  les  cas.  Nous  considerons  en  outre  que  le  delai  de  neuf 
mois  que  propose  1' Association  du  trafic-messageries  pour  la  presentation  d'une 
reclamation  n'est  pas  suffisant  et  qu'un  delai  raisonnable  pour  la  presentation 
d'une  reclamation  serait,  dans  tous  les  cas,  un  delai  d'un  an  a  compter  de  la 
date  d'expedition. 

En  plus  des  deux  elements  faisant  1'objet  d'un  disaccord  general  dont  nous 
avons  parle  ci-dessus,  deux  associations  ont  souleve  deux  autres  questions 
touchant  les  "Termes  et  conditions". 

L'une  de  ces  questions  se  rapporte  a  la  clause  5,  qui  est  la  suivante: 

"Le  voiturier  transportera  les  marchandises  avec  diligence  raisonnable, 
mais  il  ne  sera  pas  tenu  d'en  effectuer  le  transport  a  temps  pour  un  marche 
en  particulier  ou  pour  assurer  une  correspondance,  a  moins  de  convention 
speciale  entre  l'expediteur  et  le  voiturier  tel  que  prevu  dans  les  tarifs  en 
vigueur." 
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L'Association  en  cause  voulait  un  texte  qui  permettrait  a  un  expediteur  et  a  un 
transporteur  de  conclure  une  entente  garantissant  la  livraison  et  d'inscrire  cette 
entente  en  annotation  sur  le  contrat  de  transport  (connaissement).  L'Association 
du  trafic-messageries  ne  consent  pas  un  tel  texte  etnous  ne  voyons  pas  de  raison 
valablepour  que  la  Commission  impose  une  obligation  dece  genre  aux  transporteurs. 

L'autre  question  se  rapporte  a  la  clause  7d),  qui  est  la  suivante: 

"Si  aucun  voiturier  n'a  de  bureau  au  point  de  destination  ou  les  marchan- 
dises  sont  adressees,  le  voiturier,  sauf  instructions  contraires,  ne  s'engage 
qu'a  les  transporter  a  ses  bureaux  ou  a  ceux  du  voiturier  le  mieux  place 
pour  les  acheminer  a  destination  et  il  pourra  alors  en  informer  le  destina- 
taire.  Autrement  il  devra,  conformement  aux  instructions  de  l'expediteur  ou 
du  destinataire,  ou  il  pourra  de  sa  propre  initiative,  en  tant  qu'agent  de 
l'expediteur  ou  du  destinataire,  livrer  les  marchandises  a  tout  voiturier 
correspondant  pour  acheminement  a  destination.  A  partir  de  ce  moment,  le 
voiturier  sera  degage  de  sa  responsabilite." 

L'Association  en  cause  considere  quelorsque  le  transporteur  exerce  la  discretion 
mentionnee  dans  la  clause  76),  il  devrait  accepter  toute  la  responsabilite  que 
comporte  cette  initiative.  L'Association  du  trafic-messageries  souligne,  cepen- 
dant,  qu'un  expediteur  pourra  eviter  l'exercice  de  cette  discretion  par  le  trans- 
porteur en  donnant  des  instructions  completes  d'acheminement  et  que  meme 
l'expediteur  qui  prefere  ne  pas  donner  de  telles  instructions  sera  encore  protege 
par  les  termes  et  conditions  du  connaissement  qui  sera  delivre  par  le  transpor- 
teur correspondant. 

Le  texte  de  la  clause  7d),  des  "Termes  et  conditions"  que  nous  avons 
devant  nous  est  essentiellement  le  meme  que  celui  des  clauses  7d)  et  7e)  de 
l'actuel  recepisse  de  marchandises  du  service  de  messageries.  Nous  considerons 
qu'on  n'a  apporte  aucun  argument  valable  qui  justifierait  la  modification  de  la 
clause  7d)  de  facon  a  imposer  la  responsabilite  que  juge  necessaire  l'associa- 
tion  en  cause. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Nous  constatons,  apres  une  etude  approfondie  de  tout  ce  qui  nous  a  ete 
presente,  que  nous  devrions  approuver  les.  "Termts  et  conditions  de  transport 
des  messageries  et  du  trafic  de  detail"  annexes  a  la  demande  modifiee  de  1 'As- 
sociation canadienne  du  trafic-messageries,  datee  du  24  juillet  1967,  les  clauses 
6b)  VII  et  6b)  VIII  en  etant  revisees  conformement  aux  conclusions  auxquelles  nous 
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en  sommes  arrives  ci-dessus.  L'ordonnance  generate  T-43,  qui  accompagne  le 
present  jugement  et  en  fait  partie,  approuve  ces  "Termes  et  conditions"  et 
enonce  les  clauses  modifiees  6b)  VII)  et  6b)  VIII,  que  nous  avons  egalement 
approuvees.

1.  Les  termes  et  conditions  etablis  a  l'appendice  "A"  ci-annexe  sont  pres- 
ents pour  le  transport  de  messageries  et  marchandises  de  detail  et  de  messa- 
geries  qui  relevent  de  la  Commission.

(b)  Le  present  contrat  engage  l'expediteur  et  le  destinataire  qui  pourront 
s'en  prevaloir,  et  toute  personne  revendiquant  un  droit  quelconque  a  la 
propriete  ou  a  la  possession  de  l'envoi,  de  meme  que  tout  voiturier  aux 
soins  duquel  l'envoi  aura  ete  confie  pour  etre  transporte  jusqu'a  desti- 
nation; il  s'appliquera  egalement  en  cas  de  re-expedition  ou  de  retour 
de  l'envoi. 

(c)  Que  le  voiturier  correspondant  delivre  un  connaissement  ou  un  simple

3.  (a)  L'argent,  les  especes  monetaires,  effets  negociables,  bijoux,  pierres  ou 

metaux  precieux  ou  semi-precieux,  pieces  ou  lingots  d'or  ou  d'argent  et 
autres  articles  de  meme  nature,  les  articles  d'antiquite  et  autres  objets 
rares,  objets  de  collection  ou  de  valeur  extraordinaire,  ne  devront  pas 
etre  emballes  avec  les  marchandises  ni  faire  partie  d'un  envoi  de  mer- 
chandises; s'ils  l'etaient,  le  voiturier  ne  sera  pas  responsable  des  dom- 
mages  causes  a  ces  objets  ni  de  leur  perte. 

(b)  La  responsabilite  du  voiturier  pour  toute  expedition  d'argent,  d'especes 
monetaires,  effets  negociables,  bijoux,  pierres  ou  metaux  precieux  ou 
semi-precieux,  pieces  ou  lingots  d'or  ou  d'argent  et  autres  articles  de 
meme  nature,  articles  d'antiquite  et  autres  objets  rares,  objets  de  col- 
lection ou  de  valeur  extraordinaire,  ne  pourra  exceder  la  moindre  de  la 
valeur  declaree  dans  le  contrat  de  transport  ou  de  la  valeur  reelle  de 
l'envoi  a  l'endroit  et  au  moment  ou  il  a  ete  accepte  par  le  voiturier.

6.  (a)  Si  les  marchandises  n'ont  pas  ete  enlevees  apres  48  heures  ou  apres  72 

heures  dans  le  cas  de  marchandises  sous  douane  (a  l'exclusion  des  fetes 
legales),  alors  que  l'avis  d'arrivee  des  marchandises  a  destination  ou 
au  point  de  livraison  a  ete  adresse  par  la  poste  au  destinataire,  le  voi- 
turier pourra  les  garder  dans  ses  locaux  et  imposer  les  frais  d'entrepo- 
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sagecalcules  suivant  les  tarifs  en  vigueur.  La  responsabilite  du  voiturier 
sera  alors  limitee  a  celle  d'un  entrepositaire.  Le  voiturier  a  aussi  le 
choix  de  prendre  ces  marchandises  non  enlevees  pour  les  mettre  dans  un 
entrepot  public  ou  sous  licence  aux  frais  de  leur  proprietaire  ou  elles  ne 
seront  en  aucune  facon  sous  la  responsabilite  du  voiturier  qui  conserve 
son  privilege  quant  a  tous  les  frais  legalement  imposes.

(III)  De  tout  dommage,  perte  ou  retard  resultant  de  la  defectuosite  de 
l'emballage  ou  du  marquage. 

(IV)  De  tout  dommage,  perte  ou  retard  resultant  de  quelque  facon  de 
l'examen  par  le  destinataire  ou  de  la  livraison  partielle  faite  a  ce 
dernier,  d'une  expedition  contre  remboursement  (C.O.D.)  lorsqu'une 
autorisation  ecrite  de  l'expediteur  permet  tel  examen  ou  livraison 
partielle. 

(V)  De  tout  dommage,  perte  ou  retard  cause  aux  expeditions  d'animaux 
et  d'organismes  vivants  provenant  de  leurs  actes  ou  de  leur  com- 
portement  envers  eux-memes  ou  les  uns  envers  les  autres,  ou 
resultant  de  leur  etat  au  moment  ou  ils  ont  ete  acceptes  pour 
expedition,  ou  encore  de  leur  nature  ou  de  leurs  dispositions; 
toutes  ces  expeditions  seront  faites  aux  risques  du  proprietaire. 

(VI)  De  tout  dommage,  perte  ou  retard  subi  par  les  marchandises  des- 
tinees  aux  gares  ou  le  voiturier  n'a  pas  d 'argent,  apres  que  ces 
marchandises  y  ont  ete  laissees. 
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(VII)  De  tout  dommage,  perte  partielle  ou  retard,  sauf  si  avis  ecrit  en  a 
ete  donne  au  voiturier  recevant  ou  livrant  les  marchandises  ou  au 
voiturier  delivrant  le  contrat  de  transport,  ou  au  voiturier  sur  les 
lignes  duquel  le  dommage,  la  perte  partielle  ou  le  retard  s'est 
produit,  dans  un  delai  de  deux  mois  a  compter  de  la  date  de  livrai- 
son,  ou  de  la  date  a  laquelle  l'avis  d'arrivee  aura  ete  mis  a  la 
poste;  et  sauf  si  l'emballage  des  marchandises  endommagees  ou 
partiellement  perdues  a  pu  etre  soumis  a  l'examen  d'un  represen- 
tant  du  voiturier.  La  reclamation  doit  etre  produite  dans  les  douze 
mois  a  compter  de  la  date  a  laquelle  les  marchandises  ont  ete 
livrees  par  l'expediteur  au  voiturier. 

(VIII)  Du  defaut  de  livraison,  de  la  perte  complete  ou  de  la  destruction 
des  marchandises  au  Canada  a  moins  qu'une  reclamation  ne  soit 
presentee  a  tout  bureau  du  voiturier  dans  les  douze  mois  a  compter 
de  la  date  a  laquelle  les  marchandises  ont  ete  livrees  par  l'expe- 
diteur au  voiturier. 

7.  (a)  Aux  endroits  ou  le  voiturier  assure  un  service  de  livraison,  il  fera  une 

seule  offre  de  livraison  au  destinataire  a  1'adresse  indiquee,  pourvu  que 
celle-ci  soit  dans  les  limites  de  son  service  de  livraison.  Si  la  livraison 
n'etait  pas  alors  effectuee,  le  voiturier  enverra  par  la  poste  au  destina- 
taire a  Tadresse  indiquee,  un  avis  d'arrivee  des  marchandises. 

(b)  Aux  endroits  ou  le  voiturier  n 'assure  pas  de  service  de  livraison,  il 
enverra  par  la  poste  au  destinataire  a  l'adresse  indiquee,  un  avis  d'ar- 
rivee des  marchandises.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.,  DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.,  WOODARD,  C: 

An  Interim  Judgment  was  given  on  March  9,  1967,  in  respect  of  several 
matters  considered  at  the  hearing  held  by  the  Board  at  Dorion,  P.Q. 
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As  regards  grade  separation  to  eliminate  the  two  level  crossings  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  St. 
Charles  Street,  the  following  is  repeated  here  from  the  Interim  Judgment: 

"On  the  last  day  of  the  Hearing  the  Chief  Commissioner  indicated  that 
the  Board  approves  in  principle  the  construction  of  a  suitable  grade  sepa- 
ration to  eliminate  the  two  level  crossings  of  the  railways  and  St.  Charles 
Street  and  that  it  is  willing  to  make  the  maximum  permissible  grants  from 
The  Railway  Grade  Crossing  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  such  a  grade  sepa- 
ration. If  the  cost  towards  which  the  Board  can  make  a  grant  is  at  least 
$625,000  in  respect  of  each  crossing,  the  maximum  amount  that  the  Board 
can  grant  is  $1,000,000  in  total.  Certain  alternative  designs  and  sites  for 
the  grade  separation  have  been  considered  by  Lalonde,  Girouard  and 
Letendre,  consulting  engineers  retained  by  the  Town  of  Dorion,  and  they 
were  explained  to  the  Board  at  the  Hearing  by  Mr.  Lalonde.  No  final  choice 
has  been  made.  The  cost  of  the  structure  favoured  by  Mr.  Lalonde  at  the 
time  of  the  Hearing  was  estimated  by  him  at  about  $2,300,000.  The  Town 
will  progress  the  matter  further  with  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
Board  will  co-operate  with  the  Town,  the  Provincial  Authorities  and  the 
railway  companies  with  the  objective  of  providing  a  suitable  grade  separation 
as  quickly  as  reasonably  possible." 

Subsequently,  the  Department  of  Roads  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  reply 
to  a  letter  from  the  Board,  stated,  inter  alia,  that  the  Department  proposes  in  the 
more  or  less  near  future  and  according  to  its  available  budget,  to  continue  Auto- 
route  20  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  crossing  and  that  this  project  could 
appreciably  modify  the  grade  separation. 

The  Board  and  the  parties  still  have  the  matter  under  study. 

The  Interin  Judgment  imposed  a  train  speed  limitation  of  35  miles  per  hour 
at  both  crossings.  This  limitation  continues  in  effect. 

This  Judgment  is  intended  to  deal  principally  with  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  accident  occurred,  the  protection  that  was  in  effect  at  the  C.N.R. 
crossing  at  that  time,  and  the  raising  of  the  gate  or  barrier  in  front  of  the  bus. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  the  gates  at  the  C.N.R.  crossing  were  down  while  an 
eastbound  passenger  train  was  approaching  and  passing  through  the  crossing, 
that  the  bus  was  stopped  at  the  south  gate  ready  to  proceed  northwards  across 
the  tracks,  that  the  south  gate  lifted  and  the  bus  moved  onto  the  tracks  and  was 
immediately  hit  by  a  westbound  freight  train. 

The  crossing  was  and  is  protected  by  automatic  short  arm  gates,  flashing 
lights  and  bell,  installed  in  1957.  Prior  thereto  there  was  protection  by  gates 
also,  but  the  present  protection  was  installed  in  1957.  As  above  stated,  an  east- 
bound  passenger  train  went  through  the  crossing  immediately  before  the  west- 
bound freight  train  collided  with  the  bus.  When  the  passenger  train  went  through 
the  crossing,  the  north  gate  and  the  south  gate  were  down  and  motor  vehicles 
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were  stopped  on  each  side  of  the  crossing.  The  bus  was  facing  north  on  the  right 
hand  travelled  portion  of  St.  Charles  Street  on  the  south  side  of  the  crossing 
immediately  next  to  the  south  gate.  Immediately  after  the  passenger  train  had 
passed  through  the  crossing,  the  south  gate  in  front  of  the  bus  rose.  The  north 
gate  did  not  rise.  What  caused  the  south  gate  to  rise?  Was  it  by  operation  or 
malfunction  of  the  system  controlling  the  gate?  Was  it  lifted  by  the  arms  of 
unauthorized  persons?  Was  it  made  to  rise  by  use  of  a  manually  operated  railway 
control  switch  located  at  what  was  referred  to  by  witnesses  throughout  the  hear- 
ing as  a  railway  bungalow  a  short  distance  east  of  the  crossing? 

This  manually  operated  control  switch  is  in  locked  receptacles  at  the  bun- 
galow. Evidence  that  it  was  not  used  or  tampered  with  on  the  occasion  of  the 
accident  and  that  it  did  not  contribute  to  it  was  conclusive.  We  shall,  therefore, 
deal  at  greater  length  with  the  other  two  queries. 

The  crossings  were  described  in  the  Interim  Judgment.  This  is  an  appro- 
priate place  to  give  a  general  description  of  the  protection  at  the  C.N.R.  crossing 
and  its  operation,  according  to  its  design.  The  protection  is  commonly  known  as 
short  arm  gates.  In  fact,  the  gates  are  single  arms  made  of  wood,  26  feet  in 
length,  one  on  the  north  side,  one  on  the  south  side  of  the  crossing.  Each  gate, 
when  in  the  horizontal  or  down  position,  extends  across  the  sidewalk  and  across 
the  right  hand  half  of  St.  Charles  Street,  i.e.,  the  right  hand  half  for  traffic  moving 
normally  forward.  Each  gate  hinges  on  an  upright  mast  located  adjacent  to  the 
edge  of  the  sidewalk  farthest  from  the  vehicular  portion  of  the  street.  There  are 
flashing  lights  on  each  mast.  There  is  a  warning  bell.  There  are  smaller  red 
lights  on  each  gate. 

The  protection  is  designed  to  be  activated  automatically  when  a  train  ap- 
proaches the  crossing,  eastbound  or  westbound,  within  a  control  approach  circuit 
that  extends  about  3,700  feet  on  each  side  of  the  crossing.  The  word  "activated" 
is  one  way  of  saying  that  the  protection  at  the  crossing  is  put  into  operation. 
What  happens,  in  short,  is  that  the  gates  are  held  in  their  vertical  position  by 
an  electric  current  and  they  are  made  to  rise  from  a  horizontal  or  down  position 
by  the  electric  current  from  the  same  source  -  and  when  a  train  enters  the  control 
approach  circuit  moving  either  east  or  west,  the  train  makes  a  connection  between 
the  two  rails  on  which  it  is  running  and  this  cuts  or  breaks  the  flow  of  electric 
current  to  the  gates  —  if  they  are  vertical  they  fall  by  their  own  weight  and  the 
force  of  gravity  -  and  thereafter  while  any  train  is  within  the  approach  circuit, 
the  current  needed  to  raise  them  remains  cut  off.  This  is  a  "fail  safe"  feature 
in  the  design  of  the  protection  system.  The  cut-off  of  the  electric  current  by  the 
connection  of  two  rails  by  a  train  can  be  caused  manually  also  by  what  was 
described  at  the  hearing  as  a  track  shunt  or  a  simulated  train  movement  —  all 
that  is  necessary  is  to  put  a  wire  from  one  rail  to  another,  thus  making  a  connec- 
tion between  them  as  a  train  would  do.  As  indicated  elsewhere  herein,  the  gates 
can  be  raised  manually  by  railway  employees  by  the  use  of  a  switch  in  the  con- 
trol system  at  the  bungalow.  Thus,  the  activating  point  of  the  control  approach 
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circuit  for  a  westbound  train  is  approximately  3,700  feet  from  the  crossing, 
and  when  the  foremost  part  of  a  westbound  train  moves  onto  that  point  the  pro- 
tection at  the  crossing  should  commence  to  operate.  What  takes  place  then  at 
the  crossing?  First,  the  lights  on  the  masts  and  gates  begin  to  flash  and  an 
additional  light  at  the  tip  of  each  gate  burns  steady.  They  do  so  about  one-half 
a  second  after  the  front  of  the  train  enters  the  approach  circuit.  The  warning 
bell  also  starts  to  ring  at  the  same  time.  It  does  not  ring  while  the  gates  are 
down.  This  exception  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Town  in  1963.  The  warning 
lights  and  bell  operate  about  4  seconds  before  the  gates  begin  to  go  down  and 
the  lights  continue  to  flash  while  the  gates  are  moving  down  and  while  they  are 
down  and  until  they  rise  and  reach  their  vertical  position.  Tests  made  shortly 
after  the  accident  showed  that  the  downward  movement  of  the  south  gate  takes 
about  11  seconds  and  the  north  gate  about  13  seconds.  The  raising  times  of  the 
south  gate  and  north  gate  were  about  8  and  10  seconds  respectively.  With  a 
train  travelling  at  55  miles  per  hour,  the  warning  time  at  the  crossing,  i.e.,  the 
time  from  the  moment  the  flashing  lights  begin  to  flash  until  the  train  reaches 
the  crossing,  is  about  45  seconds.  At  a  train  speed  of  60  miles  per  hour,  the 
warning  time  is  about  41  seconds.  At  slower  speeds  the  warning  time  is  longer, 
because  the  warning  commences  when  the  train  enters  the  circuit,  and  a  slow 
train  takes  longer  to  move  the  3,700  feet  distance  between  the  activating  point 
and  the  crossing  than  does  a  faster  train. 

The  protection  system  is  also  designed  so  that  if,  for  example,  an  eastbound 
train  has  activated  the  protection  and  then  passed  through  the  crossing  and  de- 
activated the  protection,  thereby  allowing  the  gates  to  start  to  move  up  and  while 
the  gates  are  moving  up  normally  a  westbound  train  enters  the  circuit  east  of 
the  crossing,  3,700  feet  east,  the  gates  will  thereupon  stop  their  upward  move- 
ment and  go  down  —  and  the  flashing  lights  will  continue  to  flash  during  both  the 
upward  and  downward  movements. 

Also,  the  system  is  designed  so  that  if,  for  example,  an  eastbound  train  has 
activated  the  protection  and  caused  the  gates  to  be  down  and  then  clears  the 
crossing  while  a  westbound  train  is  approaching  within  the  3,700  feet  long  ap- 
proach circuit  east  of  the  crossing,  the  presence  of  the  westbound  train  will 
cause  the  protection  to  continue  to  operate,  and  the  gates  will  stay  down,  and 
the  flashing  lights  will  flash  until  the  westbound  train  has  passed  over  and 
cleared  the  crossing. 

Another  feature  is  that  when  an  entire  train  passes  over  the  crossing  and 
the  rear  of  the  train  passes  a  point,  called  a  release  point,  about  25  feet  from 
the  crossing,  the  protection  is  de-activated  and  the  gates  commence  to  rise, 
provided  that  no  other  circumstance,  such  as  another  train  within  the  approach 
circuit,  prevents  the  release  of  the  protection. 
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Each  of  the  two  C.N.R.  main  tracks  provides  its  own  protection  for  move- 
ments in  either  direction.  The  mechanism  for  each  gate  is  operated  from  one 
common  control  relay  in  the  bungalow  so  that  when  power  is  supplied  it  is  supplied 
to  both  gates,  and  when  cut  off  it  is  cut  off  from  both  gate  mechanisms.  The 
gates  go  up  and  down  together,  but  an  exception  to  this  joint  operation  would 
occur  if  there  were  fault  in  one  gate  or  the  control  to  it,  such  as  a  break  in  the 
cable  between  the  relay  in  the  bungalow  and  the  gate  mechanism,  in  which  case 
the  one  affected  gate  would  come  down  and  remain  down  —  but  there  was  no 
evidence  of  any  defect  that  would  cause  one  gate  to  rise  and  the  other  to  stay 
down  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 

The  control  wires  or  cable  from  the  bungalow  to  the  gates  are  underground. 
These  control  wires  are  the  same  for  flagging  switch  operation  and  automatic 
operation  of  the  gates.  A  few  hours  after  the  accident,  the  gates  were  raised  by 
using  the  flagging  switch,  which  fact  was  offered  as  evidence  that  the  control 
wires  were  in  good  order  and,  that  being  the  case,  would  also  function  in  auto- 
matic operation. 

The  gates  are  forced  up  by  an  electric  motor  powered  by  direct  current 
supplied  by  batteries.  The  track  circuits  that  operate  the  crossing  protection 
also  operate  the  block  signals  on  the  track  and  they  too  are  powered  by  direct 
current  supplied  by  long  life  batteries.  The  batteries  above  mentioned  are  kept 
charged  by  commercial  hydro  alternating  current.  They  were  inspected  on  Sep- 
tember 14,  1966,  and  again  a  few  days  after  the  accident  and  were  found  to  be 
in  good  condition  on  each  inspection.  They  have  a  guaranteed  life  of  10  years. 
A  battery  failure  might  cause  a  gate  to  drop,  it  could  not  cause  it  to  rise. 

It  takes  electric  current  to  raise  the  gates.  It  takes  electric  current  to  hold 
them  in  their  vertical  position.  The  system  is  designed  to  ensure  that  if  a  break 
in  the  flow  of  current  occurs,  the  gates  will  fall  by  themselves  by  their  own 
weight  and  the  force  of  gravity.  A  train  in  the  control  approach  circuit  breaks  the 
flow  of  electric  current  that  keeps  the  gates  up,  and  when  this  break  of  current 
occurs  the  gates  fall  and  stay  down,  for  it  requires  current  to  raise  them. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  the  accident  certain  work  was  done  to  the 
track  and  wires  east  of  the  crossing.  Mr.  Percy,  Assistant  Signal  Supervisor  for 
Canadian  National's  Rideau  Area,  told  of  changing  4  track  repeater  aerial  wires 
from  one  cable  to  another  and  he  testified  that  the  functioning  of  the  protection 
was  tested  after  the  work  was  completed  and  that  the  protection  was  observed 
to  be  functioning  properly.  He  and  his  men  finished  their  work  and  left  the  scene 
at  about  4.00  p.m.  Mr.  Menard,  C.N.R.  Section  Foreman,  stated  that  on  that  same 
afternoon  he  did  certain  work  on  rails  about  18  feet  east  of  the  crossing,  includ- 
ing the  cutting  of  a  rail  to  within  one-eighth  of  an  inch  from  the  bottom.  He  said 
that  this  work  did  not  interrupt  the  current  controlling  the  protection,  that  while  the 
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work  was  being  done  several  trains  went  through  the  crossing  and  the  lights 
and  gates  operated  normally,  that  if  the  work  were  defective  the  gates  would 
have  stayed  down  and  there  would  also  have  been  red  signals  east  and  west  of 
the  crossing  in  the  block  signal  system  —  the  track  signals  controlling  train 
movements  —  to  stop  oncoming  trains.  There  was  evidence  by  the  crews  of  the 
passenger  and  freight  trains  that  they  had  green  block  signals.  The  work  was 
completed  about  3.30  p.m.  After  the  accident  Mr.  Menard  lifted  the  gates  by  use 
of  the  manually  operated  switch  at  the  bungalow.  C.N.R.  records  show  that  after 
3.30  on  that  afternoon  there  were  4  train  movements  westbound  and  3  eastbound 
through  the  crossing. 

Tests: 

Very  extensive  tests  of  the  protection  system  were  made  by  C.N.R.  signal 
officers  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  L.  Lockhart,  C.N.R.  Signal  Engineer  for  its 
St.  Lawrence  Region,  on  the  night  of  the  accident  and  during  the  next  four  days. 
One  of  the  Board's  Signal  Engineers  went  to  the  accident  scene  on  the  night  it 
occurred  and  he  was  present  the  following  day  and  observed  some  of  the  tests 
made  by  the  C.N.R.  personnel.  Certain  tests  were  also  made  at  his  request  at 
that  time.  In  November  additional  tests  were  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board's  Chief  Signal  Engineer,  the  Board's  General  Counsel  and  its  Director  of 
Engineering.  C.N.R.  officers,  members  of  the  Dorion  police  force  and  a  member 
of  the  Quebec  Provincial  Police  were  present  and  co-operated  at  these  tests. 
Trains  and  track  shunts  were  used  to  duplicate,  so  far  as  possible,  the  train 
movements  at  the  time  of  the  collision.  Various  other  tests  of  the  operation  of 
the  protection  were  made  to  discover  whether  there  were  any  defects  or  any  mal- 
functioning. Further  tests  were  made  under  direction  of  officers  of  the  Board  in 
December,  again  with  the  co-operation  of  police. 

The  tests  did  not  disclose  any  defect  in  the  system.  Nothing  was  found 
that  was  not  in  good  order,  nothing  was  found  that  required  repair  or  adjustment, 
other  than  the  damage  to  the  cross-over  switch  rails  and  signal  west  of  the 
crossing  which  was  caused  by  the  derailment  that  resulted  from  the  collision  of 
the  train  and  bus. 

Tests  were  also  made  by  the  Board's  staff  to  ascertain  what  force  is  required 
to  raise  the  south  gate  manually  by  a  person  using  his  hands  and  arms.  One  of 
the  Board's  engineers,  Mr.  Johnston,  pushed  the  south  gate  up  to  its  vertical 
position  by  this  means.  To  do  so  he  gave  it  several  "heaves"  and  the  gate  went 
up  in  a  jerky  movement.  The  flashing  lights  continued  to  operate  and  after  the 
gate  left  its  horizontal  position  the  bell  operated.  The  north  gate  remained  down 
with  its  lights  operating.  When  Johnston  released  the  south  gate  it  returned  down 
in  a  normal  manner.  Then  the  "shunt  wire"  which  the  officers  used  to  activate 
the  protection  was  lifted  and  both  gates  went  up  to  their  vertical  position. 
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Another  test  to  ascertain  the  force  required  to  raise  the  south  gate  was  by 
using  a  torque  wrench.  The  manufacturer's  specification  for  the. horizontal  torque 
of  the  gate  is  50  foot  pounds,  and  to  hold  it  vertical  is  240  foot  pounds.  In  the 
test  the  torque  wrench  showed  60  foot  pounds  horizontal  and  245  foot  pounds 
vertical. 

Another  test.  Mr.  Shier,  the  Board's  Director  of  Engineering,  stood  near  the 
centre  of  the  sidewalk  and  raised  the  south  gate  to  the  limit  of  his  reach,  6  feet 
6  inches.  He  is  5'6%"  in  height.  At  a  point  on  the  street  4  feet  west  of  the  side- 
walk curb  the  gate  was  IOV2  feet  above  the  street;  at  a  point  7  feet  west  of  the 
sidewalk  curb  the  gate  was  12^  feet  above  the  street.  This  latter  height  was 
sufficient  to  permit  a  school  bus  that  came  there  at  that  time  to  pass  under  the 
gate. 

The  purpose  of  another  test  was  to  measure  the  force  required  to  hold  a  gate 
down  when  protection  was  de-activated.  The  torque  wrench  reading  on  the  north 
gate  was  300  foot  pounds,  the  limit  of  the  wrench,  with  the  gate  still  moving 
upwards. 

Other  than  grade  separation,  the  system  of  protection  by  short  arm  gates, 
flashing  lights  and  bell,  the  same  or  similar  to  the  protection  here  under  consi- 
deration, is  the  most  modern  and  best  protection  known  to  the  Board.  In  1966 
there  were  about  570  such  gate  installations  in  Canada  and  there  was  evidence 
at  the  hearing  that  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  System  has  more  than  1,000 
similar  installations  with  essentially  the  same  components  as  used  in  the  St. 
Charles  Street  system;  and  that  about  85  per  cent  of  the  New  York  Central  gates 
are  manufactured  or  produced  by  the  same  company  that  produced  the  St.  Charles 
Street  gate. 

As  stated  in  the  Interim  Judgment,  the  accident  record  of  the  St.  Charles 
Street  crossings,  apart  from  the  train-bus  collision,  has  not  been  bad,  for  there 
had  not  been  a  reported  accident  at  either  crossing  involving  a  train  and  a  motor 
vehicle  causing  bodily  injury  or  death  since  1951  at  the  Canadian  National  cross- 
ing or  since  1921  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  crossing. 

The  Board's  General  Counsel,  Mr.  J.  M.  Fortier,  spent  some  weeks  in  Dorion 
seeking  and  interviewing  persons  who  were  witnesses  to  the  accident  or  involved 
in  it  or  who  were  at  the  scene  when  it  happened  or  had  information  to  give  con- 
cerning it.  Much  of  the  evidence  of  persons  who  were  at  the  scene  was  given  in  French. 
There  was  simultaneous  translation  of  that  evidence  in  English.  The  references 
herein  to  that  evidence  are  as  so  translated.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  evidence, 
and  in  this  Judgment  we  have  referred  to  some  but  not  to  all  of  it.  We  have  in 
places  paraphrased  what  was  said,  to  give  what  we  considered  to  be  the  subs- 
tance of  the  most  important  portions  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment. 
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Train  Crews: 

Harold  Bohart.  Engineman  on  the  locomotive  of  the  eastbound  passenger 
train.  As  his  train  approached  the  crossing  he  saw  boys  running  back  and  forth 
across  the  eastbound  track  at  St.  Charles  Street.  He  thereupon  started  to  sound 
the  engine  whistle  in  short  blasts.  Before  the  train  reached  the  boys  they  split 
up  and  three  went  to  the  south  gate  and  two  ran  towards  the  north  gate.  He  noticed 
the  bus.  The  gates  were  down  and  the  lights  were  flashing.  His  train  met  the 
westbound  freight  east  of  the  station.  Headlights  of  both  engines  were  on.  The 
speed  of  his  train  was  60  miles  per  hour. 

Edouard  Martel.  Diesel  Fireman  on  the  passenger  train.  He  was  on  the  north 
or  left  side  of  the  engine.  He  noticed  a  boy  leaning  on  the  north  gate.  He  did 
not  see  the  south  gate.  He  saw  two  boys  running  northwards  across  the  track 
and  heard  the  engine  whistle  give  a  succession  of  short  blasts. 

J.  P.  Coughlin.  Trainman  on  the  passenger  train.  He  was  on  the  rear  plat- 
from  of  the  coach  at  the  end  of  the  train.  The  rear  end  of  the  passenger  train  met 
the  front  end  of  the  freight  about  in  front  of  the  station.  He  heard  the  collision 
with  the  bus  and  saw  the  resulting  explosion.  He  heard  the  emergency  brakes 
being  applied  on  the  freight  about  the  time  of  the  collision. 

Paul  Luciuk.  Engineman  on  the  freight  train.  He  was  unable  to  attend  the 
hearing  because  of  illness  and  a  statement  made  by  him  to  the  Board's  General 
Counsel  was  read  into  the  record.  He  was  on  the  north  side  of  his  engine.  The 
speed  of  his  train  was  not  more  than  60  miles  per  hour.  He  saw  the  north  gate 
down.  The  Fireman  hollered  "bus".  The  Brakeman  said  "Bus,  yellow  bus,  gate 
on  the  bus".  This  was  seconds  before  the  collision.  He  grabbed  the  whistle  and 
applied  the  emergency  brakes.  He  did  not  see  the  bus.  The  train  hit  something 
and  it  exploded. 

Harold  Nicholson.  Fireman  on  the  freight.  He  was  sitting  on  the  left  side  of 
the  engine  behind  the  Brakeman,  Berriault.  As  the  freight  engine  passed  the  last 
car  on  the  passenger  train  just  west  of  the  station  he  saw  the  bus  coming  onto 
the  crossing  —  it  was  already  on  the  southmost  track.  He  immediately  hollered 
to  the  Engineer  "There  is  a  bus  —  soak  it".  The  Engineer  immediately  reached 
for  the  brake  valve  and  "soaked  her"  and  started  to  blow  the  whistle.  The 
Brakeman  hollered  something  at  the  same  time  that  he,  the  tireman,  hollered. 

J.  A.  Cuillerier.  Conductor  on  the  freight.  He  was  in  the  caboose  at  the  rear 
of  his  train.  The  train  had  100  cars,  52  loaded,  48  empty,  5,077  tons.  The  emer- 
gency brakes  of  the  train  were  applied. 

Eugene  Berriault.  Brakeman  on  the  freight.  He  was  on  the  south  side  of  the 
engine.  He  saw  the  bus  on  the  eastbound  track  advancing  across  the  tracks.  He 
cried  out  to  the  Engineman,  who  applied  the  emergency  brakes  and  the  engine 
struck  the  bus. 
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J.  D.  Shelston.  Rear  End  Brakeman  on  the  freight.  He  was  in  the  caboose. 
The  emergency  brakes  were  applied  when  the  caboose  was  west  of  lie  Perrot 
crossing.  When  the  caboose  stopped  after  the  collision  it  was  approximately  in 
the  middle  of  Dorion  bridge. 

Witnesses  at  the  Scene: 

Mrs.  Frances  Hardy.  She  stopped  her  automobile  behind  the  bus.  A  few 
seconds  afterwards  the  eastbound  train  went  through  the  crossing.  The  gate  was 
down  and  the  lights  flashing.  The  bus  started  forward.  She  saw  boys  at  the  gate 
with  their  arms  holding  it  up.  They  were  holding  the  gate  between  the  gate  post 
and  the  bus.  She  noticed  the  boys  when  the  bus  had  just  started  to  move.  Her 
car  was  about  8  feet  back  of  the  bus,  which  was  stopped  3  or  4  feet  from  the  gate. 
She  had  no  doubt  that  she  saw  the  boys  holding  the  gate  up  —  she  saw  the  ex- 
pression of  their  faces,  they  were  smiling. 

Mrs.  Beverley  Finlay.  She  was  sitting  in  the  front  seat  of  Mrs.  Hardy's  car. 
She  saw  the  tip  of  the  barrier  go  up.  She  did  not  see  anyone  lift  the  gates  but 
before  the  bus  moved  she  noticed  youngsters  towards  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
bus.  By  their  height  she  judged  that  they  were  teenagers.  After  the  bus  moved 
and  she  noticed  the  light  of  the  freight  train,  she  did  not  see  anyone  at  the  gate 
and  mentally  wondered  where  the  boys  had  gone.  Later  in  the  parking  lot  two  or 
three  boys  said  that  they  had  seen  three  boys  lift  the  gate. 

Leonard  Ledoux.  A  former  member  of  the  Dorion  Police.  He  was  standing 
with  Marcel  Dupont  on  St.  Charles  Street  about  200  feet  from  the  crossing  on  the 
south  side.  He  saw  the  gates  down  and  the  eastbound  train.  A  few  moments  later 
he  turned  around  to  the  railway  tracks  and  saw  that  the  south  gate  was  up  at 
about  45  to  50  degrees  and  the  bus  had  got  to  about  the  first  set  of  tracks.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  somebody  was  holding  the  gate  at  that  time.  He  was  convinced 
of  this.  It  might  have  been  possible  that  it  was  an  optical  illusion  but  what  he 
saw  was  like  two  arms  extending  above  the  body.  The  arms  seemed  to  him  to  be 
straight  up  above  the  head  and  holding  the  gate.  During  27  years  in  Dorion  people 
raised  the  gates  fairly  frequently.  On  one  occasion  when  highway  traffic  was 
blocked  by  the  gates  he  lifted  them  up  and  it  was  very  easy  to  do  so. 

Carol  Trudeau.  A  passenger  in  the  bus.  When  the  passenger  train  went  by, 
the  south  gate  started  to  go  up.  She  looked  to  her  right  and  saw  two  boys,  one 
with  his  arms  extended  under  the  gate  and  then  the  gate  was  up  and  the  bus  pro- 
ceeded. The  boys  were  on  about  the  centre  of  the  sidewalk,  a  foot  or  a  foot  and 
a  half  from  the  gate.  She  saw  the  gate  going  up  and  the  boy's  arms  going  up. 
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Seija  Hytonen.  She  was  sitting  in  the  front  seat  with  Bob  Brosseau  in  his 
car  which  was  stopped  at  the  north  gate.  She  saw  the  bus  for  the  first  time  when 
it  was  coming  over  the  tracks.  She  saw  dark  figures  standing  near  the  bus  on 
the  south  side  of  the  south  gate.  In  a  quick  glance  she  noticed  that  their  hands 
were  extended  out  in  front  of  them,  outwards  towards  the  gate.  She  thought  that 
they  were  just  in  the  middle  of  the  gate,  which  was  down,  but  they  might  have 
been  10  feet  away  from  the  gate  or  up  close  to  it.  She  did  not  see  it  go  up  and 
did  not  see  anyone  raise  it. 

Robert  Brosseau.  He  was  driving  his  car  and  stopped  at  the  north  gate, 
which  did  not  go  up  at  any  time.  He  looked  at  the  south  gate  when  the  passenger 
train  had  gone  through  the  crossing  and  saw  two  or  three  figures  that  appeared 
to  be  people  approaching  the  gate  and  they  seemed  to  extend  their  arms  forward 
under  and  lift  it.  He  saw  the  bus  on  the  tracks  —  the  gate  was  not  completely 
up  but  up  enough  to  let  the  bus  through. 

Daniel  Cuerrier,  17  years  of  age.  He  and  Guy  Vendette  were  walking  on  the 
east  sidewalk  of  St.  Charles  Street  and  stopped  by  the  door  of  the  bus  where  it 
was  stopped  at  the  south  gate.  He  saw  four  youngsters  running  in  front  of  the 
passenger  train.  He  did  not  notice  the  gate  going  up  and  did  not  see  the  bus 
moving  onto  the  crossing  but  he  saw  it  for  a  moment  on  the  crossing  and  saw  the 
light  of  the  freight  train.  Vendette  pushed  him  and  said  "let  us  get  away".  He 
did  not  see  the  collision.  He  and  Vendette  ran  and  guessed  it  was  through  being 
afraid  that  bits  and  pieces  would  be  flying  off  from  the  collision.  They  ran  through 
the  parking  lot  (on  the  east  side  of  St.  Charles  Street)  and  to  the  empty  lot  near 
the  post  office.  Vendette  threw  or  dropped  his  sweater  in  the  empty  lot  while  he 
was  running.  He  thought  he  had  never  run  as  fast  in  his  life.  He  did  not  touch 
the  gate.  The  parking  lot  was  dark.  The  first  time  he  told  the  Police  was  imme- 
diately after  the  Coroner's  Inquest.  (The  inquest  was  held  from  January  9th  to 
12th  inclusive).  He  could  not  say  why  he  chose  to  run  into  the  dark  lot  rather 
than  along  the  sidewalk  or  why  he  ran  as  far  as  he  did. 

Guy  Vendette.  He  was  with  Cuerrier  when  the  accident  occurred.  They  had 
walked  northwards  to  the  crossing  with  the  intention  of  going  to  a  doctor's  office 
on  the  north  side  of  the  tracks  to  get  a  pair  of  glasses.  They  stopped  next  to 
the  bus  which  was  very  near  the  south  gate.  The  gate  was  down.  They  stopped 
at  the  front  door  of  the  bus.  The  gate  started  to  lift  after  the  eastbound  train 
had  just  gone  by.  The  gate  was  half  way  up  when  he  first  got  a  glimpse  of  it. 
The  bus  started  to  move  normally  on  the  crossing.  He  and  Cuerrier  did  not  start 
to  go  across  the  tracks.  He  did  not  see  the  freight  coming  from  the  east  but  saw 
it  strike  the  bus.  With  kind  of  a  preservation  instinct  he  pushed  Cuerrier  in  order 
to  avoid  any  flying  debris  and  they  ran  to  the  parking  lot.  Later  they  crossed 
St.  Charles  Street  to  the  west  side  where  there  were  people  coming  to  see  what 
had  happened.  He  was  pushed  aside  by  a  policeman  who  was  coming  from  the 
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place  where  the  bus  had  been  pushed  to.  They  did  not  stay  there  very  long 
because  if  they  stayed  all  they  could  do  was  get  in  the  way  so  they  decided  to 
come  back.  They  were  there  one  or  two  minutes  at  the  most  and  then  went  back 
to  the  east  side  of  St.  Charles  Street.  Later  they  went  to  Cuerrier's  home  and 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cuerrier  came  back  to  the  scene  of  the  accident.  He  was  aware 
in  the  weeks  following  that  there  were  all  kinds  of  rumours  that  someone  had 
raised  the  gate  but  he  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  the  rumours  and  it  did  not 
come  to  his  mind  that  he  had  been  a  witness  and  that  the  rumour  was  not  true. 
When  he  read  the  newspaper  reports  of  the  inquest  he  realized  that  he  could  shed 
some  light  on  the  accident  and  then  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cuerrier  they  went  to  the 
Police.  He  did  not  see  Constable  Fontaine  or  anyone  else  on  the  sidewalk  and 
he  did  not  see  anyone  touch  the  gate.  He  himself  did  not  touch  it. 

Armand  de  la  Bousodiere.  He  was  stopped  in  his  automobile  facing  north 
on  the  east  side  of  St.  Charles  Street.  His  car  was  the  third  or  fourth  car  behind 
the  bus.  He  saw  the  eastbound  train  go  by  and  then  the  gate  went  up  in  a  normal 
way  to  about  a  45-degree  angle.  He  heard  an  unusual  train  whistle  which  drew 
his  attention  to  the  gate.  He  did  not  see  the  freight  train  before  it  hit  the  bus 
but  saw  the  collision.  He  noticed  a  couple  of  young  people  running  on  the  east 
sidewalk  back  from  the  gate  towards  the  post  office  a  few  seconds  after  the 
collision.  They  were  fairly  tall  adolescents  and  were  making  a  lot  of  noise  with 
their  feet.  They  passed  by  his  car  on  the  right  and  he  thought  it  odd  that  people 
should  run  in  the  opposite  direction  from  an  accident.  He  did  not  see  the  post 
of  the  gate  or  the  sidewalk  there,  as  his  field  of  vision  was  blocked.  He  only 
saw  the  tip  of  the  gate. 

Gilbert  Fontaine.  A  constable  of  the  Dorion  Police.  He  had  been  on  the 
west  side  of  St.  Charles  Street  and  then  crossed  to  the  east  side  and  walked  on 
the  east  sidewalk  towards  the  crossing  where  traffic  was  held  up.  The  bus  was 
stopped  at  the  south  gate  and  the  gate  was  down.  The  lights  were  flashing.  He 
was  40  to  50  feet  or  less  behind  the  bus  when  the  passenger  train  went  by.  He 
was  about  25  or  30  feet  behind  the  bus  and  about  60  feet  from  the  gate  when  it 
started  to  rise.  It  rose  completely.  The  bus  had  started  to  move  and  then  he 
saw  the  oncoming  freight  train.  He  ran  on  the  sidewalk  after  the  bus  in  an  attempt 
to  reach  it  and  knock  on  it  with  his  fists  but  he  did  not  get  closer  to  it  than 
about  5  feet.  He  thought  that  he  instinctively  raised  his  hands  when  he  was 
running.  He  did  not  notice  anyone  on  the  sidewalk  or  touching  the  gate. 

Roger  Morrissette.  He  was  in  the  second  car  behind  the  bus.  He  saw  the 
gate  up  at  an  angle  of  about  45  degrees,  going  up  at  the  usual  rate.  The  flashing 
lights  were  working.  The  only  person  he  saw  passing  before  the  accident  was 
Constable  Fontaine  who  was  walking  fast  towards  the  bus  which  had  already 
started  to  move.  He  did  not  notice  whether  there  were  any  other  persons  near 
the  crossing  and  he  did  not  look  towards  the  sidewalk  under  the  gate. 
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Lucie  Martel.  She  was  in  the  third  car  behind  the  bus.  As  soon  as  the  pas- 
senger train  passed,  the  gate  lifted  and  then  the  bus  went  forward  and  immedi- 
ately afterwards  the  gate  came  down.  She  saw  flashing  lights  on  the  post  and  heard  an 
engine  whistle.  She  did  not  see  Constable  Fontaine  or  anyone  on  the  sidewalk, 
did  not  look  that  way,  and  saw  no  one  near  the  gate.  The  gate  went  up  normally. 
She  saw  it  first  at  about  45  degrees  and  it  went  up  to  almost  a  vertical  position. 

J.  C.  Murgatroyd.  He  stopped  his  car  third  or  fourth  behind  the  bus  but  thought 
that  a  vehicle  ahead  of  his  car  turned  and  left  before  the  passenger  train  came. 
He  saw  Constable  Fontaine  cross  the  street  from  the  west  to  east  side  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  area  around  the  gate.  He  lost  sight  of  Fontaine  when  he  passed  the 
back  of  the  bus  on  its  right  hand  side  in  the  vicinity  of  the  gate.  The  gate  went 
up  to  90  degrees.  He  did  not  notice  anyone  except  Fontaine  on  the  east  sidewalk 
but  could  not  say  there  was  no  one  else  at  the  gate.  The  train  brakes  were  ap- 
plied, in  his  opinion,  two  seconds  after  the  collision  because  he  then  saw  what 
he  assumed  were  flames  coming  from  the  brakes. 

Edouard  Crevier.  He  was  sitting  on  the  balcony  of  his  house,  which  is  not 
far  from  the  crossing,  and  saw  the  accident.  He  saw  the  bus  when  it  was  on  the 
crossing  and  the  gate  was  coming  down  behind  the  bus.  He  did  not  notice  anyone 
on  the  east  sidewalk  or  lifting  the  gate.  His  attention  was  on  the  bus  and  the 
train. 

Marcel  Dupont.  He  was  standing  with  Leonard  Ledoux  on  the  west  side  of 
St.  Charles  Street  south  of  the  crossing.  Constable  Fontaine  talked  to  them  for 
one  or  two  minutes.  He  saw  the  south  gate  at  an  angle  of  45  or  50  degrees  with 
its  lights  flashing  and  at  that  time  the  bus  had  already  started  to  go  over  the 
crossing.  He  saw  the  freight  when  it  was  15  or  20  feet  from  the  bus.  He  did  not 
pay  attention  to  the  east  sidewalk  and  did  not  notice  anyone  there. 

Claude  Chartre.  He  was  standing  south  of  the  crossing  on  the  west  side  of 
St.  Charles  Street  about  50  feet  from  the  crossing.  He  saw  the  gates  down,  lights 
flashing,  and  the  bus  stopped.  He  saw  Real  Charette  cross  the  tracks  just  before 
the  collision.  He  saw  the  bus  go  forward  and  the  gate  go  up  at  that  time.  He  heard 
the  train  whistle  and  the  screeching  of  brakes  almost  simultaneously.  He  did  not 
notice  any  people  on  the  east  side  of  St.  Charles  Street  at  the  gate  but  was  not 
in  a  position  to  deny  that  there  might  have  been  people  there. 

Norman  Sabourin.  He  had  been  speaking  to  Leonard  Ledoux  and  saw  the  bus 
moving  onto  the  crossing  and  the  freight  train  coming  and  then  the  collision  — 
but  he  saw  little  else. 

Michel  Arbec.  He  was  with  Noel  Dupont  on  the  west  side  of  St.  Charles 
Street.  He  noticed  the  bus  stopped  but  did  not  notice  either  the  gates  or  lights. 
After  the  bus  was  hit  he  saw  the  gate  coming  down  in  the  rear  of  the  bus.  He  saw 
little  else. 
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Louis  Clarke.  He  was  in  the  parking  lot  after  the  accident  talking  to  Mrs. 
Hardy  and  Mrs.  Finlay  and  one  of  them  told  him  that  she  saw  three  kids  lifting 
the  gate.  Bob  Brosseau  also  told  him  that  he  had  seen  people  holding  the  gate. 

Gilles  Couture.  He  crossed  to  the  east  side  of  St.  Charles  Street  behind  the 
bus,  went  on  the  sidewalk  and  under  the  gate  and  ran  across  the  tracks  to  the 
north  before  the  passenger  train  went  over  the  crossing.  He  heard  both  trains 
whistle.  He  did  not  notice  anyone  around  the  south  gate.  After  running  across 
the  tracks  he  looked  back  and  saw  the  south  gate  up  and  the  bus  on  the  crossing. 

Real  Charette.  He  crossed  the  tracks  from  south  to  north  on  the  west  side 
of  St.  Charles  Street  after  the  passenger  train  went  by  and  when  half  way  across 
saw  the  freight  train  coming,  so  he  ran  into  the  ditch. 

Pierre  Gravel.  He  was  a  passenger  in  the  bus.  The  gate  went  up  when  the 
passenger  train  had  gone  about  50  feet  past  the  crossing.  It  went  up  in  the  usual 
way.  He  was  looking  through  the  windshield  of  the  bus  at  the  gate  going  up  and 
looking  at  the  moving  train  and  did  not  look  at  the  gate  near  the  sidewalk  under 
the  gate  and  did  not  notice  anyone  there  and  did  not  notice  Constable  Fontaine  — 
but  when  the  bus  was  going  past  the  gate  post  he  would  have  seen  anyone  if 
anyone  had  been  there.  He  heard  something  fall  onto  the  roof  of  the  bus  and 
thought  that  it  was  the  gate. 

Andre  Montpetit.  He  and  his  brother  Michel  were  leaning  on  the  north  gate 
when  the  passenger  train  was  going  by  them.  They  stopped  leaning  on  it  when 
the  last  car  passed  them.  He  felt  a  sideways  movement  of  the  gate  but  no  upward 
pressure.  After  the  train  went  by  he  saw  the  south  gate  nearly  all  the  way  up 
and  the  bus  moving  onto  the  tracks.  He  did  not  see  anyone  there. 

Michel  Montpetit.  With  his  brother  Andre,  they  leaned  on  the  north  gate, 
which  vibrated  but  did  not  seem  to  want  to  go  up.  He  saw  Charette  when  the 
latter  was  in  the  ditch. 

J.  C.  Roy.  He  was  in  the  second  car  on  the  north  side  of  the  crossing.  When 
the  passenger  train  went  by  he  saw  the  south  gate  going  up  completely  and  then 
it  came  down  to  a  position  of  about  70  or  80  degrees.  He  did  not  see  anyone 
there.  His  eyes  followed  the  gate  going  up  from  its  horizontal  position. 

Jean  Marleau.  He  was  standing  at  the  north  gate.  He  saw  someone  leaning 
on  the  north  gate  after  he  noticed  that  the  south  gate  was  up.  When  he  saw  the 
glint  of  the  oncoming  freight  he  noticed  the  bus  and  that  the  south  gate  was  up. 
When  he  saw  it,  it  was  about  4  or  5  feet  from  its  vertical  position  and  the  bus 
had  started  moving.  He  was  looking  at  the  train  and  the  bus  at  the  same  time. 
He  did  not  see  anyone  crossing  the  tracks  or  on  the  sidewalk  at  the  bus.  He  saw 
a  person  with  an  elbow  on  the  north  gate  when  he  saw  the  south  gate  rise  to  4 
or  5  feet  from  the  vertical.  He  heard  no  screeching  of  brakes  before  the  accident 
or  afterwards.  When  he  saw  the  south  gate  practically  at  its  vertical  position, 
he  did  not  notice  the  bottom  part,  just  the  top  part  of  the  gate.

Mrs.  Jeanne  Brosseau.  She  was  in  the  automobile  on  the  north  side  of  the 
crossing  with  her  son  Bob  and  Miss  Hytonen.  The  north  gate  was  down.  She  saw 
the  freight  train  and  at  the  same  time  the  bus  move  onto  the  tracks.  The  south 
gate  was  up  when  she  saw  the  bus.  Her  son  said  that  there  was  someone  across 
on  the  other  side  at  the  gate  but  at  no  time  did  she  notice  anything  going  on  at 
the  south  side  and  did  not  even  look  there. 

Marcel  Dion.  He  was  at  the  north  gate  with  Claude  Pi  Ion.  The  north  gate 
did  not  go  up.  He  saw  the  south  gate  up  when  it  was  above  the  bus.  He  saw  Real 
Charette  cross  the  tracks.  He  himself  was  not  paying  attention  to  the  bus  and 
did  not  notice  the  gate  leaving  its  horizontal  position.  He  saw  the  bus  move 
forward  slowly.  He  heard  the  freight  train  whistle.  He  did  not  look  at  the  side- 
walk on  the  south  side  and  did  not  notice  if  there  were  people  on  the  sidewalk 
or  in  front  of  the  bus. 

Claude  Pilon.  He  was  with  Marcel  Dion  at  the  north  gate.  When  he  saw  the 
south  gate  it  had  got  to  about  4  feet  from  its  vertical  position  and  it  was  going 
up  and  the  bus  was  moving  onto  the  tracks.  He  did  not  see  anyone  at  or  in  front 
of  the  bus.  He  did  not  see  anyone  with  elbows  on  the  north  gate.  He  did  not 
look  towards  the  bottom  of  the  south  gate  and  since  the  bus  had  moved  he  could 
not  see  whether  there  was  anybody  there,  but  he  saw  the  bus  before  it  started 
moving  and  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  him  from  seeing  people  next  to  the  bus 
if  they  were  there  but  he  did  not  notice  anybody. 

Andre  Therrien.  He  was  close  to  the  north  gate  when  the  passenger  train 
was  going  by.  When  he  saw  the  south  gate  after  the  passenger  train  went  by  it 
was  just  about  to  reach  the  vertical,  just  enough  to  allow  the  bus  to  go  under. 
He  did  not  really  notice  if  there  was  anyone  on  the  sidewalk  near  the  bus. 

Philip  Holland.  He  was  sitting  in  the  second  car  on  the  north  side  of  the 
crossing,  only  one  car  ahead  of  his.  The  gates  were  down  and  the  large  red  lights 
were  flashing  and  the  small  lights  on  the  north  gate  were  flashing.  He  did  not 
see  anyone  near  the  north  gate  or  on  it.  When  he  arrived  at  the  crossing  the  pas- 
senger train  was  proceeding  through  towards  Montreal.  He  saw  the  bus  for  the 
first  time  just  as  the  first  train  had  gone  through  the  crossing  and  after  noticing 
the  freight  train  coming  he  looked  forward  and  saw  the  bus.  The  south  gate  was 
at  about  a  15-degree  angle  on  its  way  up.  When  the  gate  was  about  a  75  to  80- 
degree  angle  the  bus  proceeded  under  it.  Until  after  the  accident  he  did  not  know 
that  it  was  a  school  bus.  Bells  were  ringing  as  the  first  train  was  passing  and 
after  it  went  through.  He  was  glancing  back  and  forth  between  the  bus  and  the 
train.  He  did  not  see  any  persons  on  the  sidewalk  south  of  the  crossing  or  any 
persons  going  over  the  crossing  or  near  the  crossing  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street.  When  he  was  looking  in  the  direction  of  the  gate  he  did  not  see  any  arm 
or  shadows  while  the  gate  was  at  15  degrees  and  thought  that  if  there  had  been 
any  he  would  have  seen  them.  There  was  nothing  to  block  his  view.  The  gate 
was  going  up  normally  and  fast  in  relation  to  other  crossings  that  he  had  seen. 
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He  watched  the  gate  go  up  to  vertical  from  15  degrees  from  horizontal.  He  did 
not  pay  special  attention  to  what  was  going  on  towards  the  post  of  the  gate.  As 
part  of  the  arm  of  the  gate  was  between  him  and  the  headlights  of  the  bus,  it 
stood  out  more  than  the  rest  of  the  gate  did.  In  his  opinion,  if  anyone  had  been 
playing  with  the  gate,  he  was  sure  he  would  have  seen  them.  If  there  had  been 
someone  on  the  sidewalk  or  down  from  the  gate  a  bit  he  did  not  think  he  would 
have  seen  them,  but  if  anyone  had  been  standing  directly  at  the  gate  he  felt  sure 
he  would  have  seen  them.  In  his  mind  there  could  not  have  been  anyone  right  at 
the  gate  or  within  one  or  two  feet  of  the  gate  without  him  seeing  such  person. 
He  could  see  the  whole  length  of  the  north  gate  while  he  was  stopped  there  but 
he  did  not  see  anyone  at  or  near  that  gate  —  he  was  not  looking  at  it  except 
about  three  quarters  of  it  that  was  directly  in  front  of  him  —  he  paid  no  attention 
to  the  sidewalk  there. 

Roger  Levac.  He  was  in  his  car,  stopped  at  the  north  gate,  which  was  down, 
when  the  Montreal-bound  train  was  passing  by.  His  was  the  second  or  third  car 
in  line.  He  heard  the  whistle  of  the  train  that  struck  the  bus.  He  thought  the 
north  gate  went  up  a  bit.  He  saw  the  south  gate  going  up  as  usual.  He  saw  the 
south  gate  move  up  from  the  horizontal  position  from  the  very  beginning  up  to 
the  time  when  it  was  fully  raised  and  came  down  again.  He  saw  the  school  bus 
with  its  headlights  on.  He  saw  the  collision.  He  did  not  know  whether  he  could 
have  seen  anyone  raising  the  gate  or  people  there.  The  red  lights  were  flashing 
on  the  south  gate  while  it  was  going  up.  When  he  was  looking  at  the  south  gate 
he  saw  it  full  length  but  did  not  pay  special  attention  to  the  part  closest  to  the 
sidewalk  and  could  not  see  the  sidewalk  from  where  he  was.  He  did  not  see  the 
gate  come  all  the  way  down. 

Operation  of  Gates  on  other  Occasions: 

Evidence  was  also  given  at  the  hearing  about  various  occasions  when  the 
protection  at  the  St.  Charles  Street  crossing  was,  in  the  belief  of  witnesses, 
malfunctioning.  The  Board  investigated  those  incidents  and  others  reported  to 
the  Board  at  various  times  at  those  crossings  subsequent  to  October  7  and  other 
incidents  at  crossings  with  similar  protection.  The  system  is  not  exactly  the 
same  at  the  C.P.R.  crossing  of  St.  Charles  Street  as  it  is  at  the  C.N.R.  crossing 
and  there  are  also  various  differences  at  other  gate-protected  crossings,  but  the 
design  is  basically  similar  in  all  these  modern  short-arm  gate  installations  and 
the  "fail  safe"  feature  is  in  the  design  of  all  of  them. 

In  most  instances,  the  complaint  was  that  the  gates  were  down  and  held  up 
highway  traffic  when  there  was  no  train.  This  sometimes  occurs  but  not  fre- 
quently, for  it  can  be  caused  by  a  broken  rail  or  wire,  maintenance  work  within 
the  length  of  the  control  circuit  and  by  other  things  that  bring  the  fail  safe  fea- 
ture into  play.  In  some  instances  there  was  manual  control  or  operation  of  the 
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gates  by  railway  employees.  In  some  instances  the  report  came  to  the  Board 
some  considerable  time  after  the  event  and  there  was  difficulty  in  ascertaining 
all  the  facts.  None  of  these  investigations  discovered  or  brought  to  light  any 
case  where  a  gate  rose  while  a  train  was  approaching  the  crossing  within  the 
approach  control  circuit  other  than  when  raised  by  railway  employees  manipu- 
lating controls  of  the  gates  in  the  course  of  their  duty  directing  the  movement  of 
trains.  Nor  did  any  of  the  Board's  Signal  Engineers,  with  their  many  years  of 
experience,  ever  hear  of  such  occurrence,  other  than  cases  where  unauthorized 
persons  lifted  a  gate  by  pushing  it  up. 

CONCLUSIONS  AND  OBSERVATIONS 

It  is  often  said,  and  sometimes  it  turns  out  to  be  true,  that  what  is  thought 
to  be  impossible  can  and  will  happen.  Conjecture  of  that  nature  may  be  made  in 
respect  of  the  protection  system  at  the  C.N.R.  crossing  at  St.  Charles  Street, 
but  we  are  unable  to  base  conclusions  as  to  what  caused  the  south  gate  to  rise 
in  front  of  the  bus  upon  such  a  conjecture. 

A  number  of  persons  who  were  in  sight  of  the  crossing  said  that  they  did 
not  notice  anyone  at  the  south  gate.  Some  of  them  felt  that  they  were  in  a  posi- 
tion to  see  and  would  have  seen  a  person  or  persons  at  the  gate  or  on  the  side- 
walk in  the  vicinity  of  the  gate  if  anyone  were  there.  However,  by  their  own 
statements,  the  two  young  men  Cuerrier  and  Vendette  were  on  the  sidewalk  oppo- 
site the  door  of  the  bus  and  Constable  Fontaine  ran  on  the  same  sidewalk  past 
the  gate  in  his  endeavour  to  catch  up  to  the  bus  to  knock  on  it.  Fontaine  said 
that  he  did  not  notice  Cuerrier  and  Vendette  and  they  said  that  they  did  not 
notice  him. 

The  actions  of  Cuerrier  and  Vendette  after  the  collision  were  unusual,  to 
say  the  least.  They  had  gone  to  the  crossing  with  the  intention  to  cross  it  to  go  to 
a  doctor's  office.  The  gate  went  up,  the  bus  moved  onto  the  tracks  but  they  did 
not  make  a  move  to  go  where  they  had  intended  to  go.  At  the  time  of  the  colli- 
sion, or  a  moment  or  two  before  or  after  it  happened,  they  ran  into  a  dark  lot  on 
the  east  side  of  the  street.  They  did  not  then  go  to  where  the  bus  was  lying 
wrecked  or  where  the  occupants  of  the  bus  were  lying  injured  or  killed.  We  scar- 
cely credit  as  believable  that  it  was  in  order  to  escape  flying  debris  that  they 
ran  into  the  dark  lot.  On  the  witness  stand  they  created  an  impression  on  us  that 
they  were  clever  young  men,  clever  and  evasive  rather  than  frank  and  willing  to 
tell  the  full  truth  as  they  knew  it. 

The  evidence  of  persons  who  for  one  reason  or  another  did  not  see  or  notice 
anyone  at  the  gate  or  lifting  it  is  negative  in  nature.  It  does  not  have  as  great 
probative  value  as  to  what  may  have  taken  place  on  the  sidewalk  at  the  gate  as 
does  the  affirmative  evidence  of  persons  who  could  see  and  who  said  that  they 
did  see  certain  things  done  there.  Those  who  said  that  they  saw  persons  at  the 
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gate  were  in  various  locations  with  different  fields  of  view  and  lines  of  sight. 
They  did  not  think  that  what  appeared  to  them  to  be  persons  were  merely  shadows 
or  that  what  they  saw  was  Constable  Fontaine's  arms  when  he  was  running. 

There  was  no  proof  that  the  warning  bell  at  the  crossing  rang  while  the  south 
gate  was  going  up,  as  it  should  have  done  if  the  gate  was  lifted  by  anyone  push- 
ing it  up  with  his  arms.  However,  the  situation  was  that  there  was  considerable 
motor  vehicle  traffic  at  the  crossing.  The  bells  of  the  passenger  and  freight 
trains  were  ringing  as  they  approached  the  crossing.  There  was  train  whistling 
and  the  noise  made  by  the  two  fast  trains.  The  time  period  during  which  the  south 
gate  was  rising  and  falling  back  must  have  been  only  a  few  seconds.  In  that  si- 
tuation it  would  not  have  been  surprising  if  the  crossing  bell  had  rung  but  its 
ringing  was  not  heard  or  noticed. 

The  fact  that  railway  employees  did  certain  work  changing  wires  and  cutting 
a  rail  east  of  the  crossing  in  the  afternoon  a  few  hours  before  the  accident  gave 
rise,  not  unnaturally,  to  suspicion  that  this  work  caused  the  protection  system 
to  malfunction.  However,  the  railway  employees  described  what  they  did  and  the 
tests  that  they  made  to  ensure  that  the  crossing  protection  was  ope  rating  prop- 
erly after  the  work  was  completed.  A  number  of  trains  ran  through  the  crossing 
thereafter  throughout  the  afternoon  and  evening  prior  to  the  accident  and  the 
track  signals  and  the  crossing  protection  continued  to  operate  normally.  We  find 
that  the  work  above  mentioned  was  a  coincidence  that  was  not  related  to  or 
involved  in  the  collision. 

In  our  opinion  there  was  a  preponderance  of  credible  evidence  that  the  gate 
was  raised  by  arms  and  hands  of  one  or  two  persons  who  were  at  it.  We  also  feel 
sure  that  whoever  raised  the  gates  did  so  without  any  knowledge  or  thought  that 
it  was  dangerous  at  that  time  or  that  a  westbound  train  was  approaching  the 
crossing.  Having  regard  to  the  consequences,  it  is  not  surprising  that  no  one 
has  admitted  having  raised  the  gate. 

We  have  already  indicated  that  the  system  of  protection  by  short  arm  gates, 
warning  lights  and  bell,  such  as  the  C.N.R.  St.  Charles  Street  crossing  has,  is 
the  most  modern  and  best  level  crossing  protection  and  warning  system  known  to 
the  Board.  It  is  in  widespread  use  at  thousands  of  crossings  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  It  is  far  from  an  absolute  and  certain  preventative  of  collisions 
between  trains  and  motor  vehicles,  for  no  known  system  of  level  crossing 
protection  has  that  degree  of  perfection.  We  are  convinced  that  the  tragic  acci- 
dent on  October  7th  was  not  caused  by  a  failure,  fault  or  malfunction  of  the 
protection  system  at  the  crossing. 

Grade  separation  is  the  only  complete  answer  to  the  St.  Charles  Street 
crossing  situation.

JUGEMENT 

KERR,  commissaire  en  chef;  DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant; 
WOODARD,  commissaire. 

Un  jugement  interimaire  portant  sur  plusieurs  des  questions  qui  ont  ete 
etudiees  a  l'audience  tenue  par  la  Commission  a  Dorion  (Que.)  a  ete  rendu  le  9 
mars  1967. 
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En  ce  qui  concerne  la  construction  d'un  etagement  de  voies  en  vue  de  la 
suppression  des  deux  passages  a  niveau  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Cana- 
da et  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  la  rue  Saint- 
Charles,  voici  un  extrait  du  jugement  interimaire  a  ce  sujet: 

"Le  dernier  jour  de  l'audience,  le  commissaire  en  chef  a  fait  savoir  que  la 
Commission  approuve  en  principe  la  construction  d'un  etagement  approprie 
des  voies  de  facon  a  supprimer  les  deux  croisements  a  niveau  des  chemins 
de  fer  et  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  et  qu'elle  est  disposee  a  prelever  sur  la 
Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau  les  contributions  maximums  permises  au  cout 
d'un  tel  etagement  des  voies.  Si  le  cout  a  l'egard  duquel  la  Commission  peut 
verser  une  contribution  est  d'au  moins  $625,000  pour  chaque  passage,  le 
montant  maximum  que  la  Commission  peut  accorder  est  d'un  million  de  dol- 
lars en  tout.  Lalonde,  Girouard  et  Letendre,  ingenieurs  conseils  dont  la 
ville  de  Dorion  a  retenu  les  services,  ont  etudie,  pour  cet  etagement  des 
voies,  certains  autres  projets  et  emplacements  sur  lesquels  M.  Lalonde  a 
donne  des  explications  a  la  Commission  au  cours  de  l'audience.  Aucun 
choix  definitif  n'a  ete  fait.  Le  cout  de  l'ouvrage  que  M.  Lalonde  semblait 
preferer  lors  de  l'audience  a  ete  estime  par  lui  a  environ  $2,300,000.  La 
ville  reprendra  aussitot  que  possible  l'etude  de  la  question  avec  la  Com- 
mission. La  Commission  collaborera  avec  la  ville,  les  autorites  provinciales 
et  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  pour  assurer  la  construction  d'un  etage- 
ment convenable  des  voies  le  plus  tot  possible." 

Par  la  suite,  le  ministere  de  la  Voirie  de  la  province  de  Quebec,  en  reponse 
a  une  lettre  de  la  Commission,  affirmait  entre  autres  qu'il  se  propose  dans  un 
plus  ou  moins  proche  avenir  et  dans  le  cadre  du  budget  dont  il  dispose,  de  pro- 
longer  l'autoroute  n°  20  dans  le  voisinage  immediat  du  croisement  et  que  la 
realisation  de  ce  projet  pourrait  modifier  de  facon  importante  la  construction  de 
l'etagement  de  voies. 

La  Commission  et  les  interesses  continuent  d'etudier  la  question. 

Dans  son  jugement  interimaire,  la  Commission  a  fixe  a  35  milles  a  l'heure 
la  limite  de  vitesse  aux  deux  passages.  Cette  limite  demeure  en  vigueur. 

Le  present  jugement  porte  principalement  sur  les  circonstances  de  1 'accident, 
le  fonctionnement  a  ce  moment-la  des  appareils  de  protection  du  passage  du 
National-Canadien  et  1 'elevation  de  la  barriere  devant  1 'autobus.  On  se  rappelle 
que  les  barrieres  du  passage  du  National-Canadien  etaient  abaissees  au  moment 
ou  un  train  de  voyageurs  se  dirigeant  vers  Test  s'est  approche  du  passage  et  l'a 
franchi,  que  l'autobus  etait  arrete  a  la  barriere  sud  pret  a  traverser  les  voies  en 
direction  nord,  que  la  barriere  sud  s'est  elevee,  que  l'autobus  s'est  engage  sur 
les  voies  pour  entrer  immediatement  en  collision  avec  un  train  de  marchandises 
se  dirigeant  vers  l'ouest. 
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Le  passage  etait  et  est  dote  d'un  systeme  de  protection  automatique  com- 
prenant  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts,  des  feux  clignotants  et  une  sonnerie,  installe 
en  1957.  Avant  cette  date,  le  passage  etait  egalement  dote  de  barrieres,  mais 
l'appareil  actuel  de  protection  a  ete  installe  en  1957.  Comme  on  l'a  mentionne 
anterieurement,  un  train  de  voyageurs  en  direction  de  Test  a  franchi  le  passage 
immediatement  avant  que  le  train  de  marchandises  en  direction  de  l'ouest  entre 
en  collision  avec  l'autobus.  Lorsque  le  train  de  voyageurs  a  franchi  le  passage, 
la  barriere  nord  et  la  barriere  sud  etaient  abaissees  et  des  vehicules  a  moteur 
etaient  immobilises  de  chaque  cote  du  passage.  L'autobus  etait  arrete  faisant 
face  au  nord,  dans  la  voie  de  circulation  droite  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles,  du  cote 
sud  du  passage,  tout  pres  de  la  barriere  sud.  Des  que  le  train  de  voyageurs  eut 
franchi  le  passage,  la  barriere  sud  devant  l'autobus  s'est  elevee.  La  barriere 
nord  ne  s'est  pas  elevee.  Pourquoi  la  barriere  sud  s'est-elle  elevee?  Etait-ce 
en  raison  du  fonctionnement  ou  d'une  defectuosite  du  systeme  de  commande  de 
la  barriere?  S'est-elle  elevee  par  la  force  des  bras  de  personnes  non  autorisees? 
S'est-elle  elevee  parce  qu'on  a  actionne  une  commande  manuelle  fixee  a  ce  que 
les  temoins  ont  designe  tout  au  cours  de  l'audience  comme  etant  une  "cabane" 
de  chemin  de  fer  situee  a  peu  de  distance  a  l'est  du  passage? 

La  commande  manuelle  en  question  se  trouve  dans  une  bofte  fermee  a  cle 
fixee  a  la  cabane.  II  a  ete  prouve  hors  de  tout  doute  que  la  commande  n'a  pas 
ete  utilisee  ni  actionnee  de  quelque  facon  a  l'occasion  de  l'accident  et  qu'ell- 
n'y  a  pas  contribue.  En  consequence,  nous  examinerons  de  facon  plus  appro- 
fondie  les  deux  autres  questions. 

Les  passages  ont  ete  decrits  dans  le  jugement  interimaire.  Voici  le  moment 
venu  de  donner  une  description  general  e  de  l'appareil  de  protection  installe  au 
passage  du  National-Canadien  ainsi  que  de  son  fonctionnement,  d'apres  sa  con- 
ception. Cet  appareil  est  appele  communement  barriere  a  bras  courts.  En  realite, 
les  barrieres  sont  composees  d'un  seul  bras  en  bois  d'une  longueur  de  26  pieds, 
et  comportent  un  bras  du  cote  nord  et  un  autre  du  cote  sud  du  passage.  Chaque 
barriere,  alors  qu'elle  est  dans  la  position  horizontale  ou  abaissee,  traverse  le 
trottoir  et  la  voie  de  droite  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles,  c'est-a-dire  la  voie  de  droite 
destinee  a  la  circulation  qui  normalement  avance.-  Chaque  barriere  est  montee  au 
moyen  de  charnieres  sur  un  poteau  vertical  situe  pres  du  bord  du  trottoir  le  plus 
eloigne  de  la  partie  de  la  rue  qu'empruntent  les  vehicules.  Chaque  poteau  est 
muni  de  feux  clignotants.  Sur  chaque  barriere,  il  y  a  une  sonnerie  d'avertissement 
ainsi  que  des  feux  plus  petits. 

L'appareil  de  protection  est  concu  de  maniere  a  etre  actionne  automatique- 
ment  lorsqu'un  train  s'approche  du  passage,  en  direction  est  ou  ouest,  a  l'inte- 
rieur  d'un  circuit  de  controle  d'approche  qui  s'etend  sur  une  distance  d'environ 
3,700  pieds  de  chaque  cote  du  passage.  Le  mot  "actionne"  signifie  que  l'ap- 
pareil de  protection  au  passage  est  mis  en  fonctionnement.  Ce  qui  se  produit 
en  somme,  c'est  que  les  barrieres  sont  maintenues  dans  leur  position  verticale 
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au  moyen  d'un  courant  electrique  et  que  c'est  le  courant  electrique  provenant  de 
la  meme  source  qui  les  fait  s'elever  lorsqu'elles  sont  en  position  horizontale 
ou  abaissee;  lorsqu'un  train  se  dirigeant  vers  Test  ou  vers  l'ouest  penetre  dans 
le  circuit  de  controle  d'approche,  il  assure  un  raccordement  entre  les  deux  rails 
sur  lesquels  il  circule,  ce  qui  interrompt  le  courant  electrique  vers  les  barrieres 
—  si  elles  sont  en  position  verticale  elles  tombent  par  leur  propre  poids  et  la 
force  de  gravite  —  et  durant  toute  la  periode  subsequente  pendant  laquelle  un 
train  se  trouve  a  Tinterieur  du  circuit  d'approche,  le  courant  necessaire  pour  les 
el  ever  est  interrompu.  C'est  la  une  caracteristique  de  "securite  apres  defail- 
lance"  qui  entre  dans  la  conception  de  l'appareil  de  protection.  L'interruption 
du  courant  electrique  par  suite  du  raccordement  de  deux  rails  par  un  train  peut 
etre  effectuee  egalement  de  facon  manuelle  par  ce  qui  a  ete  decrit  lors  de  l'au- 
dience  comme  etant  un  mouvement  simule  de  train:  il  s'agit  simplement  de  relier 
les  deux  rails  au  moyen  d'un  fil  et  ainsi  de  les  raccorder  comme  le  ferait  un  train. 
Ainsiqu'on  l'a  mentionne  ailleursdans  le  present  jugement,  les  barrieres  peuvent 
etre  elevees  manuellement  par  les  employes  du  chemin  de  fer  au  moyen  d'une 
commande  faisant  partie  du  systeme  de  commande  fixee  a  la  cabane.  Ainsi,  le 
point  du  circuit  de  controle  d'approche  ou  l'appareil  est  actionne  dans  le  cas 
d'un  train  en  direction  ouest  est  a  environ  3,700  pieds  du  passage,  et  lorsque 
la  partie  avant  d'un  train  en  direction  ouest  s 'engage  sur  ce  point,  l'appareil  de 
protection  au  passage  devrait  commencer  a  fonctionner.  Que  se  passe-t-il  ensuite 
au  passage?  Tout  d'abord,  les  feux  sur  les  poteaux  et  les  barrieres  commencent 
a  clignoter  et  un  autre  feu  au  bout  de  chaque  barriere  donne  une  lumiere  fixe. 
Ceci  se  produit  environ  une  demi-seconde  apres  que  1 'avant  du  train  a  penetre 
dans  le  circuit.  La  sonnerie  d'avertissement  commence  a  sonner  en  meme  temps. 
Elle  ne  sonne  pas  lorsque  les  barrieres  sont  abaissees.  On  a  fait  exception  sur 
ce  point  a  la  demande  de  la  municipality  en  1963.  Les  feux  et  la  sonnerie  d'aver- 
tissement commencent  a  fonctionner  environ  4  secondes  avant  que  les  barrieres 
commencent  a  s'abaisser  et  les  feux  continuent  de  clignoter  pendant  que  les 
barrieres  s'abaissent,  pendant  qu'elles  sont  abaissees,  et  jusqu'a  ce  qu 'elles 
s' el  event  pour  atteindre  leur  position  verticale.  Des  essais  effectues  peu  de 
temps  apres  l'accident  ont  demontre  que  la  barriere  sud  prend  environ  11  secon- 
des pour  s'abaisser  et  la  barriere  nord  environ  13  secondes.  La  barriere  sud  et 
la  barriere  nord  prennent  environ  8  et  10  secondes  respectivement  pour  s'elever. 
Dans  le  cas  d'un  train  qui  circule  a  55  milles  a  l'heure,  le  delai  d'avertissement 
au  passage,  c'est-a-dire  le  delai  a  compter  du  moment  ou  les  feux  clignotants 
commencent  a  clignoter  jusqu'au  moment  ou  le  train  atteint  le  passage  est  d'en- 
viron  45  secondes.  Si  le  train  circule  a  60  milles  a  l'heure,  le  delai  d'avertisse- 
ment est  d'environ  41  secondes.  A  des  vitesses  reduites,  le  delai  d'avertisse- 
ment est  plus  long,  etant  donne  que  l'avertissement  commence  lorsque  le  train 
entre  dans  le  circuit,  et  qu'un  train  lent  prend  plus  de  temps  qu'un  train  rapide 
pour  parcourir  la  distance  de  3,700  pieds  entre  le  point  le  plus  eloigne  du  cir- 
cuit et  le  passage. 
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L'appareil  de  protection  est  egalement  concu  de  maniere  que,  par  ex.,  si 
un  train  se  dirigeant  vers  l'est  met  l'appareil  en  fonctionnement,  franchit  le 
passage  ce  qui  arrete  le  fonctionnement  de  l'appareil  et  fait  s'elever  les  bar- 
rieres, et  que  pendant  que  les  barrieres  s'elevent  un  train  en  direction  de  l'ouest 
entre  dans  le  circuit  a  Test  du  passage,  a  3,700  pieds  a  Test,  les  barrieres 
arretent  de  s'elever  et  s'abaissent  et  les  feux  clignotants  continuent  de  clignoter 
pendant  que  les  barrieres  s'elevent  et  s'abaissent. 

Aussi,  l'appareil  est  concu  de  maniere  que,  par  exemple,  si  un  train  en 
direction  de  l'est  met  l'appareil  en  fonctionnement  et  fait  s'abaisser  les  bar- 
rieres puis  franchit  le  passage  alorsqu'un  train  en  direction  de  l'ouest  s'approche 
a  l'interieur  du  circuit  de  3,700  pieds  a  Test  du  passage,  l'appareil  de  protection 
continue  de  fonctionner,  les  barrieres  demeurent  abaissees,  les  signaux  cligno- 
tants clignotent  jusqu'a  ce  que  le  train  en  direction  de  l'ouest  ait  franchi  le 
passage. 

Une  autre  caracteristique  de  l'appareil  de  protection  est  la  suivante:  lorsqu'un 
train  franchit  entierement  un  passage  et  que  l'arriere  du  train  a  franchi  un  point, 
appele  point  de  declenchement,  a  environ  25  pieds  du  passage,  le  fonctionnement 
de  l'appareil  est  arrete  et  les  barrieres  commencent  a  s'elever  a  condition 
qu'aucune  autre  circonstance,  comme  le  cas  d'un  autre  train  a  l'interieur  du  cir- 
cuit d'approche,  n'empeche  le  declenchement  de  l'appareil  de  protection. 

Chacune  des  deux  voies  principales  du  National-Canadien  est  munie  d'ap- 
pareils  de  protection  pour  les  mouvements  dans  Tun  ou  1'autre  sens.  Le  meca- 
nisme  de  chaque  barriere  est  actionne  depuis  un  relais  de  commande  commun 
dans  la  cabane  de  maniere  que  lorsque  le  courant  est  mis  il  actionne  les  deux 
barrieres  et  lorsqu'il  est  interrompu  il  arrete  le  fonctionnement  des  deux  meca- 
nismes.  Les  barrieres  s'elevent  et  s'abaissent  ensemble,  mais  il  se  produira 
une  exception  a  ce  fonctionnement  commun  s'il  existe  une  defectuosite  dans  le 
mecanisme  d'une  barriere  ou  dans  la  commande,  par  exemple  une  faille  dans  le 
cable  entre  le  relais  dans  la  cabane  et  le  mecanisme  de  la  barriere;  en  pareil 
cas,  la  barriere  defectueuse  s'abaisse  et  demeure  abaissee;  toutefois,  au  moment 
de  l'accident,  il  ne  semble  pas  y  avoir  eu  de  defectuosite  propre  a  faire  s'elever 
une  barriere  pendant  que  1'autre  demeurait  abaissee. 

Les  fils  ou  le  cable  de  commande  qui  relient  la  cabane  aux  barrieres  sont 
souterrains.  Ce  sont  les  memes  fils  qui  servent  au  fonctionnement  par  commande 
manuelle  et  au  fonctionnement  automatique  des  barrieres.  Quelques  heures  apres 
l'accident,  les  barrieres  ont  ete  elevees  au  moyen  de  la  commande  manuelle,  ce 
qui,  lors  de  l'audience,  a  ete  presente  comme  preuve  que  les  fils  de  commande 
etaient  en  bon  etat  de  fonctionnement  et  qu'ils  avaient  done  assure  le  fonction- 
nement automatique  de  l'appareil  de  protection. 
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Les  barrieres  s'elevent  sous  Taction  d'un  moteur  electrique  fonctionnant 
sur  un  courant  direct  alimente  par  des  piles.  Les  circuits  de  voie  qui  font  fonc- 
tionner  l'appareil  de  protection  font  egalement  fonctionner  les  signaux  de  canton 
sur  la  voie  et  sont  egalement  actionnes  par  le  courant  direct  alimente  par  des 
piles  de  longue  duree.  Les  piles  susmentionnees  sont  alimentees  par  le  courant 
alternatif  hydro-electrique  destine  a  des  fins  commerciales.  Elles  ont  ete  ins- 
pectees  le  14  septembre  1966  puis  de  nouveau  quelques  jours  apres  l'accident 
et  on  a  constate  lors  de  chaque  inspection  qu 'elles  etaient  en  bonne  condition. 
Leur  duree  utile  est  garantie  pour  10  ans.  Une  defectuosite  des  piles  peut  faire 
baisser  les  barrieres  mais  ne  peut  pas  les  faire  lever. 

II  faut  du  courant  electrique  pour  elever  les  barrieres.  II  faut  du  courant 
electrique  pour  les  maintenir  dans  leur  position  verticale.  Le  systeme  est  concu 
de  maniere  que  si  le  courant  est  interrompu,  les  barrieres  s'abaissent  d'elles- 
memes  par  leur  poids  et  la  force  de  gravite.  Un  train  qui  penetre  dans  le  circuit 
de  commande  d'approche  interrompt  le  courant  electrique  qui  maintient  les  bar- 
rieres elevees  et  lorsque  cette  interruption  de  courant  se  produit,  les  barrieres 
s'abaissent  et  demeurent  abaissees,  etant  donne  qu'il  faut  du  courant  pour 
qu 'elles  s'elevent. 

L'apres-midi  du  jour  de  l'accident,  certains  travaux  ont  ete  effectues  rela- 
tivement  a  la  voie  et  aux  fils  situes  a  Test  du  passage.  M.  Percy,  surveillant 
adjoint  des  signaux  de  la  region  du  Rideau  du  National-Canadien,  a  declare 
avoir  transfere  4  fils  aeriens  de  repeteur  de  voie  d'un  cable  a  un  autre  et  il  a 
temoigne  que  le  fonctionnement  de  l'appareil  avait  ete  eprouve  apres  que  les 
travaux  eurent  ete  termines  et  que  l'appareil  fonctionnait  de  facon  appropriee. 
Lui  et  ses  hommes  terminerent  leur  travail  et  quitterent  les  lieux  vers  4  heures 
de  l'apres-midi.  M.  Menard,  contremaftre  de  secteur  du  National-Canadien,  a 
declare  qu'au  cours  du  meme  apres-midi  il  avait  effectue  certains  travaux  sur 
des  rails  a  environ  18  pieds  a  Test  du  passage,  notamment  qu'il  avait  sectionne 
les  rails  a  un  huitieme  de  pouce  du  bas.  II  a  declare  que  ce  travail  n 'avait  pas 
interrompu  le  courant  qui  commandait  l'appareil  de  protection,  que  durant  1 'exe- 
cution de  son  travail  plusieurs  trains  avaient  franchi  le  passage  et  que  les  feux 
et  les  barrieres  fonctionnaient  normalement,  que  si  son  travail  avait  entrafne 
des  defectuosites  les  barrieres  seraient  demeurees  abaissees  et  que  des  feux 
rouges  se  seraient  allumes  a  Test  et  a  l'ouest  du  passage  dans  le  systeme  de 
cantonnement,  —les  signaux  de  voie  commandant  les  mouvements  des  trains,  — de 
maniere  a  arreter  les  trains  qui  approchaient.  Les  equipages  du  train  de  voya- 
geurs  et  du  train  de  merchandises  ont  temoigne  que  les  feux  de  cantonnements 
etaient  verts.  Le  travail  a  ete  termine  vers  3h.30  de  Tapres-midi.  Apres  l'acci- 
dent M.  Menard  a  eleve  les  barrieres  au  moyen  de  la  commande  manuelle  fixee 
a  la  cabane.  D'apres  les  registres  du  National-Canadien,  il  y  a  eu  apres  3  heures 
et  demie  cet  apres-midi  la  quatre  mouvements  de  train  en  direction  ouest  et 
trois  mouvements  de  train  en  direction  est  qui  ont  franchi  le  passage. 
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Essais: 

Plusieurs  essais  approfondis  de  l'appareil  de  protection  ont  ete  effectues 
par  les  agents  des  signaux  du  National-Canadien  sous  la  direction  de  M.  L. 
Lockhart,  ingenieur  des  signaux  du  National-Canadien  de  la  region  du  Saint- 
Laurent,  le  soir  de  l'accident  et  au  cours  des  quatre  jours  suivants.  Un  des 
ingenieurs  des  signaux  de  la  Commission  qui  s'est  rendu  sur  les  lieux  de  l'ac- 
cident le  soir  ou  il  s'est  produit  et  le  lendemain  a  observe  certains  des  essais 
effectues  par  le  personnel  du  National-Canadien.  Certains  essais  ont  egalement 
ete  effectues  sur  sa  demande  ce  jour-la.  En  novembre,  d'autres  essais  ont  ete 
effectues  sous  le  direction  de  1 'ingenieur  en  chef  des  signaux  de  la  Commission, 
de  l'avocat  general  de  la  Commission  et  du  Directeur  des  services  techniques 
de  la  Commission.  Les  agents  du  National-Canadien  et  les  membres  de  la  Surete 
de  Dorion  et  un  membre  de  la  Surete  provinciate  du  Quebec  etaient  presents  lors 
de  ces  essais  et  y  ont  collabore.  Des  trains  et  des  connexions  de  rails  ont  servi 
a  reproduire,  dans  la  mesure  du  possible,  les  mouvements  des  trains  au  moment 
de  la  collision.  Divers  autres  essais  concernant  le  fonctionnement  de  l'appareil 
de  protection  ont  ete  effectues  en  vue  de  decouvrir  s'il  y  avait  eu  des  defec- 
tuosites  ou  un  mauvais  fonctionnement.  En  decembre,  d'autres  essais  ont  ete 
effectues  sous  la  direction  des  fonctionnaires  de  la  Commission,  de  nouveau 
avec  la  collaboration  de  la  Surete. 

Les  essais  n'ont  pas  demontre  que  le  systeme  de  protection  etait  defec- 
tueux.  On  n'a  rien  trouve  qui  n' etait  pas  en  bon  etat  de  fonctionnement,  on  n'a 
rien  trouve  qui  devrait  etre  repare  ou  regie,  sinon  les  dommages  occasionnes  a 
l'aiguille  de  jonction,  aux  rails  et  au  signal  a  l'ouest  du  passage  par  suite  du 
deraillement  qui  s'etait  produit  a  la  suite  de  la  collision  du  train  et  de  Tautobus. 

Le  personnel  de  la  Commission  a  egalement  effectue  des  essais  en  vue  de 
determiner  de  quelle  force  doit  faire  preuve  une  personne  pour  elever  la  barriere 
sud  au  moyen  de  ses  mains  et  de  ses  bras.  L'un  des  ingenieurs  de  la  Commis- 
sion, M.  Johnston,  a  eleve  ainsi  la  barriere  sud  jusqu'a  sa  position  verticale.  A 
cette  fin,  il  lui  imprima  plusieurs  poussees  et  la  barriere  s'eleva  par  a-coups. 
Les  feux  clignotants  ont  continue  de  fonctionner  et  la  sonnerie  a  fonctionne 
lorsque  la  barriere  eut  quitte  sa  position  horizontale.  La  barriere  nord  est  de- 
meuree  abaissee  et  ses  feux  ont  continue  de  fonctionner.  Lorsque  M.  Johnston 
eut  relache  la  barriere  sud,  elle  s'est  abaissee  d'une  facon  normale.  Le  fil  de 
connexion  de  rails  dont  les  fonctionnaires  se  sont  servi  pour  actionner  l'appareil 
de  protection  a  ete  ensuife  enleve  et  les  deux  barrieres  se  sont  elevees  pour 
atteindre  leur  position  verticale. 

Un  autre  essai  a  ete  effectue  au  moyen  d'une  cle  afin  de  mesurer  la  force 
requise  pour  faire  lever  la  barriere  sud.  Le  fabricant  a  prevu  un  moment  de  50 
livres-pieds  pour  la  position  horizontale  de  la  barriere  et  un  moment  de  240 
livres-pieds  pour  la  position  verticale.  Au  cours  de  1 'essai,  le  moment  horizontal 
a  ete  de  60  livres-pieds  et  le  moment  vertical  de  245  livres-pieds. 
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Voici  un  autre  essai  qui  a  ete  effectue.  M.  Shier,  directeur  des  services 
techniques  de  la  Commission,  debout  pres  du  centre  du  trottoir,  a  eleve  la  bar- 
riere sud  le  pius  loin  qu'il  le  pouvait,  soit  a  6  pieds  6  pouces.  II  mesure  5  pieds 
et  6  pouces  et  quart.  A  un  point  sur  la  rue  situe  a  quatre  pieds  du  bord  ouest 
du  trottoir,  la  barriere  etait  a  10  pieds  et  demi  au-dessus  du  chemin;  a  un  point 
situe  a  7  pieds  a  l'ouest  du  bord  du  trottoir,  la  barriere  etait  a  12  pieds  et  demi 
au-dessus  de  la  rue,  soit  une  hauteur  suffisante  pour  permettre  a  un  autobus 
scolaire  de  passer  sous  la  barriere. 

Un  autre  essai  avait  pour  but  de  mesurer  la  force  necessaire  pour  tenir  la 
barriere  dans  sa  position  horizontale  lorsque  le  circuit  de  protection  est  inter- 
rompu.  Le  moment  sur  la  barriere  nord  marquait  300  livres-pieds,  soit  la  limite 
de  la  cle,  la  barriere  continuant  de  s'elever. 

Abstraction  faite  de  l'etagement  de  voies,  le  systeme  de  protection  forme 
de  barrieres  a  bras  courts,  de  feux  clignotants  et  d'une  sonnerie,  soit  le  meme 
systeme  que  le  systeme  a  l'etude  ou  un  systeme  semblable,  est  le  plus  moderne 
et  le  meilleur,  de  l'avis  de  la  Commission.  En  1966,  il  y  avait  environ  570  de 
ces  appareils  en  service  au  Canada.  On  a  egalement  signale  a  l'audience  que 
le  reseau  du  New  York  Central  Railroad  est  dote  de  plus  de  mille  appareils 
semblables  comprenant  essentiellement  les  m  ernes  pieces  que  l'appareil  de  la 
rue  Saint-Charles  et  qu 'environ  85  p.  100  des  barrieres  du  New  York  Central 
sont  fabriquees  ou  produites  par  la  meme  entreprise  qui  a  fabrique  la  barriere  de 
la  rue  Saint-Charles. 

Ainsi  que  l'a  mentionne  le  jugement  interimaire,  le  dossier  des  accidents 
aux  passages  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles,  a  part  la  collision  entre  le  train  et  l'au- 
tobus,  n'est  pas  mauvais,  puisqu'a  ni  Tun  ni  l'autre  de  ces  passages  il  n'est 
survenu  d'accident  entre  un  train  et  un  vehicule  qui  ait  cause  des  blessures  ou 
des  pertes  de  vie  depuis  1951  dans  le  cas  du  passage  du  National-Canadien  et 
depuis  1921  dans  le  cas  de  celui  du  Pacifique-Canadien. 

L'avocat  general  de  la  Commission,  M.  J.-M.  Fortier,  au  cours  de  quelques 
semaines  passees  a  Dorion,  a  recherche  et  interroge  les  personnes  qui  furent 
temoins  de  l'accident  ou  qui  y  furent  impliquees  ou  qui  se  trouvaient  sur  les 
lieux  lorsqu'il  est  arrive  ou  qui  avaient  des  renseignements  a  donner  a  ce  sujet. 
Une  bonne  partie  des  depositions  des  personnes  qui  se  trouvaient  sur  les  lieux 
ont  ete  faites  en  francais.  II  y  a  eu  traduction  anglaise  simultanee  de  ces  depo- 
sitions. Ce  sont  ces  depositions  auxquelles  nous  referons  ci-apres.  II  y  a  eu 
beaucoup  de  depositions  et,  dans  le  present  jugement,  nous  nous  sommes  bornes 
a  en  mentionner  un  certain  nombre.  Nous  avons,  en  certains  endroits,  paraphrase 
les  depositions  de  maniere  a  en  extraire  ce  que  nous  considerions  etre  l'essen- 
tiel  des  parties  les  plus  importantes  pour  les  fins  du  present  jugement. 
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Personnel  des  trains: 

Harold  Bohart.  Mecanicien  de  la  locomotive  du  train  de  voyageurs  qui  se 
dirigeait  vers  Test.  Comme  son  train  approchait  du  passage,  il  a  vu  des  garcons 
franchir  en  courant,  dans  les  deux  sens,  la  voie  est,  a  la  rue  Saint-Charles. 
Sur  ce,  il  s'est  mis  a  faire  entendre  des  sons  brefs  du  sifflet  de  la  locomotive. 
Ces  garcons,  avant  que  le  train  ne  les  atteigne,  se  sont  separes;  trois  coururent 
a  la  barriere  sud  et  deux  vers  la  barriere  nord.  II  apercut  l'autobus.  Les  barrieres 
etaient  abaissees  et  les  feux  clignotaient.  Son  train  rencontra  a  Test  de  la  gare 
le  train  de  marchandises  qui  se  dirigeait  vers  l'ouest.  Les  feux  avant  des  deux 
locomotives  etaient  allumes.  La  vitesse  de  son  train  etait  de  60m/h. 

Edouard  Martel.  Chauffeur  de  locomotive  diesel  du  train  de  voyageurs.  II 
se  trouvait  du  cote  nord  ou  gauche  de  la  locomotive.  II  a  remarque  un  garcon 
qui  s'appuyait  sur  la  barriere  nord.  II  n'a  pas  vu  la  barriere  sud.  II  a  vu  deux 
garcons  qui  traversaient  en  courant  la  voie  ferree  en  direction  nord  et  a  entendu 
le  sifflet  de  la  locomotive  faire  entendre  une  succession  de  sons  brefs. 

J. P.  Coughlin.  Agent  de  train  du  train  de  voyageurs.  II  etait  sur  la  plate- 
forme  arriere  de  la  voiture  qui  se  trouvait  a  l'extremite  du  train.  L'extremite 
arriere  du  train  de  voyageurs  rencontra  l'extremite  avant  du  train  de  marchandises 
a  peu  pres  devant  la  gare.  II  entendit  le  bruit  de  la  collision  avec  l'autobus  et 
vit  l'explosion  qui  en  est  resulte.  II  entendit  le  serrement  des  f reins  d'urgence 
du  train  de  marchandises  a  peu  pres  au  moment  de  la  collision. 

Paul  Luciuk.  Mecanicien  du  train  de  marchandises.  II  a  ete  incapable  d'as- 
sister  a  1 'audience  pour  cause  de  maladie  et  la  declaration  qu'il  a  faite  a  l'avo- 
cat  general  de  la  Commission  a  ete  lue  et  versee  aux  dossiers.  II  etait  du  cote 
nord  de  sa  locomotive.  La  vitesse  de  son  train  ne  depassait  pas  60m/h.  II  vit 
la  barriere  nord  abaissee.  Le  chauffeur  hurla:  "Un  autobus".  Le  serre-frein  dit: 
"Un  autobus,  un  autobus  jaune,  la  barriere  est  sur  l'autobus".  C'etait  quelques 
secondes  a  peine  avant  que  la  collision  se  produise.  II  saisit  le  sifflet  et  serra 
les  freins  d'urgence.  II  ne  vit  pas  l'autobus.  Le  train  frappa  quelque  chose  qui 
explosa. 

Harold  Nicholson.  Chauffeur  du  train  de  marchandises.  II  etait  assis  du  cote 
gauche  de  la  locomotive,  derriere  le  serre-freins  Berriault.  Lorsque  la  locomotive 
du  train  de  marchandises  rencontra  la  derniere  voiture  du  train  de  voyageurs 
juste  a  l'ouest  de  la  gare,  il  vit  l'autobus  qui  s'engageait  dans  le  passage  et 
qui  etait  deja  sur  la  voie  feiree  la  plus  au  sud.  II  hurla  immediatement  au  meca- 
nicien: "II  y  a  un  autobus ...  appliquez  les  freins".  Le  mecanicien  appliqua 
immediatement  les  freins  au  moyen  de  la  manette  et  actionna  le  sifflet.  Le  serre- 
freins  cria  quelque  chose  en  meme  temps  qu'il  (le  chauffeur)  hurla. 

J. -A.  Cuillerier.  Chef  de  train  du  train  de  marchandises.  II  se  trouvait  dans 
le  wagon  de  queue.  Le  train  comprenait  100  wagons,  52  charges,  48  vides,  5,077 
tonnes.  Les  freins  d'urgence  furent  appliques. 
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Eugene  Berriault.  Serre-freins  du  train  de  marchandises.  II  se  trouvait  du 
cote  sud  de  la  locomotive.  II  vit  l'autobus  qui  s'engageait  sur  la  voie  qu'em- 
pruntent  les  trains  se  dirigeant  vers  Test.  II  cria  au  mecanicien,  qui  serra  les 
freins  d'urgence,  puis  la  locomotive  frappa  l'autobus. 

J.D.  Shelston.  Serre-freins  a  l'arriere  du  train  de  marchandises.  II  se  trouvait 
dans  le  wagon  de  queue.  Les  freins  d'urgence  furent  serres  alors  que  le  wagon 
de  queue  se  trouvait  a  l'ouest  du  passage  de  l'ile  Perrot.  Lorsque  le  wagon 
s'est  arrete  apres  la  collision,  il  se  trouvait  a  peu  pres  au  milieu  du  pont  de 
Dorion. 

Temoins  sur  les  lieux  de  I'accident: 

Mme  Frances  Hardy.  Elle  arreta  son  automobile  derriere  l'autobus.  Quelques 
secondes  plus  tard,  le  train  en  direction  est  franchit  le  passage.  La  barriere 
etait  abaissee  et  les  feux  clignotaient.  L'autobus  commenca  a  avancer.  Elle 
vit  des  adolescents  qui  avec  leurs  bras,  tenaient  la  barriere  elevee.  lis  la  sou- 
tenaient  entre  le  poteau  de  la  barriere  et  l'autobus.  Elle  apercut  les  adolescents 
alors  que  l'autobus  venait  de  demarrer.  Son  automobile  se  trouvait  a  environ  8 
pieds  derriere  l'autobus  qui  etait  arrete  a  trois  ou  quatre  pieds  de  la  barriere. 
Elle  ne  doutait  aucunement  avoir  vu  les  adolescents  soutenant  la  barriere... 
elle  a  vu  l'expression  de  leurs  visages,  ils  souriaient. 

Mme  Beverley  Finlay.  Elle  etait  assise  sur  la  banquette  avant  de  1 'auto- 
mobile de  Mme  Hardy.  Elle  vit  le  bout  de  la  barriere  s'elever.  Elle  ne  vit  personne 
elever  les  barrieres,  mais  avant  que  l'autobus  ait  demarre,  elle  apercut  des 
jeunes  qui  se  tenaient  a  droite  de  l'autobus.  Elle  constata  par  leur  taillequ'il 
s'agissait  d'adolescents.  Apres  que  l'autobus  eut  demarre  et  qu'elle  eut  apercu 
le  feu  du  train  de  marchandises,  elle  ne  vit  personne  a  la  barriere  et  se  demanda 
interieurement  ou  les  garcons  etaient  partis.  Plus  tard,  dans  le  terrain  de  sta- 
tionnement,  deux  ou  trois  garcons  ont  declare  qu'ils  avaient  vu  trois  garcons 
elever  la  barriere. 

Leonard  Ledoux.  Ancien  membre  de  la  Surete  de  Dorion.  II  se  trouvait  debout 
avec  Marcel  Dupont  a  environ  200  pieds  du  passage  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  du 
cote  sud.  II  apercut  les  barrieres  baissees  et  le  train  en  direction  est.  Quelques 
instants  plus  tard,  il  se  retourna  vers  les  voies  ferrees  et  s'apercut  que  la  bar- 
riere sud  etait  elevee  a  un  angle  d 'environ  45  a  50  degres  et  que  l'autobus  etait 
rendu  a  peu  pres  aux  premieres  voies.  II  lui  sembla  que  quelqu'un  tenait  alors 
la  barriere.  II  en  etait  convaincu.  II  aurait  pu  fort  bien  s'agir  d'une  illusion 
d'optique,  mais  ce  qu'il  vit  ressemblait  a  deux  bras  leves  au-dessus  du  corps. 
II  lui  a  semble  que  les  bras  etaient  leves  au-dessus  de  la  tete  et  tenaient  la 
barriere.  Au  cours  de  ses  27  annees  a  Dorion,  il  avait  vu  les  gens  elever  des 
barrieres  assez  frequemment.  A  une  occasion,  alors  que  les  barrieres  entravaient 
la  circulation  routiere,  il  les  avait  elevees,  ce  qui  etait  tres  facile. 
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Carole  Trudeau.  Voyageait  dans  l'autobus.  Lorsque  le  train  de  voyageurs 
fut  passe,  la  barriere  sud  commenca  a  s'elever.  Elle  regarda  a  sa  droite  et  vit 
deux  adolescents,  dont  l'un  avait  etendu  les  bras  sous  la  barriere,  puis  la  bar- 
riere etait  levee  et  l'autobus  demarra.  Les  adolescents  se  trouvaient  vers  le 
centre  du  trottoir,  a  un  pied  ou  un  pied  et  demi  de  la  barriere.  Elle  vit  la  bar- 
riere s'elever  de  meme  que  les  bras  de  l'adolescent. 

Seija  Hytonen.  Elle  etait  assise  sur  la  banquette  avant  de  l'automobile  de 
Bob  Brosseau  qui  etait  arretee  a  la  barriere  nord.  Elle  apercut  pour  la  premiere 
fois  l'autobus  alors  qu'il  franchissait  les  voies.  Elle  apercut  des  personnes  qui 
se  tenaient  dans  la  penombre  pres  de  l'autobus  du  cote  sud  de  la  barriere  sud. 
Par  un  coup  d'oeil  rapide,  elle  s'apercut  qu'elles  avaient  les  mains  etendues 
devant  elles  vers  la  barriere.  Elle  pensa  qu'elles  se  trouvaient  au  milieu  de  la 
barriere,  qui  etait  abaissee,  mais  elles  auraient  pu  etre  tout  aussi  bien  a  dix 
pieds  de  la  barriere  qu'a  proximite.  Elle  ne  vit  pas  la  barriere  s'elever  ni  ne 
vit  quelqu'un  l'elever. 

Robert  Brosseau.  II  conduisait  sa  voiture  et  s'arreta  a  la  barriere  nord  qui 
ne  s'est  elevee  a  aucun  moment.  II  regarda  la  barriere  sud  alors  que  le  train 
de  voyageurs  avait  franchi  le  passage  et  apercut  deux  ou  trois  formes  qui  sem- 
blaient  etre  des  personnes  s'approchant  de  la  barriere  et  qui  semblaient  etendre 
leurs  bras  vers  l'avant  sous  la  barriere  et  la  soulever.  II  vit  l'autobus  sur  la 
voie  .  ..la  barriere  n'etait  pas  entierement  elevee  mais  l'etait  suffisamment  pour 
que  l'autobus  passe. 

Daniel  Cuerrier,  17  ans.  Lui  et  Guy  Vendette  marchaient  sur  le  trottoir  est 
de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  et  ils  s'arreterent  pres  de  la  portiere  de  l'autobus  alors 
qu'il  etait  arrete  a  la  barriere  sud.  II  vit  quatre  jeunes  qui  couraient  devant  le 
train  de  voyageurs.  II  ne  vit  pas  la  barriere  s'elever  et  ne  vit  pas  l'autobus 
s'avancer  dans  le  passage  mais  il  le  vit  pour  un  instant  dans  le  passage  et  vit 
le  feu  du  train  de  marchandises.  Vendette  le  poussa  et  lui  dit:  "Allons-nous  en". 
II  ne  vit  pas  la  collision.  Lui  et  Vendette  coururent  et  il  pensa  que  c'etait  parce 
qu'ils  craignaient  de  se  faire  frapper  par  les  eclats  qui  voleraient  de  tous  cotes 
par  suite  de  la  collision.  Ils  traverserent  en  courant  le  terrain  de  stationnement 
(du  cote  est  de  la  rue  Saint- Charles)  jusqu'au  terrain  vacant  pres  du  bureau  de 
poste.  Vendette  lanca  ou  echappa  son  chandail  dans  le  terrain  vacant  pendant 
qu'il  courait.  A  son  avis,  il  n'avait  jamais  couru  aussi  rapidement  de  toute  sa 
vie.  II  ne  toucha  pas  a  la  barriere.  II  faisait  noir  dans  le  terrain  de  stationnement. 
II  raconta  pour  la  premiere  fois  son  histoire  a  la  police  immediatement  apres 
l'enquete  du  coroner;  celle-ci  eut  lieu  du  9  au  12  janvier  inclusivement.  II  ne 
pouvait  pas  dire  pourquoi  il  avait  choisi  de  courir  dans  le  terrain  obscur  plutot 
que  sur  le  trottoir,  ni  pourquoi  il  avait  couru  aussi  loin. 
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Guy  Vendette.  II  etait  avec  Cuerrier  lorsque  l'accident  s'est  produit.  lis 
avaient  marche  vers  le  nord  jusqu'au  passage  avec  1 'intention  de  se  rendre  au 
bureau  d'un  medecin  situe  du  cote  nord  des  voies  afin  de  se  procurer  des  lu- 
nettes, lis  s'arreterent  pres  de  l'autobus  qui  se  trouvait  tres  pres  de  la  barriere 
sud.  La  barriere  etait  abaissee.  lis  s'arreterent  a  la  portiere  avant  de  l'autobus. 
La  barriere  commenca  a  s'elever  apres  le  passage  du  train  en  direction  est.  La 
barriere  etait  a  moitie  elevee  lorsqu'il  s'en  apercut.  L'autobus  commenca  a 
franchir  normalement  le  passage.  Lui  et  Cuerrier  attendirent  pour  franchir  les 
voies.  II  ne  vit  pas  le  train  de  marchandises  venant  de  Test  mais  il  le  vit  frapper 
l'autobus.  Par  un  semblant  d'instinct  de  preservation,  il  poussa  Cuerrier  afin 
d'eviter  les  projectiles  et  ils  coururent  vers  le  terrain  de  stationnement.  Plus 
tard,  ils  se  rendirent  du  cote  ouest  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  ou  se  trouvait  un  at- 
troupement  de  curieux.  Un  policier  venant  de  l'endroit  ou  l'autobus  avait  ete 
pousse  l'ecarta  de  son  passage.  Ils  ne  demeurerent  pas  tres  longtemps  a  cet 
endroit,  car  ils  ne  faisaient  qu'obstruer  le  passage  des  gens  et  ils  deciderent 
alors  de  revenir.  Ils  y  demeurerent  au  plus  une  ou  deux  minutes  puis  retournerent 
du  cote  est  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles.  Plus  tard,  ils  se  rendirent  au  domicile  de 
Cuerrier  puis  revinrent  sur  les  lieux  de  l'accident  avec  M.  et  Mme  Cuerrier.  Au 
cours  des  semaines  suivantes,  il  entendit  diverses  rumeurs  selon  lesquelles 
quelqu'un  avait  leve  la  barriere,  mais  il  y  preta  peu  d 'attention  et  l'idee  qu'il 
avait  ete  temoin  et  que  la  rumeur  etait  fausse  ne  lui  vint  pas  a  l'esprit.  Lorsqu'il 
prit  connaissance  du  deroulement  de  l'enquete  dans  les  journaux,  il  constata 
qu'il  pouvait  jeter  une  certaine  lumiere  sur  l'accident;  il  se  rendit  alors  faire 
sa  deposition  a  la  police  avec  M.  et  Mme  Cuerrier.  II  ne  vit  pas  l'agent  Fontaine 
ni  personne  d'autre  sur  le  trottoir  et  il  ne  vit  personne  toucher  la  barriere.  Lui- 
meme  ne  la  toucha  pas. 

Armand  de  la  Bousodiere.  Son  automobile  etait  arretee  en  direction  nord  du 
cote  est  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles.  Elle  etait  la  troisieme  ou  la  quatrieme  voituie 
derriere  l'autobus.  II  vit  passer  le  train  en  direction  est,  apres  quoi  la  barriere 
s'est  elevee  d'une  facon  normale  pour  atteindre  un  angle  d'environ  45  degres. 
II  entendit  un  sifflement  de  train,  qui  lui  sembla  inhabituel,  et  qui  attira  son 
attention  a  la  barriere.  II  ne  vit  pas  le  train  de  marchandises  avant  que  celui-ci 
ne  frappe  l'autobus,  mais  il  vit  la  collision.  II  remarqua  deux  jeunes  gens  qui 
couraient  sur  le  trottoir  est  vers  le  bureau  de  poste,  en  s'eloignant  de  la  barriere, 
quel  que  s  secondes  apres  la  collision.  C  etait  des  adolescents  assez  grands  qui 
faisaient  beaucoup  de  bruit  avec  leurs  pieds.  Ils  passerent  pres  de  sa  voiture 
du  cote  droit  et  il  trouva  etonnant  que  des  gens  courent  dans  la  direction  opposee 
d'un  accident.  II  ne  vit  pas  le  poteau  de  la  barriere  ni  le  trottoir,  etant  donne 
que  son  champ  de  vision  etait  obstrue.  II  ne  vit  que  le  bout  de  la  barriere. 

Gilbert  Fontaine.  Agent  de  la  Surete  de  Dorion.  II  se  trouvait  du  cote  ouest 
de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  puis  traversa  du  cote  est  pour  marcher  sur  le  trottoir  est 
vers  le  passage  ou  la  circulation  etait  arretee.  L'autobus  etait  arrete  a  la  bar- 
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riere  sud  et  la  barriere  etait  abaissee.  Les  feux  clignotaient.  II  se  trouvait  a  40 
ou  50  pieds  ou  a  une  distance  moindre  derriere  l'autobus  lorsque  passa  le  train 
de  voyageurs.  II  etait  a  environ  25  ou  30  pieds  derriere  l'autobus  et  aenviron60 
pieds  de  la  barriere  lorsqu'elle  commenca  a  s'elever.  Elle  s'eleva  completement. 
L'autobus  avait  demarre  lorsqu'il  vit  le  train  de  marchandises  qui  arrivait.  II 
courut  sur  le  trottoir  derriere  l'autobus  pour  l'atteindre  et  frapper  dessus  avec 
ses  poings  mais  il  ne  parvint  qu'a  environ  5  pieds  de  l'autobus.  II  pensa  avoir 
instinctivement  eleve  les  mains  pendant  qu'il  courait.  II  ne  vit  personne  sur  le 
trottoir  ni  personne  qui  touchait  la  barriere. 

Roger  Morrissette.  II  se  trouvait  dans  la  deuxieme  automobile  derriere  l'au- 
tobus. II  vit  la  barriere  levee  a  un  angle  d 'environ  45  degres,  elle  s'elevait 
normalement.  Les  feux  clignotaient.  La  seule  personne  qu'il  vit  passer  avant 
l'accident  fut  l'agent  Fontaine  qui  marchait  rapidement  vers  l'autobus  qui  avait 
deja  demarre.  II  ne  vit  pas  s'il  y  avait  d'autres  personnes  pres  du  passage  et  il 
ne  regarda  pas  vers  le  trottoir  sous  la  barriere. 

Lucie  Martel.  Elle  se  trouvait  dans  la  troisieme  voiture  derriere  l'autobus. 
Des  que  le  train  de  voyageurs  eut  passe,  la  barriere  s'est  elevee  puis  l'autobus 
s'avanca  et  la  barriere  s'est  abaissee  immediatement  apres.  Elle  vit  les  feux 
clignotants  sur  le  poteau  et  entendit  un  sifflement  de  locomotive.  Elle  ne  vit  pas 
l'agent  Fontaine  ni  personne  d 'autre  sur  le  trottoir,  elle  ne  regarda  pas  de  ce 
cote-la  et  elle  ne  vit  personne  pres  de  la  barriere.  La  barriere  s'est  elevee  nor- 
malement. Elle  la  vit  d'abord  a  un  angle  d'environ  45  degres  puis  la  barriere 
s'eleva  pour  atteindre  une  position  presque  verticale. 

J.C.  Murgatroyd.  Sa  voiture  etait  la  troisieme  ou  la  quatrieme  arret ee  derriere 
l'autobus,  mais  il  pense  qu'un  vehicule  devant  le  sien  tourna  et  partit  avant 
l'arrivee  du  train  de  voyageurs.  II  vit  l'agent  Fontaine  traverser  la  rue  de  l'ouest 
a  Test  et  se  rendre  du  cote  de  la  barriere.  II  perdit  Fontaine  de  vue  lorsque 
celui-ci  passa  a  l'arri ere  de  l'autobus  du  cote  droit  pres  de  la  barriere.  La  barriere 
s'eleva  pour  atteindre  un  angle  de  90  degres.  II  ne  vit  personne  d 'autre  que 
Fontaine  sur  le  trottoir  est  mais  ne  put  affirmer  qu'il  n'y  avait  personne  d'autre 
a  la  barriere.  Selon  lui,  les  freins  du  train  ont  ete  serres  deux  secondes  apres  la 
collision  parce  qu'il  vit  alors  ce  qu'il  a  pense  etre  des  flammes  provenant  des 
freins. 

Edouard  Crevier.  II  etait  assis  sur  le  balcon  de  sa  maison,  situee  non  loin 
du  passage,  et  vit  l'accident  arriver.  II  vit  l'autobus  alors  qu'il  se  trouvait  sur 
le  passage  et  que  la  barriere  s'abaissait  derriere  l'autobus.  II  ne  vit  personne 
sur  le  trottoir  est  ni  personne  elever  la  barriere.  II  portait  attention  a  l'autobus 
et  au  train. 

Marcel  Dupont,  II  se  tenait  avec  Leonard  Ledoux  du  cote  ouest  de  la  rue 
Saint-Charles  au  sud  du  passage.  L'agent  Fontaine  leur  parla  pendant  une  ou 
deux  minutes.  II  vit  la  barriere  sud  a  un  angle  de  45  ou  de  50  degres,  les  feux 
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clignotants,  alors  que  l'autobus  s'etait  deja  engage  dans  le  passage.  II  apercutle 
train  de  marchandises  alors  qu'il  etait  a  15  ou  20  pieds  de  l'autobus.  II  ne  porta 
pas  attention  au  trottoir  est  et  n'y  vit  personne. 

Claude  Chartre.  II  se  tenait  au  sud  du  passage  du  cote  ouest  de  la  rue  Saint- 
Charles,  a  environ  50  pieds  du  passage.  II  vit  les  barrieres  abaissees,  les  feux 
clignotants  et  l'autobus  arrete.  II  vit  Real  Charette franchir  les  voies  immediate- 
ment  avant  la  collision.  II  vit  l'autobus  demarrer,  la  barriere  etant  alors  levee. 
II  entendit  presque  simultanement  le  sifflement  du  train  et  le  bruit  strident  des 
freins.  II  ne  vit  personne  du  cote  est  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  pres  de  la  barriere 
mais  il  n'etait  pas  en  mesure  de  nier  qu'il  aurait  pu  y  avoir  quelqu'un. 

Normand  Sabourin.  II  parlait  a  Leonard  Ledoux  lorsqu'il  vit  l'autobus  s'en- 
gager  dans  le  passage,  le  train  de  marchandises  qui  approchait,  puis  la  colli- 
sion . .  .  c'est  a  peu  pres  tout  ce  qu'il  vit. 

Michel  Arbec.  II  se  trouvait  avec  Noel  Dupont  du  cote  ouest  de  la  rue  Saint- 
Charles.  II  remarqua  que  l'autobus  etait  arrete  mais  il  ne  porta  pas  attention  aux 
barrieres  ni  aux  feux.  Apres  la  collision  it  vit  la  barriere  s'abaisser  derriere 
l'autobus.  C'est  a  peu  pres  tout  ce  qu'il  vit. 

Louis  Clarke.  II  se  trouvait  dans  le  terrain  de  stationnement  apres  1' acci- 
dent, et  en  parlant  avec  Mme  Hardy  et  Mme  Finlay,  l'une  d'elles  lui  a  declare 
avoir  vu  trois  adolescents  elever  la  barriere.  Bob  Brosseau  lui  a  egalement  dit 
qu'il  avait  vu  des  gens  tenant  la  barriere. 

Gilles  Couture.  II  traversa  la  rue  Saint-Charles  pour  se  rendre  du  cote  est 
derriere  l'autobus,  monta  sur  le  trottoir,  passa  sous  la  barriere  et  franchit  en 
courant  les  voies  en  direction  nord  avant  que  le  train  de  voyageurs  franchisse 
le  passage.  II  entendit  le  sifflement  des  deux  trains.  II  ne  remarqua  personne 
pres  de  la  barriere  sud.  Apres  avoir  franchi  les  voies  en  courant  il  se  retourna 
et  vit  que  la  barriere  sud  etait  elevee  et  que  l'autobus  s'etait  engage  dans  le 
passage. 

Real  Charette.  II  franchit  les  voies  du  sud  au  nord  du  cote  ouest  de  la  rue 
Saint-Charles  apres  le  passage  du  train  de  voyageurs  et  il  etait  rendu  a  mi-chemin 
lorsqu'il  vit  s'approcher  le  train  de  marchandises;  il  courut  alors  dans  le  fosse. 

Pierre  Gravel.  II  voyageait  a  bord  de  l'autobus.  La  barriere  s'est  elevee 
lorsque  le  train  de  voyageurs  etait  rendu  a  environ  50  pieds  du  passage.  La 
barriere  s'eleva  normalement.  II  regardait  la  barriere  s' elever  par  le  pare-brise 
de  l'autobus  et  regardait  le  train  qui  s'eloignait;  il  ne  regarda  pas  la  barriere  a 
Tendroit  situe  pres  du  trottoir  sous  la  barriere,  n'y  vit  personne,  ne  vit  pas 
l'agent  Fontaine.  ..lorsque  l'autobus  est  passe  devant  le  poteau  de  la  barriere, 
il  aurait  vu  quiconque  se  serait  trouve  la.  II  entendit  quelque  chose  tomber  sur 
le  toit  de  l'autobus  et  a  cru  qu'il  s'agissait  de  la  barriere. 
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Andre  Montpetit.  Lui  et  son  frere  Michel  etaient  accoudes  sur  la  barriere 
nord  au  moment  ou  passait  le  train  de  voyageurs.  lis  se  releverent  lorsque  le 
dernier  wagon  eut  passe.  II  sentit  un  mouvement  de  cote  de  la  barriere  mais 
aucune  pression  remontante.  Apres  le  passage  du  train,  il  vit  que  la  barriere 
sud  s'etait  elevee  presque  completement  et  que  l'autobus  s'engageait  sur  les 
voies.  II  ne  vit  personne  a  cet  endroit. 

Michel  Montpetit.  Lui  et  son  frere  Andre  etaient  accoudes  sur  la  barriere 
nord  qui  vibra  mais  qui  ne  semblait  pas  vouloir  s'elever.  II  vit  Charette  alors 
que  ce  dernier  etait  dans  le  fosse. 

J.-C.  Roy.  II  se  trouvait  dans  la  deuxieme  voiture  du  cote  nord  du  passage. 
Lorsque  le  train  de  voyageurs  fut  passe,  il  vit  la  barriere  sud  s'elever  complete- 
ment puis  descendre  a  une  position  d'environ  70  ou  80  degres.  II  ne  vit  personne 
a  cet  endroit.  II  suivit  de  ses  yeux  la  barriere  qui  s'elevait  depuis  sa  position 
horizontale. 

Jean  Marleau.  II  se  tenait  pres  de  la  barriere  nord.  II  vit  quelqu'un  accoude 
sur  la  barriere  nord  apres  avoir  remarque  que  la  barriere  sud  etait  elevee.  Quand 
il  vit  la  lueur  du  train  de  marchandises  qui  approchait,  il  remarqua  l'autobus  et 
constata  que  la  barriere  sud  etait  elevee.  Lorsqu'il  la  vit,  elle  etait  a  environ 
4  ou  5  pieds  de  sa  position  verticale  et  l'autobus  avait  demarre.  II  regardait  le 
train  et  l'autobus  en  meme  temps.  II  ne  vit  personne  franchir  les  voies  ni  per- 
sonne sur  le  trottoir  pres  de  l'autobus.  II  vit  quelqu'un  ayant  un  coude  sur  la 
barriere  nord  lorsqu'il  apercut  la  barriere  sud  s'elever  a  4  ou  5  pieds  de  la  posi- 
tion verticale.  II  n'entendit  aucun  crissement  de  freins  avant  1 'accident  ni  apres. 
Lorsqu'il  vit  que  la  barriere  sud  etait  presque  rendue  a  sa  position  verticale,  il 
ne  vit  pas  la  partie  inferieure  de  la  barriere  mais  seulement  la  partie  superieure. 

Mme  Jeanne  Brosseau.  Elle  se  trouvait  dans  son  automobile  du  cote  nord 
du  passage  avec  son  fils  Bob  et  Mile  Hytonen.  La  barriere  nord  etait  abaissee. 
Elle  apercut  le  train  de  marchandises  et  en  meme  temps  l'autobus  qui  s'engageait 
sur  les  voies.  La  barriere  sud  etait  elevee  lorsqu'elle  vit  l'autobus.  Son  fils 
affirma  qu'il  y  avait  quelqu'un  de  1'autre  cote,  pres  de  la  barriere,  mais  a  aucun 
moment  ne  vit-elle  quelque  chose  se  passer  du  cote  sud  et  ne  regarda  meme  pas 
de  ce  cote-la. 

Marcel  Dion.  II  se  trouvait  a  la  barriere  nord  avec  Claude  Pilon.  La  barriere 
nord  ne  s'est  pas  elevee.  II  vit  la  barriere  sud  elevee  alors  qu'elle  se  trouvait 
au-dessus  de  l'autobus.  II  vit  Real  Charette  franchir  les  voies.  Lui-meme  ne 
portait  pas  attention  a  l'autobus  et  ne  vit  pas  la  barriere  quitter  sa  position  hori- 
zontale. II  vit  l'autobus  demarrer  lentement.  II  entendit  le  sifflement  du  train  de 
marchandises.  II  ne  regarda  pas  sur  le  trottoir  du  cote  sud  et  ne  remarqua  pas 
s'il  y  avait  quelqu'un  sur  le  trottoir  ou  devant  l'autobus. 
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Claude  Pilon.  II  se  trouvait  avec  Marcel  Dion  a  la  barriere  nord.  Lorsqu'il 
vit  la  barriere  sud,  elle  etait  a  environ  4  pieds  de  sa  position,  verticale  tout  en 
continuant  a  s'elever  et  l'autobus  s'engageait  sur  les  voies.  II  ne  vit  personne 
pres  de  l'autobus  ni  devant  l'autobus.  II  ne  vit  personne  accoude  sur  la  barriere 
nord.  II  ne  regarda  pas  vers  la  partie  inferieure  de  la  barriere  sud  et  etant  donne 
que  l'autobus  s'etait  deplace,  il  ne  pouvait  pas  voir  s'il  s'y  trouvait  quelqu'un, 
mais  il  vit  l'autobus  avant  que  celui-ci  ait  demarre  et  rien  ne  l'empechait  de  voir 
des  gens  qui  se  seraient  trouves  pres  de  l'autobus,  mais  il  ne  vit  personne. 

Andre  Therrien.  II  se  trouvait  pres  de  la  barriere  nord  lors  du  passage  du 
train  de  voyageurs.  Lorsqu'il  vit  la  barriere  sud  apres  le  passage  du  train  de 
voyageurs,  elle  etait  presque  rendue  a  sa  position  verticale  et  suffisamment 
elevee  pour  permettre  le  passage  de  l'autobus.  II  ne  vit  pas  reellement  s'il  y 
avait  quelqu'un  sur  le  trottoir  pres  de  l'autobus. 

Philip  Holland.  II  prenait  place  dans  la  deuxieme  voiture  du  cote  nord  du 
passage,  il  n'y  avait  qu'une  voiture  devant  la  sienne.  Les  barrieres  etaient 
abaissees,  les  gros  feux  rouges  clignotaient,  de  meme  que  les  petits  feux  sur 
la  barriere  nord.  II  ne  vit  personne  pres  de  la  barriere  nord  ou  accoude  sur  elle. 
Lorsqu'il  arriva  au  passage,  le  train  de  voyageurs  y  passait  en  se  dirigeant  vers 
Montreal.  II  vit  l'autobus  pour  la  premiere  fois  immediatement  apres  que  le  pre- 
mier train  eut  franchi  le  passage,  et  apres  avoir  apercu  le  train  de  marchandises 
qui  approchait,  il  regarda  vers  1 'avant  et  vit  l'autobus.  La  barriere  sud  s'elevait 
et  etait  rendue  a  un  angle  d 'environ  15  degres.  Lorsque  la  barriere  eut  atteint  un 
angle  d'environ  75  a  80  degres,  l'autobus  avanca  sous  la  barriere.  Ce  n'est 
qu'apres  l'accident  qu'il  apprit  qu'il  s'agissait  d'un  autobus  scolaire.  Les  son- 
neries  se  faisaient  entendre  pendant  que  le  premier  train  passait  et  apres  qu'il 
eut  franchi  le  passage.  Son  regard  se  portait  sur  l'autobus,  puis  sur  le  train.  II 
ne  vit  personne  sur  le  trottoir  au  sud  du  passage,  ni  personne  franchissant  le 
passage,  ni  pres  du  passage  du  cote  est  de  la  rue.  Alors  qu'il  regardait  en  direc- 
tion de  la  barriere,  il  ne  vit  aucun  bras  ni  aucune  ombre  tandis  que  la  barriere  se 
trouvait  a  un  angle  de  15  degres,  et  il  etait  d'avis  que  s'il  y  avait  eu  quelqu'un, 
il  l'aurait  vu.  Rien  n'obstruait  sa  vision.  La  barriere  s'elevait  normalement  et 
rapidement  par  rapport  aux  autres  passages  qu'il  avait  vus.  II  vit  la  barriere  s'e- 
lever de  sa  position  horizontale  a  15  degres  jusqu'a  sa  position  verticale.  II  ne 
porta  pas  d'attention  particuliere  a  ce  qui  se  passait  pres  du  poteau  de  la  barriere. 
fetant  donne  qu'une  partie  du  bras  de  la  barriere  se  trouvait  entre  lui  et  lesphares 
de  l'autobus,  cette  partie  ressortait  davantage  que  le  reste  de  la  barriere.  A  son 
avis,  si  quelqu'un  avait  touche  la  barriere  de  quelque  facon,  il  est  certain  qu'il 
l'aurait  vu.  S'il  y  avait  eu  quelqu'un  sur  le  trottoir  ou  a  une  certaine  distance 
de  la  barriere,  il  ne  croit  pas  qu'il  l'aurait  vu,  mais  si  quelqu'un  s'etait  trouve 
a  la  barriere,  il  est  certain  qu'il  l'aurait  vu.  II  est  persuade  qu'il  n'y  aurait  pu 
se  trouver  quelqu'un  a  la  barriere  ou  a  un  ou  deux  pieds  de  la  barriere  sans 
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qu'il  1  'ait  vu.  II  pouvait  voir  la  barriere  nord  sur  toute  sa  longueur  alors  qu'il  y 
etait  arrete,  mais  il  ne  vit  personne  a  cette  barriere  ni  pres  d'elle  —  il  ne  regar- 
dait  qu'environ  les  trois  quarts  de  la  barriere  qui  se  trouvaient  directement 
devant  lui  —  il  ne  porta  pas  attention  a  ce  qui  se  passait  sur  le  trottoir  a  cet 
endroit. 

Roger  Levac.  II  se  trouvait  dans  sa  voiture,  arretee  a  la  barriere  nord  qui 
etait  abaissee,  lors  du  passage  du  train  en  direction  de  Montreal.  Sa  voiture 
etait  la  deuxieme  ou  la  troisieme  en  file.  II  entendit  le  sifflement  du  train  qui 
frappa  Tautobus.  II  croit  que  la  barriere  nord  s'eleva  un  peu.  II  vit  la  barriere 
sud  s'elever  normalement.  II  vit  la  barriere  sud  s'elever  depuis  sa  position  hori- 
zontal originale  jusqu'au  moment  ou  elle  fut  completement  elevee,  puis  la  vit 
s'abaisser.  II  vit  l'autobus  scolaire,  les  phares  allumes.  II  vit  la  collision.  II 
ignore  s'il  aurait  pu  voir  quelqu'un  elever  la  barriere  ou  voir  quelqu'un  qui  s'y 
trouvait.  Les  feux  rouges  de  la  barriere  sud  clignotaient  lorsque  celle-ci  s'ele- 
vait.  Lorsqu'il  regarda  la  barriere  sud,  il  la  vit  sur  toute  sa  longueur  mais  ne 
porta  pas  d 'attention  particuliere  a  la  partie  de  la  barriere  la  plus  pres  du  trot- 
toir, et  il  ne  pouvait  pas  voir  le  trottoir  de  l'endroit  ou  il  se  trouvait.  II  ne  vit 
pas  la  barriere  s'abaisser  completement. 

Fonctionnement  des  barrieres  a  d'autres  occasions: 

Lors  de  1 'audience,  on  a  egalement  signale  que  l'appareil  de  protection  au 
passage  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  avait  mal  fonctionne  a  diverses  occasions,  de 
l'avis  des  temoins.  La  Commission  a  fait  enquete  sur  ces  incidents,  ainsi  que 
sur  d'autres  incidents  qui  se  seraient  produits  a  diverses  periodes  a  ces  pas- 
sages apres  le  7  octobre,  de  meme  que  sur  d'autres  incidents  qui  se  seraient 
produits  a  des  passages  dotes  d'appareils  de  protection  semblables.  L'appareil 
de  protection  n'est  pas  tout  a  fait  le  meme  au  passage  du  Pacifique-Canadien 
de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  qu'au  passage  du  National-Canadien,  et  il  existe  egale- 
ment diverses  differences  a  d'autres  passages  proteges  par  des  barrieres,  mais 
la  conception  de  tous  ces  appareils  modernes  formes  de  barrieres  a  bras  courts 
est  fondamentalement  la  meme  et  elle  comprend  dans  tous  les  cas  la  caracteris- 
tique  "securite  apres  defaillance". 

Dans  la  plupart  des  cas,  on  s'est  plaint  que  les  barrieres  etaient  abaissees 
et  retardaient  la  circulation  routiere  lorsqu'aucun  train  ne  passait.  Ceci  arrive 
occasionnellement  seulement,  par  suite  du  bris  d'un  rail  ou  d'un  f il ,  de  l'execu- 
tion  de  travaux  d'entretien  a  1'interieur  du  circuit  de  commande  et  dans  d'autres 
situations  ou  la  caracteristique  "securite  apres  defaillance"  entre  en  jeu.  Dans 
certains  cas,  les  employes  du  chemin  de  fer  ont  actionne  les  barrieres  par  com- 
mande manuelle.  Dans  certains  cas,  le  fait  a  ete  signale  a  la  Commission  long- 
temps  apres  s'etre  produit,  et  il  a  ete  difficile  de  connaftre  toutes  les  circon- 
stances.  Aucune  de  ces  enquetes  n'a  revele  de  cas  ou  une  barriere  se  soit  elevee 
alors  qu'un  train  s'approchait  du  passage  dans  les  limites  du  circuit  de  com- 
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mande  d'approche,  si  ce  n'est  qu'elle  avait  ete  elevee  par  des  employes  du  che- 
min  de  fer  actionnant  les  commandes  des  barrieres  alors  qu'ils  dirigeaient  les 
mouvements  des  trains  dans  l'exercice  de  leurs  fonctions.  Aucun  ingenieur  des 
signaux  de  la  Commission,  au  cours  de  ses  nombreuses  annees  de  service,  n'a 
entendu  dire  que  cela  se  soit  produit,  si  ce  n'est  lorsque  des  personnes  non  au- 
torisees  ont  eleve  une  barriere  en  la  soulevant. 

CONCLUSIONS  ET  OBSERVATIONS 

On  dit  sou  vent,  et  parfois  les  faits  le  prouvent,  que  ce  qu'on  croyait  impos- 
sible peut  arriver  et  arrivera.  On  peut  former  pareille  conjecture  dans  le  cas  de 
l'appareil  de  protection  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada,  au  passage  de 
la  rue  Saint-Charles,  mais  elle  ne  saurait  justifier  les  conclusions  sur  ce  qui  a 
effectivement  fait  s'elever  la  barriere  sud  devant  l'autobus 

Un  certain  nombre  de  personnes  qui  pouvaient  voir  le  passage  affirment 
n'avoir  vu  personne  pres  de  la  barriere  sud.  Certaines  d'entre  elles  ajoutent 
meme  que,  s'il  y  avait  eu  une  ou  plusieurs  personnes  a  la  barriere  ou  sur  le 
trottoir  pres  de  la  barriere,  elles  etaient  en  mesure  de  les  voir  et  les  auraient 
certainement  remarquees.  Toutefois,  d 'apres  leur  propre  temoignage,  les  deux 
jeunes  gens,  Cuerrier  et  Vendette,  se  trouvaient  sur  le  trottoir  en  face  de  la 
portiere  de  l'autobus  et  l'agent  Fontaine  courut  sur  le  meme  trottoir  au  dela  de 
la  barriere  afin  d'essayer  d'atteindre  l'autobus  et  d'attirerson  attention.  Fontaine 
a  declare  n'avoir  pas  remarque  Cuerrier  et  Vendette  qui  ont  affirm  e  pour  leur  part 
n'avoir  pas  vu  le  policier. 

Cependant,  la  facon  d'agir  de  Cuerrier  et  de  Vendette  apres  la  collision  a  ete 
pour  le  moins  etrange.  lis  etaient  arrives  au  passage  a  niveau  dans  1 'intention  de 
le  franchir  afin  de  se  rendre  au  bureau  d'un  medecin.  La  barriere  s'est  elevee, 
l'autobus  s'est  engage  sur  les  voies,  mais  ils  n'ont  pas  fait  un  seul  mouvement 
pour  aller  la  ou  ils  avaient  l'intention  d'aller.  Au  moment  de  la  collision,  ou 
quelques  secondes  avant  ou  apres,  ils  coururent  plutot  se  refugier  dans  un  terrain 
peu  eclaire  du  cote  est  de  la  rue.  Par  la  suite,  ils  n'allerent  meme  pas  la  ou 
avait  ete  projete  l'autobus,  ni  la  ou  gisaient  les  occupants,  morts  ou  blesses. 
Nous  avons  peine  a  croire  que  c'etait  en  vue  d'eviter  les  debris  volant  de  toutes 
parts  qu'ils  se  sont  refugies  dans  le  terrain  sombre.  Dans  la  bofte  aux  temoins, 
ils  nous  ont  donne  l'impression  d'etre  des  jeunes  gens  intelligents,  intelligents 
et  fuyants  plutot  que  francs  et  disposes  a  dire  toute  la  verite  sur  ce  qu'ils  sa- 
vaient  de  1' affaire. 

Le  temoignage  des  personnes  qui,  pour  une  raison  ou  une  autre,  n'ont  pas 
vu  ou  remarque  quelqu'un  a  la  barriere,  ou  quelqu'un  en  train  de  la  lever  est,  en 
soi,  negatif.  Ce  temoignage  n'a  pas,  en  ce  qui  a  trait  aux  evenements  survenus 
sur  le  trottoir  pres  de  la  barriere,  la  meme  valeur  de  preuve  que  le  temoignage 
affirmatif  de  personnes  qui  pouvaient  voir  et  qui  ont  declare  avoir  vu  certains 
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faits  precis  se  produire.  Les  personnes  qui  ont  declare  avoir  vu  des  personnes 
a  la  barriere  etaient,  elles-memes,  placees  a  des  postes  d'observation  differents 
et  n'avaient  pas  toutes  le  meme  champ  de  vision.  Elles  n'ont  pas  non  plus  soup- 
conne  que  ce  qui  leur  semblait  etre  des  personnes  pouvait  simplement  etre  des 
ombres,  ou  encore  que  ce  qu 'elles  ont  vu  pouvait  n'etre  simplement  que  les  bras 
de  l'agent  Fontaine  qui  courait. 

II  n'a  pas  ete  prouve  que  la  sonnerie  d'avertissement  du  passage  a  niveau 
a  sonne  alors  que  la  barriere  sud  s'elevait,  comme  cela  aurait  du  se  produire 
si  quelqu'un  avait  eleve  la  barriere  par  la  force  de  ses  bras.  Toutefois,  la  cir- 
culation automobile  etait  alors  tres  dense  au  passage.  Les  cloches  des  deux 
trains,  de  voyageurs  et  de  marchandises,  sonnaient  alors  qu'ils  approchaient  du 
croisement;  il  y  avait  aussi  le  sifflement  des  trains  et  le  bruit  fait  par  les  deux 
trains  rapides.  Le  laps  de  temps  au  cours  duquel  la  barriere  sud  s'est  elevee 
puis  est  retombee  a  pu  n'etre  que  de  quelques  secondes.  Dans  ce  cas,  il  est 
bien  possible  que  la  sonnerie  du  passage  ait  fonctionne  sans  toutefois  etre 
entendue. 

II  est  naturel  qu'on  ait  pu  penser  que  l'execution  a  Test  du  passage,  quel- 
ques heures  a  peine  avant  1 'accident,  dans  l'apres-midi,  par  des  employes  du 
chemin  de  fer,  de  certains  travaux  en  vue  de  changer  des  cables  et  de  couper 
un  rail,  ait  pu  occasionner  un  mauvais  fonctionnement  de  l'appareil  de  protection. 
Cependant,  les  employes  du  chemin  de  fer  ont  decrit  les  travaux  effectues  et 
les  essais  qu'ils  ont  faits  afin  de  s'assurer  que  l'appareil  de  protection  au  pas- 
sage fonctionnait  normalement,  une  fois  leurs  travaux  termines.  Quelques  trains 
ont  meme  franchi  le  passage  apres  les  travaux,  au  cours  de  l'apres-midi  et  de  la 
soiree,  avant  l'accident,  et  les  signaux  de  voie  ainsi  que  l'appareil  de  protection 
ont  continue  de  fonctionner  normalement.  A  notre  avis,  le  travail  susmentionne 
n 'etait  qu'une  coincidence,  sans  aucun  rapport  avec  la  collision. 

A  notre  avis,  il  y  a  preponderance  de  temoignages  dignes  de  foi  a  l'effet 
que  la  barriere  a  ete  levee  par  les  bras  et  les  mains  d'une  ou  de  deux  personnes 
qui  etaient  a  la  barriere.  Nous  pensons  aussi  que  quiconque  a  leve  les  barrieres 
l'a  fait  sans  savoir  et  sans  penser  que  c'etait  alors  dangereux,  ni  sans  savoir 
qu'un  train  en  direction  ouest  s'approchait  du  passage.  Compte  tenu  des  conse- 
quences, il  n'est  pas  etonnant  que  personne  n'a  admis  avoir  leve  la  barriere. 

Nous  avons  deja  indique  que  l'appareil  de  protection  de  type  barrieres  a 
bras  courts,  feux  d'avertissement  et  sonnerie,  comme  celui  qui  est  installe  au 
croisement  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  et  la  voie  ferree  du  National-Canadien,  est 
le  plus  moderne  et  le  meilleur  systeme  de  protection  et  d'avertissement  de  pas- 
sage a  niveau  que  connaisse  la  Commission.  Son  usage  est  repandu  a  des  milliers 
de  passages  a  niveau  au  Canada  et  aux  Etats-Unis.  Toutefois,  il  ne  constitue 
pas  un  moyen  absolu  ni  certain  d'empecher  les  collisions  entre  trains  et  vehi- 
cules  a  moteur,  car  il  n'existe  encore  aucun  systeme  connu  de  protection  de 
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passage  a  niveau  ayant  atteint  un  tel  degre  de  perfection.  Nous  sommes  con- 
vaincus  que  le  tragique  accident  du  7  octobre  n'a  pas  ete  cause  par  une  panne, 
une  defectuosite  ou  un  mauvais  fonctionnement  de  l'appareil  de  protection  au 
passage  a  niveau. 

Le  probleme  du  passage  a  niveau  de  la  rue  Saint-Charles  ne  sera  comple- 
tement  resolu  que  par  la  construction  d'un  etagement  de  voies.

In  view  of  this  development,  and  in  order  to  identify  Orders  of  the  Railway 

Transport  Committee,  it  was  decided  that  such  Orders  would  carry  the  prefix  "R" 

preceding  the  number  of  the  Order  and  a  new  numbering  series,  beginning  with 
number  1,  would  be  implemented. 

It  might  also  be  pointed  out  that  generally  speaking  Section  90  of  the  National 
Transportation  Act  provided  that  all  regulations,  rules,  orders  and  directions  made  by  the 
Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  in  force  on  the  Proclamation  of  Part  I 
of  the  new  legislation  continue  in  force  until  repealed,  replaced  or  rescinded  by,  or  as 
amended  or  varied  by,  The  Canadian  Transport  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Transportation  Act  and  the  Railway  Act,  or  any  other  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada.

The  Railway  Transport  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Transport  Commission  hereby 
orders: 

1.  General  Order  No.  0—10  of  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada 
is  amended  by  adding  after  paragraph  3  the  following  paragraph: 

4.  Notwithstanding  paragraph  1  and  clauses  316  to  349  of  the  Regulations, 
clause  349 A  applies  to: 

(a)  all  caboose  cars  with  platforms  built  new  or  re-built  after  January  1, 

1967; 

(b)  all  caboose  cars  with  platforms  in  service  on  and  after  April  1,  1974. 

2.  By  adding  after  clause  349  of  the  Regulations  the  following  clause: 

349A.  CABOOSE  CARS  WITH  PLATFORMS  BUILT  NEW  OR  RE-BUILT 
AFTER  JANUARY  1,  1967,  AND  CABOOSE  CARS  WITH  PLATFORMS 
IN  SERVICE  ON  AND  FROM  APRIL  1,  1974. 

HAND-BRAKES 

NUMBER  Al.    (1)  Each  caboose  car  shall  be  equipped  with  an  efficient 

hand-brake  which  shall  operate  in  harmony  with  the  power- 
brake  thereon. 

(2)  The  hand-brake  may  be  of  any  efficient  design,  but  must 
provide  a  total  braking  force  applied  to  brake  shoes  not 
less  than  the  total  force  applied  to  the  brake  shoes  by  the 
brake  cylinders  at  50  pounds  per  square  inch. 
DIMENSIONS       A2.    (1)  The  brake  wheel  may  be  deep  or  shallow,  of  malleable  iron, 

wrought  iron,  steel,  or  other  material  of  equivalent  strength. 
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(2)  Overall  diameter  of  brake  wheel  nominally  twenty-two  (22) 
inches. 

(3)  Depth  of  brake  wheel  hub  shall  be  two  and  five-eighths  (2  5/8) 
inches  with  square  taper  shaft  fit,  taper  two  (2)  inches  in 
twelve  (12)  inches  with  small  end  of  taper  fit  seven-eighths

(2)  The  brake-shaft  shall  be  located  to  the  left  of  and  not 
less  than  seventeen  (17)  nor  more  than  twenty-two  (22) 
inches  from  centre  of  car  and  not  less  than  twenty-six  (26) 
nor  more  than  forty  (40)  inches  above  top  of  end  platform.
